CHAPTER  2. 


AN  ACT  requiring  all  Railroad  Companies  in  this  Commonwealth  to  paj 
for  stock  thej  negligently  kill  or  damage  on  said  roads. 

Be  it  eruicted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  railroad  companies  in  this  Commonwealth 
shall  pay  fall  damages  to  the  owners  of  all  horses  and  other 
stock  they  may  negligently  or  carelessly  kill  or  damage  by 
their  cars  or  agents,  along  said  roads  or  its  branches,  within 
said  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  That  the  killing  or  damaging  of  any  horses  or  other 
stock  by  the  cars  along  said  roads  or  branches  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  carelessness  and  negligence  of  said  com- 
pany. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  exempting  certain  Property  from  Taxation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUA  of 

Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  all  college  buildings  and  seminaries  of 

CoUeae  build-  learning,  and  all  the  real  estate  not  exceeding  five  acres,  and 

empt^mtax-  *^^  personal  property  of  every  kind  belonging  to  any  institn- 

atioo.  tion  of  learning  in  this  State,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation 

for  any  purpose  whatever. 

§  2.  That  all  real  estate  not  exceeding  five  acres  belonging 

Property  of  to  any  incorporated  institution  of  the  Independent  Order  of 

and*Free"fia-  ^^^  Fellows,  and  all  real  estate  not  exceeding  five  acres 

iMu  exempted;  belonging  to  any  incorporated  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 

Masons  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  shall  be  exempt  from  tax- 
ation for  any  purpose  wliatever.  That  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  apply  to  all  hospitals,  infirmaries,  widows  and  or- 
phans' asylums,  and  foundling  asylums  in  this  Commonwealthr 
§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

[This  bill  this  day  became  a  law,  the  Governor  having  failed  to  rotnr» 
the  same  with  his  objections — December  8th,  1869.]

CHAPTER  13.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 

Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Clifton  Hodes,  James  L.  Allen,  Robert  W.  Gra- 

Oomtnlnioii-  ham,  M.  J.  Durham,  A.  S.  AIcGrority,  and  William  A.  Dounton, 

SSrewJn^di^  of  the  county  of  Boyle;  George  R.  McKee,  of  the  county  of 

^M*  Garrard ;  James  A.  Grinstead,  of  the  eounty  of  Fayette;  and 
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Wniiam  Johnson,  of  the  coanty  of  Nelson,  and  their  sac- 
ceasors  in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constitnted  and 
appointed  a  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  a  body  poliiic  and 
corporate,  for  the  benefit  of  the  State^  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Kentucky  Asylum  at 
Danville. for  the  Tuition  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb;  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  and  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever;  may 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  break,  alter, 
or  renew  at  pleasure ;  and  shall  have  all  other  rights  and 
privileges  incident  to  corporations  that  may  be  desirable  and 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  it 
is  created,  and  for  the  efficient  management  of  its  business 
and  affairs. 

§  2.  That  said  board,  and  their  successors  in  office,  are 
hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  receive  by  legacies,  con- 
veyances, or  otherwise,  lands,  money,  and  other  property,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  State,  in  aid  and  furtherance  of  the  objects 
of  said  institution,  and  the  same  to  retain,  use,  and  apply  to 
the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  of  this  Commonwealth, 
to  any  amount,  the  interest,  profits,  and  proceeds  of  which 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
per  annam. 

§  3.  That  all  the  funds  and  effects  of  said  asylum  shall  be 
ander  the  management  and  control  of  said  Board  of  Com- 
missioners and  their  successors  in  office,  as  trustees  for  the 
State,  in  aid  and  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  said  institution, 
subject  to  the  rules  and  conditions  herein  specified ;  and  as 
such,  they  are  hereby  authorised  and  empowered,  from  and 
afler  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  take  possession  of  all  books, 
papers,  bonds,  stocks,  lands,  improvements,  and  effects  be- 
longing to  said  asylum,  wherever  they  may  be  found,  or  in 
whatever  they  may  consist,  and  to  hold,  retain,  and  so  manage, 
use,  and  apply  the  same,  as  may  be  best  calculated,  in  their 
judgment,  to  build  up  and  sustain  said  asylum,  and  secure  the 
objects  for  which  it  was  established :  Provided^  hourever.  That 
said  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
shall  be  governed,  in  every  instance,  by  such  restrictions  as 
may  accompany  any  grant  of  aid  by  the  Legislature :  And 
provided  further^  That  whenever  said  board,  or  their  success- 
ors in  office,  shall  receive  from  private  individuals  any  dona- 
tion or  contribution,  specifying  the  object  for  which  said 
donation  or  contribution  is  made,  the  same  shall  be  sacredly 
set  apart  and  applied  to  the  purpose  so  specified  by  the  donor, 
and  to  no  other,  subject,  however,  to  the  control  of  the  State 
over  said  iuRtitution,  its  officers  and  affairs. 

§  4.  That  said  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  shall  keep  a  true  and  complete  record  of  all  their 
proceedings  and  acts^as  a  board,  and  cause  to  be  kept  by  their 
secretary  and  treasurer  a  true  and  complete  record  of  all 
moneys  received  and  paid  out,  from  whence  derived,  and  for 
what  expended,  of  bonds  receivable  and  bonds  payable,  and 
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of  all  other  accoants  and  proceedings  incident  to  the  manage- 
ment of  said  asylum ;  all  of  which  shall  be.  open,  and  at  any 
time  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  committee  or  commis- 
sioner appointed  by  the  Legislature  for  the  examination  of 
the  same}  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners for  the  time  being  to  present  to  the  Governor  an- 
nually, and  he  to  lay  before  the  General  Assembly,  within 
the  first  week  of  their  session,  a  statement  of  the  funds  and 
receipts  and  expenses  and  condition  of  the  institution,  and  of 
the  number  of  children  received  and  educated  therein  during 
the  year  immediately  preceding,  and  the  parts  of  the  State 
from  whence  they  came,  distinguishing  between  those  having 
been  supported  gratuitously  and  others. 

§  5.  That  said  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  is  hereby  vested  in 
them,  to  appoint  a  superintendent  and  teachers  for  said  insti- 
tution, regulate  the  term  of  service,  define  the  duties,  and  fix 
the  salaries  thereof;  to  appoint  a  president,  secretary,  treas- 
urer, and  all  other  officers  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  to 
remove  any  of  them  at  pleasure,  and  fill  their  places  with 
others;  and  to  make  such  by-laws  as  they  may  consider 
necessary  for  the  interest  of*  the  said  asylum:  Provided^ 
however^  The  present  incumbents,  of  superintendent  and 
teachers,  if  they  faithfully  and  efficiently  discharge  their 
duties,  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  pres- 
ent collegiate  year :  And  provided  further,  That  the  action  of 
said  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
as  to  the  various  matters  referred  to  in  this  section,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  6.  That  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  said  Board  of  Com- 
missioners, after  the  passage  of  this  act,  said  commissioners 
shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes;  two  of  the  commis- 
sioners residing  in  Boyle  county,  and  one  residing  in  a  differ- 
ent county,  shall  be  allotted  to  each  class;  and  the  seats  of 
the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  two  years

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Monroe  county,  at  any  reg- 
ular term  thereof,  when  two  thirds  of  all  the  justices  of  the

cious and  proper  expenditure  in  removing  the  obstructions 
will  greatly  improve  the  navigation  of  said  river,  and  that  it 
can  thereby  be  made  safe  and  reliable,  for  a  large  portion  of 
the  year,  for  steamboats,  coal  barges,  and  rafts,  for  a  distance 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles  above  its  mouth;  therefore,

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  644. 

AN  ACT  for   the    incorporation   and  regulation  of  Fire,   Marine,   Health, 
Accident,  Live  Stock,  and  all  other,  except  Life  Insurance  Companies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the   General   Assembly  of  the   Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That   hereafter  any  number  of  persons,  not   less

pany.  the  county  m  which  such  Insurance  Company  is  proposed 

to  be  located,  or  published  in  this  Commonwealth,  and 
having  general  circulation  in  said  county,  and  shall,  also, 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  make  a  certificate  specify- 
ing the  name  assumed  by  such  company  and  by  \vhich 
it  shall  be  known,  the  object  for  which  said  company 
shall  be  formed,  the  amount  of  its  proposed  capital  stock, 
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and  the  place  where  the  principal  ofEce  of  eaid  com- 
pany shall  be  located,  which  certificate  shall  be  acknowl- 
edged, certified,  and  forwarded  to  the  Auditor,  who  sheAl 
Bubroit  the  same  to  the  Attorney  General  for  examina- 
tion ;  and  if  found  by  him  to  be  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States, 
he  shall  certify  the  same  and  deliver  it  back  to  the  said 
Auditor,  who  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  name  or 
title  of  any  company  applied  for,  when  he  bhall  deem 
the  name  too  similar  to  one  already  appropriated,  or 
likely  to  mislead  the  public.  For  the  examination  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  the  Attorney  General*  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  fee  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  corpo- 
rators. 

J  9.  Upon  the  approval  of  said  certificate  by  the  Attor- 
ney General  and  the  Auditor,  the  said  Auditor  shall  cause 
it  to  be  recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose,  in 
the  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Insurance ;  and  said  persons, 
when  incorporated,  and  having  procured  the  certificate 
of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  of  this  State  that  they 
have,  in  all  respects,  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  are  hereby  authorized  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
insurance,  as  named  in  such  certificate  of  incorporation ; 
and  by  the  name  and  style  provided  therein,  shall  be 
deemed  a  body  corporate,  with  succession ;  they  and 
their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  to  have  the 
same  general  corporate  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all 
the  obligations  and  restrictions  of  this  act,  and  of  the 
general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  3.  No  joint  stock  company  shall  be  incorporated 
under  this  act  with  a  smaller  capital  than  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  one  million  dollars,  as 
may  be  specified  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation, 
which  stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  nor  shall  any  company,  on  the  plan  of 
mutual  insurance,  commence  business  in  this  State  until 
agreements  have  been  entered  into  for  insurance  with 
at  least  two  hundred  applicants,  the  premiums  on  which 
ehall  amount  to  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  of  which  at  least  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  paid  in  cash,  and  notes  of  solvent  parties,  founded 
on  actual  and  bona  fide  applications  for  assurance,  shall 
have  been  received  for  the  remainder.  No  one  of  the 
notes  received  as  aforesaid  shall  amount  to  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  no  two  shall  be  given  for  the 
same  risk,  or  be  made  by  the  same  perspn  or  firm,  except 
where  the  whole  amount  of  such  notes  shall  not  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars;  nor  shall  any  note  be  represented 
aa  capital    stock   unless   a    policy   be   issued   upon   the 
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1870.  flafne  within  thirty  days^  after  the  organization  of  the 
company,  upon  a  risk  which  shall  be  for  no  shorter 
period  than  twelve  months.  Each  of  said  notes  shall 
be  payable  in  part  or  in  whole,  at  any  time  when  the 
directors  shall  deem  the  same  requisite  for  the  payment 
of  losses  by  fire  or  inland  navigation,  and  such  incidental 
expenses  as  may  be  necessary  for  transacting  the  busi- 
ness of  said  company.  And  no  note  snail  be  accepted 
as  part  of  such  capital  stock,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  of 
the  precinct  where  the  person  making  such  note  shall 
reside,  that  the  person  making  the  same  is,  in  his  opinion, 
pecuniarily  good  and  responsible  for  the  same  ;  and  no 
such  note  shall  be  surrendered  during  the  life  of  the 
policy  for  which  it  was  given. 

§  4.  Having  published  the  notice  and  filed  publisher's

proper,  and   shall    keep   the   same    open   until   the   fall 

amount  specified  in  the  certificate  is  subscribed  ;  or,  in 

case  the  business   of  such  company  is   proposed   to   be 

conducted  on  the  plan  of  mutual  insurance,  then  open 

book^  to  receive  propositions  and  enter  into  agreements 

in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  specified  in  the  third 

section  of  this  act. 

§  5.  The  afiairs  of  any  company  organized  under  this 

HowMmpaoy  act  shall  be  managed  by  not  more  than  twenty-one  nor 

bo^w^^^  ireotors  less  than  five  directors,  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders 

elected.  ^j.  niembers.'  as  the  case   may  be.      Within   one  month 

after  the  subscription  books  shall  have  been  filed,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  subscribers  shall  hold  a  meeting  for  the  elec- 
tion of  directors,  each  share  entitling  the  holder  thereof

§  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Insurance  Company  or-

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tinned  in  force  so  long  as  the  loan  continues;  and  also  1870. 
in  the  bonds  of  this  State,  or  the  bonds  of  the  United 
States;  and  also  in  the  bonds  of  any  county  or  incorpo- 
rated city  or  railroad  company  in  this  State,  authorised 
to  be  issued  by  the  Legislature,  and  to  lend  the  same, 
or  any  part  thereof,  on  the  security  of  such  bonds,  or  of 
bonds  and  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust,  as  aforesaid ; 
aod  to  change  and  reinvest  the  same  as  occasion  may, 
from  time  to  time,  require :  Provided  always^  TBat  the 
current  market  value  of  such  bonds,  or  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness,  shall  be  at  all  times,  during  the  continu- 
ance of  such  loans,  at  least  twenty  per  cent,  more  than 
the  sum  loaned  thereoa:  And  provided^  That  in  all  invest- 
ments made  upon  mortgage  securities,  the  evidence  of 
the  debt  shall  accompany  the  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust. 

§  7.  Upon  receiving  notification  that  the  proceedings     Examination

to  be  made,  and  certified   under   oath  that   the  capital 
herein  required  of  the  company  named,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  business  proposed  to  be  transacted  by  such 
company,  has  been  paid   in,  and  is  possessed  by   it   in 
money,  or  in  such  bonds  and  mortgages  as  are  required  , 

by  the  sixth  section  of  this  act;  or  if  a  mutual  company, 
that  it  has  received,  and  is  in  actual  possession  of,  the 
capital,  premiums,  or  bona  fide  engagements  of  insur- 
ance, or  other  securities,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the 
extent  and  value  required  by  the  sixth  section  of  this  act ; 
and  the  name  and  residence  of^he  maker  of  each  pre- 
mium note  forming  part  of  the  capital,  and  the  amount 
of  such  note,  shall  be  returned  to  the  said  Commissioner ; 
and  the  corporators  or  officers  of  such  company  shall  be 
required  to  certify,  under  oath,  that  the  capital  exhibited 
to  those  persons  is  boria  fide  property  of  the  company.

\  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  company  organized  un-         To  imuro 
der   this  act,  first,  to  insure   houses,  buildings,  and   all  pr^open^  'thai 
other  kinds  of  property,  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  n»ybein8ured 
in  and  oat  of  the  State ;  and  to  make  all  kinds  of  insur- 
ance on  goods,  merchandise,  and  other  property,  in  the 
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course  of  transportation,  whether  on  land  or  water,  or 
on  any  vessel  or  boat,  wherever  the  same  may  be; 
second,  to  make  insurance  upon  -the  health  of  individ- 
uals, and  against  personal  injury,  disablement,  or  death, 
resulting  from  traveling  or  general  accidents  by  land  or 
water;  third,  to  receive  on  deposit  and  insure  the  safe- 
keeping of  books,  papers,  moneys,  stocks,  bonds,  and  all 
kinds  of  personal  property ;  fourth,  to  insure  hbrses,  cat- 
tle, and  other  live  stock,  against  loss  or  damage  by  acci- 
dent, theft,  or  death,  or  any  unknown  or  contingent 
event  whatever,  which  may  be  the  subject  of  legal  insur- 
ance; and  to  cause  itself  to  be  insured  against  any  loss 
or  tisk  it  may  have  incurred  in  the  course  of  its  business, 
and  upon  the  interest  which  it  may  have  in  any  property 
by  means  of  any  loan  or  loans  which  it  ipay  have  made 
on  mortgage,  and  generally  to  do  and  perform  all  other 
matters  and  things  proper  to  promote  these  objects : 
Provided^  That  no  company  shall  be  organized  to^ssue 
policies  of  insurance  for  more  than  one  of  the  above 
four  mentioned  purposes  ;  and  no  company  that  shall 
have  been  organized  for  either. of  said  purposes,  shall 
issue  policies  of  insurance  for  any  other ;  and  no  com- 
pany organized  under  this  act,  or  transacting  business 
in  this  State,  shall  expose  itself  to  loss  on  any  one  risk 
or  hazard,  to  an  amount  exceeding  ten  per  cent:  on  its 
paid  up  capital,  unless  the  excess  shall  be  reinsured  by 
the  same  in  some  good  and  reliable  company. 

§  9.  The  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  directors 
shall  be  holden  on  the  fftst  or  third  Monday  in  January,* 
and  called  meetings  at  such  times  as  the  by-laws  of  the 
company  may  direct :  Provided^  however^  That  if,  for  any 
cause,  the  stockholders  shall  fail  to  elect  directors  at  any 
annual  meeting,  they  may  hold  a  special  meeting  on 
some  subsequent  day  for  the  purpose,  by  giving  notice 
thereof  thirty  days  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circu- 
lation in  the  county  where  the  principal  office  of  the 
company  shall  be  kept ;  and  the  directors  chosen  at  any 
such  annual  or  special  meeting  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  next  annual  meeting,  and  until  their  successors 
duly  elected  shall  have  accepted. 

§  10.  The  directors  shall  choose  a  President  from  their 
own  number,  and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  arise 
in  the  Board  or  in  the  Presidency  thereof;  and  the  Board 
of  Directors  thus  constituted,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
when  convened  at  the  office  of  the  company,  shall  be 
competent  to  exercise  all  the  powers  vested  in  them  by 
this  act. 

§  11.  The  directors  of  any  such  company  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  Secretary,  and  any  other  officers 
or   agents  necessary  for  transacting  the  business  of  the 
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company,  paying  such  salaries,  and  taking  such  securi- 
ties as  they  may  judge  reasonable  ;  they  may  ordain  and 
establish  by-laws  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  or  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
and  of  the  United  States,  as  shall  appear  to  them  neces- 
sary for  regulating  and  conducting  the  business  of  the 
company ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  keep  full  and 
correct  entries  of  their  transactions^  which  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders  and 
the  Insurance  Commissioner  of  this  State. 

§  12.  All  policies  or  contracts  of  insurance  made  or 
entered  into  by  the  company,  may  be  made,  either  with 
or  without  the  seal  thereof;  they  shall  be  subscribed  by 
the  President  or  such  other  officer  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  directors  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be  attested 
by  the  Secretary,  and,  being  so  subscribed  and  attested, 
thev  shall  be  obligatory  on  the  company. 

7  13.  Transfers  of  stock  may  be  made  by  any  share- 
holder, or  his  legal  representative,  subject  to  such  re- 
strictions as  the  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make 
and  establish  in  their  by-lavVs,  except  as  provided  in 
sections  thirty  and  thirty-one  of  this  act.  ^ 

§  14.  That  whenever  any  company  organized  under 
this  act,  with  less  than  the  maximum  capital  limited  in 
section  three,  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  directors  there- 
of, require  an  increased  amount  of  capital,  they  shall,  if 
authorized  by  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  stock,  hie 
with  the  Commissioner  a  certificate  setting  forth  the 
amount  of  such  desired  increase,  not  exceeding  said 
maximxim,  and  thereafter  such  company  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  have  the  increased  amount  of  capital  fixed  by 
said  certificate ;  and  the  examination  of  securities  com- 
posing the  capital  stock  thus  increased,  shall  be  made 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  section  seven  of 
this  act,  for  capital  stock  originally  paid  in. 

§  15.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  directors,  trustees,  or 
managers  of  any  Insurance  Company  to  make  any  divi- 
dend, except  from  the  surplus  profits  arising  from  their 
business ;  and  in  estimating  such  profits  there  shall  be 
reserved  therefrom  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  received 
for  premiums  on  unexpired  risks  and  policies,  which  are 
hereby  declared    to  be    unearned   premiums ;  and,   also, 
there  shall  be  reserved  all  sums  due   the  corporation  on 
bonds  and  mortgagee,  bonds,  and  book  accounts,  or  other 
securities,  of  which  no  part  of  the  principal  or  interest 
thereon  has   been   paid   during   the   last  year,   and   for 
which  foreclosure  or  suit  has  not  been  commenced  for 
collection,  or   which,  after  judgment  obtained   thereon, 
shall  have  remained  more   than   two   years  unsatisfied, 
and  on  which  interest  shall  not  have  been  paid ;  and, 
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also,  there  Bhall  be  reserved  all  interest  due  or  accrued, 
and  remaining  unpaid.  Any  dividend  made  contrary  to 
these  provisions  shall  subject  the  company  making  the 
same  to  a  forfeiture  of  its  charter,  to  be  enforced  by  u 
proceeding  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  warranto,  which  shall 
be  prosecuted  by  the  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth  in 
any  county  in  which  said  company  has  an  office  or  trans- 
acts business. 

§  16.  No  company  organized  under  this  act  shall  pur- 
chase, hold,  or  convey  real  estate,  excepting  for  the  pur- 
poses and  in  the  manner  herein  set  forth,  to-vvit: 

1.  Such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  its  convenient  accom- 
modation in  the  transaction  of  its  business  ;  or, 

2.  Such  as  shall  have  been  mortgaged  to  it  in  good 
faith,  or  conveyed  by  deed  of  trust,  by  way  of  security 
for  loans  previously  contracted,  or  for  money  <Jue  ;  or  . 

3.  Such  as  shall  have  been  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfac- 
tion of  debts  previously  contracted  in  their  legitimate 
business,  or  for  money  due  ;  or 

4.  Such  as  shall  have  been  purchased  at  sales  upon 
judgment,  decrees,  or  mortgages,  or  deed  of  trust  ob- 
tained or  made  for  such  debts ;  and  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  any  such  company  to  purchase,  hold,  or  con- 
vey real  estate  in  any  other  case,  or  for  any  other  pur- 
pose ;  and  all  such  real  estate  as  may  be  acquired  as 
aforesaid,  and  which  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  such  company  in  the  transaction  of  its 
business,  shall  be  sold  and  disposed  of  within  five  years 
after  such  company  shall  have  acquired  title  thereto, 
unless  the  company  shall  procure  a  certificate  from  the 
Commissioner  that  the  interest  of  the  company  will 
suffer  materially  by  a  forced  sale  thereof,  in  which  event 
the  sale  may  be  postponed  for  such  period  as  the  said 
Commissioner  shall  direct  in  said  certificate. 

§  17.  All  notes  deposited  with  any  mutual  Insurance 
Company  at  the  time  of  its  organization,  as  provided  in 
section  three,  shall  remain  as  security  for  all  losses  and 
claims  until  the  accumulation  of  the  profits,  invested  as 
required  by  the  sixth  section  of  this  act,  shall  equal 
the  amount  of  cash  capital  required  to  be  possessed  by 
stock  companies  organized  under  this  act,  the  liability 
of  each  note  decreasing  jSroportionately  as  the  profits 
are  accumulated;  but  any  note  which  may  have  been 
deposited  with  any  mutual  Insurance  Company,  subse- 
quent to  its  organization,  in  addition  to  the  cash  pre- 
mium on  any  insurance  effected  with  such  company, 
may,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  such  insurance, 
be  relinquished  and  given  up  to  the  maker  thereof,  or 
his  representatives,  upon  his  paying  his  proportion  of 
losses  and   expenses  which  may  have  accrued  thereon 
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during  each  term.     The  directors  or  trustees  of  any  such       1870. 
company  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  amount  of      L^ireotora  to

of  the  cash  premium.  And  every  person  effecting  in-  ^^^^^^  p"' 
surance  in  any  mutual  company,  and  also  their  heirs, 
executors,  administrators,  and  assigns  continuing  to  be  so 
insured,  shall  thereby  become  members  of  said  corpora- 
tion during  the  period  of  insurance,  and  shall  be  bound 
to  pay  for  losses  and  such  necessary  expenses  as  afore- 
said, accruing  in  and  to  said  company,  in  proportion 
to  the  amount  of  his  deposit  note  or  notes.  The  direct-  Manner  of 
ore  shall,  as  often  as  they  deem  necessary,  after  receiving  '*  ^  ^°*  ^"^' 
notice  of  any  loss  or  damage  by  iire  sustained  by  any 
member,  and  ar^certaining  the  same,  or  after  the  rendi- 
tion of  any  judgment  agaiilst  said  company  for  loss  or 
damage,  settle  and  determine  the  sums  to  be  paid  by  the 
several  members  thereof  as  their  respective  portion  of 
such  loss,  and  publish  the  same  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  see  fit,  or  as  the  by-laws  shall  have  prescribed  ;  and 
the  sum  to  be  paid  by  each  member  shall  always  be  in 
proportion  to  the  original  amount  of  his  deposit  note  or 
notes,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  officer  of  the  company 
within  thi^^y  days  next  after  the  publication  of  said 
notice.  And  if  any  member  shall,  for  the  space  of  thirty 
days  next  after  the  publication  of  said  notice,  and  after 
persona]  demand  for  payment  shall  have  been  made, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  sum  assessed  upon  him  as 
his  proportion  of  any  loss  as  aforesaid,  in  such  case  the 
directors  may  sue  for  and  recover  the  whole  amount  of 
his  deposit  note  or  notes,  with  cost  of  suit;  but  execu- 
tion shall  only  issue  for  assessments  and  costs  as  they 
accrue,  and  every  such  execution  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  list  of  losses  for  which  the  assessment  is  made. 
If  the  whole  amount  of  deposit  notes  shall  ^e  insuffi- 
cient to  pay  the  loss  occasioned  by  any  fire  or  fires,  in 
such  case  the  sufferers  insured  by  the  said  company  shall 
receive,  towards  making  good  their  respective  losses,  a 
proportional  share  of  the  whole  amount  of  said  notes, 
according  to  the  sums  by  them  respectively  insured ;  but 
no  member  shall  ever  be  required  to  pay,  for  any  loss 
occasioned  by  fire  or  inland  navigation,  more  than  the 
whole  amount  of  his  deposit  note. 

§  18.  Every    Insurance   Company   hereafter   organized  g^o^^the  Und 
as  provided  in  this  act,  shall,  if  it  be   a  mutual  com-  of  oompany  on 
pany,  embody  the   word   '*  mutual"   in   its   title,  which 
shall  appear  upon  the  first  page  of  every   policy   and

in  some  suitable  manner,  express  that  such  policy  is  a 
stock  policy.  Nor  shall  any  company  transact  the  busi- 
ness of  insurance  in  this  Commonwealth  on  both  the 
stock  and  mutual  plans. 

^  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  or  Vice  Presi-

thereafter,  to  prepare,  under  oath,  and  deposit  in  the 
office  of  the  Bureau  of  Insurance,  a  statement  of  the 
condition  of  such  company  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  then  next  preceding,  exhibiting  the  following' 
facts  and  items,  in  the  following  form,  namely: 

First.  The  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company. 
Second.  The  property  or  assets  held  by  the  company, 
specifying  : 

1.  The  value,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  the  location, 
of  the  real  estate  held  by  such  company. 

2.  The  amount  of  cash  on  hand  and  deposited  in 
banks  to  the  credit  of  the  company,  specifying  in  what 
bank  the  same  is  deposited, 

3.  The  amount  of  cash  in  the  hands  of  agents  and 
in  course  of  transmission. 

4.  The  amount  of  loans  secured  by  bonds  and  mort- 
gages, or  deeds  of  trust,  constituting  the  first  lien  on  real 
estate,  on  which  there  shall  be  less  than  one  year's  inter- 
est due  or  owing. 

5.  The  amount  of  loans  on  which  interest  shall  not 
have  been  paid  within  one  year  previous  to  such  state- 
ment, and  how  secured. 

6.  The  amount  due  the  company  on  which  judgments 
have  been  obtained. 

7.  The  amount  of  stocks  or  bonds  of  this  State,  of 
the  United  States,  of  any  incorporated  city  of  this  State, 
and  of  any  other  stocks  owned  by  the  company,  spec- 
ifying the  amount,  number  of  shares,  and  par  and  market 
value  of  each  kind  of  stock  or  bonds. 

8.  The  amount  of  bonds,  mortgages,  and  stocks  held 
thereby  as  collateral  security  for  loans,  with  the  amount 
loaned  on  each  kind  of  stock  or  bonds,  their  par  value 
and  market  value. 

9.  The  amount  of  assessments  on  stock  or  premium 
notes,  paid  and  unpaid. 

10.  Thfe  amount  of  interest  actually  due  and  unpaid. 

11.  The  amount  of  premium  notes  on  which  policies 
are  issued. 

Third.  The  liabilities  of  such  company,  specifying: 
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1.  The  amount  of  losses  due  and  yet  unpaid,  and  how       1870. 
much  in  this  State. 

2.  The  amount  of  claims  for  losses  resisted  by  the  com- 
pany, and  what  part,  if  any,  in  this  State. 

3.  The  amount  of  losses  incurred  during  the  year,  in- 
cluding those  claimed  and  not  yet  due,  and  of  those 
reported  to  the  company  upon  which  no  action  has  been 
taken,  and  how  much  thereof  in  this  State. 

4.  The  amount  of  dividends  declared  and  due,  and  re- 
maining unpaid. 

5.  The  amount  of  dividends,  either  cash  or  scrip,  de- 
clared but  not  yet  due. 

6.  The  amount  of  money  borrowed  and  security  given 
for  the  payment  thereof. 

7.  The  amount  of  all  other  existing  claims  against  the 
company. 

Fourth.  The  income  of  the  company  during  the  pre- 
ceding year,  specifying : 

1.  The  amount  of  cash  premiums  received,  designat- 
ing amount  received  in  this  State. 

2.  The  amount  of  notes  received  for  premiums,  desig- 
nating amount  on  business  in  this  State. 

3.  The  amount  of  interest  money  received. 

4.  The  amount  of  income  received  from  other  sources. 
Fifth.  The   expenditures   during    the   preceding    year, 

specifying : 

1.  The  amount  of  losses  paid  during  the  year,  stating 
how  much  of  the  same  accrued  prior,  and  how  much 
subsequent,  to  the  date  of  the  preceding  statement,  and 
the  amount  at  which  losses  were  estimated  in  such  pre- 
ceding statement,  and  how  much  thereof  occurred  in  this 
State. 

2.  The  amount  of  dividends  paid  during  the  year. 

3.  The  amount  of  expenses  paid  during  the  year,  in- 
cluding commissions  and  fees  to  agents,  and  salaries  to 
officers  of  the  company,  specifying  in  detail  each  item. 

4.  The  amount  paid  in  taxes. 

5.  The  amount  of  all  other  payments  and  expenditures. 

6.  A  balance  sheet  of  the  business  of  the  company, 
taking  as  the  basis  the  net. assets  of  the  company  on  the 
31st  day  of  December  of  the  year  preceding  that  for 
which  the  statement  is  made,  which  annual  statement 
shall  be  brought  down  to  the  31st  of  December  next  pre- 
ceding that  in  which  the  statement  is  required  to  be 
returned. 

§  20.  The  Insurance  Commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  gJ^JJ^^  ^co'^I 
and  empowered  to  address  any  inquiries  to  the  officers  missioner     to

of  any  Insurance  Company,  in  relation  to  its  doings  and  tion  of  compa- 
condition,  or  any  other  matter  connected  with  its  trans-  "*•'• 
actions ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  company  so  ad- 
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dressed  to  promptly  reply,  in  writing,  verified  by  the  oath 
of  its  Secretary  or  other  chief  officer,  to  any  such  in- 
quiries. 

§21.  The  statement  of  any  company,  the  capital  of 
which  is  composed,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  notes,  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  foregoing,  exhibit  the  amount  of  note» 
originally  forming  the  capital,  and  also  what  proportion 
of  said  notes  is  still  held  by  such  company  and  consid- 
ered capital.  Every  Insurance  Company,  organized  un- 
der any  law  of  this  State,  failing  to  make  and  deposit 
such  statement,  or  to  reply  to  any  inquiry  of  the  said 
Commissioner,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars;  and  an  additional  five  hundred  dallars  for 
every  month  that  such  company  shall  continue  thereafter 
to  transact  any  business  of  insurance. 

§  22.  The  Insurance  Commissioner  is  hereby  authorized 
to  amend  and  revise  the  form  of  annual  statement  here- 
inbefore prescribed,  and  to  propose  such  additional  in- 
quiries as  are  necessary  to  elicit  a  full  exhibit  of  the 
business  and  standing  of  the  various  Insurance  Com- 
panies doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  23.  The  Commissioner  may  extend  the  time  herein- 
before prescribed  for  filing  annual  statement  in  favor  of 
any  company  for  good  cause  shown,  but  not  more  than 
sixty  days  next  after  the  limit  hereinbefore  prescribed  for 
filing  the  same. 

§  24.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Insurance  Company, 
association,  or  partnership,  organized  or  associated  for 
any  purposes  specified  in  this  act,  incorporated  by  or  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  any  other  State,  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  foreign  government  or  government  of  the 
United  States,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  take  risks  or  trans- 
act any  business  of  insurance  in  this  State,  unless  pos- 
sessed of  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  of  actual  capital  paid   up ;  and  any  such  com- 
pany desiring  to  transact  any  such  business  as  aforesaid, 
by  an  agent  or  agents  in  this  State,  shall  file  with  the 
Commissioner   a    written    instrument,    duly  signed   and 
sealed,  authorizing   any  agent  or  agents  of  such  com- 
pany to  acknowledge  service  of  process  for  and  in  behalf 
of  such  company  in  this  State,  consenting  that  service 
of  process,  mesne  or  final,  upon  any  such  agent,  shall  be 
taken  and  held  to  be  as  valid  as  if  served  upon  the  com- 
pany according  to  the  laws  of  this  or  any  other  State, 
and  waiving  all  claim  or  writ  of  error  by  reason  of  such 
acknowledgment  or  service  ;  and  service  of  process  upon 
any   such  agent  in   any  county  of  this   State   shall   be 
deemed  good  and  valid,  and  authorize  trial  of  the  cause 
in  the  court  whence  such  process  issued.      It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  court,  in   which  euit  may 
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be  brought  against  any  such  Insurance  Company,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  action,  to  place  in  the  post-office 
a  copy  of  the  summons  or  other  process  which  may  be 
issued  in  the  cause,  directed  to  the  company  at  the  place 
of  the  location  of  its  principal  office,  postage  paid ;  and 
he  shall  make  a  note  or  memorandum  thereof  on  the 
papers  of  the  suit,  and  tax  the  costs,  postage  included, 
as  other  costs  of  the  suit :  Provided^  That  such  notifica- 
tion by  the  clerk  shall  not  affect  the  time  of  the  trial  of 
the  cause.  If  any  such  Insurance  Company  shall,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  other  parties  to  any  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding against  it,  brought  or  to  be  brought  in  any  of 
the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  remove  the  said  suit 
or  proceeding  into  any  Federal  Court,  or  if  such  company 
shall  hereafter  institute  any  suit  or  proceeding  against 
any  citizen  of  this  Commonwealth  in  any  Federal  Court, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  forthwith  to  revoke 
all  authority  to  such  company  and  all  its  agents  to  do 
business  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  to  publish  such  re- 
vocation in  some  newspaper  published  in  this  Common- 
wealth. In  case  any  such  Insurance  Company  shall 
cease  to  transact  business  in  this  State,  according  to  the 
laws  thereof,  the  agents  last  designated,  or  acting  as 
9uch  for  such  corporation,  shall  be  deemed  to  continue 
agents  for  such  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  serving 
process  for  commencing  actions  upon  any  policy  or  lia- 
bility issued  or  contracted  while  such  corporation  trans- 
acted business  in  this  State ;  and  they  shall  also  file  a 
certified  copy  of  their  charter  or  deed  of  settlement, 
unless  heretofore  filed,  together  with  a  statement,  to  be 
made  annually  under  the  oath  of  the  President  or  Vice 
President,  or  other  chief  officer,  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
company  for  which  he  or  they  may  act,  in  the  same 
manner  and  form  required  from  companies  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  as  per  section  nineteen ; 
also  a  copy  of  the  last  annual  report,  if  any  made  under 
any  law  of  the  State  by  which  such  company  was  incor- 
porated ;  and  no  agent  shall  be  allowed  to  transact  busi- 
ness for  any  company  whose  capital  is  impaired  to  the 
extent  of  twenty  per  cent,  thereof,  while  such  deficiency 
shall  continue,  unless  said  deficiency  shall  be  repaired 
within  k<ixty  days.  And  any  company  incorporated  by  or 
organized  under  any  foreign  government,  shall  file  with 
the  Commissioner  the  certificate  of  the  Auditor,  comp- 
troller, or  other  chief  financial  officer  of  some  other 
State  or  of  the  United  States,  under  his  hand  and  offi- 
cial seal,  that  he  holds  on  deposit,  and  in  trust  for  the 
benefit  of  all  the  policy-holders  of  such  company  in  the 
United  States,  securites  in  which  it  is  authorized  to  invest 
its  capital  stock  by  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  such 
deposit  is  made,  or  in  which  similar  companies  of  this 
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State  may,  by  law,  invest  their  capital  and  accnnrala- 
tions,  worth  at  least  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and 
which  shall  be  increased  in  case  of  any  depreciation  in 
their  value.  But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  invalidate  the  agency  of  any  such  company, 
by  reason  of  such  compaliy  having,  from  time  to  time, 
exchanged  the  securities  so  deposited  with  such  financial 
officer  for  other  and  similar  securities,  or  by  reason  of 
such  company  having  drawn  its  interest  and  dividends, 
from  time  to  time,  for  such  stocks  and  securities  :  Pro- 
vided,  That  companies  organized  under  the  laws  of  any 
foreign  government,  depositing  the  amount  of  securities 
aforesaid  with  the  Auditor  of  this  State,  who  shall  re- 
ceive the  same  in  his  official  capacity,  and  producing 
and  filing  a  certificate  thereof  in  the  manner  provided 
by  this  section,  shall  be  held  to  have  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  this  section,  if  such  certificate  shall  state 
that  the  aforesaid  deposit  is  for  the  benefit  and  protec- 
tion of  its  policy-holders  in  the  United  States. 

§  25.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  agent  of  any  Insur- 
ance Company  not  incorporated  by  the  laws  of  this  State 
to  do  business  of  insurance  in  this  State,  without  first 
obtaining  license  from  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 
Before  the  Auditor  shall  issue  such  license  to  any  such' 
agent,  every  such  company  or  association  shall  furnish 
to  him  the  certificate  of  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance 
that  such  company  has  fully  complied  with  the  laws  of 
this  State  respecting  it,  and  has  the  required  capital  not 
impaired  beyond  the  designated  limit,  and  is  in  a  sound 
and  solvent  condition ;  whereupon  the  Auditor  shall  fur- 
nish to  such  agents  as  the  company  directs  a  copy  of  the 
Commissioner's  certificate,  to  be  prepared  by  the  Bureau 
of  Insurance,  and  licenses  to  transact  the  business  of 
insurance  as  agents  for  said  company. 

§  26.  Licenses  to  agents  must  be  renewed  annually,  in 
the  same  manner  as  original  licenses  were  issued,  upon 
the  certificate  of  the  Commissioner  that  the  company 
represented  by  the  agent  has  fully  complied  with  the 
law,  and  maintains  its  required  capital.  The  annual 
statements  required  in  preceding  section  may,  after  the 
first,  be  filed  within  the  times  prescribed  for  filing  similar 
statements  by  the  companies  of  this  State. 

§  27.  Any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
forgoing  sections  relating  to  foreign  companies,  or  com- 
panies of  other  States  or  of  the  United  States,  shall  sub- 
ject the  party  violating  to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars for  each  violation,  and  of  the  additional  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  month  during  which  any  such 
agent  shall  neglect  to  file  such  affidavits  and  statements 
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as  are  herein  required.  Every  agent  of  any  Insurance 
Company  shall,  in  all  advertisements  of  such  agency, 
publish  the  location  of  the  company,  giving  the  name 
of  the  city,  town,  or  village,  in  vi'hich  the  company  is 
located,  and  the  State  or  Government  under  the  laws 
of  which  it  is  organized.  The  term  agent  or  agents, 
used  in  the  foregoing  sections,  shall  include  an  acknowl- 
edged agent  or  surveyor,  or  any  other  person  or  persons, 
who  shall,  in  any  manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  aid  in 
transacting  the  insurance  business  of  any  Insurance 
Company  not  incorporated  by  the  laws  of  this  State. 
The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  sections  shall  apply  to 
all  foreign  companies,  partnerships,  associations,  and 
individuals,  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

§  28.  In  case  of  knowing  and  willful  neglect  or  refusal 
by  any  Insurance  Company  to  make  such  annual  state- 
ment, as  aforesaid,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  such 
statement,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  provided 
by  law  in  case  of  the  failure  of  any  Insurance  Company, 
organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  make  an 
annual  statement  as  now  provided  by  law;  and,  in  addi- 
tion thereto,  shall  forfeit  the  right  to  do  business  in  this 
State  till  such  statement  is  made  and  the  law  complied 
with« 

§  29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner, by  himself  or  his  deputy,  or  whenever  he  shall 
deem  it  expedient  so  to  do,  at  his  option,  to  appoint  one 
or  more  persons,  not  officers,  agents,  or  employees  of  any 
Insurance  Company,  who,  before  entering  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duty,  shall  take  an  oath  to  perform  faith- 
fully and  impartially  the  business  with  which  they  are 
charged,  to  examine  into  the  affairs  of  any  Insurance 
Company  incorporated  in  this  State,  or  doing  business 
by  its  agents  in  this  State ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  officers  or  agents  of  such  company  doing  business 
in  this  State  to  cause  their  books  to  be  opened  for  the 
inspection  of  the  Commissioner  or  his  deputy,  or  to  the 
person  or  persons  so  appointed,  and  otherwise  to  facili- 
tate such  examination  so  far  as  it  may  be  in  their  power 
to  do;  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  Commissioner,  or 
person  or  persons  so  appointed  by  him,  shall  have  power 
to  examine,  under  oath,  the  officers  and  agents  of  any 
company  relative  to  the  business  of  said  company  ;  and 
whenever  the  said  Commissioner  shall  deem  it  for  the 
interest  of  the  public  so  to  do,  he  shall  publish  the  result 
of  such  investigation  in  one  or  more  papers  of  this  State; 
and  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  Commissioner,  from 
such  examination,  that  the  assets  of  any  company  incor- 
porated, in  this  State  are  reduced  more  than  twenty  per 
cent,  below  the  capital  stock  required  by  this  act,  or  its 
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charter,  after  reserving  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  amoant  re- 
ceived for  premiunfis  on  any  paid  annual,  term,  or  short- 
risk  policies,  which  are  hereby  declared  unearned  pre- 
miums, he  may  direct  the  officers  thereof  to  require  the 
stockholders  to  pay  in  the  amount  of  such  deficiency 
within  such  period  as  he  may  designate  in  such  requi- 
sition, not  exceeding  sixty  days,  and  in  default  thereof, 
he  shall  communicate  the  fact  to  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, whose  duty  it  shall  then  become  to  apply  to  any 
circuit  or  chancery  court  for  an  order  requiring  them  to 
show  cause  why  the  business  of  such  company  should 
not  be  closed,  and  the  court  shall  thereupon  proceed  to 
hear  the  allegations  and  proofs  of  the  respective  parties; 
and  in  case  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  said 
court  that  the  assets  and  funds  of  said  company  are  not 
sufficient,  as  aforesaid,  or  that  the  interests  of  the  public 
so  require,  the  said  court  shall  decree  a  dissolution  of 
said  company  and  distribution  of  its  effects  upon  equi- 
table principles.  The  court  shall  have  power  to  refer  the 
application  of  the  Attorney  General  to  a  referee,  to  in- 
quire into  and  report  upon  the  facts  stated  therein. 

§  30.  Any  company  receiving  the  aforesaid  requisition 
from  the  said  Commissioner,  shall  forthwith  call  upon  its 
stockholders  for  such  amounts  as  will  make  its  capital 
equal  to  the  amount  fixed  by  the  charter  of  said  com- 
pany; and  in  case  any  stockholder  of  such  company  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  amounts  ^o  called  for  after 
notice  personally  given  or  by  advertisement,  in  such  time 
and  manner  as  the  said  Commissioner  shall  approve,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  company  to  require  the  return 
of  the  original  certificate  of  stock  held  by  such  stock- 
holder, and  in  'lieu  thereof  to  issue  new  certificates  for 
such  number  of  shares  as  the  said  stockholder  may  be 
entitled  to,  in  the  proportion  that  the  ascertained  value 
of  the  funds  of  the  said  company  may  be  found  to  bear 
to  the  original  capital  of  the  said  company ;  the  value 
of  such  shares  for  which  new  certificates  shall  be  issued 
to  be  ascertained  under  the  direction  of  the  said  Commis- 
sioner, and  the  company  paying  for  the  fractional  parts 
of  shares;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  of 
such  company  to  create  new  stock  and  dispose  of  the 
same,  and  to  issue  new  certificates  therefor,  to  an  amount 
sufficient  to  make  up  the  original  capital  of  said  com- 
pany. And  in  the  event  of  any  additional  losses  accru- 
ing upon  new  risks,  taken  after  the  expiration  of  the 
period  limited  by  the  said  Commissioner  in  the  aforesaid 
requisition  for  the  filling  up  of  the  deficiency  in  the  cap- 
ital of  such  company,  and  before  said  deficiency  shall 
have  been  made  up,  the  directors  shall  be  individually 
liable  to  the  extent  thereof. 
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§  31.  If,  upon  such  examination,  it  shall  appear  to  the 
said  Commissioner,  that  the  assets  of  any  company  char- 
tered on  the  plan  of  mutual  insurance  under  this  act 
are  insufficient  to  justify  the  continuance  of  such  com- 
pany in  business,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  proceed  in  rela- 
tion to  such  company  in  the  same  manner  as  herein 
required  in  regard  to  joint  stock  companies ;  and  the 
trustees  or  directors  of  such  company  are  hereby  made 
personally  liable  for  any  losses  which  may  be  sustained 
upon  risks  taken  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  limit- 
ed by  the  said  Commissioner  for  filling  up  the  vacancy 
in  the  capital,  and  before  such  deficiency  shall  have 
been  made  •up.  Any  transfer  of  the  stock  of  any  com- 
pany organized  under  this  act,  made  during  the  pending 
of  any  such  investigation,  shall  not  [release  the  party 
making  the  transfer  from  his  liability  for  losses  which 
may]  have   accrued  previous  to   the  transfer. 

§32.  The  Insurance.  Commissioner  shall  be  authorized 
to  examine  into  the  condition  and  afialrs  of  any  Insur- 
ance Company,  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  doing  business 
in  this  State,  not  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
or  cause  such  examination  to  be  made  by  some  person 
appointed  by  him;  and  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  said  Commissioner  that  the  affairs  of  any 
such  company  are  in  an  unsound  condition,  he  shall 
notify  the  said  Auditor,  who  shall  revoke  the  certificates 
granted  in  behalf  of  such  company,  and  shall  cause  a 
notification  thereof  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  new^s- 
papers  of  general  circulation,  and  to  be  mailed  to  the 
agents  licensed  by  the  Auditor ;  and  the  agent  or  agents 
of  such  company  are,  after  such  notice,  required  to  dis- 
continue the  issuing  of  any  new  policy,  or  the  renewal  of 
any  previously  issued  ;  and  every  agent  or  other  person, 
who  shall  willfully  continue  in  any  manner  to  aid  or 
engage  in  issuing  policies,  or  make  contracts  for  any 
such  company,  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  in  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction ;  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  confined  in  the  Penitentiary  for  not  less  than 
six  nor  more  than  tw*elve  months. 

5  33.  Every  penalty  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be 
sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  by  the  Commonwealth's  attorney 
of  the  county  in  which  the  company  or  the  agent  or 
agents  so  violating  shall  be  situated;  and  said  penalty, 
when  recovered,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of 
the  State ;  and  in  case  of  the  non-payment  of  such 
penalty,  the  party  so  offending  shall  be  liable  to  impris- 
onment for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  in  the 
discretion  of  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof.

company  making  it.  The  company  making  such  deposit 
shall  have  the  right  to  receive  the  income  of  the  securi- 
ties deposited,  and  at  any  time  to  exchange  the  same 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  States  in  which  they  are 
doing  business :  Provided  fdwaj/s,  That  such  securities 
shall  be  held  in  trust  for  the  benefit  and  protection  of 
all  the  policy-holders  and  creditors  of  the  company 
making  the  deposit  in  the  United  States,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  payment  of  any  forfeitures,  assessments,  or 
taxes  due  and  unpaid  to  this  State,  or  any  State  in  which 
the  company  may  do  business. 

§  35.  Whenever  the  existing  or  future  laws  of  any 
other  State  of  the  United  States  shall  require  of  Insur- 
ance Companies  incorporated  by  or  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  and  havjng  agencies  in  such  other 
States,  or  of  the  agents  thereof,  any  deposit  of  securities 
in  such  State  for  the  protection  of  policy-holders  or 
otherwise,  or  any  payment  for  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  cer- 
tificates of  authority,  license  fees,  or  otherwise,  greater 
than  the  amount  required  for  such  purposes  from  similar 
companies  of  other  States  by  the  then  existing  laws  of 
•  this  State,  then,  and  in  every  such  case,  ail  companies 
of  such  States  established  or  having  heretofore  estab- 
lished an  agency  or  agencies  in  this  State,  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby,  required  to  make  the  same  deposit  for  a  like 
purpose  with  the  Auditor  of  this  State,  and  to  pay  to

already  made  returns  of  amount  of  said  premiums  to  the 
Auditor  and  paid  the  taxes  thereon ;  but  said  general 
agents  shall  report  and  pay  taxes  on  all  premiums  re- 
ceived by  him,  or  by  his  solicitors  or  agents,  where  no 
previous  tax  shall  have  been  paid  thereon  in  this  State ; 
and  any  general  agent  may  report  the  pi-emiums  and 
pay  the  taxes  for  any  or  all  of  his  local  agents  or  solicit- 
ors in  this  State,  in  which  case  he  shall  give  the  name 
and  location  of  each,  the  amount  of  premiums  received, 
the  deductions  made  for  returned  premiums  on  canceled 
policies,  and  amount  for  reinsurance,  balance  of  premi- 
ums, and  amount  of  tax  for  each  local  agent  or  solicitor. 

§  41.  That  if  any  President,  Secretary,  agent,  attorney, 
or  other  person^,  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  or  file  any 
annual  or  other  statement,  report,  or  other  instrument 
in  writing,  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
falsely  or  fraudulently  so  make  or  file  such  statement,

§  42.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  Treasurer, 
or  Secretary  of  any  Insurance  Company  organized  by 
any  law  of  this  State,  to  report,  under  oath,  to  the  Aud- 
itor of  Public  Accounts,  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of 
July  in  each  year,  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock;  and 
on  or  before  the  10th  day  of  October,  in  each  year,  every 
such  company  shall  pay  into  the  Treasury  a  tax  upon 
the  full  amount  of  such  capital  of  fifty  cents  upon  each 
one  hundred  dollars;  but  such  tax  shall  always  be  upon 
an  amount  equal  to  the  capital  stock  of  such  company. 

§  43.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage :  Pro- 
vided, That  agents  of  companies,  other  than  those  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  this  State,  which  may  have  re- 
ceived license  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  not 
be  obliged  to  renew  application  until  such  license  shall 
expire ;  but  such  company,  and  companies  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  shall  be  subject  to  exami- 
nation at  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner. 
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§44.  All  receivers  of  Insurance  Companies  heretofore,       1870. 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  appointed,  shall  make  reports 
annaally  to  the  Commissioner,  and  as  much  oftener  as 
he  may  require,  in  the  manner  and  form  to  be  prescribed 
by  him. 

§  45.  That  all   laws  and   parts   of    laws,   inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

AK  ACT  for  the  lacoq>oratioQ   and  regulation   of  Life   Insurance  Com- 
panies. 

Be  tl  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
(f  Kentucky  : 

J  1.  Any  number  of  persons,  not  less  than  twelve  in  Who  may  form 
namber,    may   associate    and  form    an    incorporation    or  °°'^p^'^^^^°- 
company,  to  make  insurance  upon   the    lives  of  individ- 
uals, and  every  insurance  appertaining  thereto,  or  con- 
nected therewith,  and  to  grant,  purchase,  or  dispose  of 
annuities  and  endowments  of  any  kind. 

§2.  No   company  organized   under   the   laws   of  this  Confined  to  iifo 
State,  or  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other  State,  *'^^"'^*"°®- 
or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  foreign  government 
transacting    the  business  of  life  insurance  in  this  State, 
shall  be  permitted  to  take  any  other  kind  of  risks,  except 
those  connected  with  or  appertaining  to  making  insur- 
ance on  life,  and  the  granting,  purchasing,  and  disposing 
of  annuities  and  endowments:  Provided,  That  companies  provieion  in  re- 
authorized by  the  laws  of  other  States  or  countries  to  do  pa^ie"  o\^  other 
both  fire  and  life,  or  life  and  accident  insurance  business,   states. 
and  which  have  transacted  either  a  fire  or  accident  busi- 
ness in  this  State  under  the  authority  of  its  laws,  may 
continue  such  fire  or  accident  business  therein,  and  may 
renew  and  continue  in  force  any  life  policies  heretofore 
iasaed,  but  shall  issue  no  new  life  policies.

§  5.  Whenever  the  corporators  shall  file  such  declara- 
on  with  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  he  shall  notify  the 
Auditor,  who  shall  submit  the  same  to  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral for  examination;  and  if  found  by  him  to  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  State,  he  shall  certify  to  the  same,  and 
deliver  it  to  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  who  shall  cause

similar  thereto  as  to  be  calculated  to  mislead  the  public;

and  every  company  that  willfully  makes  false  state- 
ments shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  hun- 
dred nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars.  Any  new 
business  done  by  any  company,  or  its  agents  in  this 
State,  after  neglect  to  make  the  prescribed  returns,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  done  in  violation  of  law. 

§  19.  If,  upon  examination,  the  Commissioner  is  of 
opinion  that  a  company  is  insolvent,  or  that  its  condi- 
tion is  such  as  to  render  its  farther  proceedings  haz- 
ardous to  the  public,  or  to  those  holding  its  policies,  he 
shall  report  to  the  Attorney  General,  who  shall  apply  to 
a  judge  of  the  Franklin  circuit  court,  or  of  the  circuit 
court  of  the  county  where  such  company  is  located,  to 
issue  an  injunction  restraining  such  company,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  from  further  proceeding  with* its  business, 
notice  of  which  application  shall  be  forthwith  served  on 
said  company  or  its  representative ;  and  said  application 
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•hall  be  heard  within  twenty  days  after  such  notice,  un-  1870. 
less  for  good  cause  shown  by  the  <20inpany  or  the  Com- 
missioner, further  time  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  the 
ends  of  justice.

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§28.  Life  Insurance  Companies  of  this  State,  which 
do  basiness  upon  the  principle  of  mutual  insurance,  or 
the  members  of  which  are  entitled  to  share  in  the  sur- 
plus fund  thereof,  may  make  distribution  of  so  much 
thereof,  after  retaining  the  reserve  required  by  law,  as 
the  company  may  determine,  annually,  or  once  in  two, 
three,  four,  or  five  years. 

§  29.  When  the  actual  funds  of  any  Life  Insurance 
Company  doing  business  in  this  Commonwealth  are  not

icies as  aforesaid.  Any  officer  or  agent  who,  after  such 
notice  has  been  given,  issues  a  new  policy  from  and  on 
behalf  of  such  company,  before  its  funds  have  become 
equal  to  its  liabilities  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit,  for 
each   offense,  not   exceeding  one   thousand  dollars. 

§  30.  A  policy  of  insurance  on  the  life  of  any  person, 
expressed  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  any  married  woman, 
whether  procured  by  herself,  her  husband,  or  any  other 
person,  shall  inure  to  her  separate  use  and  benefit,  and 
that  of  her  children,  independently  of  her  husband  or  his 
creditors,  or  the  person  effecting  the  same,  or  his  cred- 
itors. A  trustee  may  be  appointed  by  the  party  obtain- 
ing the  poIi<Qy,  or  if  no  such  appointment  is  made,  then 
by  any  judge  of  the  probate  court  of  the  county  in  which 
the  party  for  whose  benefit  the  policy  is  made  shall  reside, 
to  hold  the  interest  of  the  married  woman  in  such  policy, 
or  the  proceeds  thereof,  if  the  law  at  the  time  makes  such 
trustee  necessary  to  effect  the  object  for  which  the  policy 
was  obtained.  * 

§  31.  A  policy  of  insurance  on  the  life  of  any  person, 
duly  assigned,  transferred,  or  made  payable  to  any  mar 
ried  woman,  or  to  any  person  in  trust  for  her  or  for  her 
benefit,  whether  such  transfer  be  made  by  her  husband 
or  other  person,  shall  inure  to  her  separate  use  and  ben- 
efit,|and  that  of  her  children.  Independently  of  her  hus- 
band or  Ms  creditors,  or  of  the  person  effecting  or  trans- 
ferring the  same,  or  his  creditors  :  Provided,  however,  That 
if  the  premium  on  such  policy  is  paid  by  any  person 
with  intent  to  defraud  his  creditors,  an  amount  equal  to 
the  premium  so  paid,  with  interest  thereon,  shall  inure  to 
the  benefit  of  said  creditors,  subject,  however,  to  the

If  the  pre- 
mium is  paid  by  any  person  with  intent  to  defraud  his 
creditors,  an  amount  equal  to  the  premium  so  paid,  with 
interest  thereon,  shall  inure  to  their  benefit. 

§  33.  No  Life  Insurance  Company  shall  be  permitted 
to  purchase,  hold,  or  convey  real  estate,  excepting  for  the 
purpose  and  in  the  manner,  herein  set  forth : 

First,  Such  as  shall  be  requisite  or  convenient  for  its 
accommodation  in  the  transaction  of  its  business ;  or 

Second.  Such  as  shall  have  been  mortgaged  in  good 
faith,  by  way  of  security  for  loans  previously  contracted 
for  moneys  due  ;  or 

Third,  Such  as  shall  have  been  conveyed  to  it  in  sat- 
isfaction of  debts  previously  contracted  in  the  course  of 
its  dealings;  or 

Fourth,  Such  as  shall  have  been  purchased  at  sales 
upon  the  judgments,  decrees,  or  mortgages  obtained  or 
made  for  such  debts ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  such 
company  to  purchase,  hold,  or  convey  real  estate  in  any 
other  case,  or  for  any  other  purpose  ;  and  all  such  real 
estate  as  may  be  acquired  as  aforesaid,  and  which  shall 
not  be  requisite  or  convenient  for  the  accommodation 
of  such  company  in  the  convenient  transaction  of  its 
business,  shall  be  sold  and  disposed  of  within  five  years 
afler  such  company  shall  have  acquired  absolute  title  to 
the  same ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  such  company 
to  hold  real  estate  for  a  longer  period  than  that  above 
mentioned,  unless  the  said  company  shall  procure  a  cer- 
tificate from  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance,  that  the 
interests  of  the  company  will  suffer:  materially  by  a 
forced  sale  of  such  real  estate ;  in  which  event  the  time 
for  the  \a\e  may  be  extended  to  such  time  as  the  Com- 
missioner of  Insurance  shall  direct  in  such  certificate.

§  34.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  act  within

CHAPTER  538. 

A'S  ACT  to  establish  an  losiirance  Bareaa. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Ci/mmonwcalth 
tf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  There  is  hereby  established,  in  connection  with 
the  office  of  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  a  Bureau,  to  be 
designated  the  "  Bureau  of  Insurance,"  which  shall  be 
charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  heretofore 
passed,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to 
insurance. 

§  2.  The  Auditor  shall  appoint  some  suitable  person, 
skilled  as  an  Insurance  Actuary,  to  take  charge  of  the 
Bureau  of  Insurance,  who  shall  be  designated  "Insur- 
ance Commissioner  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,"  who  shall 
hold  his  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which 
the  Auditor  making  the  appointment  shall  have  been 
elected,  and  until  a  successor  has  been  appointed,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  Auditor,  with  consent  of  the  Gov- 
ernor. He  shall  not  be,  during  his  continuance  in  ofiice, 
interested  in  any  Insurance  Compai^,  except  as  a  policy- 
holder. 

^  3.  The  Insurance  Commissioner  shall  receive  an  an- 
nual salary  of  $4,000.  There  shall  also  be  paid  the  sums 
necessary  to  secure  the  clerical  and  actuarial  assistance 
necessary  to  the  discharge  of  all  the  duties  devolving 
by  law  on  the  Bureau  or  the  Commissioner. 

§  4.  The  State  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  expense 
of  the  establishment  and  future  management  of  the 
Insurance  Bureau,  but  the  same  shall  be  provided  for  and 
paid  by  the  fees  and  allowances  named  in  this  act. 
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§  5.  The  Commiesioner  may  appoint  a  clerk  to  assist 
him  in  the  duties  of  the  Bureau,  who  shall  receive 
a  salary  of  $2,000  per  annum.  The  salaries  of  the 
Commissioner  and  his  clerk  shall  be  paid  monthly  out 
of  the  Treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  out  of  the  in- 
surance fund,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  salaries  are 
paid.  The  Auditor  shall  assign  other  clerks  to  aid  the 
Commissioner  when  it  may  become  necessary. 

§  6.  The  Commissioner  shall  appoint  one  of  his  clerks 
to  be  his  deputy,  who  shall  possess  the  powers  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  attached  by  law  to  the  office  of  prin- 
cipal, during  a  vacancy  in  such  office,  and  during  the 
absence  or  inability  of  his  principal.  The  principal 
Commissioner,  and  his  deputy,  and  any  person  author- 
ized by  them  to  perform  a  special  duty,  shall  be  em- 
powered to  administer  oaths  in  the  discharge  of  their 
several  duties. 

§  7.  The  Commissioner  and  his  deputy,  before  entering 
on  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State,  which  shall  be  filed  and  preserved 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the.State;  and  the  Com- 
missioner shall  also  execute  a  bond,  with  sufficient  sure- 
ties, to  be  approved  by  the  Governor,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
$20,000,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  the  duties  of  his 
office. 

§  8.  The  Commissioner  shall  visit  and  examine  any 
Insurance  Company  incorporated  in  this  State,  on  re- 
quisition by  five  or  more  persons,  each  of  whom  is  a 
stockholder  or  creditor,  or  pecuniarily  interested  in  such 
company;  which  requisition  shall  contain  a  statement 
made  under  oath;  by  the  five  or  more  persons  making 
it,  that  they  believe  the  company  to  be  'in  an  unsound 
condition,  and  shall  state  the  grounds  of  such  belief; 
and  also  whenever  he  deems  an  examination  necessary, 
or  suspects  the  correctness  of  any  annual  statement,  or 
that  the  affairs  of  any  company  making  such  statement 
are  in  an  unsound  condition.  At  such  times  he  shall 
have  access  to  its  books  and  papers,  and  shall  thor- 
oughly inspect  and  examine  all  its  affairs,  and  make 
inquiries  as  are  necessary  to  ascertain  its  condition  and 
ability  to  fulfill  its  engagements,  and  whether  it  has  com- 
plied with  all  the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  its 
transactions. 

§  9.  He  may,  whenever  he  deems  it  necessary,  or  when 
requested,  as  in  the  preceding  section,  examine  into  the 
afi'airs  and  condition  of  any  Insurance  Company  doing 
business  in  this  State,  not  organized  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  or  cause  such  examination  to  be  made  by 
some  person   not   connected  with   any  Insurance  Com- 
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pany,  appointed  by  him;  and  whenever  it  shall  appear  1870. 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  that  the  aii'airs 
of  any  such  company  are  in  an  unsound  condition,  or 
not  conformable  to  any  standard  adopted  by  this  Com- 
monwealth, or  if  any  such  company  shall  refuse  to  permit 
the  examination  herein  designated,  the  Auditor,  at  his 
request,  shall  revoke  all  certificates  granted  in  behalf  of 
such  company,  and  shall  cause  a  notification  thereof  to 
be  published  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation 
published  in  this  State ;  and  all  agents  of  such  company 
are,  after  such  notice,  required  to  discontinue  the  issuing 
or  delivering  of  any  new  policy,  or  the  renewal  of  any 
previously  issued,  or  the  eflecting  in  any  form  of  any 
new  insurance  for  or  on  account  of  such  company,  under 
a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each   offense. 

§  10.  He   may  summon  and  examine,  under  oath,  the     Mnyezamine, 
directors,   officers,  and   agents  of  any   Insurance   Com-  arroctors/offi- 
pany,  and   such   other  person   as  he   may  think    proper,  ««8,Ao.

authorized  to  make  insurance  on  lives  in  this  State,  ac- 
cording to  the  standard  designated  and  established  by  the 
laws  of  this  State :  Provided^  however^  That  if  any  com- 
pany incorporated  by  any  State  where  a  regularly  or- 
ganized Insurance  Bureau  or  Department  exists,  shall 
furnish  a  certificate  under  seal,  in  due  form,  of  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioner  or  superintendent,  setting  forth  the 
existing  values  of  all  its  outstanding  policies,  such  cei* 
tificate  shall  be  received  as  evidence  by  the  Insuranie 
Commissioner  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  no  valuatitn 
of  the  policies  of  such  company  shall  be  made  by  him. 
The  cost  of  making  every  valuation  under  this  section 
shall  be  assessed  on  the  company  whose  policies  are  so 
valued. 

§  14.  The  Commissioner  shall  annually,  at  the  earliest 
practicable  date,  after  the  returns  are  received  from  the 
several  Insurance  Companies  doing  business  in  this  State, 
make  a  report  to  the  Auditor  of  their  condition,  with 
such  suggestions  as  he  deems  expedient,  and  shall  in- 
clude therein  an  aggregate  of  the  calculated  values  of 
all  outstanding  policies  of  life  insurance  ascertained  by 
him,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section; 
and  in  connection  therewith,  shall  prepare  an  abstract 
of  all  returns  and  statements  made  to  him  by  such  In- 
surance Companies  and  agents.  One  thousand  copies 
of  such  reports  shall  be  published  by  the  State,  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  Auditor, >and  at  the  expense  of  the 
Insurance  Bureau.  The  Auditor  shall  place  the  same 
before  the  Legislature,  with  an  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expenses  of  the  Bureau. 

§  15.  The  Commissioner  shall  keep  and  preserve,  in  a 
permanent  form,  a  full  record  of  his  proceedings,  in- 
cluding a  concise  statement  of  the  condition  of  each 
company  visited  or  examined  by  him. 

§  16.  The  records  of  the  said  Insurance  Bureau  shall, 
at  all  times,  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public,  sub- 
ject to  such  rules  as  may  be  made  by  the  Commissioner 
for  their  safe-keeping,  free  from  any  charge  whatever; 
and  he  shall,  on  demand,  furnish  certified  copies  of  any 
paper,  report,  or  document  on  file  in  his  oflice  to  any 
person  requesting  the  same,  upon  payment  of  the  fees 
allowed  by  law. 

§  17.  The  said  Commissioner  shall,  immediately  upon 
obtaining  a;  suitable  office,  which  the  Auditor  shall  pro- 
vide and  cause  to  be  furnished  and  supplied  with  a  suit- 
able fire-proof  vault  and  burglar- proof  safe,  apply  to  the 
Secretary  of  State,  Auditor,  and  Treasurer,  and  any  and 
all  other  persons  or  officers,  for  all  books,  papers,  docu- 
ments, and  records  pertaining  to  the  subject  of  insurance 
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now  on  file  or  kept  in  their  offices,  and  shall  deposit  and       1870. 
safely  keep  the  same  in  his  office.     In  case  any  of  the 
records  are   contained   in   books   devoted  to  other   pur- 

Eosesy  the  officer  having  charge  thereof  shall  deliver  to 
im  a  certified  copy  thereof;  and  every  Cothmissioner 
shall,  upon  retiring  from  office,  deliver  to  his  qualified 
successor  the  possession  of  his  office,  and  all  furniture, 
papers,  and  property  belonging  to  the  same. 

§  18.  The  Auditor,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,        Auditor  u 
shall   devise   a   seal,   with   suitable   inscription,   for   the  <*o^i««»w*»i- 
Bureau  of  Insurance;   a  description   of   which,  with   a 
certificate   of  approval  by  the  Governor,  together  with 
an  impression  thereof,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State;  which  seal  shall  thereupon  be  and 
become  the  seal  of  the  Insurance  Bureau,  and  the  same 
may  be  renewed  whenever  necessary.     Every  certificate,       certiUoat*. 
assignment,  or  conveyance,  executed  by  the  Auditor,  or  AoMwhenproi^ 
the  commissioner,  relating  to  the  business  of  insurance  oated.tpbeeTi< 
or  an    Insurance  Company,   in  pursuance   of   authority  ^urto.*"*  *** 
conferred   by  law,  and   sealed   with  said  seal  of  office, 
shall  be  received  as  evidence,  and  may  be  recorded  in 
the  proper  recording  office,  in  the  same  manner  and  with 
the  same   effect  as  a   deed  regularly  acknowledged   of 
proved  before  an  officer  authorized  by  law  to  take  the 
proof  or  acknowledgment  of  deeds;  and  all  copies   or 
papers  in  the  office  of  said  Bureau,  certified  by  the  Aud- 
itor or  Insurance  Commissioner,  and  authenticated  by  the 
said  seal,  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  evidence  equally  and  in 
like  manner  with  the  original.

CHAPTER  661. 

AN  ACT  to  proTide  tor  the  establishment  of  Whanres  on-  Eentockj  RiTtT, 

and  regnlate  the  price  of  Wbarfafre. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 

Kerducky  : 

§1.  That  the  county  courts  of  the  several  counties  adjoin- 

Oonn^Mnrt  j^g  to  and    bordering  on  the  Kentucky  river,  or  through 

wharres,  &o.      which  said  stream  flows,  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  establish 

wharves  on  said  river  in  their  respective  counties,  and  grant 
wharfage  privileges,  and  for  regulating,  revoking,  and  con- 
trolling the  same. 

§  2.  A  wharf  shall  bo  established  only  at  the  instance  of 
liBhed  only  by  the  owner  of  the  lend  where  it  is  located,  or  of  some  one  who 
«onsentofown-  ijas  obtained  from  the  owner  the  privilege  of  using  the  same 

for  that  purpose,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3.  If  the  owner  of  the  land  where  any  turnpike,  State  or 

How  wharf  county  road,  or  railroad  crosses  said  river,  or  extends  to  or 

Vitbout'ooV  frorn  the  same,  or  within  one  hundred  yards  thereof,  will  not 

«ent  of  owner,  make  application  to  the  court  for  the  establishment  of  a 

wliarf,  or  having  made  such  application,  fails  to  have  a 
wharf  established,  or  having  procured  the  establishment 
thereof,  abandons  or  fails  to  keep  it  up  according  to  law, 
the  court  may,  after  one  month's  notice  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  land,  enter  up  an  order  against  such  owner 
or  owners,  to  appear  before  the  court  at  the  succeeding  term 
thereof,  and  show  cause,  if  any  they  have  or  can  show,  why 
such  wharf  shall  not  be  established;  and  upon  hearing,  the 
court  may,  by  order,  grant  the  right  to  another  or  others  to

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for  not  more  than  thirty  years,  if  the  owner  so  elect,  of  not  IgTO. 
more  than  two  acres  of  land  adjoining  to  said  river,  and 
where  such  road  or  roads  crosses  the  same,  or  where  sach 
road  or  roads  touches  said  river,  or  passes  within  one  hund- 
red yards  of  the  same,  together  with  the  use,  for  wharfage 
purposes,  of  any'  adjacent  un inclosed  bank  of  the  stream. 
Bat  before  the  grant  of  the  right,  the  damage  to  the  owner 
of  the  land  shall  first  be  obtained  under  a  writ  of  ad  quod 
damnum,  and  the  amount  thereof  paid  into  court  for  the  use 
of  the  owner. 

§4.  An  appeal  from  any  order  concerning  a  wharf,  in  favor  Where  aimeai 
of  any  one  interested,  shall  lie  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  ^kjSI***  " 
county,  and  thence  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  both  of  which 
shall  have  jurisdiction  of  law  and  fact,  but  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals of  only  such  facts  as  may  be  certified  from  the  circuit 
eoort.  The  appeal  shall  be  granted  as  matter  of  right  by  the 
county  court  making  the  order  to  the  circuit  court,  on  motion 
made  during  the  term  at  which  such  order  was  made,  or  by 
the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  on  the  application  of  either 
party,  within  sixty  days  after  the  rendition  of  such  order;

ings,  either  by  double-ring  posts  or  other  substantial  fixture, 
for  the  purpose  of  mooring  and  securing  all  water  craft  that 
may  be  landed  at  such  wharf;  which  said  posts,  fixtures,  or 
fasteuings  shall  be  secured  in  the  most  approved  manner; 
and  for  failure  to  do  so,  the  owner  or  proprietor  of  such         Pro»r«otor 
wbarf  shall  be  liable  for  any  damage  that  may  accrue  to  any  Habie  to  dam- 
boat,  barge,  or  other  water  craft,  or  its  lading,  either  by  loss  ***' 
of  the  same,  or  any  injury  resulting  from  the  want  of  such 
moorintrs  or  fastenings,  or  their  improper  or  deficient  con- 
struction and  arrangement. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  proprietor     Proprietor  or 
ol  such  wharf,  or  grantor  of  such  wharfage  privilege,  to  keep  ^^^^J^i^ 
open  and  in  good  repair,  to  and  from  such  wharf,  and  from 
the  water's  edge  to  high -water  mark,  or  to  any  public  estab- 
lished road  or  highway,  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the 
same,  a  wagon  and  carriage  way,  by  which  wagons  with  a 
team  of  six  horses,  or  other  vehicles,  may  pass  to  and  from

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§  11.  The  coart  shall,  at  the  time  of  making  the  order  es- 
tablishing the  wharf,  fix  the  rates  of  wharfage  to  be  charged 
and  collected  at  the  same,  and  shall  regulate  the  same  in  pro- 
portion to  the  tonnage,  size,  or  capacity  of  the  boat,  barge,  or 
other  craft  or  vessel,  allowing  so  much  for  landing  and  secur- 
ing the  same,  so  much  for  the  privilege  of  unlading,  and  so 
much  for  every  day  or  part  of  a  day  such  craft  may  remain 
secured  at  the  wharf;  and  they  shall  also  fix  and  regulate 
the  prices  of  landing  and  securing  rafts  of  wood,  timber,  logs, 
and  lumber,  which  rates  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time, 
once  in  every  year,  but  no  reduction  shall  be  made  until  after 
notice  to  the  owner ;  and  if  any  owner,  keeper,  lessee,  or 
superintendent  of  any  wharf  shall  demand,  exact  or  receive, 
under  any  pretense  whatever,  any  greater  fees  than  are  al- 
lowed by  the  court,  the  owner  of  the  wharf,  or  the  granter  of 
the  wharfage  privilege,  the  lessee  or  superintendent,  any  or 
all  of  them,  jointly  and  severally,  shall  forfeit  to  the  person 
or  persons  from  whom  the  same  has  been  so  received  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of 
the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  the  wharf  is  situated,  or  ad- 
joining county  bordering  on  said  river:  Provided^  The  justice 
of  the  adjoining  county  lives  or  keeps  his  office  nearer  to  the 
wharf  than  the  nearest  justice  of  the  county  in  which  the 
same  is  established. 

§  12.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  chain  any 
boat,  barge,  or  other  water  craft,  or  to  exact  from  the  owners, 
supercargoes,  or  other  managers  thereof,  any  sum  of  money  or 
other  thing  as  a  fee  or  compensation  for  the  privilege  of  land- 
ing or  mooring  their  craft  to  the  shores  or  on  the  banks  of 
said  river;  and  any  one  who  shall  presume  to  do  so,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offense ;  and 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  all  owners,  supercargoes,  or  other  persons 
navigating  said  river,  to  l&nd  their  vessels  and  secure  the  same 
to  the  banks  of  the  river:  Provided^  SSuch  vessels  shall  not 
remain  so  landed  or  moored  lio  the  bank  for  a  longer  space 
than  twenty-four  hours,  except  in  actual  distress:  And  pro- 
vided further^  That  all  such  owners,  supercargoes,  and  man- 
agers of  boats,  barges,  floats,  rafts,  or  other  water  craft,  shall 
be  re.<iponsible  to  the  riparian  proprietors  of  the  lands  for  any 
actual  damage  they  may  sustain  in  consequence  of  such  land- 
ing, or  from  the  acts  of  the  owners,  crew,  or  other  persons 
engaged  in  navigating  such  boats  or  other  water  craft. 

§  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  proprietor,  or 
granter  of  a  wharf  and  wharfage  privileges,  to  have,  and 
keep  in  good  repair,  a  float,  wharf-boat,  platform  or  lighter, 
so  fixed  and  arranged  that  boats,  barges,  or  other  vessels,  or 
water  craft,  laden,  may  float  alongside  thereof  in  not  less 
than feet  of  water;  and  to  have  a  secure  apron  or  gang- 
way upon  which  carts,  wagons,  or  other  vehicles  may  be 
backed  up  with  safety,  and  into  which  the  lading  of  the  boats, 
barges,  and  other  vessels  may  be  placed  for  the  purpose  of 
being  carried  away;  and  for  failure  to  keep  and  provide  the 
«ame,  the  owner  or  proprietor,  or  superintendent  of  such 
wharf^  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  charge  and  receive  wharf-

CHAPTER  669. 

AN  ACT  regrvlattng  the  Inspection  and  Selling  of  Tobacco  in  the  ettj  of 

LoaisTille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  inspection  and  sale  of  leaf  tobacco  in  hogsheads 
may  be  had  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  that  warehouses  for 
that  purpose  shall  be  established  by  the  consent  of  the  city 
council;  but  the  owners  or  proprietors  thereof  shall  have  the 
right  to  close  his  or  their  warehouses  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  proprietor  of  each  warehouse  shall  keep  a  well- 
bound  book  of  proper  size,  in  which  shall  be  entered  the 
marks,  numbers,  gross,  tare,  and  net  weight  of  each  hogshead 
inspected  and  sold,  together  with  the  name  of  the  owner,  and 
the  name  of  the  purchaser,  and  the  price  sold  for  per  cwt., 
and  the  amount  each  hogshead  sold  for,  and  when  collectedi 

Eay  over  to  the  planter  or  seller  of  tobacco  the  sum  that  may 
e  due  him,  after  deducting  charges,  fees,  and  advances,  if 
any.  They  shall  provide  a  suflScicnt  number  of  coopers  to  do 
the  coopering,  and  handle  the  tobacco  inspected  and  sold  in 
their  warehouses. 

§  3.  The  fees  upon  each  hogshead  of  tobacco,  to  be  collected 
by  the  proprietors  of  the  different  warehouses  in  the  city  of 
Louisville,  shall  be  as  follows:  for  receiving,  uncoopering, 
and  coopering  up'  ilgain,  marking,  twine,  sample-card,  making 
out  note  and  delivering  the  same  to  purchaser;  selling,  mak- 
ing out  account  sales,  collecting,  and  afler  deducting  fees, 
charges,  and  advances,  paying  over  or  disbursing  proceeds, 
three  dollars;  of  this  amount,  the  purchaser  shall,  on  presen- 
tation of  his  note,  pay  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1  50),  and 
the  planter  or  seller  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  (f  1  50),  and 
(1)  one  per  cent,  on  gross  amount  of  sales :  Provided^  hovever, 
Said  proprietors  shall  enter  into  bonds,  with  good  security,  to 
be  approved  by  the  mayor  and  general  council  of  the  city  of 
Louisville,  payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  in 
the  sum  of  ($10,000)  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  well 
and  truly  to  pay  over  to  the  planter  or  seller  the  proceeds  of, 
or  balance  due  on,  all  sales  made  by  them  for  said  planter  or 
seller;  and  the  injured  part}^  if  any,  may  sue  thereon  and 
receive  by  civil  suit,  for  his  own  benefit,  as  in  other  cases,  for 
any  injury.  Should  said  proprietors  fail  to  execute  said  bond 
for  ($10,000)  ten  thousand  dollars,  then  they  shall  not  be  enti- 
tled to  collect  any  fees,  under  a  penalty  of  (9100)  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  tho 
Commonwealth,  in  any  courtof  competent  jurisdiction,  at  the 
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inetance  of  any  one ;  and  one  half  of  said  fine  Bhall  be  paid       1S70. 
over  to  the  informer. 

g  4.  The  proprietors  of  said  warehouses  shall  not  charge  Srowc*, 
storage  on  tobacco  sold  for  the  space  of  six  months;  but  at  the 
expiration  of  that  time  they  shall  charge  forty  cents  per 
month  upon  each  hogshead  of  tobacco  inspected  and  sold. 
They  shall  not,  however,  store,  nor  shall  they  be  required  to 
store,  tobacco  in  tbeir  warehouses  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
impede  the  selling  or  delivery  of  tobacco. 

I  5.  The   Governor  of  this  Commonwealth   shall,   in   the       Ooremor  to 
month  of  March  of  each  year,  appoint  four  competent  per-  JpiJiSiif '  *"" 
sons  as  inspectors  of  tobacco  in  the  city  of  Louisville  (from  a 
list  of  twenty  names  furnisbed  to  him  by  the  warehousemen 
of  the  city  of  Louisville),  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  March 
of  each  year;  such  persons  to  be  selected  exclusively  from 
the  tobacco -growing  counties  of  the  State,  and  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year  from  the  first  of  April,  and  until 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.     It  shall  be  the       Duty  of  ia- 
duly  of  said  inspectors  to  draw  from  each  and  every  hogshead  "iP^^toca. 
of  tobacco,  offered  at  public  sale  in  said  city,  fair  samples  of 
the  same;  and  after  said  samples  are  drawn,  they  shall  tie 
each  sample  securely  and  neatly ;  after  thus  tying  the  sample 
with  suitable  twine,  and  placing  thereon  a  card  with  printed 
name  of  the  warehouse,  and  the  number  of  the  hogshead  (the 
cards  and  twine  to  be  furnished  by  the  warehousemen),  they 
shall  seal  and  stamp  said  sample  with  sealing  wax  (a  suitable 
seal  and  the  wax  to  be  furnished  by  the  inspectors) ;  said 
inspectors  shall  alternate  daily  in  the  duties  of  sampling, 
tying,  and  sealing,  and  for  their  services  shall  receive  each  six 
cents  per  hogshead,  to  bo  collected  by  the  proprietors  of  the 
different  warehouses  of  the  seller,  and  divided  equally   be- 
tween the  ibur  inspectors.     The  said  inspectors  shall  be  in 
attendance  at  the  warehouses  to  discharge  their  duties  from 
half  past  seven  in  the  morning  until  six  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing, or  until  all  of  the  tobacco  intended  for  sale  that  day  is 
sampled  at  the  different  warehouses.     Should  any  inspector 
be  absent,  or  fail  to  discbarge  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by 
this  act,  then  a  majority  of  the  proprietors  of  the  warehouses 
may  select  some  competent  person  to  act  temporarily  in  bis 
place,  and  pay  him  the  regular  fees  so  long  as  he  may  dis- 
charge said  duties.     Said  inspectors  shall,  before  entering 
upon  their  duties,  take  an  oath,  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace  for  Jefferson  county,  that  they  will  truly  and  faithfully 
discharge  all  of  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act.     The     OoTeniorhM 
Governor  shall  have  power  to  remove  any  of  said  inspectors  »ower   to  ro- 
at  his  pleasure ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  do  so,  upon  the  SSJ*        ** 
written  application  of  a  majority  of  the  warehousemen,  for 
alleged  incompetency,  for  lack  of  integrity,  industry,  or  other 
good  and  sufficient  cause,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  warehousemen,  as  provided 
for  in  this  section. 

§  6.  The  Governor  shall.  In  the  month  of  Mar«$h  of  each  OoTornor  to 
year,  appoint  six  competent  persons  as  weighers  of  tobacco  S^'fuSlSoI. 
for  the  city  of  Louisville  (from  a  list  of  thirty  names  fur-

nished  to  him  by  tho  warehonsemen  of  the  city  of  LonfsTillel 
on  or  before  the  15ih  of  March  of  each  year;  at  least  one  half 
of  the  persons  so  selected  to  be  taken  from  the  tobacco-grow- 
ing counties  of  the  State,  and  who  shall  bold  their  ofBees  for 
one  year  from  the  first  of  April,  and  until  their  saccessors 
are  appointed  and  qualified — one  for  each  warehouse  in  the 
city  of  Louisville.  The  Governor,  in  commissioning  said 
weighers,  shall  give  each  one  a  commission,  marked  l^os.  1, 
2, 3,  4,  5, 6,  and  should  an  additional  warehouse  be  established, 
a  seventh  weigher  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner;  and 
should  any  of  the  present  warehouses  be  discontinued,  the 
weigher  whose  commission  bears  the  highest  number  shall 
vacate  his  ofiSce,  the  object  being  to  have  one  weigher  at  each 
warehouse,  and  no  more.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  said  weigh- 
ers to  attend  daily  at  such  times  as  the  proprietors  of  the 
warehouses  may  designate,  and  weigh  all  tobacco  offered  for 
sale,  deducting  ten  pounds  for  sample  and  waste,  and  after 
such  deduction,  mark  the  gross  weight  distinctly  on  one  head 
of  the  hogshead ;  and  after  the  tobacco  is  placed  on  the  break 
and  stripped,  they  shall  take  the  tare  weight  of  each  cask. 

§  7.  Said  weighers,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall 
take  an  oath,  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  for  Jefferson 
county,  to  perform  faithfully  ail  the  duties  required  of  them 
by  this  act.  Said  weighers  shall  alternate  weekly  between 
each  of  said  warehouses,  and  perform  their  various  duties  as 
aforesaid,  and  for  their  services  shall  receive  six  cents  each 
per  hogshead,  to  be  collected  from  the  seller  by  the  proprie- 
tors of  tho  warehouses,  and  divided  equally  between  them. 
The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  remove  any  of  said  weigh- 
ers irom  office  at  his  pleasure;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  do 
so  upon  the  written  application  of  a  majority  of  the  ware- 
housemen, for  allefl^ed  incompetency,  for  lack  of  integrity,  in- 
dustry, or  other  good  cause,  and  appoint  others  in  their 
stead,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  warehousemen,  as 
provided  for  in  this  section. 

§  8.  Said  weighers  shall  be  responsible  for  any  errors  in 
their  weights,  and  shall  give  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  in  the  penalty  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  suffi- 
cient security,  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk  of  the  Jefferson 
county  court,  conditioned  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  them  by  this  law,  which  bond  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  said  clerk. 

§  9.  Said  weighers  shall  procure  a  set  of  standard  weights, 
at  the  joint  expense  of  the  warehouses  in  Louisville,  sufficient 
to  test  their  scales,  of  not  less  than  three  thousand  pounds; 
and  said  weighers  (and  not  the  inspector  of  '^scales,  weights, 
and  measures/' of  Jefferson  county,  as  heretofore)  shall  test 
the  scales  at  each  warehouse  at  least  once  in  every  month. 

g  10.  All  tobacco  offered  for  sale  at  auction  in  the  said 
warehouses  shall  be  weighed  and  marked  as  before  mentioned 
in  this  act.  After  each  hogshead  of  tobacco  has  been  sold 
and  properly  recoopered,  it  shall  again  be  weighed  by  the 
same  weigher,  and  the  proprietors  of  said  warehouses  shall 
settle  with  the  seller  according  to  the  first  weight,  and  with 
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the  purchaser  according  to  the  second  weight,  deducting  the       1870. 
proper  tare  in  each  instance.     In  consideration  of  the  extra 
labor  in  handling  the  tobacco  for  the  purpose  of  reweighing, 
the  warehouses  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  per 
hogshead,  to  be  paid  by  ihe  purchaser.' 

§  11.  Should  any  of  the  m^d  weighers  neglect  to  attend  in  ^otoaotin- 
peraon  to  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this  act,  then  the  Srs.  **  ^***  ' 
proprietor  of  the  warehouse  at  which  he  is  for  the  tiine  as- 
8i|i^ned  shall  appoint,  temporarily,  some  competent  person  to 
act  in  his  stead,  who  shall  receive  for  such  services  the  full 
fees  due  thereon.  The  person  so  appointed  shall  be  respon- 
Bible  to  the  proprietor  who  appointed  him  for  any  errors  he 
may  make  in  weights,  and  the  proprietor,  in  like  manner, 
shall  be  responsible  to  the  seller  and  buj^er. 

§  12.  The  present  inspectors  and  weighers  of  tobacco  to  re-  Term  of  offlM. 
main  in  office  until  the  first  day  of  April  next,  or  until  their 
BQceessors  are  appointed,  receiving  six  cents  each  per  hogs- 
head for  their  services. 

§  13.  Any  person  who  shall  purposely  mutilate  any  sample, 
or  alter  the  weights  marked  by  the  weighers,  or  record  other 
weights  on  the  warehouse  book,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  for  the  violation  of  either  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

§  14.  A  planter  or  owner  of  tobacco  may  take  it  to  any 
warehouse  in  Louisville  to  have  it  inspected  and  sold  at  auc- 
tion; but  when  sold  at  auction,  may,  by  paying  the  fees, 
refuse  to  take  the  price  at  which  it  was  cried  off.  A  lien  is 
hereby  given  to  the  proprietors  of  the  warehouses  on  all 
tobacco  and  proceeds  for  fees,  charges,  and  advances  on  same. 

§  15.  No  inspectors,  weighers,  or  proprietors  shall,  directly 
or  indirectly,  be  engaged  in  the  purchase  of  leaf  tobacco  in 
the  ciiv  of  Louisville. 

§  16.  The  note  or  receipt  made  out  by  the  proprietors  of  Note,  &«.. 
the  warehouses  to  the  purchaser  shall  be  assignable  by  in-  MsifMbie. 
dorsement  or  delivery,  and  such  assignment  or  delivery  shall 
pass  the  title  to  the  tobacco  described  in  said  note  yr  receipt  ; 
and  the  proprietors  shall,  upon  presentation  of  said  note  or 
receipt,  and  the  payment  of  all  charges  upon  it,  deliver,  in  a 
reasonable  time,  the  tobacco  described  therein. 

§  17.  Should  said  proprietors  make  advances,  in  cash  or 
acceptances,  to  the  planter  or  seller,  then  the  said  proprietor 
shall  be  permitted  to  charge  the  same  interest  and  exchange, 
but  no  more,  than  the  banks  of  this  State  charge. 

§  18.  All  tobacco  sold  at  the  different  warehouses  shall  be 
exempt  from  auction  duties. 

19.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  regulating  the  inspection  and 
Bale  of  tobacco  in  the  city  of  Louisville  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  729. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  organization  and  regulation  of  Incorporated 
Companies,  except  Banking,  Insurance,  and  Railroad  Companied. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonicealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  any  number  of  persons  may  associate  themselves 
to|<ether  and  biecome  incorporated  for  the  transaction  of  any 
la^i-tul  business,  except  banking  and  insurance,  and  for  the 
construction  of  railroads;  but  such  incorporation  shall  confer 
no  powers  or  privileges  not  possessed  by  natural  persons, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  2.  Among  the  powers  of  such  bodies  corporate  shall  be 
the  following: 

1.  To  have  perpetual  succession. 

2.  To  sue  and  be  sued  by  the  corporate  name. 

3.  To  have  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

4.  To  render  the  shares  or  interests  of  stockholders  trans- 
ferable, and  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  making  such  transfers. 

6  To  exempt  the  private  property  of  members  from  liabil- 
xiy  for  corporate  debts,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

6.  To  make  contracts,  acquire  and  transfer  property,  pos- 
sessing the  same  powers  in  such  respects  as  private  indi^duals 
now  enjoy. 

7.  To  establish  by-laws,  and  make  all  rules  and  regulations 
deemed  expedient  for  the  management  of  their  affairs,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  State  or  of 
the  United  States. 

§  3.  Before  commencing  any  business,  except  that  of  their 
own  organization,  they  must  adopt  articles  of  incorporation, 
which  shall  bo  signed  and  acknowledged  by  them  as  deeds 
are  required  to  be  acknowledged,  and  recorded  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court 
of  the  county  where  the  principal  place  of  business  is  to  bo. 

§  4.  Corporations  for  the  construction  of  any  work  of  in- 
ternal improvement  shall,  in  addition,  file  a  certified  copy  of 
such  articles  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  have 
the  same  recorded  by  him  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
Such  articles  of  incorporation  must  specif)*  the  highest  amount 
of  indebtedness  or  liability,  direct  or  contingent,  to  which  the 
corporation  is  at  any  one  time  to  be  subject,  which  must  in  no 
case  exceed  two  thirds  of  its  capital  stock. 

§  5.  A  notice  shall  be  published  for  at  least  four  weeks  in

3.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  authorized,  and  the  times 
when,  and  the  conditions  upon  which,  it  is  to  be  paid  in. 

4.  The  time  of  the  commencement  and  termination  of  the 
corporation. 

5.  By  what  officers  or  persons  the  affairs  of  the  corporation 
are  to  be  conducted,  and  the  times  at  which  they  are  to  be 
elected. 

6.  The  highest  amount  of  indebtedness  or  liability  to  which 
the  corporation  is  at  any  time  to  subject  itself. 

7.  Whether  private  property  is  to  be  exempt  from  the  cor- 
porate debts. 

§  6.  The  corporation  may  commence  business  as  soon  as  the  .  When  to  bp- 
articles  are  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  county  court  k»°  ^'*"**«»- 
clerk,  and  their  acts  shall  be  valid  if  the  publication  in  a 
newspaper  is  made,  and  the  copy  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  when  such  filing  is  necessary,  within  three 
months  from  such  filing  in  the  clerk's  office.  No  change  in 
any  of  the  foregoing  particulars  shall  be  valid  unless  recorded 
and  published  as  the  original  articles  are  required  to  be;  nor 
shall  any  change  be  made  at  any  time,  or  in  any  manner, 
which  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.

AN  ACT  amending  and  re-enacting  an  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  Kentucky 

Penitentiary,  approved  Februarj  Ist,  1858. 

Whereas,  Since  the  adoption  of  an  act,  approved  February 
1,  1858,  fixing  the  rent  ol  the  Kentucky  Penitentiary,  there 
has  been  expended  over  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  in  enlarging  the  shops  and  in  increasing  the  ma- 
chinery, thereby  increasing  the  facilities  for  manufacturing; 
and  whereas,  since  the  time  aforesaid,  the  hands  in  said  Pen- 
itentiary have  been  more  than  doubled,  thereby  increasing 
the  capacity  to  manufacture;  and  whereas,  it  is  right  and 
proper  that  the  State  should  fix  and  pablish  the  price  at 
which  she  is  willing  to  lease  her  shops,  hands,  and  ma- 
chinery, and  that  the  State  should  do  this  before  she  selects 
an  agent  to  take  charge  of  these  works;  therefore,       , 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  concerning  the  Kentucky 

See  Myers'  Penitentiary,''  approved  February  1st,  1858,  bo,  and  the  same 

8ap..p.  38S.       jg  hereby,  re-enacted,  and  the  third  section  of  said  [act]  be  so

§  2.  Within  thirty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act

eeled,  and  one  new  bond  issued  in  stead  thereof,  for 
$1,327,000,  as  of  date  the  first  day  of  January,  1870, 
which  shall  bear  interest  from  its  date,  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  centum  per  annum,  payable  on  the  30th  day  of  June 
and  December  of  each  year.  The  interest  on  said  bond,  Reveniie  of 
the  dividends  on  seven  hundred  and  thirty-five  shares  JJ^j^""*  ■<*  •^ 
of  stock  of  the  Bank  of  Kentucky,  the  annual  tax  of 
five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  of  the 
property  of  the  State  heretofore  imposed  by  law,  and  the 
annual  tax  of  fifteen  cents  imposed  by  an  act  passed  at 
the  present  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  fines 
and  forfeitures  set  apart  by  existing  laws  in  aid  of  com- 
mon schools,  shall  constitute  the  annual  revenue  of  the 
Common  School  Fund,  and  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treas- 
ury, but  shall  never  be  drawn  out  or  appropriated  other- 
wise than 'in  pursuance  of  this  chapter,  in  aid  of  com- 
mon schools.  But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  as  repealing  or  modifying  any  of  the  condi- 
tions or  reservations  of  the  act  passed  at  the  present 
session  of  this  General  Assembly,  entitled  "An  act  to 
impose  an  additional  tax  of  fifteen  cents  for  the  pur- 
pose of  increasing  the   Common  School  Fund." 

§  3.  Except   as  otherwise    expressly   provided   in   this  Commonicho^ 
chapter,  no  part  of  the  Common  School  Fund,  or  of  the  topayteaohen 
revenue  thereof,  shall  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than 
the  payment  of  teachers  of  common  schools  legally  quali- 
fied and  employed  in  pursuance  hereof. 

§  4.  The  Auditor  shall  keep  the  accounts  in  relation  to  Auditor  to 
the  school  fund.  He  shall,  once  in  each  month,  make  a  '^^•p  •«»«»*■• 
transfer  to  the  credit  of  said  fund  of  all  receipts  into  the 
Treasury  for  the  benefit  of  common  schools  of  the  State 
up  to  the  date  of  such  transfer.

time  each  succeeding  year,  ascertain  and  estimate,  as 
near  as  may  be,  the  net  revenue  that  will  accrue  from 
all  sources  during  the  school  year,  the  pro  rata  share 
thereof  each  white  child  will  be  entitled  to  according  to 
the  whole  number  of  white  children  between  the  ages 
of  six  and  twenty  years  in  the  State,  and  the  propor- 
tion thereof  each  county  and  each  district  will  be  enti- 
tled to  according  to  the  whole  number  of  such  children 
residing  in  each  county  and  district  respectively,  as 
shown  by  the  returns  of  the  County  Commissioner.  If, 
at  the  time  of  making  such  estimate  and  apportion- 
ment, the  tax-book  or  census  returns  of  the  Commis- 
sioner for  any  county  has  not  been  made  tS  him,  he 
shall  use  the  returns  made  and  tax-book  for  the  pre- 
vious year.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  to  file  a  copy 
of  said  estimate  and  apportionment  with  the  Auditor 
of  Public  Accounts,  and  to  cause  a  sufficient  number  of 
copies  thereof  to  be  printed  and  delivered  to  the  County 
Commissioner  of  each  county  for  distribution  among  the 
Trustees  of  his  county.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Aud- 
itor to  furnish  to  the  Superintendent  such  facts  and  state- 
ments as  may  be  needed  in  making  the  estimate  and 
apportionment.  Whatever  diflference  may  exist  between 
the  actual  and  estimated  revenue  of  the  school  fund, 
for  any  school  year,  shall  be  taken  into  the  account  of 
the  estimate  and  apportionment  for  the  succeeding  school 
year. 

§  7.  Whenever  a  qualified  teacher  has  been  employed 
by  the  Trustees  of  any  district  to  teach  the  length  of 
time  required  to  entitle  such  district  to  its  proportion 
of  the  revenue,  and  a  common  school  has,  pursuant  to 
this  chapter,  been  regularly  commenced  in  time  to  com- 
plete a  session  before  the  expiration  of  that  school  year, 
and  been  kept  for  one  half  the  session,  such  district  shall 
then,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  teacher,  be  entitled 
to  forty  per  centum  of  its  proportion  of  the  revenue  for 
that  year,  as  previously  estimated,  and,  at  the  expiration 
of  the  session,  to  the  whole  amount. 

§  8.  If,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  next  after 
the  termination  of  each  school  year,  the  proportion  of 
the  revenue  of  that  year  previously  apportioned  to  any 
district  be  not  called  for  for  common  school  purposes,  the 
same  >hall  be  reinvested  for  the  benefit  of  the  county 
in  which  such  district  is  situated;  and  on  that  day  the 
Board  of  Education  jshall  transfer  to  the  Commissioners 
of  the  Sinking  Fund  the  surplus  thus  due  the  several 
counties,  and  not  called  for.  The  existing  bond  shall  be 
canceled  and  a  new  bond  executed  by  the  Governor  for 
the  whole  amount  of  surplus  then  due  the  counties  for 
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common  school  purposes.  A  detailed  statement  of  the 
emoant  of  said  bond  each  county  is  entitled  to  shall  be 
made,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction. 

§  9.  The  bond  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section  shall 
not  be  transiferable;  shall  be  redeemable  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum. 

§  10.  The  interest  on  this  bond  accruing  to  the  credit 
of  each  county  shall,  from  year  to  year,  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  districts  thereof  in  which  common 
schools  are  taught,  pursuant  to  this  chapter,  in  the  same 
manner  the  revenue  of  the  general  school  fund  is  ap- 
portioned among  them ;  and  being  added  to  the  distrib- 
utable share  of  the  county  in  th^  revenue  of  the  general 
fund,  shall  be  paid  out  at  the  same  time  it  is  paid  out. 

§  11.  Whenever  he  shall  be  informed  that  any  dona- 
tion,' gift,  or  devise  of  any  real  or  personal  estate  shall 
have  been  made  to  the  Common  School  Fund  of  Ken- 
tucky, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  ap- 
point some  discreet  person,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the 
real  or  personal  estate  so  granted,  devised,  or  donated, 
and  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same,  and  pay  the  proceeds 
into  the  Treasury  of  Kentucky.  Before  said  agent  so 
appointed  by  the  Superintendent  shall  proceed  to  act, 
he  shall  give  a  bond,  with  good  security,  to  the  Com- 
monwealth, for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as 
agent.  Said  bond  shall  be  given  in  the  county  in  which 
the  donor,  grantor,  or  devisor  shall  have  died,  or  in  the 
county  in  which  the  property  is  situated,  the  bond  to 
be  executed  in,  and  approved  by,  the  county  court.  The 
person  so  appointed  shall  make  a  settlement  with  th^ 
county  court  of  his  county  ouce  in  each  year,  and  shall 
pay  into  the  Treasury  the  amount  found  in  his  hands 
after  said  settlement.  The  court  shall  allow  said  person 
a  reasonable  compensation  for  collecting  and  paying 
over  said  money,  which  amount  said  person  shall  retain 
in  his  hands  out  of  the  money  collected.  For  any  fail- 
ure of  the  person  so  appointed  to  discharge  the  duties 
under  this  act,  he  and  his  securities  shall  be  liable  to 
all  damages  sustained,  and  for  all  money  collected,  with 
twenty  per  cent,  damages  on  the  amount  so  collected, 
and  which,  he  has  failed  to  pay  over.  The  suit  on  the 
bond  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  shall  be  instituted  by  the  Commonwealth's 
Attorney.  The  person  appointed  by  the  Superintendent 
shall  have  the  same  power,  in  collecting  and  settling  the 
estate,  as  an  administrator  or  executor  now  has  by  law; 
may  institute  and  defend  all  suits  in  reference  to  said 
estate;    sue  and   collect  all  notes,  bonds,  &c.,  and  sell 
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1870.  ^^^  convey  the  real  estate  by  deed.  The  amount  of 
money  paid  into  the  Treasury,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall  remain  there  until  disposed  of  by  law ; 
and  the  Treasurer  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  for 
the  same  on  bis  official  bond.  This  section  shall  apply 
to  all  gifts,  donations,  or  devises  heretofore,  or  hereafter 
made  to  the  school  fund  of  Kentucky. 

Article  II.  ' 

Board  of  EdiLcation, 

§  1.  The  Attorney  General,  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
^Jy>  •ontti-  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  tKeir  suc- 
cessors in  office,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
with   perpetual   succession,   by   the   name   and   style   of 
"The  Board  of  Education  for   the  State  of  Kentucky," 
subject  to  alteration  and  repeal  by  the  Legislature. 
§  2.  The  corporation   may  take,  hold,  and  dispose   of 
MftyhoMreaJ  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  benefit  of  the  common 
schools  of  the  State.

§  4.  The  Board  shall  meet  on  or  before  the  30th  day

Che  Trustees,  and  the  Teachers  of  the  Common  Schools 
of  the  State,  together  with  such  other  teachers  of  the 
State  as  the  Board  may  invite  to  become  members  of 
each  organization,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause 
of  common  schools  in  the  State.  The  President  shall 
be  elected  by  the  teachers  when  they  meet. 

§  10.  The  Board  may  cause  to  be  organized  and  held,  ^^JST*^**^ 
annually,  a  model  State  Teachers*  Institute,  at  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  association  above  provided  for, 
for  the  instruction  of  the  members  in  attendance;  and 
may  provide,  through  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, such  teachers,  means  of  demonstration  and 
illustration,  and  such  other  aids  and  conveniences  as 
may  conduce  to  the  interest  and  profit  orthe  exercises;

Article  III.

for  common  school  purposes  from  local  taxation,  or  other 
sources,  and  how  and  for  what  the  same  was  expended ; 
an  abstract  of  the  County  Commissioner's  reports;  the 
practical  workings  of  the  common  school  system  of  the 
State,  with  suggestions  as  to  any  alterations  it  may  re- 
quire; all  of  which,  together  with  such  other  facts,  sta- 
tistics, and  information  as  may  be  deemed  of  interest  to 
be  known,  he  shall  deliver  to  the  Public  Printer,  and 
cause  to  be  printed  three  thousand  copies  of  the  same^ 
for  distribution  according  to  law.

Article  IV. 


Commissioners, . 

§  1.  There  shall  be  a  Commissioner  of  common  schools 
in  each  of  the  counties  of  the  State,  who  shall  possess  a 
fair  English  education,  good  moral  character,  and  ability 
to  manage  the  common  school  interest  of  the  county 
efficiently;  but,  in  addition  to  the  Commissioner  for  the 
county  of  Jefierson,  there  shall  also  be  one  for  the  city 
of  Louisville,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  general  coun- 
cil of  said  city  during  the  month  of  November,  1870,  and 
biennially  thereafter;  the  duties  of  said  Commissioner 
vrithin  said  city  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed 
for  other  Commissioners,  and  his  compensation  shall 
be  fixed  by  said  city  council  and  paid  out  of  the  city 
treasury. 

§  2.  The  Commissioners  shall  be  elected  by  the  pre- 
siding judge  and  justices  of  the  peace  of  each  county 
at  the  court  of  claims  to  be  held  in  the  county  in  the 
year  1870,  and  every  two  years  thereafter;  and  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  such  election,  the  justices  of  the  peace 
in  the  city  of  Newport,  Campbell  county,  and  the  city 
of  Covington,  Kenton  county,  shall  constitute  a  part  of 
the  court  of  claims. 

§  3.  A  county  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  not 
be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Common 
Schools,  and  no  Commissioner  shall  be  a  teacher  in 
any  common  school. 

§  4.  The  Commissioner  shall,  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  the  oath  of 
oflSce,  and  execute  bond  before  the  county  court  of  his 
county,  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with  suffi- 
cient security,  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  for  the  faith- 
ful discharge  of  his  duties. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court,  immediately  after  the  election  of  the  Commission- 
er, to  certify  such  election  to  the  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction ;  and  on  failure  to  do  so  for  thirty  days, 
he  shall  be  fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

§  6.  The  Commissioner  shall  have  power  to  lay  off, 
alter,  or  abolish  districts,  and  if  necessary,  may.  lay  off 
anew  the  districts  throughout  the  county.  He  shall,  at 
least  once  during  the  year,  visit  each  school  district  of 
his  county,  and  investigate  and  direct  the  operations  of

wise, the  cause  of  common  school  education. 
§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Commissioner,  on  or 

tf^*r?'*rt^to  ''^^^*^''®  ^^®  fi**^^  ^*^y  ^^  June  of  each  year,  to  prepare, 
BuperiDtend-  mail  to,  and  cause  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Sa- 
*"**  perintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  a  report,  certified  by 

the  county  judge  or  clerk  as  having  been  sworn  to  by 
him,  showing  the  whole  number  of  white  children,  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  years,  residing  in  his 
county,  and  the  whole  number  residing  in  each  district^ 
described  by  its  number,  of  his  county.  He  shall  base 
his  report  upon  the  census  taken  during  the  month  of 
April,  and  reports  thereof  made  to  him  by  the  district 
Trustees.  If  such  reports  are  not  in  from  any  district 
by  the  10th  day  of  May,  the  Commissioner  shall  appoint 
a  suitable  person  to  take  the  census  of  such  district,  who 
shall  be  paid  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  services, 
out  of  the  amount  due  that  district  for  the  next  school 
year.  The  reports  made  to  him  shall  be  carefully  filed 
and  preserved  by  the  Commissioner,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  his  revision  and  correction. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner,  when- 
Oomminion-  ever  any  district  or  districts  shall  be  legally  entitled  to 
ordoroifAiidi^u  their  proportion  of  the  revenue,  estimated  and  appor- 
A««mnta!****^'*  tioned  for  that  school  year,  or  to,  part  thereof,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  7,  article  1,  of  this  chapter,  to  draw 
an  order  on  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  such 
distributable  share  or  shares.  The  order,  when  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Superintendent,  shall  entitle  the  Com- 
missioner to  a  warrant  on  the  Treasury  for  the  amount 
thereof,  which  he  shall  immediately  collect  and  pay  out

§  12.  Any  devise,  gift,  or  donation  of  any  real  or  per-  4^*'fOT%6nSk 
•onal  es)tate  in  aid  of  the  common  schools  of  any  county  of  coanty  to  b« 
of  this  State  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  the  Commissioner  »»«idi»*'»«^ 
of  Common   Schools  of  such  county;  and  he  shall.be 
reqaired   to   make   settlement  in  regard  thereto,  in  the 
same  manner  in  which,  and  at  the  time  when,  he  makes 
settlement  in  regard   to  the   moneys  received  from   the 
revenue   of  the   school   fund;   but   he   shall   not   be   re- 
quired to  send  a  copy  of  such  settlement  to  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction.

he  shall  state  in  his  settlement,  as  above,  to  whom  and 
to  what  district  the  same  belongs,  and  the  reasons  why 
it  has  not  been  paid  out.  Should  the  copy  of  such  set- 
tlement fail  to  reach  the  Superintendent  by  the  tenth  day 
of  that  month,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  notify  the  county 
judge  and  the  delinquent  Commissioner  of  the  fact;  and 
upon  receiving  such  notification,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  judge,  in  case  the  settlement  shall  not  have  been 
made,  to  immediately  compel  a  settlement  by  attach- 
ment, and  a  copy  thereof  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Super- 
intendent. For  his  failure  to  pay  out  to  those  entitled 
thereto  any  money  in  his  hands  for  the  space  of  ninety 
days  after  the  same  shall  be  received  by  him,  or  for  his 
failure  to  make  the  aforesaid  settlement  by  the  time  re- 
quired by  law,  the  Commissioner  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  being  indicted  and  convicted  thereof, 
be  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred 
aor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  as  well  as  remain 
liable  on  hia  official  bond,  and  be  removed  from  office 
by  the  county  judge. 
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§  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  to  be  in 
attendance  at  his  ofBce  at  the  county  seat  on  the  first 
Friday  and  Saturday  of  May,  July,  and  February,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  may  be  necessary  for  him  to  re- 
ceive the  reports  of  district  Trustees,  and  to  transact  th« 
business  required  of  him. 

§  15.  He  shall,  previous  to  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber, prepare  and  mail,  and  cause  to  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  hia 
official  report,  showing,  in  tables  of  details  and  aggre- 
gates, the  school  districts  of  his  county,  by  number;  the 
districts  in  which  schools  were  taught,  and  the  length  of 
time  taught,  and  those  in  which  no  schools  were  taught; 
the  highest,  lowest,  and  average  number  of  children  at 
school;  the  cost  of  tuition  of  each  child  for  the  session 
and  per  month ;  the  number  of  private  schools,  acad- 
emies, and  colleges  taught  in  the  county,  and  length 
of  sessions  of  the  same;  the  number  of  teachers  em- 
ployed— male,  female,  and  total — for  the  common  school; 
the  average  wages  of  male  teachers,  female  teachers^  and 
of  total  teachers  per  month ;  the  amount  of  money  raised 
for  common  school  purposes  in  the  district,  by  local  tax 
or  otherwise,  and  for  what  the  same  was  disbursed ;  the 
number  and  kind  of  school- houses,  and  the  value  of  each; 
the  number  of  school-houses  built,  and  value  of  each, 
and  such  other  facts  as  may  be  required  by  the  Su- 
perintendent to  be  reported.  For  failure  to  be  present 
in  his  oflice  at  the  time  appointed  to  receive  reports,  or 
for  failing  to  make  the  report  herein  required,  he  shall 
be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

§  16.  Any  School  Commissioner  who  shall  knowingly 
and  willfully  report  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction a  number  of  common  schools  as  having  been 
taught  in  his  county  greater  than  the  number  of  such 
schools  actually  taught  therein  according  to  law,  or  a 
number  of  children  entitled  to  tuition  in  his  county 
greater  than  the  actual  number  of  such  childien  there- 
in, or  otherwise  knowingly  and  willfully  misstate  any 
fact  or  facts  which  he  is,  or  may  be  hereafter,  required 
by  law  to  report  to  said  Superintendent,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  on  indictment  in  the  circuit  court,  be  fined  in 
a  sum  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not 
longer  than  six  months,  or  both  so  fined  and  imprisoned, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  jury, 

§  17.  That  for  incompetency,  neglect  of  duty,  immoral 
conduct,  or  other  disqualification,  the  Commissioner  may 
suspend  or  remove  any  Teacher  or  Trustee  from  office, 
except  in  cities  or  towns  organized  as  one  district;  and 
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when  from  such  cause,  or  from  death,  resignation,  or  1870. 
any  other  cause,  a  vacancy  in  any  one  of  the  above 
named  offices  occurs,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Com- 
missioner to  proceed,  within  ten  days  after  such  vacancy 
occurs,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  to  supply  the 
same  by  appointment.

^  1.  No  person  shall  be  deemed  qualified  to  teach  any 
Must  obtain  common  school  herein  provided  for,  unless  such  person 
quaiffloaSon.^^  shall  first  have  obtained  a  certificate  of  qualification  to 
teach  the  elements  of  a  plain  English  education,  signed 
by  two  members  of  the  County  Board  of  Examiners, 
specifying  the  class  of  qualifications  of  the  applicants. 
The  certificates  of  qualification,  given  as  above,  shall 
be  divided  into  first,  second,  and  third  class  certificates. 
A  first  class  certificate  shall  be  issued  only  to  those  who 
have,  on  examination,  shown  a  thorough  and  accurate 
knowledge  of  the  branches  of  study  required  to  be  taught 
in  the  common  schools;  a  second  class  certificate  to  those 
who  have  shown  an  imperfect  knowledge ;  and  a  third 
clase  certificate  to  those  who  have  shown  an  indifi!erent 
knowledge  of  the  same.  A  third  class  certificate  shall 
not  be  issued  more  than  twice  to  the  same  teacher.

Teachers^  Institute. 

§  I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  School  Commissioner  of

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at  the  time  of  matriculation  as  pupil  of  same,  two 
dollars.  These  fees  shall  form  a  County  Institute  fund. 
Oat  of  this  fund  the  Commissioner  shall  pay,  first,  the 
county  Board  of  Examiners;  and  after  paying  all  nec- 
essary expenditures  in  support  of  the  Institute  taught 
and  the  Association  held,  he  shall  divide  the  balance 
of  said  fund,  if  any,  equally  among  those  districts  in 
his  county  which  have  established  library  funds,  to  be 
appropriated  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  libraries  of 
same. 

§  4.  In  selecting  a  proper  place  for  holding  the  Teach- 
ers' Institute,  the  Commissioner  shall  decide  with  refer- 
ence to  the  convenience  and  accommodation  of  the 
place,  and  shall  endeavor  to  make  such  arrangements 
as  he  best  can  for  the  free  accommodation,  or  for  econ- 
omizing and  reducing  the  expenses  of  teachers  while  in 
attendance.  He  shall,  twenty  days  before  the  Institute 
begins,  notify  by  mail  the  Trustees  of  his  county  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  it ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  Trustees  to  notify  each  teacher  in  their  respective 
school  district.  The  Commissioner  shall  likewise  cause 
notices  to  be  posted  up  in  each  school  district  of  his 
county  of  the  same  purport. 

§  5.  During  the  session  of  the  Institute,  there  may  be 
held  a  County  Teachers'  Association,  and  an  evening  or 
night  term  of  two  hours  may  be  daily  set  apart  for  this 
purpose.  The  Association  may  be  composed  of  all  the 
officers  and  teachers  of  common  schools  present,  and 
shall  be  called  together  by  the  Commissioner;  after 
which,  the  organization  and«  proceedings  of  the  body 
shall  be  under  its  own  control  and  management.  The 
objects  of  such  Association  shall  be,  primarily,  to  dis- 
cuss and  devise  the  best  ways  and  means  of  promoting 
the  interests  of  common  schools,  and  the  improvement 
of  teachers,  and  the  methods  of  teaching. 

(  6.  The  Commissioner  shAll,  at  the  time  of  making 
his  annual  report  to  the  Superintendent,  also  report  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  Teachers'  Institute;  the 
name  of  the  person  conducting  the  same ;  the  number 
of  persons  registered  as  in  attendance ;  the  sum  collect- 
ed by  a  fee  of  two  dollars  paid  by  each  person  in  at- 
tendance ;  the  number  of  teachers  of  common  schools  in 
the  county  who  did  not  attend  the  Institute  (and  such 
other  information  of  the  proceedings  and  results  of  the 
Institute)  and  Teachers'  Association  as  he  may  deem  of 
value  and  interest. 

i  7.  Where  it  can  be  done  with  more  economy,  and 
will  as  well  accommodate  all  teachers  and  persons  whose 
duty  it  may  be  to  attend,  the  Commissioners  of  two  or 
three  counties  may,  by  proper  agreement  and  arrange- 
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ment,  unite  together  and  have  conducted  one  Teachers' 
Institute  and  Association  for  the  counties  they  officially 
represent :  Providedy  The  several  counties  thus  united 
shall  not  contain  a  total  of  more  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  districts ;  and  the  same  rules,  regulations,  and  pro- 
visions shall  apply  in  the  management  of  such  a  Union 
Institute  or  Association  as  in  the  case  of  a  single  county. 
The  expenses  and  benefits  of  such  Union  Institute  and 
Association  shall  be  divided  between  the  several  counties 
represented  as  equitably  as  possible  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  same. 

Article  IX. 

District  Library. 

§  1.  When,  by  contribution,  purchase,  or  otherwise, 
forty  volumes  can  be  collected  for  such  purpose,  the  dis- 
trict Trustees  may  organize  a  library  in  connection  with 
the  school  of  the  district,  which  shall  be  for  the  use  of 
the  district  in  which  the  same  is  located.  They  may 
make  such  suitable  arrangements  for  keeping  the  books 
and  periodicals  of  the  said  library  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  may  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  take  charge  of  the 
same,  and  to  manage  it  according  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  may  prescribe.  Besides  the  funds 
which  may  be  appropriated  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  such  surplus  school  funds  as  may  well  be  spared, 
and  such  special  funds  and  donations  as  may  be  raised 
or  contributed  for  such  purpose,  may,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Trustees,  from  time  to  time,  be  used  to  increase 
the  number  of  volumes  and  periodicals  of  the  library. 

§  2.  The  Trustees  shall  have  the  same  control  over  the 
library  as  over  the  other  school  property  ;  and  when  it  is 
practicable  aud  safe,  the  same  shall  be  kept  in  the  school- 
house  of  the  district;  and  when  convenient,  the  teacher 
of  the  school  shall  be  appointed  to  act  as  librarian.  The 
Trustees  shall  be  accountable  for  the  proper  care  and 
preservation  of  the  library,  and  shall  have  power  to 
assess  and  collect  all  fines,  penalties,  and  fees  of  mem- 
bership;  and  they  shall  report  annually  to  the  Commis- 
sioner all  library  statistics  which  may  be  required  of 
them,  or  which  they  may  deem  of  importance. 

§  3.  The  Trustees  may  receive  donations  of  books, 
maps,  charts,  and  other  works  of  interest :  Provided^  No 
books  of  a  sectarian  or  infidel  character  shall  be  placed 
in  the  library;  and  any  such  books  found  therein  shall 
be  removed  by  the  order  of  the  Trustees  or  the  Com- 
missioner. The  library  shall  be  free  to  all  pupils  of  suit- 
able age  belonging  to  the  schools  of  the  district ;  but  any 
resident  of  the  district  may  become  entitled  to  its  privi- 
leges upon  the  payment  of  such  a  sum  of  money  for 
membership,  or  such  as  the  Trustees  may  prescribe. 
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§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion to  prepare  a  list  of  books  suitable  for  school  libra- 
ries, which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  amended,  revised, 
and  enlarged,  and  to  prepare  uniform  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government  of  the  same,  and  to  prescribe 
penalties,  fines,  and  conditions  of  membership. 

Article  X. 

Common  School  Defined. 

§  1.  The  object  of  this  chapter  is  to  carry  into  effect 
the  intention  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  as  expressed  in 
the  Conatitotion,  in  promoting  the  establishment  through- 
out the  State  of  a  system  of  common  schools  which  shall 
be  equally  accessible  to  the  poor  as  to  the  rich.  It  is 
therefore  declared  that  no  school  shall  be  deemed  a 
^'common  school,"  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter, 
or  be  entitled  to  any  contribution  out  of  the  school  fund, 
unless  the  same  has  been,  pursuant  hereto,  actually  kept 
by  a  qualified  teacher  for  five  months,  or,  if  situated  in 
a  district  containing  less  than  the  minimum  number  of 
children,  for  three  months,  during  the  same  school  year, 
and  at  which  every  white  child  residing  in  the  district, 
between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty  years,  has  had  the 
privilege  of  attending,  whether  contributing  towards 
defraying  its  expenses  or  not. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  the  last  section  shall  preclude  a 
school  whtch  is  kept  for  a  part  of  the  year  as  a  common 
school  from  being  kept  for  the  balance  of  the  year  as  a 
select  or  private  school,  to  which  none  but  contributors 
may  have  the  privilege  of  sending  pupils. 

§  3.  The  school  year  shall  hereafter  begin  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  and  terminate  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June: 
the  first  year,  pursuant  to  this  chapter,  beginning  the  first 
day  of  July,  1870. 

§4.  Twenty -two  school  days,  or  days  in  which  teachers 
are  actually  employed  in  the  school-room,  shall  constitute 
a  school  month  in  the  common  schools  of  the  State. 

§  5.  In  districts  where  the  number  of  children  of  pupil 
ages  exceed  one  hundred,  the  Trustees  may  employ  an 
assistant  to  the  principal  teacher  when  the  regular  at- 
tendance exceeds  fifty ;  and  in  no  case  shall  less  than 
wo  teachers  be  employed  when  the  regular  attendance 
IB  sixty  or  over. 

\  6.  Any  person  to  whom  a  white  child  may  hereafter 
be  apprenticed  shall  send  such  child,  if  between  the  ages 
of  six  and  fifteen  years,  to  a  common  school,  if  any  such 
ia located  conveniently,  not  less  than  five  months  in  each 
year;  and  for  failure  to  do  so,  he  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  jof  fifty  dollars  for  each  annual  omission  :  Provided^ 
That  if  the  person  to  whom  such  child  apprenticed  shall 
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1870.  <9cncl  said  apprentice  to  some  other  school  than  a  com- 
mon school  not  less  than  five  months  in  each  year,  then 
such  person  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

§  7.  All  pupils  who  may  be  admitted  to  common  schools 
•ompiy^Vuh  shall  comply  with  the  regulations  established  in  pursu- 
fegniationa.  auce  of  law  for  the  government  of  such  schools.  Will- 
ful disobedience  and  defiance  of  the  authority  of  the 
teacher,  habitual  profanity  and  vulgarity,  or  other  gross 
violation  of  propriety  or  law,  shall  constitute  good  catue 
for  suspension  or  expulsion  from  school. 

§  8.  No  books,  tracts,  papers,  catechisms,  or  other  pub-

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  Commonwealth

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  Jauu*1nU 
unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  import  or  bring  into  this  ^**^».  «»o«p* 
State,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  any  of  that  breed  or  kind  of  *'^'    "  "^*' 
cattle  known  as  Texas  cattle,  except  during  the  months  of 
I^ovembcr,  December,  January,  and  February:  Providud,  how- 
ever^  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  import,  bring,  or  drive  any 
of  said  description  of  cattle,  for  any  purpose,  or  at  any  time, 
during  any  season  or  months  of  the  year,  into  the  counties 
of  Bourbon,  Clark,  Montgomery,  Mason,  Fleming,  Garrard, 
Lincoln,  Boyle,  or  Franklin,  in  this  State;  and  a  warrant  for 
the  arrest  of  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  may'  be  issued  by  any  magistrate  in  this  PMuityj 
State;  and  if,  upon  trial  before  such  magistrate,  reasonable 
grounds  of  guilt  be  made  to  appear,  the  accused  shall  be  held 
to  bail  in  a  sum  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  his  ap- 
pearance at  the  first  term  of  [the]  circuit  court  of  the  county 
m  which  the  offense  was  committed,  to  answer  any  indict- 
ment that  may  be  found  against  him;  and  in  default  of  bail,

§  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  ahali  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  sub- 
ject to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than 
five  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  That  all  laws  now  in  force  in  this  State  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
repealed. 

§  4.  That  nothing  in  this  act  is  to  be  so  construed  as  to 
prevent  the  driving  or  transportation  of  said  breed  of  cattle 
along  or  over  the  public  highways  through  said  exempted 
eoanties,  en  route  to  other  counties,  during  <the  period  they 
are  allowed  by  this  act  to  be  brought  to  this  State,  but  at  no 
other  time. 

{  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

undue  influence  therein  of  his  adversary,  or  to  the  odium 
which  attends  himself  or  his  cause  of  action  or  defense,  it

perature or  lire  test  than  110°  Fahrenheit;  and  any  person  so 
offending  shall  be  held  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
on  conviction  thereof,  by  indictment  or  presentment  in  any 
circuit  court  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars.

«zoeed  three  sixteenths  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  The  wick 
mast  not  [come]  above  the  top  of  ihe  tube,  and  the  flame 
not  exceed  three  eighths  of  an  inch  in  height. 
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1870.  Fifth — Before  lighting  tbo  lamp,  test  the  oil  by  bringing  a 

lighted  match  in  contact  with  the  surface  of  the  oil.  If  the 
oil  docs  not  ignite,  ligiit  the  lamp  and  slowly  heat  the  oil, 
moving  the  lighted  match  across  the  surface  of  the  oil,  at  each 
degree  the  thermometer  rises.  If  the  oil  should  flash  (that  is, 
a  little  gas  burn  on  the  surface  and  go  out  agsiin),  remove  the 
lamp  and  watch  itclosel}';  it  is  near  its  igniting  point.  If 
the  thermometer  does  not  rise  after  the  lamp  has  been  re- 
moved, replace  the  lamp.  As  soon  as  it  ignites,  or  perma- 
nently burns,  the  degree  indicated  by  the  thermometer  is  the 
test  of  the  oil.  The  flame  that  is  moved  across  the  surface  of 
the  oil  should  not  exceed  that  of  an  ordinary  match.

citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  who  reside  in  sections  of  this 
State  remote  from  the  sitting  of  the  said  Louisville  chancery 
court;  and  whereas,  the  said  Louisville  chancery  court  has 
asserted  and  is  exercising  jurisdiction  over  the  persons  and 
property  of  citizens  in  many  sections  of  this  Commonwealth, 
and  enforcing,  by  the  summary  process  of  rule,  the  payment 
of  assessments  made  by  receivers  of  said  insurance  companies, 
appointed  by  said  Louisville  chancery  court;  and  whereas, 
the  assessments  thus  made,  enforced,  and  collected,  are  largely 
absorbed  in  the  payitient  of  costs  to  officers  of  said  Louisville 
chancery  court,  leaving  but  little,  if  anything,  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  liquidation  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  aforesaid 
insurance  companies,  without  a  fresh  resort  to  the  harsh  and 
oppressive  practice  of  issuing  rules  on  a  second  assessment  for 
the  liabilities  of  said  insurance  companies,  to  be  again  absorbed 
in  the  payment  of  large  and  enormous  cost  bills  of  officers  of  said 
Louisville  chancery  court,  and  not  appropriated  in  payment  of 
losses  sustained  by  parties  Who  have  been  insured  in  the  afore- 
said insarance  companies;  and  whereas,  the  said  Louisville 
chancery  court  asserts  and  maintains  its  jurisdiction  to  coerce 
the  payment  of  assessments  made  as  aforesaid  against  citizens 
residing  in  any  portion  or  section  of  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
and  which  said  jurisdiction  is  a  question  of  grave  doubt, 
under  the  Constitation  of  the  State  of  Kentucky ;  and  where-

RESOLUTIONS  in  relation  to  a  Water  Communication  between  the  Atlantic 

and  Mississippi  River. 

Whikeas,  The  State  of  Virginia  and  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal  (/ompany  have  resisted  every  overture  made  to 
them  by  foreii^n  capitalists  for  the  surrender  of  their  fran- 
chises in  the  Kanawha  and  James  River  Canal  roate,  and  have 
thas  given  evidence  that  it  is  the  wish  of  Virginia,  the  mag- 
nanimous donator  of  the  great  Northwest  Territory,  to  pro- 
vide for  that  Territory  a  highway  from  the  Ohio  river  to  tide 
water,  that  shall  be  divested  of  all  private  interest,  and  as 
near  as  possible  free  to  the  whole  nation  ;  therefore. 

Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KerUucky: 

1.  That  we  look  upon  this  channel  of  communication,  first 
advocated  by  General  George  Washington,  between  the  valley 
of  the  Mississippi  and  the  Atlantic,  as  a  work  of  national  im- 

gortance,  one  involving  vital  interests  not  only  to  the  Western 
tates,  but  to  those  on  the  Western  and  Eastern  slope  of  the 
Alleghanies — a  promoter  of  the  welfare  of  all. 

2.  That  said  line  of  water  communication  by  the  Kanaw}ia 
and  James  river,  their  head  waters  being  but  twenty-eight 
and  a  half  miles  apart,  is  entitled  to  receive  the  careful 
consideration  of  Congress,  to  the  end  that,  being  a  work  of 
national  importance,  it  may  receive  such  aid  from  the  Gen- 
eral Government,  under  its  authority  to  regulate  commerce 
between  the  States,  as  will  secure  its  early  completion. 

3.  That  we  recommend  that  the  work  of  construction  and 
operation  be  placed* by  Congress  in  the  charge  of  nine  trus- 
tees, ope  of  whom  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  four 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  one  each  in  like 
manner  by  the  States  of  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  and 
Kentucky. 

4.  That  the  Governor  of  Kentucky  is  hereby  requested  to 
forward  copies  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  with  the  request  that  the  same  shall  be 
by  him  laid  before  Congress ;  that  copies  be  also  forwarded 
to  the  Governors  of  the  several  States,  with  the  request  that 
they  be  laid  before  their  respective  Legislatures;  and  that 
oar  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  be  requested 
by  the  Governor  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  secure  the 
passage  of  such  measures  as  will  conduce  to  the  early  con- 
Btraction  of  the  work.

The 
commissioners  so  appointed  shall,  before  they  proceed  to 
discharge  their  duties,  be  sworn   in   the  presence  of  the 
court,  council,  or  trustees  appointing  them,  faithfully  to 
discharge  their  duties  according  to  the  best  of  their  skil) 
and  judgment;  they  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  court,  council,  or  trustees,  by  whom  they  are 
appointed.     They  shall  immediately'  appoint  one  of  their 
number  treasurer,  who  shall  execute  bond,  payable  to  the 
Commonwealth,  with  such  security  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  court,  council,  or  trustees  appointing  the  commis- 
sioners, conditioned  for  the  faithful  keeping  and  disburs- 
ing of  all  money  coming  to  his  hands  as  treasurer  of  such 
board,  on  which  bond  suit  may  be  brought  Trom  time  to 
time,  by  and  in   the   name  of  such  county,  or  part  of  a 
county,  city,  or  town,  or  by  any  other  person  injured  by 
any  breach  of  his  bond,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
of  the  sum  claimed  in  such  suit.     Such  treasurer  may  be 
required,  at  any  time,  to  give  a  new  bond;  and  any  surety 
in  such  bond   tfhall  be  entitled  to  the  same  remedies,  for 
procuring  additional  or  counter  security,  as  are  now  given 
to   the  sureties   of  guardians,    administrators,  &c.     Said 
treastirer  shall  be  allowed  for  his  services  such  compen- 
sation, not  exceeding  one  (1)  per  cent,  on  the  money  re- 
ceived  and  paid  out  by  him,  as  may  be  allowed   by  the 
court,  council,  or  trustees  appointing  such  commiss^ioners 
respectively.     In  case  a  vacancy  shnll  occur  in  said  board 
of  commissioners,   such    vacancy  shall    be   filled    by  the 
court,  council,  or  trustees  by  whom  such  board  was  ap- 
pointed. 

§  18.  That  taxes  levied  under  the  authority  of  this  act» 
in  any  county  or  part  of  a  county,  shall  be  collected  by 
the  sheriff  of  such  county;  and  ta.xes  levied  in  any  city  or 
town,  shall  be  collected  by  the  officer  of  such  city  or  town» 
who  is,  by  law,  the  collector  of  taxes  levied  for  the  ordi- 
nary purposes  of  such  city  or  town  ;  but  before  any  sheriflT 
or  other  officer  shall  be  authorized  to  collect  any  such  tax, 
he  shall  execute  bond,  if  a  sheriflT,  with  such  sureties  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  county  court,  and  if  a  city  or 
town  officer,  with  such  surety  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
council  or  trustees  of  such  city  or  town,  conditioned  thai

CHAPTER  4. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Cumberland  County. 

Whereas,  James  Rowe,  a  man  of  color,  was  found  by 
the  inquet5t  of  a  jury,  in  the  Cumberland  circuit  court,  to 
be  a  lunatic,  and  was  a  pauper.  He  was  carried  by  onler 
of  .said  court  to  the  Western  Lunatic  Asylum,  and  refu:»ed 
admittance  there  ;  was  carried  back  to  Cumberland  county, 
and,  on  account  of  his  dangerous  disposition,  he  was  coa- 
fiiied  in  jail  of  said  county  till  the  spring  of  186S,  vvliea 
he  was  carried  by  order  of  said  court  to  the  Eastern  Lu- 
natic Asylum  at  Lexington  ;  and  whereas,  the  couuty 
court  of  said  county  has  levied  a  tax  upon  the  people  of 
said  county,  which  has  been  collected  and  paid  to  the 
jailer  of  said  county,  for  boarding^and  taicing  care  of  said 
Jarne^^  Rowe,  after  he  was  found  to  be  a  lunatic,  two  years 
and  six  months — five  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  and 
fifty  cents. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vie  Cjmmomaaltk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  instructed 
to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  public  Treasury  for  the  said 
five  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  and  fitty  cents,  la 
favor  of  M.  O.  Allen,  the  pres^iding  judge  of  Cumberlaad 
county,  to  be  by  him  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the 
debt  of  the  county  incurred  for  public  buildings,  or  toward 
the  completion  of  the  court-house  of  said  county. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  5.  1869. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Cottage  Furnace  Iron  and  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, in  £3tili  Couuty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Jamea  H.  Robberts,  Henry  G.  Gardner,  and 
Adam  Baunn,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  are 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  t^tyled 
and  known  by  the  name  of  the  Cottage  Furnace  Iron  and 
Manufacturing  Company;  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  acquire  and 
hold  property,  real  and  personal,  and  the  same  to  convey; 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  ail  courts 
and  places  as  a  natural  person  forever;  to  have  and  u.^e  a  ^^ 

common  seal,  to  alter  and  amend  the  same  at  pleasure, 
and  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
for  the  government  of  the  company  and  the  conduct  of  its 
bosine^is,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  ac- 
quire, and  hold  such  real  estate,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky 
and  elsewhere,  not  exceeding  in  value  one  half  of  the 
capital  stock,  by  lease  or  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  and 
BQch  mining  privileges,  rights  of   way,  and   other  ease- 
ments, and  such  personal  property,  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary or  exfvedienl  for  its  business.     It  shall   have  power  to 
dig,  bore,  mine,  and  in  any  other  manner  search  for  iron, 
lead,  copper,  salt,  oil,  coal,  or  any  other  mineral  products 
or  deposits;  to  take  out,  extract,  develop,  smelt  and  refine, 
reduce,  manuTacture,  purchase,  and   prepare   for  market, 
any  and  all  of  said   minerals,  products,  oils,  or  deposits; 
to  conduct  tnanufactures  in  wood  and  iron  ;  to  carry  on 
the  business  of  sawing  lumber,  milling,  making  fire  brick, 
trading  in  merchandise,  stock,  &c.,  and   the  purchas^e  and 
sale  of  lands;  to  transport  or  send   to  any  markets  the 
products  of  their  business  in  any  of  the  foregoing  depart- 
ments, and  sell  them  in  or  out  of  this  Slate;  to  buy,  erect 
or  construct,  all  forges,  furnaces,  work-shops,  refineries, 
mills,  depots,  and  other  buildings,  and  all  machinery,  fix- 
tures, and   personal  property  deemed  necessary  or  proper 
in  carrying  on    their  said    business;   to  sell,  convey,  or 
transler  any  part  of  or  any  interest  in  its  real  and  per- 
sonal, corporeal  or  incorporeal,  and  to  exercise  any  neces- 
sary or  proper  powers  to  carry  out  the  express  powers 
granted  by  this  act;  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  con- 
struct, and   own    wharves   and    landings    on    navigable 
streams;   to  construct  reservoirs  to  improve  the  naviga- 
tion of  streams  in  this  State.     It  shall  have  power  to  con- 
struct boat  yards,  and  build  or  buy  and  own  all  kinds  of 
boats,  and  the  same  to  navigate  for  the  purpose  of  carry-

1869.       ^"^  pasaen^ers  and  freight,  as  well  for  other  persons  as  for 
said  company.   It  shall  have  power  to  construct  and  main- 
tain dams  and  reservoirs  in  the  upper  waters  of  the  stream 
on  which  the  company's  works  may  be  situated,  for  the 
purpose  of  furnishing  and  maintaining  a  permanent  and 
abundant  supply  of  water  for  the  power  and  other  uses 
requisite  in  carrying  on  the  business  in  all  its  branches; 
and  it  may  obtain,  by  agreement  with  the  proprietors,  the 
lands,  stock,  and  timber  requisite  to  be  taken  for  said  dama 
and  reservoirs,  or  overflowed  thereby;  or  it  may  proceed 
to  have  the  same  condemned   to  the  use  of  said  co.npany, 
and  acquire  the  right  thereto,  or  to  the  use  thereof,  by 
proceedings  to  be  taken  in  conformity  with  chapter  fifty- 
seven  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  State,  concerning 
mills ;  the  provisions  of  which  chapter,  as  far  as  they  are 
applicable,  shall  regulate  the  proceedings  and  the  rights 
and  powers  of  the  company  in  taking,  using,  and  over- 
flowing said  lands.     It  shall  have  power  to  locate,  con- 
struct, and  operate  railroads,  tramways,  turnpikes,  plank 
roads,  and  common  roads,  or  any  or  either,  to  and  from 
any  of  the  works  and  depots  of  said  company  and  any 
points  within  the  State,  to  connect  with  the  nearest  rail- 
road or  navigable  stream  to  their  places  of  manufacture, 
where  the  company  may  wish  to  transport  or  deliver  their 
property  or  products,  in  a  raw  or  manufactured  state; 
and  may  build  bridges  over  the  streams  across  which  their 
roads  may  run,  and  may  acquire  the  lands,  rock,  and  tim- 
ber   requisite    for    said    roads,    railroads,    tramways,    or 
bridges,  and  the  right  of  way  and  use  of  lands  and  quar- 
ries therefor,  either  by  agreement  with  the  several   pro- 
prietors, or  by  having  the  same  condemned  to  the  use  of 
said  company ;  and   in  the  condemnation  thereof  for  any 
railroad,  and  in  the  location,  construction,  and  operation 
of  such  railroads,  with  all  requisite  appendages,  said  com- 
pany shall  have  the  powers,  and  may  maintain  the  same 
proceedings,  as  are  granted  to  and  prescribed  for  the  Lou- 
isville and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  regulations ;  and  in  the  condemnation  of 
any  lands,  or  the  use  thereof,  or  right  of  way  thereover, 
or  of  any  quarries,  timber,  or  materials  for  any  turnpikes, 
plank  roads,  common  roads,  or  bridges,  and  in  the  con- 
struction and  management  of  such  turnpikes  and  plank 
roads,  and  in  the  collection  of  tolls  thereon,  the  company 
shall  have  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  regulations, 
and  restrictions,  which  are  provided  in  the  general  laws 
of   this    State   concerning    turnpikes    and    plank   roads. 
When  such  roads,  railroads,  or  bridges  shall  be  used  by 
other  parties   for  travel  or  transportation,  the  company 
may  charge  and  collect  such  reasonable  rates  of  toll  as 
the  board  of  directors  may  determine,  not  exceeding  the 
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rates  permUted  by  law  to  be  charged  by  other  corpora-  1869. 
tions  specially  chartered  to  furnish  such  facilities  to  travel 
and  transportation:  Provided^  That  no  land,  or  the  use 
thereof,  or  right  of  way  thereon,  nor  any  timber  or  ma- 
terials, shall  be  taken  ;  and  a  condemnation  for  said  com- 
pany, until  the  value  thereof,  as  assessed  in  the  proper 
condemnation  proceedings  in  the  county  where  the  land 
lies,  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners,  or  into  court 
for  them. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
one  million  of  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  personal  property, 
and  evidenced  and  transferred  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
by-lawp.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  directors;  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  open  books  for  the 
subscription  of  stock,  and  prescribe  the  terms  of  such  sub- 
scription, the  terms  and  manner  of  payment,  and  the  time, 
manner,  and  grounds  of  forfeiture  of  stock  subscribed  but 
not  paid  in  as  required  by  call;  and  they  may  either  for- 
feit the  stock  of  the  defaulting  stockholder,  or  collect  the 
stock,  or  collect  the  installments  by  suit,  as  they  may  elect. 
When  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  sub- 
scribed, and  such  portion  thereof  paid  in  cash  as  the  board 
of  directors  roay  require,  the  company  shall  be  deemed 
folly  organized,  and  may  proceed  with  its  business;  and 
the  board  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  president 
of  the  company. 

§4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  general  man- 
agement of  all  the  business  of  said  company,  and  may 
exercise  any  and  all  the  powers  hereby  granted  to  the  cor- 
poration. They  may  increase  the  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
pany from  time  to  time  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  either 
by  new  subscriptions,  sales,  or  otherwise,  but  not  to  an 
amount  exceeding  that  limited  herein.  They  may,  from 
time  to  time,  declare  and  pay  dividends  in  stock  or  cash 
from  the  profits,  and  may  distribute  the  net  receipts  and 
proceeds  of  sales  among  the  stockholders  pro  rata,  or  may 
retain  them,  to  be  applied  in  extending  the  operations  of 
the  company.  They  may  borrow  money  upon  the  bonds 
or  other  evidences  of  debt  of  the  company,  in  such  sums, 
payable  at  such  times  and  places,  and  at  such  rates  of  in- 
terest (not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum),  as  they 
may  deem  expedient;  and  may  execute  mortgages  or 
deeds  of  trust  upon  any  or  all  the  property  and  franchises 
of  the  company  to  secure  the  payment  of  such  debts,  from 
time  to  time,  as  may  be  created ;  but  said  company  shall 
not  have  or  exercise  any  banking  powers.

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1869#  §  ^*  ^^^  principal  office  of  said  company  shall  be  kept 

at  such  place  as  the  board  of  directors  may  prescribe,  and 
branch  offices,  agencies,  and  depots  may  be  established 
within  and  out  of  this  State;  the  board  of  directors  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  and  employ  a  secretary,  treasurer, 
and  such  agents  and  other  inferior  officers  and  employees, 
from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  or  provide 
by  by-laws  for  their  appointment  and  employment  ;  may 
fix  their  salaries  and  prescribe  their  duties  as  well  as  those 
ot  the  president,  and  the  terms  of  office,  or  employment  of 
such  inferior  officers,  agents,  and  employees ;  and  may  re* 
quire  and  take  from  any  of  them  bonds,  with  security  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties ;  they  may 
remove  at  pleasure  any  officers  or  agent  of  said  company. 

§  6.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  the  by-laws  for  the  an- 
nual election  by  the  stockholders  of  a  board  of  directors, 
of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  members  ;  and 
such  elections  shall  be  annually  held  ;  each  share  of  stock 
shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  at  elections  of  directors, 
or  in  stockholders'  meetings  held  for  any  purpose,  and  may 
be  voted  in  person  or  by  written  proxy ;  no  person  shall  be 
elected  a  director  who  ^does  not,  when  elected,  own  in  his 
own  right  ten  shares  of  the  stock  fully  paid  up  ;  the  di- 
rectors when  elected  in  each  year  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  as  president  as  aforesaid,  and  they  shall  severally 
hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected;  the 
board  of  directors  shall  prescribe  by  by-laws  the  number 
necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any 
business,  and  they  shall  till  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board 
between  the  annual  elections. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  the  board  to 
publis^h  in  writing,  at  three  public  places  in  the  county  of 
Estill,  the  names  of  the  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer 
of  the  company,  immediately  upon  their  election  in  each 
year. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  in  rdation  to  the  Ferry  at  Springville,  Greenup  County. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Greenup  county  be  au- 
thorized to  consent  to  a  transfer  of  the  ferry  right  now 
establi.-hed  from  Springville,  in  Greenup  county,  across 
the  Ohio  river,  to  the  city  of  Portsmouth,  to  W.^W.  Little, 
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E.  A.  Hope,  and  Isaiah  Little,  upon  their  executing  bond  1869. 
as  required  by  law,  with  good  security,  who  shall  be  resi- 
dents of  Kentucky ;  and  said  parties  shall  be  authorized 
to  bold  said  ferry  right  notwithstanding  they  are  or  may 
be  non-rei'idents  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  with  all  the 
rights  and  privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  responsibil- 
ities innposed  by  law  on  owners  of  ferries  across  the  Ohio 
river  :  Provided^  That  the  owners  of  said  ferry  may,  when 
the  same  may  be  deemed  necessary,  use  their  boat  far  tow- 
ing boats  and  other  craft,  so  that  the  time  occupied  in 
such  towing  shall  not  require  at  any  one  time  more  than 
thirty  minutes^  absence  of  the  ferry-boat  from  the  usual 
and  ordinary  business  of  ferrying  :  And  provided  further, 
That  there  shall  be  kept,  during  the  absence  of  the  boat, 
other  safe  means  of  transporting  passengers  at  the  ferry. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.       ,

CHAPTER  9. 

AX  ACT  to  aathonze  the  Trigg  County  Court  to  issue  bonds  to  payoff  the 

indebtedness  of  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Trigg  county  court  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  isi!iue  the  bonds  of  said  county,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty  thousand  dollars  in  amount,  at  not  longer  date 
than  fifteen  years,  to  bear  an  interest  not  exceeding  eight 
ppr  cent,  per  annum,  which  bonds  may  be  in  such  amounts, 
and  principal  and  interest  payable  at  such  place  orplabes, 
as  the  said  county  court  may  direct,  the  interest  to  be  pay- 
able semi-annually. 

\  2.  To  meet  the  annual  interest  on  said  county  bonds, 
to  pay  all  the  expenses  incident  to  the  issual  ihereof,  and 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest,  and  all  expenses  in- 
cident to  the  conducting  a  sinking  fund,  and  to  provide 
a  sinking  fund  fully  suihcient  to  pay  and  liquidate  the 
principal  when  due,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court 
annually  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  the  property  sub- 
ject to  pay  State  revenue,  which,  when  added  to  the  poll 
tax,  shall  be  sufficient  to  defray  the  necessary  county  ex* 
penses,  and  the  expenses  before  named,  and  put  with  the 
principal  of  the  sinking  fund  at  least  one  thousand  dol- 
lars annually,  until  a  sufficient  fund  is  provided  to  liqui- 
date said  bonds  when  due. 

4  3.  That  Thomas  H.  Grinter,  R.  A.  Burnett,  and  R.  D. 
Baker  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  constituted  sinking  fund 
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1869.  commissioners ;  and  they  and  their  successors  are  consti- 
tuted a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
Triggf  county  sinking  fund  commissioners,  and  as  such,  and 
by  that  name,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with«  sue 
and  be  sued  ;  but  before  the  funds  of  the  county  raised  for 
the  sinking  fund  purposes  shall  be  put  into  their  hands, 
they  shall  execute  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, with  good  surety,  to  be  approved  by  such  county 
court,  in  double  the  amount  of  funds  which  may  go  into 
their  hands  or  be  under  their  control  for  the  ensuing  year  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  renew  said  bond 
annually. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  sinking  fund  commis- 
sioners to  loan  out  the  money  raised  by  the  county  for 
sinking  fund  purposes,  and  to  take  bond  and  good  surety 
therefor ;  and  there  shall  be  a  prior  lien  for  any  indebted- 
ness due  said  sinking  fund  commissioners  from  the  date  of 
the  indebtedness  on  the  property  of  those  so  indebted;  and 
for  any  malfeasance,  misfeasance,  or  nonfeasance  of  duty 
by  said  commiesioners,  the  said  county  court  may  recover, 
by  motion  or  suit  in  the  Trigg  circuit  court,  on  said  bond. 

§  5.  The  rate  of  interest  at  which  such  fund  shall  be 
loaned  shall  be  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  said  in- 
terest shall  be  compounded  if  not  paid  promptly ;  and  if 
paid  promptly  when  due  by  the  borrowers,  it  shall  be 
loaned  out  by  the  said  commissioners  at  the  sarne  rates, 
the  object  being  to  loan  out  the  principal  at  eight  per 
cent.,  and  to  make  the  annual  interest  principal,  so  as  it 
shall  be  loaned  out  again  at  the  same  rates  ;  should  the  in- 
terest, for  any  cause,  on  any  of  the  loans,  be  delayed,  the 
interest  shall  be  compounded  annually  at  the  rates  herein 
specified. 

§  6.  The  county  court  shall  have  the  right  to  fill  vacan- 
cies which  may  occur  in  said  board  of  sinking  fund  com- 
missioners for  any  cause  ;  but  before  such  newly  appointed 
commissioner  shall  enter  on  the  discbarge  of  his  duties,  he 
shall  execute  a  like  bond  to  be  approved  by  said  county 
court;  and  said  court  may,  from  time  to  time,  remove  any 
sinking  fund  commissioner  for  any  violation  or  neglect  of 
duty. 

$  7.  Before  entering  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  each 
sinking  fund  commissioner  shall  take  an  oath,  well  and 
faithfully  to  discharge  his  duties  according  to  law,  and  ac- 
cording to  the  best  of  his  abilities. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court,  annually, 
to  order  the  sheriff  or  county  collector  to  pay  over  to  said 
sinking  fund  commissioners  the  amount  directed  to  be 
added  to  the  principal  of  the  sinking  fund;  and  should  he 
fail  to  do  so,  said  commissioners  may  motion  the  sheriff  or 
collector  and  his  sureties,  before  the  county  court,  which 
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court  shall  render  judgment  on  the  bond  of  such  sherifTor       1869. 
collector,  which  judgement  shall  not  bo  repleviable  ;  and 
any  execution  which  may  issue  thereon  shall  be  indorsed 
no'  surety  of  any  kind  to  be  taken,  and  ttie  money  shall  be 
demandable  thereon. 

§  9.  The  county  court  shall  authori/.e  said  sinking  fund 
commissioners  to  sell  said  county  bonds ;  but  they  shall  not, 
in  any  event,  be  sold  at  le^s  than  ninety  cents  on  the  dol- 
lar; and  said  county  court  may,  from  time  to  time,  make 
orders  for  reasonable  compensation  to  said  sinking  fund 
commissioners  for  their  services. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  if  the  county 
court  shall  so  order,  to  collect  the  poll  and  ad  valorem  tax- 
es levied  for  the  purposes  of  paying  the  annual  interest 
and  adding  to  the  sinking  fund;  and  for  any  breach  of 
duty  a  motion  may  be  maintained  against  him  and  bis 
sureties  on  his  bond. 

§  11.  The  said  sinking  fund  commissioners  shall  not  loan 
out  said  sinking  fund  the  last  year  before  said  county 
bonds  are  due,  but  shall  collect  the  said  loans  so  as  to 
have  the  funds  on  hand  to  meet  the  bonds  of  the  county  at 
maturity;  and  they  shall  be  authorized,  any  time  during 
the  last  year  said  county  bonds  have  to  run,  to  exchange 
at  par  any  indebtedness  due  said  sinking  fund  for  any  of 
•aid  county  bonds ;  and  shall  likewise  have  the  right  to 
liquidate  any  such  bonds  with  any  cash  on  hand,  under 
such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  county  court. 
}  12.  Said  county  bonds  shall  be  ordered  to  be  issued  by 
a  court  consisting  of  a  majority  of  all  the  justices  of  the 
peace  of  said  county,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  presidiug 
judge  and  the  county  court  and  attested  by  the  county 
court  clerk;  and  if  semi-aunual  coupons  be  desired  by  said 
court  for  the  interest,  they  shall  be  signed  by  the  county 
court  clerk. 

§  13.  The  county  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  the  county,  at  five  years'  date,  bearing  an  annual 
interest  of  six  per  cent.,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
the  present  indebtedness  of  the  said  county  of  Trigg. 

$  J  4.  That  should  the  sheriff  or  county  collector  have  to 
be  motioned  or  sued  for  any  default,  by  either  the  county 
court  or  sinking  fund  commissioners,  the  court  rendering 
judgment  ifhall  also  add  to  the  principal  sum  interest  at 
the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  from  the  time  the 
principal  should  have  been  paid,  or  the  default  occurred, 
and  direct  that  said  judgment  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
flame  rate  from  its  date  until  paid. 

(  15.  That  the  county  court  may,  at  its  discretion,  place 
in  the  said  bonds  a  stipulation  that  the  same  may  be  paid 
off  at  the  pleasure  of  said  court;  and  ini«tead  of  ordering 
«aid  money  (raised  to  constitute  the  sinking  fund)  to  be 
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1869.  loaned  oat,  apply  the  same  to  the  payment  of  any  of  said 
bonds. 

^  10.  That  said  court  may  have  the  power,  at  its  di8cre- 
tion,  to  reduce  the  number  of  commissioners  of  sinking 
fund  to  one  or  two,  as  they  may  Judge  expedient. 

^17.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  10. 

AN  ACT  to  create  a  Sinking  Fond  for  Garrard  countj,  appoint  Commis- 
Bioners  thereof,  and  provide  means  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  of  tho 
railroad  bonds  of  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontcealtk  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  dividends  on  the  stock  now  owned,  or 
which  may  be  hereafter  acquired,  by  Garrard  county,  in  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  in  excess  of 
the  interest  accruing  on  the  bonds  of  said  county  issued  to 
the  company  aforesaid,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of 
bonds  authorized  by  this  act,  together  with  any  other  mo- 
neys or  funds  of  said  county,  not  otherwise  specifically 
appropriated,  and  which  may,  by  the  county  court  thereof, 
be  applied  to  the  purpose,  shall  constitute  a  *'  sinking  fund 
for  Garrard  county ;"  and  said  fund  is  hereby  sacredly 
pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of 
the  bonds  heretofore  issued  by  said  county,  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  the  Maaison  branch  of  the  Louisville  and 
Nashville  Railroad,  and  shall  be  applied  to  no  other  pur- 
pot^e  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  until  said  bonds  are 
finally  paid  off  and  discharged. 

§  2.  That  John  S.  Gill,  William  H.  Kinnaird,  John  G. 
Leavell,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  ap- 
pointed a  board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund 
aforesaid,  and  should  any  of  them,  or  their  successors, 
refuse  to  act,  die,  resign,  remove  from  the  county,  or  other- 
wise vacate  their  office,  the  remaining  commissioners  or 
commissioner  shall  appoint  his  or  their  successor  or  suc- 
cessors. 

§  3.  Before  said  commissioners  proceed  to  act,  they  shall 
take  an  oath,  to  be  administered  by  the  judge  of  the  Gar- 
rard county  court,  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  them  by  this  act,  or  any  other  act  that  may  be 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  prescribing  and  regulating  their  duties  as  com- 
missioners of  the  '*  Garrard  county  sinking  fund,"  and 
execute  a  covenant  to  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Garrard 
county  court  for  the  time  being,  and  his  successor  in  office, 
faithfully  to  perform  all  their  duties  as  such  commissioners. 
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and  to  collect,  account  for,  and  pay  over  all  moneys  re-  1869. 
ceived  by  them  as  commissioners,  as  required  by  law  and 
the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  to  preserve,  keep,  and  dis- 
pose of  all  funds,  bonds,  securities,  stocks,  or  other  property 
that  may  come  into  their  posae^^sion  as  such,  and  dispose  of 
the  same  for  the  purposes  of  this  act;  which  said  oath  and 
covenant  shall  be  spread  at  large  upo<i  the  order-book  of 
the  Garrard  county  court ;  and  for  any  breach  of  such  cov- 
enant, suit  may  be  instituted  in  the  name  and  by  the  judge 
of  the  Garrard  county  court,  from  time  to  time;  and  one 
recovery  thereon  shall  be  no  bar  to  the  prosecution  of 
other  suits  for  other  and  different  breaches  of  such  cove- 
nant. 

§  4.  The  said  commissioners  are  authorized  to  collect 
the  dividends  on  the  stock  of  said  county  in  the  Louisville 
and  Nashville  Railroad  Company,  as  the  same  shall  fall 
due,  and  deposit  a  sufficient  amount  thereof,  from  time  to 
time,  in  the  9th  National  Bank  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
or  such  other  bank  or  depository  as  may  be  selected,  to  pay 
the  semi-annual  interest  on  said  bonds  and  take  in  the 
coupons  of  the  same,  and  with  the  excess  of  said  divi- 
dends purchase  or  redeem  any  of  the  bonds  aforesaid  upon 
Buch  terms  as  may  be  practicable  ;  and  they  shall  have 
power,  at  any  time  within  eight  years  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  cause  to  be  issued  the  bonds  of  said  county,  in 
sums  of  not  less  than  three  hundred  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  to  an  .amount  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  bearing  an  interest  of 
six  per  cent.,  payable  semi-annually,  at  such  bank  or  banks 
in  the  city  of  New  York  or  Louisville  as  may  be  selected; 
which  said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  and  redeemable 
in  not  less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fifteen  years  from  the 
date  of  their  issue,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding 
judge  of  the  Garrard  county  court,,  who  is  hereby  directed 
to  sign  the  same  when  required  by  the  commissioners  afore- 
said, and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  and  to  have  coupons 
attached,  signed  by  the  clerk^for  the  payment  of  the  semi- 
annual interest  as  the  same  may  become  due;  and  the 
proceeds  of  the  sales  of  said  bonds  shall  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  bonds  already 
issued,  and  to  the  purchase  of  the  same,  and  to  no  other 
parpose  whatever. 

§  5.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  power,  and  may, 
from  time  to  time,  sell  a  portion  of  the  stock  held  by  said 
county  in  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company, 
and  with  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  purchase  the  original 
bonds,  redeem  the  same,  or  place  the  same  to  the  account 
of  the  sinking  fund  hereby  created ;  but  they  shall  in  no 
one  year  sell  or  dispose  of  more  than  five  hundred  shares 
of  the  stock  aforesaid,  except  they  sell  the  same  at  par,  or 
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1869.  y^^^h  the  consent  of  all  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  com- 
mission in  said  county,  which  consent  shall  be  entered  on 
the  order-book  of  the  Garrard  county  court;  but  they  may 
and  are  authorized  to  exchange  the  bonds  authorized  by 
this  act  for  the  original  bonds  of  said  c6unty,  allowing  oo 
greater  difference  in  such  exchange  than  the  Gurrent  rate 
of  interest  and  discount. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  11. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bowling  Green  6fls  Companj. 

Whereas,  Certain  persons,  under  authority  granted  in 
the  charter  of  the  Saloman  Gas  Company,  approved  Jan- 
uary 16,  1866,  and  the  amendments  thereto,  have  sub- 
scribed eighteen  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  towards 
the  erection  of  gas-works  in  the  town  of  Bowling  Green, 
which  sum  has  been  expended  in  the  erection  of  said 
works,  and  which  are  not  yet  completed;  and  it  being 
desired  by  the  stockholders,  aforesaid,  and  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  said  Saloman  Gas  Company,  that  the  bowl- 
ing Green  branch  of  said  company  should  be  separate 
and  independent  of  the  said  Saloman  Gas  Company, 
therefore,  * 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

1.  That  W.  E.  Warren,  E.  L.  Motley,  T.  C.  Calvert, 
and  John  E.  Halsell,  and  such  persons  as  they  may  asso- 
ciate with  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  a 
body-corporate  and  politic;  they  and  their  successors  to 
be  styled  the  Bowling  Green  Gas  Company;  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in 
any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  Commonwealth;  they 
may  keep  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter  or  change 
at  pleasure. 

^  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  each  share  to  be  one  hun* 
dred  dollars;  but  the  capital  stock  maybe  increased  to 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  company,  as  expressed  by  its  board  of 
directors,  the  business  of  the  company  may  require. 

§  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  organization,  W.  E.  War- 
ren, E.  L.  Motley,  T.  C.  Calvert,  and  J.  E.  Halsell,  are 
hereby  constituted  the  first  board  of  directors  of  said 
company,  who  shall  continue  to  act  as  such  until  their 
successors  are  chosen  as  herein  directed. 
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$4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  named  in  the  1869. 
first  and  third  sections,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, so  soon  as  may  be  conveniently  done  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  who  may  proceed  to  elect  a  presi- 
dent and  four  directors  to  govern  and  direct  the  affairs 
of  the  company,  first  giving  public  notice,  for  ten  days, 
in  a  newspaper  in  the  town  of  Bowling  Green,  of  the 
time  and  place  of  said  meeting.  The  president  and  each 
director  shall  be  the  owner  of  at  least  two  (2)  shares  of 
stock  in  said  company;  and  each  stockholder  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  he  may  own,  in  the 
election  of  president  and  directors.  The  president  and  ^ 
directors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  such  time  as  the 
Btockhoiders,  at  the  first  election,  may  prescribe,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  first 
election  shall  be  held  at  such  place,  in  the  town  of  Bowl- 
ing Green,  as  may  be  designated  in  said  notice. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  may  prescribe  such  rules 
and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  the  laws  of  Kentucky,  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  their  business;  and  they  may  ap- 
point such  agents  as  they  may  consider  proper.  The 
board  of  directors  may  appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shall  give 
bond,  with  approved  security,  for  the  due  performance  of 
his  duties. 

(  (5.  The  said  company  may,  with  the  consent  and  by 
the  authority  ol  its  president  and  board  of  directors,  bor- 
row money  and  issue  its  bonds,  for  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  and  to  bear  eight  per  cent,  interest,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  operations  of  said  company,  and  may 
secure  the  same  by  mortgage  upon  its  franchises  or  prop- 
erty, or  upon  the  pipes  or  works  of  the  company  ;  but  the 
amount  so  borrowed  shall,  at  no  time,  exceed  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company,  and  shall  bind  only  the  works,  ef- 
fects, and  stock  of  said  company. 

§  7.  The  said  company  may  pay  for  the  work  done  for 
it  in  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  or  in  the  mortgage 
bonds  of  the  company. 

§  8.  The  said  Bowling  Green  Gas  Company  shall  be  en- 
titled to  all  the  franchises,  privileges,  and  immunities  that 
the  Saloman  Gas  Company  had  or  might  have  had,  in  the 
town  of  Bowling  Green,  in  the  erection  and  construction 
of  gas-works;  and  all  the  acts  done,  and  contracts  made 
by,  and  with  the  said  W.  £.  Warren,  B.  L.  Motley,  T.  C. 
Calvert,  and  John  E.  Halsell,  as  directors  of  the  Bowling 
Green  Branch  of  the  Saloman  Gas  Company,  shall  be  as 
Talld  and  binding  as  if  made  under  this  charter.

AN  ACT  to  apply  the  Mechanics"  Lien  Law  for  the  City  of  Louisrille  and 

County  of  Jefferson  to  Hardin  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Coimnonwcalth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  "x\n  act  to  provide  a  mechan- 
ics' lien  law  for  the  city  of  Louisville  and  county  of  Jef- 
ferson," approved  March  2,  lb69,  be  so  amended  as  to 
apply  the  provie^ions  of  said  act  to  the  county  of  Hardin. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage. 

Approved  December  17,  1869. 


CHAPTER  14. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Louisville 

Edge-tool  Factory." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Louisville  Edge-tool  Factory"  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  so 
amended,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Louisville  Edge- 
tool  Factory  to  borrow  muney^  not  in  excess  of  the  capital 
stock  thereof,  on  bonds  by  it  to  be  issued,  in  sums  of  five 
hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars,  bearing  interest  from  date, 
at  the  rate  of  nine  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-an- 
nually, and  to  secure  the  said  bonds,  with  the  interest,  by 
mortgage  on  its  real  and  personal  property,  including  the 
machinery  and  fixtures  of  said  Edge-tool  Factory;  said 
mortgages  and  bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
secretary  of  said  Edge-tool  Factory  ;  and  the  mortgagees 
to  be  recorded  as  other  mortgages,  on  the  acknowledgment 
oi  said  president  and  secretary. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  shall  be  hereafter  known  as,  and 
be  styled,  the  "  Louisville  Edge-tool  and  Manufacturing 
Company."

CHAPTER  15. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  Certain  Conveyances  of  Real  Estate  by  the  Highland 

Coal  Company. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
the  Highland  Coal  Company,  a  body  corporate,  under  an 
act  approved  January  26th,  1858,  by  and  through  its  pres* 
ident  or  other  authorized  officer,  sold  sundry  lands  and 
town  lots,  collected  the  purchase  money,  and  conveyed  the 
same  in  manner  and  form  as  authorized  b}'  the  act  of 
incorporation  and  the  by-laws  of  said  company,  except  as 
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to  affixing  the  seal  of  the  corporation  to  said  deeds  ;  and       1870. 
^vhereas,  said  company  has,  by  dissolution,  ceased  to  exist; 
and  whereas,  further  doubts  have  arisen   as  to   whether 
copies  of  said  deeds  can  be  used  as  evidence  in  the  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth  ;  therefore,  in  remedy  whereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  conveyances  of  real  estate  heretofore  exe- 
cuted by  the  Highland  Coal  Company,  by  its  president  or 
other  authorized  officer,  and  all  certified  copies  of  such  of 
said  conveyances  as  may  have  been  recorded  in  the  proper 
office,  shall  be  taken  and  read  as  evidence  in  the  courts  of 
this  Commonwealth,  for  the  same  purposes,  and  shall  have 
the  same  effect  as  other  deeds  of  conveyance  of  real  es- 
tate and  copies  of  such  deeds:  Provided^  This  act  shall 
not  apply  to  any  suit  now  pending. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  -after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  16. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  H.  F.  Troutman,  of  Bullitt  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  directed  to 
drew  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer,  in  favor  of  H.  F.  Trout- 
man,  for  the  sum  of  nine-nine  dollars  and  eighty-four 
cents,  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  conveying  Mary  Jane 
Gaither,  a  lunatic,  to  the  asylum  at  Hopkinsville,  under  an 
order  of  the  Bullitt  circuit  court;  said  sum  to  be  paid  out 
of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  January  7,  1870. 


CHAPTER  18. 

AK  ACT  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Campbellsville, 
in  Taylor  County,  to  issue  Bonds  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Camp- 
bellsviile,  in  Taylor  county,  are  authorized  to  issue  the 
bonds  of  said  town,  in  any  sums  not  exceeding  five  thou- 
sand dollars;  but  no  bond  is  to  be  for  a  less  sum  than  fifty 
dollars,  or  for  a  greater  sum  than  five  hundred  dollars. 
The  said  board  may  dispose  of  any  such  bonds  from  time 
to  time,  in  any  manner  they  may  deem  expedient,  for  the 
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1870.  purpose  of  paying  the  indebtedness  of  said  town  now  ex- 
isting, and  for  the  improvement  of  said  town  in  such 
manner  as  they  may  deem  beneficial  thereto.  Said  bonds 
shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
which  shall  be  paid  annually;  they  shall  be  made  payable 
to  bearer,  and  pass  by  delivery,  and  may  have  coupons 
thereto  attached  for  the  interest  that  may  fall  due  upon 
them  ;  said  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  of  said  board,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of 
the  same.  The  date,  amount,  and  when  due,  of  each 
bond,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  board  at 
the  time  of  issuing  of  said  bond. 

§  2.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  said 
bonds,  and  raining  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of 
the  same  as  they  shall  severally  fall  due,  the  said  board 
shall  annually  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  the  property 
in  said  town  liable  to  taxation  for  State  revenue  purposes; 
also  a  poll  tax  upon  the  citizens  of  said  town,  which 
shall  be  assessed  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  tax  in  said  town  is  now  assessed 
and  collected.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  collect  said 
tax  and  pay  it  over  to  said  board  or  its  treasurer  at  the 
same  time  and  in  same  manner  as  the  taxes  of  said  town 
are  collected;  he  and  his  securities  in  his  official  bond  shall 
be  bound  for  the  same;  it  may  be  recovered  of  them,  or 
either  of  them,  by  the  same  proceedings  now  authorized 
by  law  to  recover  of  them  the  taxes  levied  by  said  board. 
And  he  or  they,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  liable  for  the 
same  damages  and  costs  for  the  non-collection  or  non-pay- 
ment of  said  taxes  that  they  are  now  liable  for  similar 
violation  of  duty  in  the  non-collections  or  non-payments 
of  the  taxes  of  said  town.  If  the  marshal  refuses  to  re- 
ceive the  tax  lint  of  the  town  as  made  out  by  the  board, 
attested  by  the  clerk  of  said  board,  and  give  a  receipt  for 
the  same,  said  marshal  may  be  removed  from  office  in  the 
same  manner  as  now  required  by  law  for  the  non-per- 
formance of  his  duty. 

§  3.  The  fund  hereby  authorized  to  be  raised  shall  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  said  bonds  as 
the  same  shall  fall  due,  and  the  residue  to  be  kept  invested 
in  some  safe  and  profitable  manner,  until  said  bonds  shall 
severally  fall  due,  when  it  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment 
of  said  bondd,  and  when  paid,  shall  be  immediately  de- 
stroyed; said  board  may  renew  any  unpaid  bond  at  the 
request  of  the  holder. 

^  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  22.  1870. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Citj  of  Louisyille. 

Be  a  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  the  act  approved  March  15, 1869,  entitled  "An 
act  to  explain  and  amend  an  act,  entitled  'An  act  to  ex- 
tend the  boundary  line  of  the  city  of  Louisville,'"  be,  and 
the  sanie  is  hereby, repealed;  and  that  all  property  in  said 
city  may  be  assessed  and  taxed  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
•aid  act  had  not  been  passed. 

k  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  only  apply  to  the  ' 

present  limits  of  the  city  of  Louisville. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas-

CHAPTER  23. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the   Eentackj  Mining,   Lumber,   and   Manufacturing 

Gompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cff  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  name  of  the  Kentucky  Mining,  Lumber, 
and  Manufacturing  Company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
changed  to  Manufacturing  and  Financial  Company,  by 
which  name  it  shall  be  known;  and  shall  have  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  the  charter  of  said 
company. 

§  2.  That  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  each,  instead  of  five 
hundred  dollars. 

§  3.  That  Henry  Dent,  M.  Woods  Furguson,  and  Wil- 
liam R.  Thompson,  three  of  the  corporators  named  in 
said  charter,  or  any  two  of  them,  s)iall  be  and  act  as  com- 
missioners to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany, and  shall  fix  the  time  and  manner  of  paying  the 
8ame,  and  prescribe  in  the  subscriptions  what  failure  shall 
authorize  a  forfeiture  of  the  stock  subscribed  for. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  24. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Saengerbund. 

Whereas,  There  has  been  formed  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville an  association  called  the  **  Louisville  Saenger- 
bund,"  with  the  object  of  building  a  hall,  which  shall  be 
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1870.  called  "  Germania,"  with  public  library,  readinpf,  and 
lecture  rooms;  now,  therefore,  in  order  to  encourage 
and  promote  the  above  declared  objects  of  said  associa- 
tion, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Julius  Dorn,  G.  Baurman,  G.  S.  Schuhmann, 
N.  Bloom,  M.  Bijur,  J.  Von  Borries,  Theo.  Schwartz,  A. 
Brandeis,  A.  F.  Coldeway,  Geo.  Ph.  Doern,  Wra.  Ehr- 
man,  J.  J.  Fischer,  F.  Reidhar,  and  their  associates  and 
successors  forever,  be,  and  are  hereby,  declared  and 
created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
**  Louisville  Saengerbund ;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  acquire,  hold,  use,  and  enjoy,  by  purchase, 
gift,  devise,  or  otherwise,  real  estate  and  personal  prop- 
erty to  the  amount  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars;  to 
sell  and  convey,  or  otherwise  to  dispose  of  the  whole  or 
part  of  its  property,  real  or  personal,  subject  to  such  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be  adopted  by  the 
association,  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
this  State  and  the  United  States.  Said  body  shall  be 
capable  in  law  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of 
competent  jurisdiction  ;  shall  have  a  common  seal,  and 
may  alter  the  same  at  pleasure, 

^  2.  The  said  association  shall  have  power  to  keep, 
manage,  and  conduct  an  "Academy  of  Music,  Library, 
and  Lecture  Rooms,"  in  the  city  of  Louisville;  to  em- 
ploy agents,  clerks,  and  servants,  and  to  provide  for 
musical  and  other  entertainments.  It  may  erect  and 
build  all  store-houses  and  other  buildings,  in  connection 
with  the  Academy,  as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the 
successful  keeping  and  conducting  of  said  Academy  of 
xMusic ;  lease  or  rent  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof. 

§  3.  The  authorized  capital  of  this  association  shall  not 
exceed  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each;  said  shares  shall  be  considered  per- 
sonal properly,  and  transferable  on  the  books  of  the  asso- 
ciation in  such  a  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  its 
by-laws.  Each  share  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  a  vote ; 
any  one  holding  over  fifty  shares  shall  only  be  entitled 
to  fifty  votes  at  all  elections  of  directors  and  all  meetings 
of  the  stockholders. 

§  4.  The  business  of  this  association  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than  nine  nor  more 
than  thirteen,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  on  such  a  day  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  the  by-laws.  None  but  stockholders  shall 
be  eligible   to  any  office.     Their  term  of  office  shall   be 
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for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  1870. 
qualified.  The  said  directors  shall  choose  out  of  their 
number  a  president  and  treasurer,  who  shall  give  such 
bonds*,  with  security,  as  the  board  of  directors  may,  from 
time  to  time,  require.  A  majority  of  said  directors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  5.  The  said  association  shall  have  power  to  borrow 
money  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and 
at  any  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  per 
annum,  and  issue  its  bonds  therefor,  secured  by  mortgage 
upon  the  realty  of  the  association,  in  denominations  of 
five  hundred  dollars  each,  payaBle  not  exceeding  twenty 
years  from  the  date  of  the  issue,  with  interest  coupons 
attached,  payable  semi-annually. 

§'6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  25. 

AX  ACT  to  provide   for   the   diatribudon  of  the   Reserved   Fund   in    the 

Bauk  of  Bowling  Green. 

Whereas,  The  Bank  of  Bowling  Green  has  on  hand 
a  reserved  fund  made  by  profits  which  accumulated  prior 
to  the  subscription  of  new  stock  under  the  act  enlarging 
the  capital  of  said  bank,  and  which  fund  belongs  ex- 
clusively to  the  original  stockholders  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  of  the  original  stock  held  by  them  respect- 
ively; and  as  doubts  exis*t  vi'hether  said  fund  can  legally 
be  w^ilhdrawn  and  so  distributed,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  said  bank  to  withdraw  and  distribute  said  reserved 
fund  among  the  original  stockholders  of  said  bank  in  man- 
ner aforesaid. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  26. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  an  additional  voting  place  in  Boyle  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  county  of  Boyle, 
living  within  the  limits  of  the  third  civil  district  of  Boyle 
county,  may,  at  all  elections  to  be  held  in  said  district, 
vote  at  such  place  within  the  limits  of  Shelby  City,  in 
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1870.       ^^^^  district,  as  may  be  designated  by  the  county  coart 
of  said  county. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  said 
county,  at  the  usual  time  for  doing  so,  to  designate  the 
place  in  Shelby  City  for  holding  said  elections,  and  to 
appoint  the  necessary  officers  to  conduct  the  same  accord- 
ing to  law,  and  who  shall,  in  all  respects,  be  governed  by 
the  laws  now  in  force.

§  1.  That  Martha  G.  Edmunds,  of  the  city  of  Louisville, 
wife  of  J.  T.Edmunds — said  J.T.  I^eing  a  lunatic — be,  and 
she  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to*  deal  and  trade 
as  Aferne  sole;  to  sue  and  be  sued;  to  acquire,  hold,  sell,  and 
convey  any  real  or  personal  estate,  heretofore  or  hereafter 
acquired  in  her  own  right,  be  the  same  in  possession,  re- 
mainder, or  reversion,  and  to  hold  to  her  own  use  the 
proceeds  of  her  own  earnings,  just  as  if  she  were  an  un- 
married woman. 

§  2.  This  act  takes  effect  from  its  passage.

§  5.  All  of  said  officers,  before  acting  as  such,  shall  take 
an  oath  before  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  that  they 
will  honestly,  faithfully,  and  justly  perform  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  a  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be 
filed  with  and  noted  by  the  secretary  in  the  records  of  the 
proceedings  of  said  company.

and  of  selling  and  conveying  all  estate,  real  and  personal, 
which  shall  be  deemed  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
objects  of  their  incorporation ;  and  shall  be  capable  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in 
all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere  ;  and  also 
to  have  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  all  and  every  other 
thing  which  a  body-politic  or  corporate  may  do.  After 
heir  first  election,  they  shall  have  the  power  to  collect 
he  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company  by  such  calls 
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1870.  upon  the  stockholders  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
speedy  completion  of  said  road  ;  and  upon  full  payment 
by  any  stockholder  for  any  share  held  by  him,  a  certificate 
of  stock  to  that  ameunt  shall  be  issued  to  him,  signed  by 
the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  treasurer;  and  all 
certificates  of  stock  shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of 
the  company,  in  person  or  by  attorney. 

§  7.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  the  board  of 
TrwidmimAj  directors  at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may  think  proper; 
quorumrAo?*"*  two  of  the  directors,  with  the  president,  or  three  of  the  di- 
rectors in  the  absence  of  the  president^  shall  constitute  a 
Record  to  bo  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.     A  record  of  their 
proceedings  shall  be  kept  by  the  secretary,  which  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president.     In  the  absence  of  the  president, 
the  directors  shall  elect  a  president  pro  tempore. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power 
May  employ  en-  to  employ  such  engineers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary 
Bake^%7-UwB*,  to  Carry  on  and  complete  said  road,  and  superintend  and 
^^'  manage  the  same  after  its  completion,  and  may  adopt  sucb 

rules  and  regulations  for  the  construction  and  management 
of  said  road  as  they  may  think  necessary  and  proper. 
May  enter  They  shall  have  the  power  |by  themselves  and  their  en- 
roaltJ^o.^  gineers  and  agents  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  of  indi- 
viduals for  the  purpose  of  locating  and  working  upon  said 
road,  and  to  examine  said  lands  with  the  view  of  locating 
said  road;  and  may  locate  the  route  of  said  road  on  any 
land  lying  between  the  Franklin  and  Owen  turnpike  road» 
commencing  at  the  farm  of  said  Muliia,  and  Peak's  Mill; 
and  the  power  to  take  from  the  land  occupied  by  said  road 
when  located,  or  from  any  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  said 
road,  any  timber,  stone,  gravel,  or  other  materials  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  construction  thereof;  and  in  case  of 
any  disagreement  between  said  president  and  directors, 
or  their  agents  and  employees,  and  the  owners  of  said  ma- 
terials, as  to  the  value  thereof,  the  same  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  concCemnation  thereof,  as  provided  by  the 
general  law  in  such  cases.  Said  road  shall  be  graded  and 
macadamized  of  such  width  and  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  determined  by  said  president  and  directors. 

§  9.  That  when  five  continuous  miles  of  said  road  shall 
When  may  be  Completed  in  a  good  and  substantial  manner,  and  proof 
•oUeot^u.*  thereof  is  made  to. the  satisfaction  of  the  Franklin  county 
court,  said  president  and  directors  may  cause  a  gate  to  be 
erected  across  said  road,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  de- 
mand, collect,  and  receive  a  rate  of  tolls  from  all  persons 
using  said  road  with  horses,  cattle,  or  other  animals,  and 
with  wagons  or  other  vehicles  of  conveyance,  not  exceed- 
ing the  rates  authorized  to  be  collected  on  the  Franklin 
and  Owen  turnpike  road;  and  as  said  road  progresses  to 
completion,  the  same  charges  of  toll  may  be  made  for  any 
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additional  part  of  said  road  bo  completed ;  and  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  said  gate  or  gates,  said  president  and 
directors  may  purciiase  and  hold  any  quantity  of  land  not 
exceeding  two  acres,  for  the  purpose  of  building  such  toll- 
houses and  erecting  such  gates  as  herein  authorized,  or,  if 
necessary,  may  have  a  sufficient  quantity  of  land  for  such 
purposes  condemned  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  from  the 
county  court  of  Franklin,  upon  application  of  said  presi- 
dent and  directors. 

§  10.  If  any  person,  liable  to  pay  toll  at  any  gate  on 
said  road,  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  evade  the  payment 
thereof,  such  person,  for  every  such  offense,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  pres»ident  and  directors  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars,  recoverable  by  warrant  in  any  court  having  juris- 
diction thereof,  in  the  names  of  said  president  and  direct- 
ors. 

§  11.  The  commissioners,  or  any  one  of  them  herein 
appointed  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock,  or  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  said  company,  may  receive  a  release 
of  the  right  of  way,  and  the  ground  and  materials  neces- 
sary for  the  construction  of  said  road,  from  the  owners 
thereof,  of  such  width  of  road  as  may  be  designated  by 
said  president  and  directors. 

§  12.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  shall 
have  the  power  to  purchase  and  hold  all  the  rights,  fran- 
chises, property,  and  effects  of  any  company  heretofore 
incorporated  or  established,  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a  turnpike  road,  in  whole  or  in  part,  upon  the  same 
ground  or  route  upon  which  the  road  authorized  by  this 
charter  may  be  located ;  and  under  said  purchase  may 
Dse  and  appropriate  so  much  of  the  road,  with  its  rights 
and  franchises,  as  they  may  purchase  under  the  power 
hereby  granted. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  35. 

AN  AOT   to  enable   the   Board  of  Trustees  of  the   Town  of  Danyille  to 
borrow  money  to  pay  off  the  indebtedness  of  said  Town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Con^monwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Danville 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum 
of  money  not  exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  off  the  indebtedness  of  said  town  ; 
and  may  agree  to  pay  for  same  a  rate  of  interest  not 
exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum:  Provided,  however, 
That  before  the  same  shall  be  borrowed,  an  order  shall 
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1870.  ^^  entered  x>n  the  record  book  of  said  board  to  that  eflfect, 
showing  that  the  same  is  made  with  the  consent  and  ap- 
probation of  a  majority  of  said  board. 

§2.  When  the  same  shall  be  ordered,  the  chairman  of 
said  board  may  execute  the  necessary  bond  or  note  for  the 
sum  borrowed,  bearing  the  rate  of  interest  agreed  on,  and 
payable  at  the  time  stipulated  by  the  board;  and  for  which 
the  said  corporation  shall  be  respon.sible  in  their  official 
capacity,  and  which  may  be  enforced  against  said  town. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  36. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisyille  Wooden  Ware  Manufactaring  Coid- 

panj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Wm.  H.  Dix,  J.  J.  B.  Billiard,  G.  F.  Downs, 
James  Callahan,  W.  B.  Caldwell,  W.  C.  Kite,  and  J.  D. 
Allen,  together  with  their  associates,  successors,  and  as- 
signs, be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  corporation  and  body- 
politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  **  Louisville  Wooden 
Ware  Manufacturing  Company,"  and  shall  continue  until 
the  first  day  of  January,  1890;  and  by  that  name  and 
style  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with ;  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
break,  alter,  and  renew  at  pleasure;  may  purchase,  lease, 
hold,  sell,  and  convey  all  such  real  and  personal  property 
as  may  be  necessary  and  requisite  to  carry  out  its  legiti- 
mate purposes  and  objects  of  its  creation. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  two  of 
them,  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  suit  their  conveni- 
ence, may  open  books  for,  and  receive  subscriptions  to,  the 
capital  stock ;  and  when  five  hundred  shares  of  stock  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  the  stockholders  shall  meet,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  may  have  been  previously  designated 
by  at  least  three  of  the  said  corporators,  and  elect  seven 
directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  the  owner  of  at  least  five 
shares  of  the  capital  stock,  and  who  shall  serve  to  the 
second  Thursday  of  January,  1871,  and  until  their  success- 
ors shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§4.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the 
election  of  directors  shall  be  held  at  its  office  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  January  of  each  year,  under  the  direction  of 
two  stockholders,  who  shall  have  been  appointed  by  the 
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directors  for  that  purpose;  such  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  1870. 
and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
choice,  allowing  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  repre- 
sented ;  the  same  rale  of  voting  shall  apply  to  all  ques- 
tions submitted  to  the  stockholders.  Should  an  election  for 
directors,  from  any  cause,  not  be  held  on  the  day  herein 
designated,  the  corporation  shall  not  from  that  cause  be 
dissolved,  but  the  president  shall,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  three  or  more  of  the  stockholders,  cause  an  election 
to  be  held  within  ona  month  from  the  time  such  recommend- 
tion  18  made;  and  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
election  shall  be  given  by  advertisement,  for  three  days,  in 
one  of  the  daily  papers  published  in  the  city  of  Louisville. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  annually  elect  of  their 
number  a  president  and  fix  his  salary  ;  they  may  also  elect 
or  appoint,  and  dismiss  at  pleasure,  a  secretary  and  such 
clerks,  officers,  agents,  and  servants  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  corporation  ;  fix 
their,  salaries,  prescribe  their  duties,  and,  at  the  option  of 
said  board,  may  require  and  receive  bonds  with  security 
from  them,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties ;  the  directors  shall  hold  stated  meetings  at 
least  once  a  month,  and  called  meetings  whenever  deemed 
necessary,  by  the  president  or  a  majority  of  the  board  of 
directors,  and  shall  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  their 
proceedings;  they  shall  have  power  to  make  all  necessary 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  the 
corporation,  and  prescribe  the  mode  in  which  the  same 
may  be  altered  or  amended;  in  the  absence  of  the  presi- 
dent, the  board  may  elect  a  president /7ro  leYn,,  who  shall, 
during  said  absence,  perform  the  duties  of  president;  va- 
cancies in  the  board  may  be  filled  by  a  majority  vote  of 
those  remaining  in  office ;  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  be 
a  quorum  to  do  business. 

§  6.  The  directors  at  each  annual  meeting  shall  submit 
to  the  stockholders  an  accurate  statement  of  the  condition 
and  afiairs  of  said  corporation ;  they  may  also  make  such 
dividends  semi-annually  as  they  may  deem  proper  out  of 
the  net  earnings,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  capital  stock  be 
diminished  for  that  purpose. 

§  7.  After  the  election  of  directors  calls  shall  be  made 
on  each  subscription  by  the  board  of  directors  for  such  sum 
of  the  capital  stock,  and  payable  at  such  times  and  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  board ;  if  any  sub- 
scriber to  said  capital  stock  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  his 
or  her  call  for  thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due  or  should 
have  been  paid,  interest  shall  be  charged  on  said  call  from 
the  time  it  became  due  until  paid,  and  the  same  with  the 
accruing  interest  may  be  recovered  by  suit  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  thereof. 
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1870.  ^  ^'  ^^  stiall  be  the  business  of  said  corporation  to  man- 

ufacture and  sell  all  kinds  of  wooden  ware,  or  any  arti- 
cle made  of  wood;  and  said  corporation  may,  for  any 
debt  due  it  or  contracted  with  it,  take  notes,  bills  of  ex- 
change or  mortgages;  and  to  secure  any  debt  due  it,  may 
purchase  real  or  personal  estate,  either  at  public  or  pri- 
vate sale,  and  hold  and  convey  the  same  at  pleat«ure  ;  and 
any  timber  or  lumber  that  may  be  on  hand  from  time  to 
time,  purchaFcd  for  the  purpose  of  said  corporation,  but  not 
used  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  wooden  ware,  may 
be  s>old  by  said  corporation  as  the  wooden  ware  manufac- 
tured! by  it. 

§  0.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  38. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  "The  St.  Patrick's  Benevolect  Society  of  Cyn- 

thiana." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  Sullivan,  president;  Louis  Pollmyer, 
vice  pre^ident;  Patrick  King,  secretary;  Harmon  Poll- 
myer, assistant  secretary;  Rev.  E.  H.  Brandts,  treasurer, 
and  Thomas  Lowery,  John  Cronin,  Martin  Laior,  Harmon 
Ros^s,  C.  Riordan,  sen.,  B.  D.  Sullivan,  Dennis  Fitzpatrick, 
Thomas  Keenan,  and  James  Flood,  their  succe:i*:^or8  and 
associates,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  St.  Patrick's 
Benevolent  Society  of  Cynthiana,"  and  as  such  shall  have 
perpetual  succession;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  and  have,  and  at  pleasure  break  and 
alter,  a  common  seal. 

§  2.  The  object  and  purpose  of  said  society  shall  be  the 
intellectual,  moral,  and  social  improvement  of  its  mem- 
bers, and  works  of  benevolence  and  charity;  and  for  those 
purposes  shall  have  power  to  adopt  a  constitution  and 
by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  and  alter  and  amend  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  may  acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  or  otherwise,  real 
estate,  books,  money,  or  other  property,  not  exceeding 
fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  the  same  may  sell 
and  dispose  of  at  pleasure ;  and  may  do  such  other  acts^ 
not  inconsistent  with  law,  necessary  to  carry  out  the  ob- 
jects of  the  society.  * 
^  §  3.  That  the  number,  name,  and  duties  of  the  officers 
of  said  society  shall  continue  in  accordance  with  the 
present  constitution  and   by-laws  thereof  until   the  said

constitation  and  by-laws  are  adopted  under  this  act,  or      1870. 
otherwitue  altered  or  amended. 

§  4.  Thid  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  39. 

AN  ACT   to  authorize   the  City  of  Loai37ille   to  issue   bonds   to  pay  off 
existing  liabilities  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  for  the  sole  purpose  of  paying  off  the  liabili- 
ties of  the  city  of  Louisville  now  existing,  and  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  the  general  council  thereof  may  cause 
the  bonds  of  said  city  to  be  issued  for  not  exceeding  four 
hundred  thousand  ($400,000)  dollars,  payable  in  the  city 
of  New  \  ork  at  such  time,  not  exceeding  ten  (10)  years 
from  date,  and  bearing  such  rates  of  interest,  not  exceed- 
ing seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  said  council  may  direct; 
and  to  provide  for  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds, 
the  said  council  may  levy  and  collect  an  annual  tax  on  all 
property  taxable  for  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city,  suffi- 
cient, in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioners  of  said  fund, 
for  those  purposes;  and  the  proceeds  of  said  taxes  shall 
be  paid  to  {«aid  commissioners,  and  said  debt  and  interest 
shall  con;i'titute  a  charge  on  8<tid  fund. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  42. 

AN  ACT  to  regalate  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Robertson 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the-  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  i.  That  the  circuit  court  of  Robertson  county  shall 
have  the  like  jurisdiction^  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  as  is 
conferred  by  the  penal  and  criminal  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth upon  circuit  courts,  co-extensive  with  the  limits  of 
said  county,  and  of  offenses  against  said  laws  committed 
within  ^he  present  territorial  limits  of  said  county  before 
or  since  the  establishment  thereof,  in  all  cases  where  pros- 
ecutions have  not  already  been  commenced  in  some  court 
having  jurisdiction  thereof. 

(  2.  That  it  shall  be  at  the  option  of  the  defendant  in 
any  such  penal  or  criminal  proceeding  as  is  mentioned  in 
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1870.  ^^®  preceding  section,  pending  when  this  act  takes  effect, 
at  the  first  terra  of  the  court  thereafter  where  the  same 
is  so  pending,  to  have  the  venue  thereof  changed  to  the 
said  Robertson  circuit  court ;  there  to  be  dealt  with,  in  all 
respects,  as  if  the  cause  had  originated  in  said  court  after 
thn  passage  of  this  act. 

§  3.  That  in  all  such  penal  and  criminal  causes  as  are 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  sections,  where  a  chang^e  of 
venue  to  the  said  Robertson  circuit  court  may  have  been 
granted  by  courts  where  the  same  were  pending  hereto- 
fore, the  said  court  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  to  try 
and  determine  the  same,  as  if  they  had  originated  in  said 
court  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  4.  That  the  said  Robertson  circuit  court  shall  have 
the  same  jurisdiction  in  the  settlement  of  accounts  of 
revenue  officers  of  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  collection 
and  disbursement  of  the  jury  fund,  and  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  trustee  of  said  Jundi,  in  and  for  said  county^,  as 
is  now  conferred  by  law^upon  circuit  courts  in  other  coun- 
ties. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  January  14,  1870. 


CHAPTER  43. 

AN  ACT  incorporating  the  Richmond  Deposit  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  bank  is  hereby  established  in  the  town  of 
Richmond,  K'entucky,  to  l)e  called  the  Richmond  Deposit 
Bank. 

§  2.  That  Silas  T.  Green,  Thomas  D.  Chenfiult,  and 
John  A.  Duncan,  or  any  one  of  them,  may,  at  such  time, 
place,  and  in  such  manner  as  suits  their  convenience,  open 
books  for  subscription  of  stock,  which  shall  be  in  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each  ;  and  when  fifteen  hundred 
shares  shall  be  subscribed,  and  twenty-five  dollars  per 
share  paid  thereon,  the  stockholders  may  meet  and  elect 
three  directors,  who  shall  serve  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  ;  the  directors  may  annually 
select  a  president  of  their  number. 

§  3.  The  president  and  directors  may'appoint^ll  neces- 
sary agents  and  officers,  fix  their  compensation,  and  take 
bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties,  the  bonds  to  be  in  such  penalties  as  the  president 
and  directors  think  reasonable  and  proper,  to  secure  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duty. 
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§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  may  be  increased  1870. 
from  time  to  time  to  two  thousand  shares,  as  the  president 
and  the  board  of  directors  may  deem  advisable  and 
proper,  but  shall  not  exceed  that  amount;  the  manner  and 
time  of  increat^ing  the  stock  shall  be  according  to  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  president  and  directors ;  the  capital 
stock  of  the  bank  shall  be  personal  estate,  and  transfera- 
ble only  on  the  books  of  the  company,  in  such  manner  and 
Bubjeot  to  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  the  president 
and  board  of  directors  may  prescribe  ;  but  the  said  bank 
shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness 
of  the  stockholder. 

(  5.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  receive  on  deposit 
money  and  bank  notes.  United  States'  legal  tender  notes, 
and  such  other  bank  notes  as  may  be  current;  to  deal  in 
bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  bonds,  government 
voacherBy  gold,  silver,  exchange,  and  all  other  evidences  of 
debt ;  to  loan  and  borrow  money,  and  generally  to  do  and 
perform  all  business  usually  done  by  banking  associations 
and  corporations. 

§  6.  All  promissory  notes  negotiable  and  payable  at  its 
banking  house,  or  at  some  incorporated  bank  in  this  State, 
incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  and  all 
promissory  notes  made  negotiable  and  payable  at  some 
bank  doing  business  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
within  the  State  of  Kentucky  or  elsewhere;  and  all  nego- 
tiable promissory  notes  made  payable  at  any  bank  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  any  State  in  the  United  States, 
which  may  be  discounted  or  purchased  by  said  bank,  to- 
gether with  all  inland  bills  of  exchange  which  may  be 
discounted  or  purchased  by  it,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  put  upon  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  and  severally, 
against  the  makers,  drawers,  indorsers,  or  other  parties 
thereto. 

§  7.  If  the  cashier,  ^lerk,  or  other  officer  of  said  bank 
shall  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  bank  to  his  own 
use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or  know- 
ingly make  false  ones,  in  the  books  of  said  bank,  with 
intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  said  bank  or  any  other  person, 
or  to  conceal  any  improper  appropriation  of  the  funds, 
the  person  so  offending  shall  be  guilty  of  felony,  and  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  subject  to  confinement  in  the 
penitentiary  of  this  Commonwealth  for  a  period  not  less 
than  two  not  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  8.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  hold,  sell,  and- 
convey  any  real  or  personal  estate  which  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  objects  of  its  creation,  an'd  may  re- 
ceive such  conveyances  of  real  estate  or  other  property, 
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1870.       which  may  be  necessary  to  secare  any  debt  due  to  it,  or 
^'hich  may  be  sold  for  the  payment  of  such  debt. 

§  9.  It  shall  not  be  lawlul  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
note  or  bill  to  be  used  or  passed  as  currency. 

^  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cashier,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  March  of  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  Treasary 
of  the  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
stock  held  and  paid  for  in  such  institution,  which  ^hall 
exempt  the  institution  from  all  other  State,  county,  and 
municipal  taxes  on  its  capital  and  business. 

§  II.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  a 
committee  may  be  appointed,  who  may,  at  least  lour 
times  in  a  year,  examine  into  and  report  upon  the  condi- 
tion of  the  institution.         « 

§  12.  The  said  bank  may  receive  collaterals  to  secure 
any  debt  due  or  loan  made  by  them ;  and  such  collaterals 
may  be  subjected  by  proper  judicial  proceeding  to  the 
satisfaction  of  such  debts. 

§  13.  The  president  and  directors  shall  mannge  aiid 
control  the  property,  business,  and  affairs  of  said  hank, 
and  may  enact  such  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  bank  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  in- 
consistent with  this  charter  and  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State.  Each  of  the  directors  shall  be  a 
stockholder  and  resident  of  Madison  county;  and  alter 
the  first  election,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be 
elected  annually  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  in  each 
year;  and  in  case  of  the  d>eath  or  resignation  of  the 
president  or  any  director,  the, vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
the  remaining  directors   until  the    next  regular  election. 

§  14.  The  said  bank  may  continue  for  twenty  years 
from  its  organization. 

§  15.  The  election  for  directors  shall  be  held  at  the 
ofiice  of  said  bank,  in  the  town  of  Richmond,  and  each 
stockholder  shall  cast  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
he  may  hold,  and  upon  which  all  calls  have  been  paid; 
the  votes  may  be  in  person  or  by  written  proxy. 

§  IG.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  alter  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Paint  Lick  and  High  Point  Turnpike  Road  Com* 

pany,  in  Madison  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
of  Kentucky. \ 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  th'e  ''Paint  Lick  and  High  Point  Turnpike 
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Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  artificial  1870- 
road  from  a  point  at  or  near  Paint  Lick  bridge,  on  the 
Richmond  and  Lancaster  Turnpike  Road,  thence  through 
the  lands  of  P.  H.  Ross,  James  B.  Francis,  and  James 
Moran,  and  George  Denny,  to  a.  point  where  it  intersects 
the  Silver  Creek,  Walnut  Meadow,  and  Big  Hill  Turnpike 
Road.  The  following  persons  are  appointed  as  commis- 
sioners to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock,  viz  :  James  Fran- 
cis, George  Denny,  Samuel  Campbell,  James  Moran, 'and 
Fountain  H.  Ross. 

^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  the  shares 
into  which  such  capital  stock  shall  be  divided,  shall  be 
reg^ulated  by  the  commissioners  above-named,  and  may  be 
diminished  or  enlarged  by  the  president  and  directors,  from 
tinne  to  time,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  case  may  require. 

^  3.  The  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  sai.i  com- 
pany Hhall  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places,  under  the 
directions  of  the  commissioners  above  named,  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  due  notice  having  been  given  in  any  paper 
that  may  be  published  in  Richmond,  Kentucky,  and  by 
written  notices  posted  up  at  several  public  places  in  Mad- 
ison county. 

§  4.  «So  soon  as  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed to  justify  a  commencement  of  said  road,  the  com- 
missioners aforesaid,  or  such  of  them  as  may  act,  shall,  at 
such  time  and  pUce  as  they  may  appoint,  call  a  meering 
of  the  stockholders  and  hold  an  election  for  a  president 
and  three  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  are  ejected  and  qualify. 
That  upon  the  election  and  qualiHcation  of  said  president 
and  directors  of  s^id  company,  they  shall  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid;  and  by 
said  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  may  sue  and  be 
aaed,  hold,  acquire,  and  convey  all  necessary  real  or  per- 
sonal property  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  rodd 
and  keeping  it  in  operation,  and  have  all  other  privileges 
and  franchises  inciden.t  to  a  corporation. 

§  5.  That  the  county  coi^rt  of  Madison  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  take  stock  in  said  road,  not  to  exceed  the  amount 
per  mile  which  said  county  court  now  has  the  authority  to 
subscribe  by  law  to  turnpike  roads;  and  said  county  court 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  assess  the  amount 
of  stock  which  ihey  may  so  subscribe,  and  it  shall  be  col- 
lected according  to  the  way  made  and  provided  by  the 
existing  laws  of  this  State. 

$  6.  When  two  miles  of  said  road  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted. It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  put  up  a  gnie 
and  exact  toll ;  but  said  gate  shall  not  be  erected  nearer 
than  one  mile  of  Paint  Lick. 
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1870.  §  "^^  That  all  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 

to  incorporate  the  Danville  and  Hustonville  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  approved  March  1,  1844,  except  so  far  as 
they  may  he  local  in  their  application,  or  come  in  collision 
U'ith  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are  here- 
by, made  a  part  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  as  if  fully  inserted  herein,  and  enacted  at  length. 
§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  the  town  of  Bowling 
Green,  Kentucky,  viz  :  L.  L.  Cooke,  A.  Mitchell,  P.  Thomas, 
F.  M.  Breeding,  and  T.  B.  Wright,  or  their  successors,  to 
sell,  transfer,  and  convey,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  they 
may  choose,  all  or  a  part  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  ground  in 
said  town  of  Bowling  Green  now  held  by  said  trustees  for 
the  use  and  benetit  of  said  church,  and  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale  to  be  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  said  church. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  46. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  County  Court  of  Marion  County  to  increase  the 

County  tax  of  said  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Marion  county,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  commission  in  the

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  47.  1870. 

AN  ACT  declaring  certain   portions  of  Rockcastle   River  and   its  tribu- 
taries navigable  streams. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
iff  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Rockcastle  river,  from  where  the  railroad 
crosses  same  to  the  mouth  of  Pond  creek,  and  the  middle 
fork  of  same,  from  its  mouth  to  the  mouth  of  Indian  creek, 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  declared  navigable  streams. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  48. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  St.  Joseph  German  Roman  Catholic  Benevolent 

Society,  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Chris.  Bosche,  Geo.  Rhem,and  William  Wiert, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  and  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  St.  Joseph  German  Roman  Catholic 
Benevolent  Society,  of  Louisville;  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  known,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded ;  of  purchasing 
and  holding  real  estate  sufficient  for  benevolent  purposes, 
and  dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure  ;  to  have  a  common 
eeal,  and  have  the  right  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure  ;  to 
make  their  own  constitution  and  by-lltws,  and  to  alter 
and  amend  the  same  whenever  they  see  proper  or  deem 
necessary  for  the  good  of  their  society  ;  nothing,  however, 
to  be  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
or  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  2.  The  above  named  corporators  shall  be  the  first 
board  of  managers  ;  to  select  therefrom  their  officers,  and 
to  remain  in  office  until  others  are  elected  and  qualified 
according  to  the  rules  laid  down  in  their  constitution  and 
by-laws. 

§  3.  This  society  shall  have  the  power  to  levy  and  col- 
lect such  fees  for  membership,  and  such  stated  dues  there-' 
after  to  be  paid  by  its  members,  and  at  such  times  of 
payment,  as  may  be  fixed  by  its  constitution  or  by-laws ; 
and  shall  also  have  the  right  to  prescribe  its  own  mode  of 
paying  out  or  loaning  out  its  surplus  funds,  or  to  invest 
the  same  in  such  other  manner  as  it  may  deem  profitable ; 
bat  not  to  exercise  banking  privileges. 

^  4.  The  object  of  the  society  i^f  that  the  members,  by 
paying  an  admission  fee,  and  by  paying  monthly  dues,  fines^ 

LOO.   L.- 
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1870.  ^^'^  create  a  treasury  for  the  support  of  sick  and  unfortu- 
nate members  of  the  society,  and  in  case  of  death,  to  help 
their  widows  and  children,  according  to  the  constitution  of 
the  society. 

^  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Sbelbjryille  Lodsre,  No.  27S,  of  tbe  Independenl 

Order  of  Good  Templars. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  W.  F.  Spruill,  G.  G.  Taylor,  B.  H.  Crapster^ 
John  N.  Beckham,  F.  A.  Winlock,  J.  H.  Dunn,  William 
Wallace,  tS.  R.  Oldrieve,  and  their  associates  and  success- 
ors, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  Shelby ville  Lodge,  No.  273,  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Good  Templars,  of  Shelbyville, 
Kentucky;  and  they  and  their  ai^sociates  and  successors 
shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by 
that  name  aie  made  capable  in  law,  as  natural  persons, 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  answering 
and  being  answered,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in 
this  Commonwealth;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  amend  at  pleasure.  They 
may  make  and  ordain  regulations  and  by-laws  for  their 
government,  and  those  now  in  force  in  said  lodge  to  alter 
and  amend  at  their  pleasure:  Providedy  They  do  not  conflict 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and 
the  laws  ot  the  State  of  Kentucky.  The  said  corporation 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  acquire  and  hold  such 
real  and  personal  property  as  may  be  required  for  the  use 
or  purposes  of  the  organization,  and  in  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  thousand  dollars  in  value;  and  from  time  to 
time,  il  deemed  expedient,  sell  and  convey  the  same,  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  to  reinvest  and  dispose  of  the  pro- 
ceeds; the  Legislature  reserving  the  right  to  repeal,  alter, 
or  amend  this  at  pleasure.

AN  ACT   to  amend   tbe  Gfaiirter  of  the  Rtcbmond  and  Boonsboro  T«rii> 

pike  Road  GompAoj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Generai  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Richmond  and  Boonsboro 
Turnpike  Road  Company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so 
amended,  as  to  make  it  lawful  for  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company  to  condemn  land  for  toll  gate 
sites  and  stone  quarries  for  the  use  of  said  turnpike  com- 
pany. 

i  2.  That  it  shall  he  lawful  for  the  Richmond  and 
Booni^boro  Turnpike  Road  Company,  lor  the  purpose  of 
condemning  land  and  materials  for  the  use  of  said  road, 
as  authorized  by  law,  to  proceed  in  the  manner  follow- 
ing, viz:  To  file  a  petition  describing  land  or  materials 
sought  to  be  condemned,  and  setting  forth  the  name  of 
the  owner  thereof,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Mad- 
ison county  court;  and  upon  application  to  the  judge  of 
said  court,  ten  days'  notice  to  the  owner  having  been 
given  of  the  time  and  place  of  making  it,  it  shall  be  ' 
his  duty  to  appoint  three  distinte rested  freeholders  of  the 
county  apprait«ers,  who,  being  first  sworn,  shall,  within 
twenty  days  after  being  furninhed  with  the  order  of  their 
appointment,  examine  the  property  in  the  petition  de- 
scribed, the  owner  having  had  reasonable  notice  of  the 
time,  and  assess  the  damages  which  the  owner  will  sus- 
tain by  reason  of  its  appropriation  to  the  use  of  the 
company,  and  file  in  the  office  of  said  clerk  a  written 
report,  under  their  hands,  of  their  assessment.  In  mak- 
ing the  assessment,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appraisers 
to  give  the  owner  of  the  property  the  full  value  thereof; 
but  in  estimating  any  incidental  damages  to  the  adjoin- 
ing lands,  they  may  take  into  consideration  and  offset 
the  advantages  to  be  derived  by  the  owner  from  the 
road;  that  when  there  is  a  remainder  or  reversionary 
interest  in  the  property  taken,  the  damages  shall  be 
apportioned  between  the  owners  thereof  and  the  own- 
ers of  the  particular  estate. 

^  3.  The  case  shall  stand  for  hearing  on  the  first  day  of 
th^  term  of  said  court  next  after  the  return  of  the  report 
of  the  appraisers:  Provided^  The  same  shall  have  been 
made  ten  days  prior  to  the  commencement  of  said  term. 

(  4.  At  the  instance  of  either  party,  the  court  shall 
direct  a  jury  to  pass  upon  the  question  of  damages 
claimed  by  the  owner  of  the  property;  and  if  the  jury 
shall  not  return  a  verdict  for  a  larger  amount  than  that 
reported  by  the  appraisers,  the  costs  as  to  the  jury  shall 
be  paid  by  the  owner;  but  if  for  a  larger  amount,  by 
the  company.      Upon  final  judgment  in  the  case,   the 
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1870.  company!  shall  be  entitled  to  the  land  or  materials  for 
the  use  of  said  road  by  paying  to  the  owner  the  damages 
reported  by  the  appraisers,  or  found  by  the  jury,  as  the 
case  may  be,  on  or  before  the  next  term  of  said  court. 
Shoufd  the  appraisers  not  agree,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  court  to  appoint  others. 

§  5.  If  it  shall  appear  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
property  are  non-residents,  infants,  or  femes  covert^  and 
are  not  properly  represented  by  agent,  guardian,  or  other- 
wise, U  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  appoint  some 
discreet  person  to  represent  them,  and  award  him  rea- 
nonable  compensation  for  bis  services,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  damages  assessed. 

§  6.  In  proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
county  court  shall  have  equitable  jurisdiction;  and  from 
its  final  judgment  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  appel* 
late  court. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  prohibit  the  sale 
of  spirituous  liquors  in  the  town  of  Monticello,  Wayne 
county,  or  within  two  miles  of  the  court-house  of  said 
town,"  approved  February  16,  18G6,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed. 

§  ^,  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  to 
incorporate  the  town  of  Monticello,"  approved  February 
26,  1848,  except  the  10th  section  thereof,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  revived  and  re-enacted  as  fully  as  if  herein  par- 
ticularly set  out :  Provided^  however^  That  the  boundary  of 
said  town  shall  not  be  limited  as  prescribed  by  said  act, 
but  shall  be  held  and  taken  as  prescribed  by  the  laws  now 
in  force  fixing  its  boundary  :  And  provided  further^  That 
the  first  election  for  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  held  on 
the  t«econd  Monday  in  February  next,  and  all  subsequent 
annual  elections  shall  be  held  at  the  time  prescribed  by 
said  act.

§  1.  That  a  company  ehall  be,  and  is  hereby,  fermed, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  **  Carlisle  and  Mount 
Sterling  Tarnpike  Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  turnpike  road  A'om  the  town  of  Carlisle,  Nich- 
olas county,  by  the  nearest  and  most  practicable  route, 
all  things  considered,  to  the  town  of  Mount  Sterling,  in 
Montgomery  county,  or  to  some  point  on  the  Maysville 
and  Mount  Sterling  Turnpike  Road,  between  Mount  Ster- 
ling and  the  town  of  Sharpsburg,  as  said  company  may 
decide ;  that  books  shall  be  opened  for  the  subscription  of 
stock  at  the  office  of  Judge  James  H.  Holladay,  in  Car- 
li!>Ie,  or  elsewhere  along  the  line,  or  at  the  eastern  termi- 
nus of  said  road,  at  once  and  at  any  time,  and  under  the 
direction  of  commissioners  hereby  appointed,  viz :  James 
H.  Holladay,  Harrison  W.  Wasson,  Dr.  B.  F.  Reynolds, 
Thomas  A.  Dori&ey,  Henry  Bramblett,  Robert  Huddelson, 
and  William  Stewart,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them ;  the 
books  to  be  kept  open  until  a  sufficient  sum,  including 
that  which  may  be  appropriated  and  subscribed  by  the 
Nicholas  county  court,  the  Montgomery  county  court,  and 
the  Bath  county  court,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission- 
ers or  of  the  board  of  officers,  when  organized,  shall  have 
been  subscribed  to  complete  said  road.  The  stock  shall 
be  divided  into  shares  of  on^  hundred  dollars  each,  and 
shall  be  payable  at  such  time  and  place,  and  in  such  in- 
stallments, as  the  president  and  directors  may  direct. 

§  2.  That  whenever  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them  who  may  act,  shall  be  satisfied  that  a  sufficiency  of 
stock  is  subscribed,  or  have  reasonable  grounds  to  believe 
that  the  same  will  be  subscribec^  to  make  as  much  as  six  ^ 

mites  of  said  road,  they  shall,  by  giving  notice  thereof  to 
all  the  stockholders  or  subscribers,  call  a  meeting,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing,  by  the  election  of  a  president  and 
five  directors ;  at  which  election  at  least  two  of  the  com- 
oiis^ioners  above  named  shall  be  present,  one  of  whom 
shall  act  as  president,  and  shall  proceed  to  take  the  vote, 
by  ballot,  of  the  stockholders,  who  shall  have  the  right  to 
*  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  under  power  of  attorney. 
Each  of  the  stockholders  may  vote  their  shares,  as  here- 
inafter named,  for  a  president  and  five  directors,  who 
shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  others  are 
elected  and  qualified.  The  president  and  directors  shall, 
before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  an 
oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  that  they  will  well 
and  faithluUy  discharge  the  duties  of  president  and  direct-

pointed. The  treasurer,  before  he  enters  upon,  the  duties 
of  his  office,  shall  execute  bond,  with  one  or  more  sureties, 
payable  to  said  road  company,  in  the  penalty  of  seven 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  that  he  will,  when  called 
upon,  pay  the  amount  of  money  in  bis  hands  to  the  order 
of  the  president  ^nd  directors  of  said  company.  When 
said  company  i^hall  be  thus  organized,  they  shaU  be,  and 
are  hereby  created,  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  and  as 
such  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  with  power  to  acquire,  hold  and 
possess,  use  and  occupy,  all  such  real  estate  as  may  be

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Elkhoro  Turnpike  Road  Corapao^. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly 
that,  by  an  order  of  the  Franklin  coanty  court,  made  on 
the  22d  day  of  July,  1856,  a  company  was  established  by 
the  name  of  the  Eikhorn  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the 
purpose  of  making:  a  turnpike  road  from  near  Freeman's 
pond  to  Peak's  Mill,  in  said  county,  under  which  establish- 
ment or  incorporation  said  company  done  a  portion  of  the 
^HTork  on  said  road,  but  bein^  unable  to  complete  the  same, 
have  ceased  labor  on  the  same  for  a  period  of  more  than 
nine  years,  leaving  the  same  uncompleted;  and  whereas, 
it  is  represented  that  a  large  majority  of  the  subscribers  of 
stock  in  said  road  are  desirous  of  changing  the  location 
and  route  of  said  road,  so  as  to  run  from  the  present  Frank- 
lin and  Owen  Turnpike  Road  to  Peak's  Mill,  instead  of  run* 
ningfrom  near  Freeman's  pond  to  said  mid,  and  with  that 
view  desire  a  forfeiture  of  the  charter  of  said  company 
and  a  sale  of  all  the  rights,  franchises,  and  property  of  said 
company;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General  to 
institute  proper  proceedings  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court 
to  obtain  a  forfeiture  of  the  charter  of  said  Eikhorn  Turn- 
pike Road  Company,  under  the  present  general  law  of^the 
State. 

§  2.  That  should  a  forfeiture  of  the  same  be  adjudged, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  order  a  sale  of  the  rights, 
franchises,  property,  and  effects  of  said  company,  in  all 
respects  as  required  by  the  general  law,  except  that  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers  shall  be  required  to  give  bond,  with 
good  security,  thnt  he  or  they  will,  within  six  months  fronts 
the  date  of  sale,  resume  work  upon  said  road,  and  shall, 
within  five  years  from  said  date,  complete  the  same  from 
the  Franklin  and  Owen  Turnpike  Road,  at  the  farm  of 
John  Mullin,  deceased,  to  Peak's  Mill. 

^  3.  Should  any  other  incorporated  turnpike  company 
become  the  purchaser  of  the  rie:ht8,  franchises,  &c.,  of  said 
company  under  saicfsale,  the  company  so  purchasing  shall 
become  invested  with  alj  the  rights,  franchises,  and  prop- 
erty of  said  company,  but  shall  retain  the  name  and  style 
of  their  original  incorporation. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  court,  in  ordering  a 
fale,  to  direct  a  pale  of  only  a  portion  of  the  road-way  as 
located  by  said  Eikhorn  Turnpike  Company  ;  and  any  por- 
tion of  said  road-way,  not  sold  under  this  act,  shall  be  in 
ao  way  affected  by  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  the 
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1870.       proceeds  of  the  sale  shall  be  applied  as  directed  by  the 
general  law  of  the  State. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  54. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mississippi  Y&liey  Life  Insnraoce  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontcealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Mississippi  Valley  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany may  deposit  with  the  Auditor  of  the  State  (in  ad- 
dition to  the  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  heretofore 
authorized)  securities,  comprised  of  bonds  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky,  of  any  of  the  States  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  the  United  States,  or  bonds  of  any  river  or  railroad 
corporation,  or  of  any  city  or  county  of  this  State,  author^ 
ized  to  be  issued  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  of 
bonds  and  mortgages  on  unencumbered  real  estate  in  this 
State  (worth  seventy-five  percent,  more  than  the  amount 
loaned  thereon),  to  any  amount  not  less  than  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned. 

§  2.  Whenever  said  company  shall  deposit  with  the 
Auditor  an  amount  of  said  securities,  not  less  than  twen- 
ty thousand  dollars,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to 
issue  to  said  company  registered  policies  of  insurance,  of 
such  denomination  and  amount  as  the  said  company  may, 
from  time  to  time,  require  ;  said  policies  shall  bear  upon 
their  face  the  words,  "Secured  by  pledge  of  public  stocks, 
or  bonds  and  mortgages,  deposited  with  the  Auditor  of 
Kentucky,"  with  the  seal  of  the  department,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Auditor. 

§  3.  That  the  said  Auditor  shall,  on  delivering  said  reg- 
istered policies  to  said  company,  from  time  to  time,  charge 
to  the  company  the  amount  of  the  net  present  value  of 
such  policy  or  policies,  valued  by  the  "American  Experi- 
ence Tables  of  Mortality,"  with  interest  at  four  and  a  half 
per  centum  per  annum,  according  to  tbe  amount  and  num- 
ber of  premiums  paid  quarterly,  semi-annually,  or  an- 
nually thereon,  and  the  terms  thereof;  but  in  no  case 
shall  the  amount  of  such  value  exceed  in  the  aggregate 
the  amount  of  the  securities  deposited  under  this  act.  Oa 
the  first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  and  every  year, 
or  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  the  said  company  shall 
make  a  return  to  the  Auditor,  under  the  oath  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary,  of  the  exact  condition  of  the  premium 
account  of  the  registered  policies  received  from  the  Audit- 
or; and  aaid  company  shall  deposit  with  the  Auditor  ad- 
ditional and  similar  securities  to  an  amount  equal  to  any 
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increase  of  value  of  the  policies  heretofore  issued  and  1870. 
registered,  and  which  shall  remain  in  force,  valued  by  the 
same  rule  as  upon  the  issue  thereof;  and  the  securities 
thus  from  time  to  time  deposited,  shall  be  held  by  said 
Auditor,  in  trust,  until  the  obligations  of  the  said  Missis- 
sippi Valley  Life  Insurance  Company,  under  said  regis- 
tered policies,  shall,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Auditor,  be 
fully  liquidated,  cancelled,  and  annulled;  but  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  as  implying  any  obligation  on 
the  part  of  the  State  to  pay  the  policies  issued  under  this 
act,  beyond  a  proper  application  of  the  securities  so  de* 
posited  towards  their  liquidation. 

§  4.  That  said  Mississippi  Valley  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany may,  at  any  time,  withdraw  any  excess  of  securities, 
above  the  net  present  value  hereinbefore  specified,  upon 
satisfying  the  Auditor  upon  written  proof,  to  be  filed  with 
said  Auditor,  that  such  excess  exists  ;  and  shall  be  allowed 
to  collect  and  receive  the  interest  on  all  securities  depos- 
ited, and  to  exchange  such  securities  by  substituting  others 
of  equal  value. 

§  5.  That  the  said  company  shall  deliver  to  said  Auditor 
the  policy  of  insurance  engraved  or  printed,  and  written 
in  the  forms  used  by  said  company;  and  on  the  receipt  of 
BQch  policy  for  registry,  the  Auditor  shall  cause  it  to  be 
duly  registered  as  presented,  in  proper  books  to  be  kept  for 
that  purpose,  by  numbers  corresponding  to  the  number  of 
•aid  policy — the  name  of  the  person  or  person  insured, 
for  whose  benefit,  the  amount  of  preqiium,  amount  of  risk, 
the  plan,  and  date  of  policy — and  shall  cause  his  name  to 
be  inscribed  on  the  policy,  and  affix  the  seal  of  his  de- 
partment thereto,  and  shall  return  the  policy  to  the  com- 
pany. And  the  company  shall  pay  to  the  Auditor,  as  a 
compensation  for  his  services  as  herein  prescribed,  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  and  every  policy  by  him 
registered,  sealed,  and  countersigned,  as  aforesaid.

§  1.  Thnt  if  the  said  John  J.  Thomas,  or  his  sureties, 
by  the  10th  day  of  May,  1870,  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid, 
the  amount  of  said  judgment,  interest,  and  costs,  includ- 
ing attorney's  fee,  that  have  accrued  and  unpaid  therein, 
then  the  said  John  J.  Thomas  and  his  said  sureties  shall 
be  released  and  discharged  from  the  payment  of  the 
damages  incurred  and  contained  in  said  judgment.

CHAPTER  58.

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  McLean  county  shall  have 
the  power  and  authority  to  levy  a  poll  tax  of  not  exceed- 
ing three  dollars  on  each  tithable  in  said  county,  Tor  the 
years  1S70  and  1871,  for  the  purpose  of  raic*ing  a  fund 
with  which  to  pay  tbe  present  indebtedness  of  said  county.

CHAPTER  61. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Sbelbyville,  authorizing 
the  Trustees  thereof  to  establish  a  Fire  Department,  and  to  purchase  a 
•  Steam  Fire  Engine,  and  to  license  and  tax  carriers  of  passengers. 

Be  it  eTuicted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComnwnweaJik 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Sbelby- 
ville are  hereby  authorized  to  establish,  by  appropriate 
ordinances,  a  fire  department,  and  to  make  all  needfal 
and  proper  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  same. 

§  2.  That  said  board  of  trustees  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  for  and  on  the  behalf  of  said  town,  to 
purchase  a  steam  fire  engine,  and  the  necessary  hose  and 
appendages;  and  for  that  purpose  may  contract  a  debt, 
in  the  nanie  of  and  on  the  behalf  of  said  town,  of  not 
exceeding  five  thousand  dollars.  To  pay  said  debt,  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  an  annual  tax  of  not  ex* 
ceediTig  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
in  value  of  all  the  property  in  said  town  subject  to  tax- 
ation for  State  revenue. 

§  8.  They  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  notes  or 
bonds  of  said  town,  payable  not  more  than  five  years 
after  date,  and  bearing  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  with  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  to  discharge  the  debt  aforesaid ;  and  they 
shall  provide,  by  taxation  as  aforesaid,  for  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  notes  or, bonds. 

§  4.  Before  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
contract  said  debt,  they  shall  submit  to  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  town  the  question,  **  Shall  the  town  of 
Sbelbyville  contract  a  debt  of  five  thousand  dollars  to 
purchase  a  steam  fire  engine?"  and  if  a  majority  of 
those  voting  shall  vote  in  the  negative,  they  shall  not 
contract  said  debt.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at 
least  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time  of  said  election,  by 
publication  in  the  Shelby  Sentinel  newspaper. 

§  5.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to 
license  and  tax  carriers  of  passengers  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  town,  or  within  one  mile  thereof. 
They  mny  collect  an  annual  tax  for  each  hack,  carriage, 
omnibus,  or  other  vehicle  used  in  said  business,  of  not 
exceeding  fifteen  dollars  per  annum;  and  may,  by  ordir 
nanoe,  so  classify  the  same  as  to  them  may  seem  equit- 
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able  and  just;  bqt  the  Bum  above  named  shall  be  the 
highest  tax  levied.  They  may,  by  ordinance,  prescribe 
proper  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  they 
may  pass  under  this  section.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Benson  Tarnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incor- 

f orated,  to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  the  city  of 
Vankfort,  in  the  county  of  Franklin,  to  the  Shelby  county 
line,  at  or  in  the  neighborhood  of  North  Benson  depot. 
The  said  company  is  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  **  The  Benson  Turn-  Jtyie°Ao!^  *° 
pike  Road  Company;"  and  by  said  name  and  style  shall 
have  perpetual  succession;  and  as  such,  is  hereby  vested 
with  all  the  powers,  capacities,  privileges,  franchises,  and 
immunities  which  belong  to  or  are  enjoyed  by  any  similar 
corporation  in  this  State,  created  for  similar  purposes. 

^  2.  The  company  shall  have  the  right  and  authority  to 
survey  ways  for  said  road  over  the  lands  of  any  persons 
within  the  route  thereof,  and  to  locate  the  same  upofv  any 
SQch  lands  as  the  company  may  deem  best:  Provided^  That 
in  such  cases  as  where  the  owner  or  owners  of  lands  upon 
which  it  is  proposed  to  locate  said  road  shall  refuse  to  give 
to  the  company  the  right  of  way  over  his,  her,  or  their 
lands  for  the  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  cause  the  same  to  he 
condemned  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  and  by  proceedings 
thereon  as  required  by  section  29,  chapter  103,  title  **Turn- 
pike  and  Plank  Roads,"  2d  volume  Revised  Statutes,  page 
447,  and  the  other  sections  in  said  chapter  on  the  same 
subject. 

^  3.  The  width  of  the  road  shall  not  be  less  than  forty- 
five  feet,  but  the  company  shall  have  the  right  to  deter- 
mine what  width  of  macadamized  stone  shall  be  placed 
upon  said  road,  and  the  depth  thereof,  as  well  as  the  width 
of  the  grading  on  said  road,  as  also  the  degree  of  the 
grade.  The  company  shall  have  the  right  to  locate  the  Mayiooatoth« 
said  road  upon  the  county  roads  where  it  is  proper  to  be  JoadV&o.'^'^"^' 
done,  and  to  cross  the  railroad  track  leading  from  Frank- 
fort to  Louisville  at  such  places  as  it  may  be  deemed  ad- 
visable by  the  said  company  to  be  done. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  unless  the  ^^- 
road  is  completed  for  a  less  sum,  in  which  case  the  actual

CHAPTER  63^ 

AN  ACT   to   incorporate  the  Ohio  Valley  White  Lead  and  Manofacturing 

Company,  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tJie  Commonweallh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Charles  H.  Lewis,  Joseph  L.  Danforth,  George 
iiam2?SSd^o7-  ^'  Lewis,  R.  M.  Cunningham,  James  M.  Schoonraaker, 
porate  powers,  and  Charles  Cobb,  with  their  associates,  successors,  aad 

assigns,  be  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  manufacturing  company  in 
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the  city  of  Louisville,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Ohio  Valley  White  Lead  and  Manufacturing  Company; 
and  the  said  company,  in  its  corporate  name,  shall  be  ca- 
pable of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing 
and  being  sued ;  may  appear,  prosecute,  and  defend  in  all 
actions  in  any  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and  shall  have 
the  right  to  adopt  a  common  seal,  which  may  be  altered 
or  renewed  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each;  and  the  said  corporation,  by  a  vote  of 
the  owners  of  two  thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  shares, 
shall  have  the  right  to  increase  the  capital  to  any  amount 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars :  Provided^ 
That  when  an  increase  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  voted, 
each  shareholder  shall  have  the  right,  for  ten  days,  of 
snbscribing  for  such  number  of  shares  of  new  stock  as  he 
may  be  entitled  to  according  to  his  existing  stock. 

§  3.  The  shares  of  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal  prop- 
erty, and  shall  be  transferred  only  on  the  books  of  the 
company,  in  such  manner  and  in  such  form  as  the  by-laws 
may  prescribe  ;  and  any  person  becoming  a  shareholder  by 
sach  transfer  shall  succeed  to  all  the  rights  of  the  prior 
holder  of  such  shares.  And  the  corporation  shall  have  a 
lien  upon  the  stock  of  any  stockholder  who  may  be  in- 
debted to  the  company,  and  while  so  indebted  he  shall 
have  no  right  to  transfer  his  stock,  without  the  consent  of 
the  board  of  directors. 

^  4.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  pur- 
chase, hold,  and  convey  real  estate  and  personal  property; 
but  any  real  estate  acquired  in  its  transactions,  and  not 
necessary  for  the  use  or  convenience  of  its  business,  shall 
be  sold  within  a  period  of  five  years.  It  shall  have  the 
right  to  manufacture  and  sell  all  kinds  of  paints,  oils,  and 
colors,  and  generally  to  manufacture  and  sell  any  other 
articles  deemed  advisable  and  proper  in  conducting  its 
business.  It  may  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  cor- 
poration, but  at  no  time  shall  the  entire  inlebtedness  of 
the  company,  exclusive  of  capital,  exceed  the  amount 
that  shall  have  been  paid  up  on  its  stock. 

§  5.  The  parties  whose  names  are  embraced  in  section 
first  of  this  act  may  receive  subscriptions  to  the  stock,  and 
when  five  hundred  i^hares  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
they,  or  any  three  of  them,  may  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Bobscribers,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  company  by 
the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  seven  stockholders,  who  shall 
each  be  the  owner  of  not  less  than  ten  shares  of  stock ; 
and  at  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  for  the  election  of 
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directors,  or  for  the  transaction  of  any  other  business,  each 
share  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  abr^ent 
stockholders  may  vote  by  proxies  duly  authorized  in  writ- 
ing. If  no  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  at  the  reg- 
ular annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  the  corporation 
shall  not  for  that  cause  be  dissolved,  but  a  specini  meeting 
for  the  election  of  a  board  shall  be  called  by  the  president 
or  treasurer,  of  ^hich  twenty  days'  notice  shall  be  given 
in  a  new^>pHper  publitihed  in  the  city  of  Louisville. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors  first  elected  shall  hold  their 
places  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected;  and  all  sub- 
sequent elections  shall  be  held  annually  on  such  day  atf 
may  be  specified  in  the  by-laws;  and  the  directors  so 
elected  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  succes.^ors  shall  be  elected.  Any  vacancy  in  the 
board  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  directors,  and  the 
board  shall  have  charge  of  and  manage  the  bur«inei«s  of 
the  corporation  ;  may  elect  one  of  their  number  president, 
appoint  a  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  and  employees 
as  the  business  may  require,  define  their  duties,  fix  their 
compensation,  and  dismisd  them  at  pleasure.  The  board 
shall  have  regular  books  kept,  containing  a  true  account 
of  all  transactions  of  the  corporation,  and  as  often  as 
once  in  six  months  shall  have  a  detailed  statement  of  its 
affairs  laid  before  the  stockholders  for  their  inspection ;

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  may  make  all  necessary  by- 
laws not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  may  amend  the 
same  by  a  two-thirds 'vote  of  the  board.  The  by  laws 
shall  regulate  the  manner  in  which  the  stock  shnll  be 
transferred,  and  the  general  business  of  the  corporation 
conducted ;  shall  determine  the  number  of  directors,  and 
the  number  to  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  hoard,  and  shall 
fix  the  time  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the  shareholders. 

(  8.  The  capital  shall  be  paid  in  installments  as  follows, 
viz:  one  dollar  on  each  share  of  stock  at  the  time  of  sub- 
scription; nine  dollars  on  each  share  within  ten  days  from 
the  organization  of  the  company,  and  ten  dollars  on  each 
share  in  monthly  payments  thereafter,  until  the  sum  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  called;  and  when 
that  amount  shall  have  been  paid  in  on  the  stock,  the 
board  of  directors  may  determine  when  other  installments 
for  the,residue  of  the  capital  shall  he  made.  If  any  stock- 
holder or  his  assigns  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  the  in- 
stallments required  within  twenty  days  after  notice,  the 
board  of  directors  may  advertise  his  stock  for  sale,  and

CHAPTER  64. 

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Loaieville  Naptbaliae  Steel  ManufactariDg^  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
iff  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Jonas  H.  Rhorer,  Enoch  Lockhart,  Charles  B. 
Cotton,  and  such  others  as  may  become  stockholders  in 
said  company,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  '*  Louisville  Naptha- 
iine  Steel  Manufacturing  Company;"  and  by  that  name 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  aaswer  and  defend,  in  all  courts 
and  places,  as  a  natural  person;  and  may  have  a  common 
seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  will ;  and  said  company  shall 
have  all  other  powers  unual  and  incident  to  corporations ; 
and  may  have  and  exercise  such  other  rights  and  privileges 
as  may  be  convenient  and  desirable  for  the  successful 
transaction  of  its  business,  provided  the  same  are  not  con- 
trary to  law. 

(  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  may  consist

that  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
company,  and  may  be  subscribed  and  paid  for  by  individ- 
uals or  corporations,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  stipulated  in  the  books  of  subscription  ;  and  said 
persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  open  books  for,  and 
receive  subscriptions  to,  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and 
whenever  as  many  as  three  hundred  shares  have  been  sub- 
scribed and  secured  to  be  paid,  the  persons  above  named 
may  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  e^ect  a  board  of 
five  directors  from  amongst  the  stockholders,  who,  when 
so  elected,  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  number  president 
of  the  company;  and  the  president  and  directors  shall  have 
the  management,  government,  and  control  of  the  property, 
business,  and  affairs  of  the  company ;  the  president  and 
two  directors  shall  be  a  quorum  of  the  board. 

§  3.  Said  board  of  directors  are  hereby  empowered  to 
make  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  management 
and  government  of  said  company,  its  property,  business, 
and  general  affairs ;  for  the  appointment  of  such  officers,

^  5.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  buy,  hold,  lease, 
or  sell  such  real  or  personal  property  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  and  proper,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, ibr  the  conduct  of  its  business,  or  to  secure  debts 
due  it;  and  its  place  or  places  of  business  shall  be  in  the 
State  of  Kentucky. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Harper  Craddock,  of  Henderson  county, 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  relieved  from  all  disability  as  a  minor,

thousand   dollars,  to   be  increased  or  diminished   as  the

CHAPTER  67. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Public  Schools  in  the  City  of  LonisTme. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Vie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville 
is  authorized  to  cause  eighty-five  bonds  of  said  city,  for 
one  thousand  dollars  each,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  with 
coupons  attached  therefor,  to  be  executed  and  delivered 
to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Male  HigR  School,  Female 
High,  and  other  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  of 
which  twenty-one  shall  be  payable  two  years  after  date. 
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twenty-one  shall  be  payable  three  years  after  date,  twen- 
ty-one shall  be  payable  four  years  after  date,  and  twenty- 
two  shall  be  payable  five  yeat's  after  date. 

§  2.  That  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city  is  charged  with 
the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds;  but  the  receiver 
of  taxes  of  said  city  shall  pay,  out  of  the  school  revenues 
of  said  city,  to  the  commissioners  of  said  sinking  fund, 
suras  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  of  said 
bonds  at  maturity. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Eastern  Eentuckj  Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  C )mmonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  Nathaniel  Thayer,  H.  H.  Hunnewell,  Joseph 
lasigi,  F.  W,  Palfrey,  and  Richard  Sullivan,  of  Massa- 
chusetts; Crastus  Corning,  August  Belmont,  and  James 
H.  Robb,  of  New  York;  H.  W.  Bates,  of  Ohio;  E.  F. 
Dulin,  James  L.  Waring,  W.  J.  Worthington,  Joseph  Pol- 
lock, A.  L.  Reid,  B.  F.  Pratt,  B.  F.  Bennett,  Nicholas 
Savage,  VV.  D.  Jones,  E.  P.  Davis,  James  0.'»enten,  Gabriel 
Anglin,  William  Kibby,  Lamack  Virgin,  William  Bowling, 
James  R.  Botts,  George  W.  Crawford,  and  Henry  Litteral, 
of  Kentucky,  or  any  five  (5)  of  them  who  may  act,  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners ;  and  they,  their  associ- 
ates and  successors,  are  created  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  railway,  with  a

^  2.  The  name  and  style  of  the  corporation  hereby 
created  shall  be  "  The  Eastern  Kentucky  Railway  Com- 
pany.'* Said  company,  through  its  board  of  directors, 
shall  have,  and  may  exercise  all  the  powers,  and  shall 
have  all  the  privileges  and  rights  usual  and  incident  to 
sach  corporations.  It  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  a  natural  person;  and 
may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  the 
same  at  its  pleasure.

§  4.  The  commissioners  aforesaid,  or  such  of  them  as

be  paid  for  in  money,  work,  property,  material,  or  in  such 

kind   and    manner  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  said 

commissioners  and  the  subscribers. 

§  5.  When  bona  fide  subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  said

chosen  as  aforesaid,  and  their  properly  elected  successors; 
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and  paid  board  may  continae  to  receive  subscriptions  to 
the  stock  of  the  company;  they  may  acquire  and  hold 
such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  or  con- 
venient for  the  purposes  of  the  company;  they  may  :»ell 
or  convey  nuch  property,  and  may  do  ail  and  any  things 
necessary,  or  which  may  become  necessary,  for  the  build- 
ing, equipping,  and  operating  of  said  railway;  they  may 
fix  rates  to  be  paid  for  the  transportation  of  pa:«senger3 
and  freights  over  said  railwa}',  or  any  part  thereof;  which 
rates  shall  not  exceed  those  charged  by  other  similar  rail- 
ways or  railroads  in  this  State. 

§  7.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase, 
acquire,  and  hold  any  line  of  railway,  finished  or  unfin- 
ished, lying  on  or  near  its  line,  or  crossing  the  same,  or 
between  its  termini,  with  all  the  chartered  privileges  held 
or  properly  exercised  by  the  company  from  whom  such 
railway  may  be  bought  or  acquired,  and  all  the  property, 
real  or  personal,  right  of  way,  etc.,  of  such  company;  and 
may  make  payment  for  any  railway,  and  other  property 
8o  bought  or  acquired,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  agreed  between  the  parties.  And  the  said  East- 
ern Kentucky  Railway  Company,  in  order  to  enable  it  to 
more  eflectually  develop  the  mineral  deposits  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  its  line,  is  authorized  to  open  and  operate  mines  of 
coal  and  iron  ore,  and  to  build  and  operate  furnaces  and 
mills,  and  to  construct  and  operate  branch  railways  to 
any  coal,  iron,  or  other  mineral, or  timber  lands  aforesaid; 
Pr.wided^  That  the  main  lines  of  railway  shall  not  give 
preference  to  the  forwarding  of  the  freights  of  the  said 
company  over  the  freights  of  any  other  person.  When 
any  railway  or  other  property,  as  before  described,  shall 
be  acquired  by  said  company,  any  bonds  or  mortgages  of 
the  vendors  outstanding  may  be  satisfied  by  the  substitu- 
tion of  bonds  issued  by  the  said  railway  company,  the 
vendees,  for  an  equal  amount,  and  secured  in  the  same 
manner,  and  upon  the  same  property,  as  were  the  original 
bonds ;  but  the  said  Eastern  Kentucky  Railway  Company 
shall  not  be  liable,  by  reason  of  any  such  purchase  or 
acquisition,  for  any  other  debts  of  such  vendors,  unless 
such  liability  is  specially,  by  said  railway  company,  as- 
sumed and  declared. 

^  8.  The  board  of  directors,  or  a  majority  of  said  board, 
are  authorized,  and  shall  have  power,  to  borrow  money, 
not  to  exceed  in  amount  the  capital  stock  of  the  company; 
and  may  issue  the  bonds  of  the  company,  bearing  interest 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  eight  (S)  per  cent,  per  annum; 
which  bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the  ofHcers  of  the  com- 
pany, and  made  payable  at  such  times  and  places  as  said 
board  may  order;  and  they  may  pledge  and  mortgage  the 
said  railway,  or  any  property  belonging  to  said  company, 
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or  any  part  thereof,  to  cTecure  the  payment  of  the  money 
so  borrowed ;  and  they  may  convey  the  same  in  trust  to 
such  persons  as  they  may  designate,  to  be  held  in  trust  to 
secure  the  payment  of  such  borrowed  money  and  interest. 

§  9.  The  said  railway  company  may  obtain,  by  volun- 
tary agreement  with  the  owners  of  the  same,  the  right  of 
way  for  their  railway  and  its  branches;  also  lands  for  sta- 
tion and  depot  grounds,  side-tracks,  wharves  or  landings,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  necessary  to  the  proper  construction, 
maintenance,  and  operation  of  the  said  railway  or  its 
branches;  and  in  like  manner  said  company  may  obtain 
all  material  required  for  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  the  said  raijway  and  branches;  and  if  the  right  of  way 
or  material  cannot  be  procured  through  such  voluntary 
agreement,  the  said  company  may  have  the  same  con- 
demned for  the  purposes  named,  and  pay  for  the  same  in 
the  manner  required  by  chapter  103  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  entitled  "  Turnpike  and 
Plank  Roads." 

§  10.  The  said  company  is  authorized  to  build,  own,  and 
operate,  in  whole  or  in  part,  a  line  of  telegraph  over  or 
along  its  lines  of  railway  and  branches. 

§  11.  The  said  company  may  receive  and  hold  any  do- 
nations or  grants  of  land,  money,  or  bonds  made  to  it  by 
any  individual  or  association  of  individuals. 

§  12.  The  county  courts  of  the  several  counties  through 
or  near  to  which  the  line  of  the  said  railway  or  any  of 
its  branches  may  pass,  are  hereby  authorized  to  subscribe 
to  the  stock  or  bonds  of  the  said  railway  company,  under 
the  following  restrictions,  and  in  the  manner  hereby  pre- 
scribed, viz: 

1st.  The  aggregate  amount  subscribed  to  the  stock  or 
bonds  of  said  company,  by  the  said  county  courts,  shall  in 
no  case  exceed  five  (5)  per  centum  of  the  aggregate  value 
of  the  taxable  property  of  the  county,  as  shown  by  the  as- 
sessor's tHX  lists  for  the  fiscal  year  within  which  said  sub- 
scription shall  be  made;  and  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  any 
one  year  shall  not  exceed  two  and  one  half  (2^)  per  cent, 
of  the  value  aforesaid.

If  the  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  any  such  election 
shall  be  in  favor  of  said  subscription,  it  shall  be  the  duty

§  1.  That  upon  the  application  of  the  president  or  agent 
of  the  Kentucky  River  Navigation  Company,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  Henry  county  to  submit

§  1.  That  the  Odd  Fellows'  Temple  Association  of  Lex- 
ington, Kentucky,  by  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  \\» 
directors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  or  less,  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  the  debts  now  owing  for,  and  to 
be  created  in,  erecting  their  new  building,  known  as 
Odd  Fellows'  Temple,  in  Lexington,  Kentucky. 

^  2.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  ten  per  cent,  interest,  paya- 
ble annually,  and  shall  have  five  years  to  run,  but  re- 
deemable at  the  pleasure  of  the  directors  after  two  years. 

§  3.  That  the  bonds  may  be  issued  in  such  sums  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  direct,  not  less,  however,  than 
twenty-five  dollars. 

§  4.  That  the  association,  by  the  directors,  shall  pre- 
scribe the  form  of  the  bonds ;  they  shall  be  signed  by 
tbe  president  and  secretary.

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Pendleton  county,  in  this 
State,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  concurring 
therein,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  subscribe  stock  for  and  on  behalf  of  said 
county,  to  all  the  turnpike  companies  which  have  been 
or  which  shall  hereafter  be  incorporated  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  said  State :  Provided,  however,  That  said  Mibacrip- 
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tion  shall  not  exceed  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  1870. 
each  mile  of  road  within  said  county,  and  the  amount  of 
said  subscription  shall  not  be  paid  over  to  the  officers  of 
the  company,  except  upon  the  completion  of  each  mile,  or 
upon  suffi3ient  proof  in  open  court  that  there  are  means 
enough  in  the  hands  of  said  company  to  complete  the 
same:  Provided  Juriher^  That  before  the  s^id  county  court 
shall  exercise  the  powers  herein  granted,  they  shall  submit 
to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county,  at  an  election  to  be 
held  in  ^aid  county  at  each  of  the  voting  precints  therein, 
on  the  5th  day  of  March,  1870,  the  question  whether  said 
voters  are  in  favor  of  making  the  subscription  or  not 
herein  contemplated,  and  if  the  affirmative  of  said  propo- 
sition shall  receive  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  then  cast, 
for  or  against  it«  the  said  county  court  shall  proceed  to 
make  the  subscription  and  exercise  the  powers  herein  con- 
templated. 

§  2.  Said  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  of  said  county  being  present  and  concurring  therein, 
shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  upon  all  the  property  in 
said  county  subject  to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes,  not 
to  exceed,  however,  fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars, 
nor  more  than  five  dollars  capitation  tax;  said  tax  to  be 
collected  in  same  manner,  and  by  same  officers,  who  shall 
execute  a  bond,  under  the  same  penalties,  as  the  revenue 
tax  is  now  collected  by  law. 

§  3.  The  officers  collecting  such  taxes  shall  give  the 
proper  receipt  to  the  person  paying  the  same,  which  shall 
pa98  by  assignment,  and  when  presented  to  the  proper 
officers  of  the  companies,  in  sums  equal  to  the  amount 
of  one  or  more  shares  of  stock  in  any  company  or  compa- 
nies in  which  the  subscriptions  are  made,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  shall  entitle  the  holders  to  corresponding  amounts 
of  said  stock.

§  2.  Thai  the  directors  of  said  road  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  let  the  building  of  said  bridge  to  the  lowest  and 
best  bidder,  at  as  ear^y  a  day  as  they  may  see  proper,  who, 
after  obtaining  all  the  private  stock  they  can,  shall  report 
the  deficit  to  the  county  court,  who  may  proceed  at  once 
(a  majority  being  present  and  concurring)  to  levy  a  lax 
sufficient  to  raise  the  said  deBctt» 

§  3.  This  tax  shall  be  collected  as  other  taxes,  and  paid 
over  to  the  directors  of  said  road. 

$  4.  The  county  shall  own  stock  to  the  amount  of  money 
paid  towards  the  construction  of  said  bridge. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  alter  its  passage.

CHAPTER  6S. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Feese's  Mill  TurDpike  Road  Coo^paDj. 

Be  tl  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

^  1.  That  a  body  corporate  and  politic  is  hereby  created,, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Feese^s  Mill  Turnpike 
Road  Company;  and  under  that  name  and  style  shall  have 
perpetual  succession;  may  have  a  common  seal;  may  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  tbe 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

^  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to  construct 
and  maintain  a  turnpike  road  from  tbe  town  of  Columbia 
to  Feese's  Mill,  in  Adair  county. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  eacb. 

^  4.  The  books  shall  be  open  for  subscription  of  stock  iu 
said  company  at  any  time  within  two  years  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  in  the  town  of  Columbia  and  other  places^ 
under  the  supervision  of  Samuel  Feese,  George  W.  Doho- 
ney.  Pack  Murray,  William  H.  Walker,  William  E.  Haker, 
William  Tood,  senior,  T.  H.  Frazer,  Robert  Jones,  and 
John  W.  Butler,  or  any  three  of  them,  wbo  are  hereby 
constituted  commissioners  for  such  purpose.  Those  sub- 
scribing stock  in  said  company  shall  be  bound  for  the 
amount  subscribed  by  eacb.  The  commissioners  may  re- 
ceive subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company  under  sucb 
conditions  as  they  may  deem  best,  after  making  sucb  con- 
ditions known  to  the  subscriber,  and  may  receive  subscrip- 
tions of  stock  in  contracts  tor  work  to  be  done  on  said 
road,  for  lumber,  timber,  gravel,  and  other  things  i^ecea- 
sary  for  the  making  of  said  road. 
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$  5.  As  Boon  as  two  thoasand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  1870. 
to  the  Ktock  of  said  company  it  may  be  organized  ;  and  to 
this  end  the  commissioners  acting  may  ^ive  notice  to  the 
sabscribers  of  stock,  by  po^^ting  notices  in  the  town  of  Co- 
lombia and  at  Feese*s  Mill,  of  the  electing  of  oflicers  of 
said  company,  which  shall  be  five  director:?,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  chosen  by  the  directors  as  president.  The  time 
and  place  of  such  election  nhall  be  stated  in  the  notices; 
and  after  the  first  election  the  elections  thereafter  shHil  be 
held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  in  each  year.  Bach 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  held  by  him,  which  may  he  cast  by  proxy.  No  one 
but  a  stockholder  shall  be  a  director.  The  fir^t  election 
shall.be  held  by  the  commissioners  or  those  acting.  Va- 
cancies shall  be  filled  by  the  board. 

$6.  The  board  of  directors  may  appoint  a  treasurer; 
and  the  president  may  appoint  an  agent  to  superintend  the 
construction  of  said  road,  and  its  maintenance  afterward, 
and  also  appoint  gate-keepers  when  said  road  is  com* 
pie  ted. 

(  7.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  may  make 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  their  own  govern- 
ment as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
constitution  of  this  State  nor  of  the  United  States,  nor  the 
laws  of  either.  > 

$  8.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  road  may,  as 
soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed  to  the  stock  of 
said  [company],  let  out  for  construction  any  portion  of  said 
road.  The  road  shall,  when  built,  be  made  liable  for  sale 
to  pay  debts  contracted  in  building  the  same. 

^  9.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  road,  when  it  is 
completed,  shall  have  the  ris^htto  charge  toll  on  said  road; 
but  not  in  excess  of  the  toll  now  charged  on  other  roads  in 
the  State,  which  is  regulated  according  to  the  distance  trav- 
eled by  the  laws  of  this  State;  but  no  toll  shall  be  charged 
any  one  for  traveling  on  said  road,  unless  it  be  kept  in 
good  repair. 

^  10.  The  said  company  may  receive  releases  of  right  of 
way  for  said  road,  and  ground  for  quarries,  toll-house,  and 
bridges,  by  consent  or  purchase;  and  they  may,  if  they 
deem  proper,  institute,  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  this 
State,  suit  for  right  of  way  upon  which  to  build  said  road; 
bat  no  such  right  of  way  shall  be  taken  without  paying 
jost  compensation  to  the  owner  thereof. 

}  II.  The  road  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  fifty  feet  wide  ;  and  persons  convicted  of  obstructing 
said  road  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
thirty  dollars,  which  fine  shall  be  used  by  the  company  to 
keep  said  road  in  repair.     The  said  company  shall  have 
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1870.       power  to  collect  a  rate  of  toll  not  to  exceed  the  amoont 
allowed  by  law. 

^12.  The  company  may  decide   in  what   installments 
the  subscription  of  stock  may  be  paid. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  84. 

AN  ACT   to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Carlisle  and   Park's  Perrj  Turn- 
pike Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Carlisle 
and  Park's  Ferry  Turnpike  Road  Company  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  to  issue  preferred  stock  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  four  thousand  ($4,000)  dollars, 
bearing  an  interest  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
net  income  of  the  road. 

§  2.  The  stock  provided  for  in  section  first  may  be  taken 
by  individuals  or  corporations;  and  the  county  of  Nicholas 
may  take  the  same,  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  on  such  terms, 
as  to  the  time  of  making  payment  for  such  stock,  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  between  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  turnpike  road  company,  and  a  majority,  with  the 
county  judge,  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county. 

$  3.  When  the  county  shall  have,  as  herein  provided, 
taken  stock  in  said  road,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pre- 
siding judge  of  the  county  court  to  subscribe  the  amount 
on  the  books  of  the  road  company,  and  to  order  a  levy^ 
on  all  the  property  of  the  county  subject  to  State  revenue 
tax,  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  raise  the  amount  so  subscribed ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  hand  the 
same  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  who  shall  collect  it  and 
pay  it  over  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  road, 
under  all  the  pains  and  penalties  prescribed  by  law  for 
the  collection  and  paying  over  the  State  revenue. 

§  4.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall  have 
the  same  powers,  in  relation  to  the  stock  and  the  stock- 
holders under  this  act,  as  they  now  possess  under  the 
original  charter  of  said  road;  and  shall  have  the  right, 
at  any  time  after  the  completion  of  the  road,  to  redeem 
the  stock  taken  under  this  act  at  its  par  value. 

^  5.  If  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  fail  to 
secure  means  by  the  first  of  June  next  to  complete  the 
building  of  the  same,  they  may,  at  any  time  thereafter, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  county  court  of  Nicholas,  a 
minority,  with  the  presiding  judge,  of  the  justices  of  the 
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peace  consenting  thereto,  sell  said  road,  in  order  to  pay        1870. 
its   debts   and   insure   its  completion  :  Provided^  That  at 
least  ten  days'  notice,  prior  to  any  sale,  be  given  by  pub- 
lication   in   the   newt<papers  published    nearest  the  road. 
§  6.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

f  1.  That  David  Bratton,  John  Gailskill,  and  Harvey 
Rice,  directors  of  the  Big  Stoner  and  Winchester  Turn- 
pike Road,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  erect 
two  half  gates  on  said  road,  at  such  points  as  they  may 
think  best  for  the  interest  of  stockholders.

CHAPTER  86. 

AN    ACT   for  the    benefit    of  the    town    of   Flemingsburg,    in    Fleming 

County. ' 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  (0)  six  of  chapter  1223  of  the  special 
acts  of  the  Kentucky  Legislature,  for  the  year  1867,  pages 
238  and  239,  volume  1st,  in  reference  to  the  town  of 
Flemingsburg,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  so  amended,  as  to 
read,  after  the  words  in  said  section  **and  shall  have  the 
right  to  imprison  the  person  so  fined  in  the  county  jail 
until  the  same  is  paid  by  imprisonment,  at  the  rate  of  two 
dollars  per  day,"  the  town  of  Flemingsburg  paying  the 
jailer  the  expenses  of  keeping  the  person  so  imprisoned, 
and  all  other  expenses  incurred*  by  the  arrest,  trial,  and 
commitment  of  said  person.

§  1.  That  the  Masonic  Temple  Company  of  Louisvillei 
Kentucky,  having  sold  and  delivered  to  the  purchaser 
twenty-Hve  bonds  of  said  company,  of  the  denomination 
of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  dated  July  IM,  18(i9,  and 
payable  ten  years  after  date,  as  authorized  by  an  net  of 
the  General  Assembly,  approved  March  10,  18r>9,  entitled 
*'An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  ^An  act  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  Louisville,'"  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered  to  execute  a  mortgage  on 
the  real  estate  owned  by  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  payment  of  said  bonds,  and  the  interest 
thereon;  said  mortgage,  when  signed  by  the  president  and 
countersigned  byrthe  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  com- 
pany, and  acknowledged  by  them  before  the  proper  officer, 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  eflect  in  law  as  if  made  and 
acknovi  ledged  on  the  day  of  the  date  of  said  bonds,  any 
law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

§  2.  But,  in  granting  the  powern  above  recited,  it  is  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  has 
priority  of  lien  on  all  claims  held  or  owned  by  her  against 
the  said  Masonic  Temple  Company.

CHAPTER  88. 

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Covington  and  CiDcianati   Street   Railwaj 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Edward  F.  Abbott.  S.  J.  Redgate,  Samuel  V. 
Reid,  and  B.  R.  Morton,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  created  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  with  per- 
petual 8Ucces;«ion,  under  the  name  and  style  of  **  The  Cov- 
ington and  Cincinnati  Street  Railway  Company;"  and  io 
such  name  to  have  full  power  to  contract  and  be  contract- 
ed with,  sue  and  be  sued,  construct  and  manage  railways 
in  said  city  of  Covington  and  vicinity. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  paid  for  thus:  one  dollar  per  share 
on  subscribing,  and  the  residue  on  such  calls  as  the  direct- 
ors shall  prescribe;  and  if  any  call  shall  remain  unpaid 
thirty  days  after  due,  the  same  may  be  collected  by  suit, 
or  the  company  may  forfeit  the  subscription,  and  all  pay* 
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nients  made  thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation,       1870. 
aftf^r  thirty  days'  notice  to  that  etTect  being  published  in 
some  newspaper,  or  served  upon  the  subscriber  or  his  suc- 
cessor. 

§  3.  That  the  per:«on8  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  authorized  to  receive  sub- 
scriptions to  said  capital  stock,  at  such  time  and  place  or 
places  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  and  receive  the  ad- 
vanced installment;  and  whenever  not  less  thnn  five 
hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  may  hold  an  election 
for  five  directors,  and  shall  preside  at  the  same,  and  give 
certificates  to  the  persons  elected  directors.  The  election 
Bbnll  be  by  ballot,  and  stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or 
by  proxy,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share 
held  by  him,  and  a  plurality  shall  elect. 

^  4.  The  diiectors  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  their 
body  president,  and  any  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  business.  The  board  may  appoint  such  oificers, 
agents,  and  employees  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or 
proper,  and  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  their  compensa- 
tion ;  may  make  and  ordain  all  necessary  by-laws  and 
rules  for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  company 
and  its  bus>iness,  in  the  discretion  of  the  president  and 
directors;  determine  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the 
annual  elections,  and  from  time  to  time  may  declare  such 
dividends  of  the  business  of  the  company  as  the  net  prof- 
its shall  justify. 

(  5.  The  business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  street  railways  in  said  city  and 
Ticinity,  along  such  streets  and  public  highways  in  the 
city  as  the  council  may  grant  the  right  of  way  to,  and 
along  such  roads  out  of  the  city  as  the  companies  own- 
ing the  road  may  cede  the  right  to  the  use  of  so  much  of 
the  road  or  grade ;  and  said  city  and  such  companies  are 
hereby  authorized  to  grant  the  right  of  way,  and  to  agree 
to  the  necessary  grade  for  the  railway  tracks;  and  when 
the  right  of  way  cannot  be  obtained  by  mutual  agree- 
ment, then  the  company  may  proceed  to  condemn  the 
same,  as  in  case  of  turnpikes  and  plank  roads  ;  when  the 
track  may  be  prepared  for  use,  and  cars  run  thereon,  the 
company  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  reasonable  rales 
of  tare  ibr  passengers,  which  shall  be  payable  on  enter- 
ing the  cars;  and  it  any  passenger  shall  fail  or  refuse  the 
payment,  such  passenger  may  be  excluded  from  the  car, 
provided  the  company  shall  have  the  rate  in  prinf  posted 
up  in  the  car  to  plain  view. 

(  G.  The  company  may  purchase  and  hold  such  real  and 
personal  estate,  routes  and  railway  tracks,  as  may  be 
deemed  requisite  for  its  use,  and  sell,  exchange,  and  con- 
vey the  same  at  pleasure ;   and  may  erect  or  purchase 
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1870.  »^(^h  buildings,  car-houses,  shops,  stables,  and  offices  for 
the  use  of  the  company,  as  the  wants  and  convenience 
of  the  business  shall  seem  to  demand. 

§  7.  Authority  is  hereby  given  to  the  company  to  con- 
nect with  and  use  the  track  of  any  other  railway  com- 
pany in  said  city  and  vicinity,  on  equitable  terms  ;  that  is, 
to  pay  such  company  a  fair  compensation  for  the  use  of 
such  track  ;  and  it  may  also  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of 
the  company,  and  issue  its  bonds  therefor,  bearing  interest, 
not  exceeding  ten  (10)  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  secure 
the  payment  of  the  same  by  a  mortgage  upon  the  prop- 
erty, rights  and  franchises,  and  incomes  of  the  corporation  : 
Provided,  The  bonds  shall  be  payable  after  date  at  some  par- 
ticular place,  and  of  not  less  denomination  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  there  shall  be  coupons  attached  thereto. 

§  8.  The  president  shall  be  the  chief  officer  of  the  com- 
pany, and  shall  perform  such  duties,  and  possess  such 
powers,  and  receive  such  salary  or  compensation,  as  the 
board  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  89. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  J.  K.  Jenkins,  of  Tennessee. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/te  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  be,  and  is  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of 
any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  pay  J.  K.  Jenkins  for  con- 
veying Mat.  Hanson  (a  fugitive  from  justice)  from  this 
Commonwealth,  from  iSlashville,  Tennessee,  to  Frankfort. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

CHAPTER  90. 

AN  ACT  prohibiting  the  Bale  of  Spirituous,  Vinous,  and  Malt  Liquors  withia 
a  luile  of  Parkersville  Male  and  Female  Institute,  in  Lyon  countj. 

Whereas,  The  citizens  residing  within  one  mile  of  Par- 
kersville Male  and  Female  Institute,  in  Lyon  county,  have, 
with  great  unanimity,  petitioned  the  General  Assembly  for 
the  passage  of  a  law  prohibiting  the  sale  of  spirituous, 
vinous,  and  malt  liquors  within  one  mile  of  said  Institute; 
therefore, 
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Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  Commonwealth       1870. 
oj  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  it  eihal]  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  in  any  quantities  what- 
ever, within  one  mile  of  Parkersville  Male  and  Female 
Institute,  in  Lyon  county,  unless  prescribed  by  a  practicing 
physician  for  medicinal  purposes. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  in  the  same 
manner  that  other  fines  are  recovered  for  misdemeanors. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage;  and  all 
acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  it  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  91. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  the  Mc'chanics' 
Co-operative  and  Building  Association,  of  LouisTille,"  approved  January 
27,  1868. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

i  I.  That  all  the  general  and  special  corporate  powers 
and  privileges  granted  to  said  association  by  said  act  of 
incorporation,  except  such  changes  as  may  be  made  by 
this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  continued  in  full 
force. 

}  2.  Any  person  or  corporation  capable  of  contracting, 
may  become  an  enrolled  member  of  said  association,  upon 
the  payment  of  ten  dollars ;  and  such  members  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  privileges  of  making  purchases  of  homes, 
or  loans  of  money  from  said  association,  whenever  there 
should  be  no  applicant  for  said  benefits  who  is  an  owner 
of  stock  therein. 

§  3.  Shares  of  stock  in  said  association  shall  be  five 
hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  subscribed  only  by 
enrolled  members  to  the  extent  of  one  thousand  or  more 
shares,  and  when  subscribed,  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate 
of  fifty  cents  per  week  for  each  share :  Provided^  That 
stockholders  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  their  stock  in 
monthly,  quarterly,  semi-annual,  or  annual  calls,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  in  advance,  upon 
each  share ;  until  said  original  stock  is  fully  paid  up,  the 
annual  accumulations,  profits  or  dividends  thereon,  after 
deducting  current  expenses,  shall  be  applied  to  the  extin- 
guishment of  future  payments  that  may  become  due  on 
the  shares  respectively.  When  a  share  of  stock  shall  have 
been  fully  paid,  and  a  certificate  issued  therefor,  the  sub- 
sequent dividends  or  accumulations  thereon  shall  be  ap- 
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1870.  pli<^<l  to  the  credit  of  any  indebtedness  to  the  association 
by  the  holder  of  such  paid-up  share,  whether  the  indebted- 
nejss  be  for  stock  or  otherwise  ;  if  the  owner  or  holder  of 
such  p'lid  up  stock  should  not  be  indebted  to  the  a^:3f)cia- 
tion,  e^uch  accumulations  or  dividends  shall  be  paid  seoii* 
annually  in  cash.  Whenever  a  member  shall  pay  one 
hundred  dollars  for  account  of  stock  in  said  ass<»ciation, 
the  president  shall  issue  to  such  member  one  filth  share 
certificate  therefor,  which  certificate  shall  be  counter:<igned 
by  the  secretary,  with  the  seal  of  said  corporation  attached, 
and  the  snme  shall  be  numbered  and  registered.  All  cer- 
tificates of  stock  shall  be  assignable  in  person  or  by  attor- 
ney; and  when  the  transfer  is  registered  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary,  shall  vest  in  the  holder  an  absolute  title.  The 
po:iisession  of  five  fractional  or  fifth-share  certificates  shall 
entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  share  of  paid  up  stock  ia 
said  association  ;  such  full  share  certificate  shall  be  issued, 
regi.itered,  and  numbered  by  the  president  and  secretary 
upon  the  surrender  and  cancelment  of  said  fractional  cer- 
tificates. 

^  4.  One  half  of  all  moneys  collected  and  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  said  association  upon  stock  subscriptions^  «ihall 
be  set  apart  and  constitute  the  building  fund.  This  fund 
shall  be  carefully  invested,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  pres- 
ident and  board  of  control,  in  vacant  ground,  and  in  the 
erection  thereon  of  suitable  tenements  and  homes.  Real 
estate  so  purchased  or  improved  by  said  as.-'ociation,  shall 
be  sold  to  members  in  such  quantities,  prices,  and  upon 
such  credits,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  president  and 
board  of  control  may  seem  best  calculated  to  promote 
the  interest  of  the  stockholders,  and  give  the  largest 
amount  of  benefit  to  the  greatest  number  of  members 
who  ai*e  housekeepers  and  renters. 

§  5.  The  residue  of  said  stock  payments  shall  constitute 
the  loan  fund  of  said  association.  The  money  belonging 
to  said  loan  fund  shall  be  advanced  or  loanevl  to  mem- 
bers in  sums  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars^  and  up- 
wards, but  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  at  one 
time,  unless  the  applicant  has  no  competition  for  the 
loan,  or  is  the  owner  of  more  than  one  share  of  stock. 
The  repayment  of  said  advances  and  loans,  together 
with  interest  and  expense  of  collection,  shall  be  secured 
to  the  association  by  mortgage  from  the  borrower,  upoa 
real  estate  worth  at  least  fifty  per  cent,  more  than  the 
sum  advanced,  and  also  by  the  pledj^e  of  any  stock 
which  may  be  owned  by  the  borrower:  Provided^  That 
in  cases  where  the  advance  or  loan  is  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  purchasing  for  the  borrower  a  vacant  lot  of 
ground  or  a  family  residence,  or  to  retire  liens  upon  hia 
homestead,  a  mortgage  given  upoa  such  real  estate,  with 
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a  pledge  of  9tock  as  aforesaid,  9hall  be  deemed  sufHcient  1870. 
security.  Said  advances  or  loans  shall  be  awarJed  by 
the  pre-'ident  and  board  of  control  only  upon  written 
proposals,  signed  by  the  applicant,  who  shall  stipulate 
the  rate  of  discount  he  or  she  is  able  and  willing  to  pay; 
and  any  such  proposal  which  may  be  accepted  by  said 
pres>ident  and  board  of  control,  and  secured  as  aforesaid, 
shall,  upon  application  and  a  proper  presentation  of  the 
cause  of  action,  be  enforced  by  any  court  in  this  Com- 
monwealth having  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter;  and 
the  beneficiary  or  borrower  shall  be  entitled  to  no  nbate- 
ment  whatever  on  his  debt  upon  the  plea  of  usury:  Pro- 
frided,  however^  That  advances  or  loans  may  be  cancelled 
or  paid  at  maturity  to  the  extent  of  the  par  value  of 
stock  certificates  or  fractional  certificates,  which  may  be 
surrendered  by  the  debtor  for  that  purpose :  Provided 
furthcry  That  the  aforesaid  association  shnll  charge  the 
borrower  no  greater  rate  of  interest  for  the  use  of  money 
than  the  chartered  banks  of  this  Commonwealth  are 
authorized  by  law  to  charge. 

§  6  Gratuitous  or  voluntary  donations  to  said  associa- 
tion b}'  other  corporations  or  individuals,  shall  be  held  in 
trust  by  the  president  and  board  of  control  and  their 
successors,  either  for  the  e:»tablishment  of  a  permanent 
library  and  reading-room,  or  a  gallery  of  art,  polytechnic 
school,  or  to  create  a  fund  for  the  mnintenance  and  edu- 
cation of  the  orphans  of  deceased  members,  at  the  donor's 
option. 

§  7.  The  property  and  stock  belonging  to  said  associa- 
tion, excl'i:«ive  of  the  endowment  fund,  ^hall  be  liable 
only  for  an  ad  valorem  tax,  which  shall  be  asssessed 
againot  said  corporation  and  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  taxes  are  now  assessed  and  collected  by  law 
upon  real  e^state ;  but  the  stock  in  said  association  shall 
not  be  subject  to  any  additional  tax  in  the  hands  of  in- 
dividuals. 

§  8.  Tiie  stockholders  in  said  association,  with  the  pres- 
ident and  board  of  control,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  make  and  prescribe  all  needful  by-laws, 
rulep  and  regulations,  which  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  perfect  the  successful  operations  and  purposes  of  said 
association. 

§  0.  Section  six  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  declare  the  meaning  of  an  act  approved  24th  Fehra- 
ary,  1868,  entitled  ''An  act  Proyidlng  for  the  Organization  of  Police 
Force  for  the  City  of  Louisville  and  Jefferson  County." 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assentibly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  that  there  has  been  a 
contest,  in  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  between  the 
city  of  Louisville  and  the  Police  Commissioners  of  the  city 
of  Louisville  and  Jefferson  county,  growing  out  of  the 
construction  of  the  act  approved  24th  of  February,  1868, 
referred  to  in  the  title  hereof,  and  that  pending  such  litiga- 
tion the  old  police  force  of  said  city  performed  police  duty 
under  the  orders  and  instructions  of  the  mayor  of  said  city 
up  to  the  final  determination  of  said  litigation;  and 
whereas,  by  the  charter  of  said  city,  prior  to  the  passage 
of  said  act  of  February  24th,  1868,  the  mayor  was  head  of 
the  police  of  said  city,  and  they  were  bound  to  obey  his 
orders  as  such;  and  said  police  force  did  do  and  perform 
police  duties  as  aforesaid;  and  whereas,  it  is  further  rep- 
resented, that  said  act  is  construed  by  the  city  authorities 
as  prohibiting  the  general  council  from  paying  said  police 
force  compensation  for  said  services;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
declared  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  that  it  was  not  and  is  not  the  meaning  and 
intent  of  said  act  to  prohibit  the  general  council  of  the  city 
of  Louisville  from  paying  said  police  force  compensation 
for  service  up  to  the  determinatien  of  said  litigation ;  and 
to  remove  all  doubts  upon  the  subject,  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

$  1.  That  the  said  act  be.  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so 
amended  that  the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville 
be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  pay  said 
police  force  for  any  police  services  rendered  in  said  city 
pending  said  litigation  and  to  its  final  determination,  any- 
thing in  said  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  93. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Town  of  Taylorsville,  in  Spencer 

County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Taylorsville,  in  the 
county  of  Spencer,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to 
license  coffee-houses  in  said  town,  and  levy  and  collect 
such  tax  on  the  same  as  they  may  think  proper;  but  be- 
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fore  any  sach  coffee-hoase  keeper  shall  presume  to  sell  any       1870. 
spirituoQB  or  vinous  liquors,  they  shall  comply  with  the  act 
approved  February  17,  1860,  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate 
coffee-houses  in  this  Commonwealth." 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  said  town  are  also  hereby  author- 
ized to  tax  any  tavern  in  said  town  that  may  be  hereafter 
licensed  by  the  county  court  of  said  county;  but  said  tax 
•hall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the  State  tax. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

▲H  ACT  to  legalize  the  Transfers  of  certain  Shares  of  Stock  in  the  Huston-

of  stock  (of  fifty  dollars  each)  in  the  Hustonviile  and  Brad- 
fordsville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  failing  to  pay  for 
same,  said  shares  were,  by  the  officers  of  said  company, 
forfeited  and  sold;  at  the  sale  thereof  one  Charles  Wilcher 
became  the  purchaser;  he  afterwards  sold  and  transferred 
the  same,  together  with  one  other  share  of  same  stock,  to 
John  Dinwiddie;  said  Dinwiddle  again  sold  same  to  one 
George  Carpenter;  wherefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  the  said  transfers  and  assignments  of  said 
shares  of  stock  in  said  turnpike  road  company  are  hereby 
declared  legal,  valid,  and  binding,  any  informalities  there- 
in notwithstanding;  and  when  said  shares  are  transferred 
by  said  John  Dinwiddie  to  said  George  Carpenter,  and 
said  transfer  is  entered  on  the  books  of  said  company  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  charter,  then  the  right  to, 
and  property  in,  said  shares  shall  be  vested  in  said  Car- 
penter as  fully  and  effectually  as  if  they  were  originally 
issued  to  him  by  said  company. 

}  6.  This  act  shall  take  eflect  on  and  after  its  passage.

(  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  past^age.

nation  of  one  thousand  dollars. 
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^  2.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  ri^ht  hereafter,      1S70. 
by  general  laws,  to  regulate  and  fix  the  rate  of  charges 
for  transportation  of  passengers  and  freight. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  98. 

AN  ACT  to  iacorporate  the  Falls  Clij  Bagging  Hanafactnring  Gonpanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentuckif: 

§  1.  that  D.  H.  Davies,  L.  T.  Thustin,  and  J.  Smith 
Speed,  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  State  of  Kentucky  ; 
and  iSamuel  H.  Morgan,  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and 
their  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  ''Palls  City  Bag- 
ging Manufacturing  Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  defend,  ia 
ail  courts  and  places  as  natural  persons;  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and 
to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  company,  and  the  conduct  of  its  business, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
Com  moQ  wealth. 

§  2.  That  this  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
and  hold  such  real  estate  in  Kentucky,  by  lease,  in  fee  or 
otherwise,  and  such  manufacturing  privileges,  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  its  business;  and  shall 
have  power  to  purchase  and  sell  hemp,  jiite,  and  flax  bag- 
ging, rope,  and  twine,  or  bagging,  rope,  and  twine  manu- 
factured from  any  other  material  ;  also  iron  ties ;  also  to 
sell  and  purchase  hemp,  jute,  flax,  tow,  and  other  mate* 
rials  for  the  manufacturing  of  bagging,  rope,  and  twinOt 
and  to  transport  and  sell  the  same,  in  or  out  of  this  State; 
to  lease,  buy,  erect,  or  construct  all  buildings,  machinery, 
tools,  fixtures,  and  persooal  property  deemed  necessary  or 
proper  iu  thecarryingon  said  busines8,or  any  part  thereof; 
to  sell,  convey,  transfer  or  assign,  all  or  any  part  or  inter- 
est in  any  of  said  estate,  real  or  personal,  corporeal  or  in- 
corporeal, and  to  exercise  any  necessary  and  proper  powers 
to  carry  out  the  express  power  herein  granted ;  but  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  granting  the 
said  company  any  banking  powers. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
one  thousand  dollars  each,  which  shares  shall  be  personal 
property,  and  shall  be  evidenced  and  transferable  as  pro- 
vided by  the  by-laws  of  the  company.    The  majority  of 
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1870.  ^^^^  corporators  shall  have  power  to  organize  said  com- 
pany at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  select,  and  re- 
ceive subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company; 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  by  giving  five  days' 
notice  in  one  of  the  Louisville  city  papers,  to  elect  three 
directors,  the  director|i  to  elect  one  of  their  number  presi- 
dent of  the  company,  which  said  board  of  directors  shall 
remain  in  office  for  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
and  until  their  successors  are  qualified;  and  in  case  of 
death  or  resignation;  the  remaining  board  of  directors  to 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  until  the  end  of  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  until  a  regular  successor  is  qualified.  Said 
board  of  directors  to  have  the  power  to  receive  additional 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock ;  and  when  not  less  than 
twenty  thousand  dollars  are  subscribed,  and  such  portions 
thereof  paid  in  as  the  said  directors  shall  require  to  be 
paid  cash,  the  company  may  proceed  to  business. 

§  4.  Each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one 
vote  at  the  election  of  directors,  or  in  stockholders'  meet- 
ings, and  must  be  voted  by  the  holder  in  person,  or  by 
virtue  of  a  written  proxy,  signed  by  the  holder;  and  no 
person  shall  be  voted  for,  or  hold  the  office  of  director,  who 
does  not  own  at  least  five  shares  of  the  capital  stock. 

}  5.  The  said  by-laws  may  provide  for  the  appointment, 
employment,  and  payment  of  all  the  necessary  secretaries, 
treasurers,  cashiers,  and  other  agents,  employees,  and 
other  operatives,  and  for  requiring  bond  and  security  of 
each  of  its  officers,  and  in  such  amounts  and  penalties  as 
it  may  deem  proper,  the  better  to  secure  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties. 

§  6.  And  the  said  company  may,  from  time  to  time,  as  it 
may  see  proper,  make,  declare,  and  pay  dividends  of  profits, 
and  distribute  its  net  receipts,  and  the  proceeds  of  sales, 
amongst  the  stockholders  pro  ra^a,  according  to  the  amount 
held  by  each. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  efifect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  99. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Union  Chapter,  No.  54,  Royal  Arch  Masooi. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  the  present  members,  and  all  those  who  may 
hereafter  become  members,  of  Union  Chapter,  No.  54,  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  of  the  town  of  Morganfield,  Union 
county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "  Union  Chapter, 
No.  54y  of  Royal  Arch  Masons ;''  and  by  that  name  and 
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style  shall  have  perpetaal  succession,  and  be  capable  of  1870. 
contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  b«ing 
sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  purchasing  and 
holding  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  required 
for  the  use  of  said  Chapter;  to  receive  all  necessary  con- 
veyances; to  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all  such  real  or 
personal  estate  as  they  now  have  or  may  hereafter  acquire : 
Provided^  That  the  amount  invested  in  real  estate,  exclu- 
sive of  buildings  thereon,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  ten  thou- 
sand dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  confided  to  the  officers  men- 
tioned in  section  four  of  this  act,  as  trustees  thereof,  who, 
or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  have  power  to  make  all  con- 
tracts pertaining  to  the  personal  or  real  estate  of  said 
Chapter;  and  in  conveying  real  estate,  all  of  said  trustees 
shall  join  in  such  conveyance. 

$  3.  That  said  Chapter  shall  have  power  to  pass  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  property  and  other 
interests  of  said  corporation ;  and  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  may  change  same  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  That  the  High  Priest,  King,  and  SScribe  elected  at 
the  last  annual  election^of  said  Chapter,  and  their  success- 
ors, shall  exercise  all  the  rights  and  powers  conferred  by 
section  second  of  this  act. 

^  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  100. 

AN  ACT  to  settle  the  affairs  of  the  Old  Bank  of  Kentuckj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
sf  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is, 
authorized  and  directed  to  sell  the  bonds  held  by  him  as 
the  property  of  the  Old  Bank  of  Kentucky,  and  pay  the 
proceds  thereof  into  the  Public  Treasury  to  the  credit  of 
said  bank.  He  shall  also  pay  into  the  Treasury  any 
money  he  may  hold,  or  may  hereafter  receive,  belonging 
to  said  bank. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  publish, 
in  three  or  more  newspapers  in  this  Commonwealth,  notice 
for  at  least  three  months,  requiring  all  persons  having 
claims  against  said  bank  to  tile  the  same  with  him  for 
liquidation   and   settlement,   warning   them   that   if  they 
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1870.  Ai*^  vi^t  80  filed  i^iithin  nine  monthe,  that  they  will  be 
barred. 

§3.  That  it  ehall  also  be  the  doty  of  the  Auditor  to 
receive  all  claims  directed  to  be  filed  M'ith  hinri  under 
the  second  section  of  this  act;  and  within  thirty  days 
alter  the  expiration  of  the  time  given  to  file  said  claims, 
he  shall  proceed  to  audit  and  pay  the  same,  pi-o  rata,  out 
of  the  fund  in  the  Treasury  to  the  credit  ot  said  bank. 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  pay,  first,  all  necessary  expenses 
incurred  by  him  under  this  act;  secondly,  all  debts  thai 
may  he  found  due  and  owing  by  said  bank;  and  thirdly, 
he  shall  pay  the  balance  ol  t>aid  fund,  pro  rata,  to  equal* 
ize,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  stockholders  in  the  same. 

(  4.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  101. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  BellefoBte  Iron  CoinpRnj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CominontceaUh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Thomas  W.  Means,  John  Russell,  Hugh 
Means,  A.  C.  Campbell,  and  John  Means,  or  any  three 
of  them,  and  their  ass^ociates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Kentucky 
Bellefonte  Iron  Company;  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
succession,  and  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued  ;  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and 
shall,  by  their  corporate  name,  be  capable  of  purchasing, 
holding,  leasing,  selling,  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  in  all  respects  the  same  as  natural  persons. 

§  2.  They  shall  have  full  power  to  possess,  use,  enjoy, 
and  dispose  of  such  property  and  effects  for  conducting 
the  manufacture  of  pig-iron  and  fire-brick,  any  kind  of 
manufacturing  or  mining  business  or  transportation,  and 
vending  coal  or  other  material,  in  the  counties  ot  Greenup, 
Boyd,  Carter,  and  Lawrence,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky; 
and  they  may  build  and  construct,  upon  any  lands  they 
may  acquire  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  furnaces, 
rolling  mills,  foundries,  tire- brick  works,  and  any  other 
machinery  or  works  that  may  be  desired  to  develop  tbe 
resources  of  their  property,  and  transport  the  product 
thereof  to  markets,  and  encourage  the  erection  of  manu- 
facturing establishments  in  their  vicinity. 

§  3  This  corporation  is  empowered  to  constroct  roads 
or  railways,  of  double  or  single  track,  to  any  or  all  their 
mines  or  manufactories;  and  for  such  purpose  may  cross 
or  pacs  along  any  highway  or  water-course:  Provided, 
Such  highway  is  not  obstructed  by  such  roads  or  railways. 
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or  the  navigation  of  any  such  water-course  ohstructed  by  1870. 
such  roatid  or  railways:  And  provided  further ^ThwX  8uch 
highways  or  water-courses  be  left  in  as  good  condition 
as  before  for  public  u;»e;  and  they  may  enter  upon  and 
cross  any  lands  for  such  purposes,  provided  the  consent  of 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof  be  obtained. 

^  4.  Said  company  may  lease,  mortgage,  sell  and  con- 
vey, or  pledge  any  road  or  pergonal  property  and  effects^ 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  necessary,  in  transacting  and 
facilitating  the  bunness  of  said  company. 

(  5.  The  Htockholders  in  the  company  may  make  such 
prudentiril  by-tiws  as  they  sh^ll  deem  proper  for  the  man- 
agement of  the  stock  and  bu^ines^  aflfdirs  of  the  company, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  Uni- 
ted States. 

Vt».  Said  company  shall  appoint  three  or  more  directors, 
who  shall  be  stockholders  therein,  and  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  who  shall  appoint  a  president  from  their 
own  body,  and  have  power  to  appoint  any  one  or  more  of 
its  members  or  other  persons,  to  manage,  control,  and 
direct  the  business  of  the  corporation,  according  to  the  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations,  which  the  stockholders  may 
adopt.  ^ 

^  7.  Said  company  may,  from  time  to  time,  subscribe 
stock  in  any  railroad  in  their  vicinity  which  may  facilitate 
their  business,  provided  the  consent  of  a  majority  (in 
value)  of  the  stockholders  entitled  to  vote  be  firs«t  obtained 
thereon:  Provided^  Such  subscription  shall  not  in  the  ag- 
gregate amount  to  more  than  one  tenth  of  the  paid  up 
capital  Htuck. 

\  8.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  ex- 
ceed five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  thousand  dollars  each;  and  in  all  meetings  of 
the  stockholders  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  every  share  held  and  owned  by  them ;  and  said 
vote  may  be  given  either  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

§  9.  Said  company,  when  fully  opened  and  organized, 
shallcau^^e  a  book  to  be  opened  and  kept  subject  to  the  in* 
spection  of  any  stockholder,  which  shall  contain  the  names 
of  all  the  stockholders  ancl  the  number  of  shares  held  and 
owned  by  each;  and  said  shares  may  be  transferred  in  the 
manner  which  shall  be  prescribed  in  the  by-laws. 

§  10.  Each  stockholder  shall  share  the  protits  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  company  to  the  extent  of,  and  in  proportion  to, 
the  amount  of  capital  stock  owned  by  them. 

§  11.  The  directors  may  demand  from  the  stockholders        # 
respectively  such  sums  of  money,  by  them  subscribed,  at 
■Qch  times,  and  in  such  installments,  as  the  directors  may 
deem  proper,  under  penalty  of  forfeiting  the  stock  sub- 
Bcribed  for,  and  all  previous  payments  thereon,  unless  pay- 
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1870.  tnents  ehall  be  made  by  the  stockholders  within  sixty  days 
after  a  personal  demand,  or  after  notice  requiring  such 
payment  shall  have  been  published  in  some  newspaper 
printed  in  Boyd  county,  or,  if  none  therein,  then  in  the 
newspaper  printed  tn  this  State  nearest  thereto. 

§  12.  The  property  of  said  corporation  shall  be  assessed 
at  its  true  value,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  property  of 
individuals,  citizens  of  this  State,  is  listed  for  taxation. 

$  13.  The  corporators  hereinbefore  named,  or  any  three 
of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  open 
books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpora- 
tion; said  books  ?ha)l  be  opened  in  the  town  of  As^hland, 
Boyd  county,  and  at  Bellefonte  Furnace,  all  in  this  State; 
and  the  company  may  be  organized  as  soon  as  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed. 

^  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  102, 

AN  ACT  to  ftmend  the  Charter  of  the  Citizens'  Bank. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Citizens'  Bank  be  so 
amended  as  to  authorize  said  bank  to  increase  its  capital 
to  the  sum  of  one  million  of  dollars,  at  such  time  and  on 
such  terms  as  the  board  of  directors  of  said  bank  may 
deem  advisable,  subject  to  same  rules  and  payment  of 
same  revenue  the  present  stock  pa3's  to  the  State. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  enforced  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  105. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  oS  Harrison  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county 
of  Harrison,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said  county  con- 
curring therein,  shall  have  the  authority,  and  they  are 
hereby  empowered,  to  repair  and  enlarge  the  Harrison 
Academy,  owned  by  said  county  court;  and  to  defray  the 
expenses  thnt  may  accrue  in  such  repairs  and  enlargement, 
shall  have  the  power  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all 
taxable  property  in  said  county,  not  to  exceed  twelve  cents 
on  the  hundred  dollars;  said  tax  to  be  collected  by  the 
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flheriflT  of  said  county  as  the  general  revenue  is  now  col-       1870. 
lected,  and  under  the  sanne  penalties  and  re:<trictions. 
(  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  106. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  McLean  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlte  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  levy  court  of  McLean  county,  a  majority 
of  the  magistrates  in  commission  being  present  and  con- 
curring therein,  may,  and  they  are  hereby,  empowered  to 
levy  a  poll-tax  upon  the  male  citizens  of  said  county,  lia- 
ble to  pay  taxes  under  existing  laws,  not  exceeding  three 
dollars  on  each  poll,  and  an  ad  valorem  tax  not  exceeding 
five  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  of 
said  county,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  indebtedness  of 
•aid  county  and  for  county  purposes. 

§  2.  The  presiding  judge  may  convene  the  magistrates 
for  the  purpose  of  making  the  increased  levy  herein  pro- 
vided for,  at  any  time  he  may  deem  advisable  after  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  107. 

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  Fleming  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  in  the  year 
1870,  the  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Fleming  shall,  in  each 
Justices' ^district  in  said  county,  cause  a  poll-book  to  be 
opened,  in  one  column  of  which  shall  be  written  ''For  the 
tax,"  and  in  another  column  shall  be  written  "Against  the 
tax;"  and  the  question  shall  be  propounded  by  sheriff  of 
•aid  election:  '*Are  you  for  or  against  a  tax  of  fifteen  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  in  Flem- 
ing county  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue  purposes, 
for  the  repairing  and  erecting  public  buildings  in  said 
county ,"  and  the  vote  of  each  qualified  voter  shall  here* 
corded  accordingly.  And  if  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
Voters  of  Haid  county  voting  for  and  against  said  proposi- 
tion shall  vote  in  favor  of  said  proposition,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  court  of  claims  of  said  county,  ne.\t  after  said 
election,  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  tilteen  cents  on 
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1870.       ^sch  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in  said  coanty 
Buhject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue.     Said  tax  shall  be 
collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
State  revenue  ia  collected. 
§  2.  Thid  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  108. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporato  the   Farmdale   and    Bridgeport  Tamplko   Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereb}'  created,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Farmdale  and  Bridgeport  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  artificial  road, 
from  a  point  on  the  Frankfort  and  Lawrenceburg  Turn- 
pike Road,  where  the  present  road,  leading  from  South 
Benson  Church,  unites  with  said  last  mentioned  pike» 
near  the  Kentucky  Military  Institute,  to  the  town  of 
Bridgeport,  on  the  Frankfort  and  Louisville  Tunnpike 
Road. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be, 
but  shall  not  exceed,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
opened  either  at  Farmdale  or  at  Bridgeport,  or  simulta- 
neously at  both  places,  at  such  time  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named,  due  notice 
of  which  shall  be  given  by  public  advertisement  at  leaat 
ten  days  previous  thereto;  and  that  Tho.  Farmer,  N.  Trib- 
ble,  Wm.  Sccifield,  G.  W.  Hall,  and  W.  F.  Parrent,  are 
hereby  constituted  and  appointed  commissioners,  any  two 
of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  receive  subscriptions  for 
Btock  in  said  road. 

§  4.  The  subscribers  of  stock  shall  sign  in  a  l}ook  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  an  obligation  as  tuUows,  viz:  *' We, 
whose  names  are  hereto  aflixed,  do  severally  promise  to 
pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Farmdale  and 
Bridgeport  Turnpike  Road  Company,  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  annexed  to  our  respective 
names.  As  witness  our  hands  and  seals  this  —  day  of 
,  one  thousand  eijjht  hundred  and  seventy."  If, 
from  any  cause,  the  said  books  should  not  be  opened  oa 
the  day  first  fixed  upon  by  the  commissioners,  or  the 
entire  stock  shall  not  be  taken,  they  mny  designate  some 
other  day,  and  may  continue  to  keep  open  said  books 
until  the  whole  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have  beea 
taken. 
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§  5.  That  whenever  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  1871- 
shaM  have  been  taken,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
miMioners  to  advertise  the  same,  bv  written  notices 
posted  up  at  Farmdale  and  at  Bridgeport,  calling  the 
stockholders  together  at  such  place  and  time  a:*  they 
may  designate  in  said  notice,  and  who,  when  called  to- 
gether, shall  proceed  to  elect  from  their  number  a  .pres- 
ident, treasurer,  secretary,  and  five  directors,  each  of 
^'hom  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  hi.^  office, 
take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  that  he 
wilt  honestly,  faithfully,  and  justly  perform  their  respect- 
ive duties,  a  certificate  of  which  shall  be  recorded  by  the 
secretary  in  the  books  of  the  company.  The  treasurer 
shall  execute  bond,  with  security,  in  such  penalty  and 
conditions  as  the  president  and  directors  may  preset ibe, 
payable  to  the  president,  directprs,  and  company  of  the 
Farmdale  and  Bridgeport  Turnpike  Road;  which  bond 
sh?.11  be  preserved  by  the  secretary.  The  said  odioers 
shall  hold  their  <>fBces  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  an<j  qualified:  Provided ^  That  no 
one  shall  hold  either  of  said  (offices  unless  he  is  a  share- 
holder in  said  road;  and  that  in  the  election  of  said  offi- 
cers, each  shareholder  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share 
he  holds ;  that  the  said  president,  directors,  and  com- 
pany shall  be  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  president,  directors,  and  company  of  **The 
Farmdale  and  Bridgeport  Turnpike  Road  Company;" 
shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter;  and  do  and 
perform  all  things  that  like  corporate  bodies  can  do,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States. 

(  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  said  road  company  to  let  two  or  more  miles  of  said 
road  out  (commencing  at  the  eastern  terminus  of  said 
road,  near  the  Kentucky  Military  Institute),  whenever  fif- 
teen hundred  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
shall  have  been  taken,  and  the  remainder  when  they  may 
think  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock,  together  with  the  county 
subscription  to  said  road,  has  been  taken  to  complete  the 
same.  That  they  may  let  any  portion  of  said  road  to  be 
made  of  gravel  or  stone,  as  they  may  deem  proper ;  the 
macadamized  part  of  ^aid  road  not  to  be  less  than  ten  feet, 
nor  the  part  to  be  condemned  or  given  up  by  the  land- 
holders along  the  route  of  the  road,  for  its  use,  less  than 
forty  licet ;  that  they  may  let  out  any  portion  of  said  road 
to  be  paid  for  in  the  stock  of  the  company :  Provided,  houh 
4ver^  That  it  does  not  exceed  the  estimate  of  the  engineer. 

§  7.  That  said  road  shall  commence,  as  heretofore  said, 
at  the  eastern  terminus,  from  which  point  the  same  shall 
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1870.  ^^  ^^^  ^^^  located  the  best  and  most  practicable  roate,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road, 
making  South  Benson  Church  a  point,  to  the  town  of 
Bridgeport. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall  be 
entitled  to  but  one  gate  on  said  road;  but  they  shall  be  en- 
titled to  collect  toll  at  such  gate  at  the  rate,  per  mile,  allow* 
ed  to  be  collected  on  the  Frankfort  and  Lawrenceburg  Turn- 
pike Road,  whether  the  number  of  miles  made  by  them  be 
more  or  less  than  five  miles.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  road  to  lessen,  at  any  time, 
the  rates  of  toll  herein  allowed,  the  chief  object  of  its  ea- 
tablitshment  being  the  accommodation  of  those  residing 
along,  and  contiguous  thereto  :  in  other  words,  that  it  shall 
be  dii^cretionar}'  with  the  president  and  directors  to  charge 
only  such  rate  of  toll  (keeping  within  the  limits  above  pre- 
scribed), as  may  be  necessary  to  keep  said  road,  at  all 
times,  in  good  repair;  in  no  event,  however,  shall  any 
person  going  to  from  any  church  be  charged  with  toll  on 
said  road ;  the  Legislature  reserving  the  right  to  amende 
alter,  or  repeal  this  act  at  pleasure. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  109. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  LoBby's  Hills  and  Harrisburg  Turnpike  Road 

Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
incorporated,  to  construct  a  road  on  the  macadamized  plan, 
from  Lusby'd  Mills,  Owen  county,  to  Harrisburg  Seminary, 
in  said  county,  upon  the  most  practicable  route  betweea 
said  points  above  namel,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Lusby's  Mills  and  Harrisburg  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany; and  by  that  name  and  style  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded; 
and  use  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  amend'  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty- 
four  thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  dirhinished  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty- five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  John  VV.  Waldrop,  John  Layle,  D.  C.  Morgan, 
J.  W.  Harrison,  B.  F.  Ransdell,  C.  H.  Duvall,  and  S.  G. 
Bentley,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  at 
such  places  as  said  commissioners  may  designate;  and 
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loon  as  five  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed,  they  shall  give       1870. 

ten  days'  notice,  in  the  most  public  places  in  the  vicinity 

of  the  line  of  road,  of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  for 

the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  five  directors  of 

said  company,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to 

do  business,  and  to  do  all  things  authorized  by  this  act  to 

be  done  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company; 

and  the  management  of  the  fiscal  and  prudential  affairs 

of  said  company  shall  be  confided  to  said  president  and 

directors  and   their  successors  in  ofiice,  to  be  chosen  an- 

oaally  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  said  president  and 

directors,  from  time  to  time,  may  appoint,  and  who  shall 

continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 

are  elected  and  qualified. 

^  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  president  or  di- 
rector,  who  is  not  the  owner  in  his  own  name  of  one  or 
more  shares  of  stock  in  said  road. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power 
of  appointing  a  treasurer,  gate-keeper,  and  all  other  offi- 
cers or  agents  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  and  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure ;  they  shall 
have  power  to  require  of  the  treasurer  and  all  other  offi- 
cers or  agents  appointed  by  them,  bond  and  security  in 
such  penalties  as  they  may  require,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  incumbent  on  them  as 
•uch. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  procure 
a  book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said 
company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book,  viz :  "  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do 
promise  to  pay  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Lusby's 
Mills  and  Harrisburg  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  in 
said  company  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner  and 
proportion,  and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  by  them  required 
under  the  law  incorporating  said  company,  to  be  collected 

as  other  debts.     Witness  our  hands  this,  the  —  day  of , 

187—." 

§  7.  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  forty  feet  wide; 
the  width  of  the  grade  shall  be  twenty  feet  wide,  clear  of 
ditches,  and  the  metal  not  less  than  twelve  feet  wide,  and 
shall  be  graded  to  an  elevation  not  exceeding  three  de- 
grees in  any  part  thereof;  that  whenever  five  miles  of  said  ' 
road  are  completed,  the  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate 
and  charge  tolls  thereat,  at  the  rate  of  toll  not  exceeding 
that  now  authorized  by  law  on  roads  made  under  the 
{general  turnpike  laws  of  this  State. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall 
have  the  right  and  power  to  acquire  the  right  of  way  for 
said  road;  and  of  earth,  stone,  or  gravel,  or  timber  for  its 
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1870.  construction,  by  voluntary  concession  anfl  releasee,  or  hy 
private  contract  with  the  landholders:  Provided^  however ^ 
If  the  right  of  way  and  of  material  cannot  be  had  as 
above  indicated,  the  sanne  may  be  condemned  ander  the 
provisions  of  sections  29,  30,  31,  and  32,  of  chapter  103, 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  **  Turnpike  and  Plank 
Roads." 

§  9.  When  the  stockholder  shall  have  made  full   pay-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontccallh 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  persons  who  have  or  may  sabscribe  stock 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  Lees- 
burg,  in  Harrison  county,  to  8ilas  Meeting-hoase,  in  Bour- 
bon county,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ''  Leesburg  and 
Silas  Meeting-house  Turnpike  Road  Company;"  and  by 
that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  shall  have  perpetual 
succession. 

§  2.  Said  road  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  pres- 
ident by  said  directors;  and  said  directors  shall  be  elected 
annually,  by  the  stockholders,  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
March  in  each  year. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five 
thousand  dollars,  or  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  con- 
struct the  road,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each ;  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share  held  by  him. 

§  4.  That  Charles  Ford,  Wm.  Sparks,  John  Crenshaw, 
Wm.  A.  Firman,  and  F.  C.  Smith,  are  constituted  a  board 
to  act  until  the  first  election  of  directors;  and  they  may, 
at  any  time  and  place,  open  books  and  receive  subscrip- 
tions of  stock  in  said  company ;  and  when  stock  enough 
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has  been  sabscribed  to  baild  two  miles  of  said  road,  said       18701 
board  may  organize  said  company. 

§  5.  All  subscriptions  of  stock  m^de  heretofore  to  build

^  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  coanty  court  of  Bourbon  county,  at  any 
regular  or  called  term,  a  majority  of  its  ju^^tices  being 
present,  and  a  ms^jority  of  those  present  (including  the 
county  judge)  concurring,  may,  and  they  are  hereby,  em- 
powered to  appoint  a  collector  of  railroad  taxes,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  and  pay  over,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment, 
all  railroad  taxes  levied  by  said  county. 

§2.  Said  collector,  when  appointed,  shall  execute  bond,

Be  U  enacted  &y  the  Oeneral  Assemblj/  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Logan  eounty,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  concurring  therein,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered,  by  a  committee  which  they  may  appoint 
for  that  purpose,  to  bargain,  sell,  and  eonvey,  at  private 
or  public  sale,  and  on  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  best^ 
the  old  jail  lot,  clerk's  ofllce  building,  and  court- bouse  of 
Logan  county;  and  that  the  proceeds  arising  from  said 
sale  shall  be  applied  as  hereinafter  directed,  except  the 
consideration  for  the  old  jail  lot,  which  shall  be  appro- 
priated in  payment  for  the  new  jail. 

§  2.  That  thie  county  court  of  Logan  county  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  erect  a  new  court-house, 
fire-proof  clerks'  offices,  at  any  time  in  the  years  1870, 
1871, 1872,  or  1873,  at  a  cost  of  not  exceedingseventy-five 
thousand  dollars;  for  which  they  may  issue  the  bonds  of 
Logan  county,  payable  in  twenty  years  from  date,  bear- 
ing any  rate  of  interest  which  steiid  court  shall  deem  best 
for  the  public  interest,  not  in  excess  of  eight  per  cent, 
per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  on  the  first  days  of 
April  and  October  of  each  year,  at  such  a  place  as  said 
court  may  designate  by  an  order  before  said  bonds  are 
issued  ;  and  that,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  interest 
on  same,  cost  of  collection,  and  to  create  a  sinking  fo^nd 
for  their  final  liquidation,  the  said  court  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  levy  the  necessary  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  the  tax- 
able property  listed  for  revenue  purposes  by  the  State, 
hot  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  a  poll-tax  not  exceeding  two  dollars  and  fifty  centa 
on  each  person  liable  to  a  capitation  tax  over  and  above

§  3.  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  old 
clerk*s  office  and  court-house  buildings,  shall  be  applied 
to  payment  of  said  new  buildings  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding section;  and  that  the  collector  of  said  county 
court  shall  receive  for  the  collection  of  said  court-house 
and  clerk's  office  tax,  any  per  cent,  which  said  court  may 
allow,  not  in  excess  of  what  is  allowed  by  law  for  the 
collection  of  the  State  revenue. 

§  4.  That  the  said  county  court  may,  at  its  levy  term, 
1870,  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars,  on  all  the  taxable  property  of 
«aid  county  listed  for  revenue  purposes,  to  purchase  the 
necessary  land  and  build  suitable  houses  for  a  poor-house 
for  said  county;  and  if  the  proceeds  arising  from  said  tax 
are  not  sufficient,  then  the  said  court  is  authorised  to  levy 
the  same  tax  at  their  levy  court,  1871.

§  4.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have 
power  and  control  over  the  streets,  alleys,  and  sidewalks 
of  said  town,  and  such  streets  a;id  alleys  as  may  be 
hereafter  opened  or  constructed.  They  may  direct  the 
owners  of  real  estate,  in  writing,  to  construct  sidewalks 
of  wood,  stone,  or  brick,  in  front  of  their  property;  the 
grade,  curbing,  and  width  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
said  board  ;  they  may  contract  for  grading,  macndamiz- 
ing,  or  otherwise  improving  the  streets ;  they  may  con- 
tract with  owners  of  property  for  opening  of  new  streets 
or  alleys,  and  for  widening,  extending,  or  otherwise  en- 
larging or  improving  those  now  open ;  they  may  ex- 
change any  street  or  alley  now  open,  the  title  to  which 
is  vested  in  the  town,  for  ground  upon  which  to  open 
new  streets  or  alleys,  instead  thereof;  they  may  annul 
or  sell  such  streets  or  alleys  as  may  be  of  no  advantage 
to  the  public:  Provided^  No  sale  shall  take  place  until 
after  due  notice  shall  be  given,  by  posting  a  notice  of 
same  upon  the  door  of  the  court-house  of  said  town,  for 
at  ]ea*8t  ten  days  before  the  day  of  sale  ;  they  may  levy 
an  annual  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  fifty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  situated 
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1870.  ^^  ^^^^  town,  taxable  under  the  revenue  laws  of  this 
State;  they  may  levy  a  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  two 
dollars  on  each  male  citizen  of  said  town  over  twenty- 
one  years  of  age. 

§  5.  That  upon  failure  of  the  owners  of  property  to 
improve  the  sidewalks,  after  notice,  as  herein  provided 
for,  the  board  of  trustees  may  have  the  improvements 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  owners,  and  shall  have  a 
lien  upon  the  real  estate  until  the  same  is  paid ;  which 
lien  may  be  enforced  by  a  court  of  equity  in  said  county 
upon  the  petition  of  said  trustees. 

§  6.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  collect  all  taxes 
under  this  act;  and  upon  the  failure  of  any  party  to  pay 
his  or  her  tax,  said  marshal  is  hereby  vested  with  fall 
power  to  levy  upon  any  real  or  personal  estate,  and  sdl 
a  sufficiency  thereof  to  pay  the  amount  due,  after  ad- 
vertising same,  in  same  manner  as  now  required  by  law 
in  sales  of  similar  property  under  execution.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tJie  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Trigg  county  is  hereby 
authorized  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax,  not  to  exceed  the 
sum  of  twenty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth, 
both  personal  and  real,  to  pay  ofi*  the  present  indebtedness 
of  said  county;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff 
of  said  county,  after  the  court  shall  have  made  said  levy 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  collect  said  tax  and  pay 
it  over  to  the  creditors  of  said  county,  and  take  their  re- 
ceipt for  the  same,  according  to  priority  of  said  claims: 
Provided,  however^  That  before  said  sheriff  shall  proceed  to 
collect  said  levy  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall 
execute  bond,  with  one  or  more  sufficient  securities,  to  be 
approved  by  said  county  court,  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  for  the  faithful  collection  and  payment  of  thia 
special  tax,  according  to  the  requirements  of  this  act ;  and 
any  person  damnified  by  reason  of  the  default  of  said 
sheriff  may  sue  and  recover  upon  said  bond,  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  claimed. 

§  2.  That  said  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  allow  a  rate 
of  interest  on  all  the  present  indebtedness  of  said  county 
not  to  exceed  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  until  paid. 

§  3.  That  when  said  court  shall  make  the  orders  levying 
the  aforesaid  tax,  and  fixing  the  rate  of  interest  on  said 
claims  due  by  the  county,  a  majority  of  all  the  justices  of

1870.  ^^®  peace  in  commission  in  said  county  at  the  time  shall 
be  present  and  concur  in  making  said  orders. 

§  4.  That  the  sheriff  of  said  coanty  shall  be  allowed,  for 
collecting  and  paying  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
two  and  one 'half  per  cent,  on  the  amount  so  collected; 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  at  the  regular  terms  of  the  court 
of  claims  for  said  county  in  each  year,  to  make  a  full  set- 
tlement with  said  court,  and  show  the  amount  collected  by 
him,  and  also  the  amount  paid  out  by  him,  to  whom  paid, 
and  what  for. 

§  5.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  heretofore  passed  on 
this  subject,  and  inconsistent  with  this  act,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  138. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Knoll  Park  Gompanj,  of  Bnllitt  Conntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  H.  Huber,  George  Shanklin,  John  O. 
Harrieoni  and  Henry  C.  Pindell,  or  any  one  or  more  of 
them,  may  lay  off  a  park  of  not  exceeding  three  thousand 
(3,000)  acres  of  land,  now  held  and  owned  by  the  corporators 
herein  mentioned,  or  may-hereafter  be  acquired  by  them,  in 
the  county  of  Bullitt,  adjacent  to  the  Gap  of  Knob  Station, 
on  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  and  set  apart  by 
metes  and  bounds;  lots  therein  to  be  held  and  owned  as 
private    property.     And   whenever  the  owners,   not  less 
than  three  in  number,  of  all  said  private  lots,  shall  acknowl- 
edge  and   lodge  for  record,  in    the   county  court  clerk's 
office  of  Bullitt  county,  as  is  required  by  law  for  the  ac- 
knowledgment and  recording  of  deeds  to   real  estate,   a 
deed  setting  forth  the  boundaries  of  said  park,  and  the 
private  lots  therein,  and  that  the  parties  do  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  this  charter,  and  convey  to  the  company  herein 
incorporated  the  ground  within  said  park,  outside  of  said 
private  lots,  and  embodying  in  said  deed  a  copy  of  the 
constitution  which  they  shall  have  adopted  for  said  cor- 
poration, the  owners,  from  time  to  time,  of  such  private 
lots,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  in  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Knoll  Park  Company;  and  in  said  name  they 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and   be  impleaded,  and  answer  and  defend,  in   all 
courts  and  places  whatsoever  as  a  natural  person.     The* 
said  corporation  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  be 
prescribed  in  its  constitution. 
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§  2.  The  said  corporators  may  adopt  a  constitution,  not  1870. 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States,  regulating  the  number  of  votes  and  other 
rif^hts  to  which  the  corporators  shall  be  entitled;  the  num- 
ber of  directors,  the  mode  of  selecting  them;  the  necessary  . 
officers  and  employees  of  the  corporation,  their  qualifica- 
tions, terms  of  service,  and  other  details  of  its  organiza- 
tion, and  the  mode  and  manner  in  which  its  affairs  shall 
be  managed,  and  amend  and  modify  the  same  from  time 
to  time,  according  to  its  provisions;  but  no  such  amend- 
ment or  modification  shall  be  of  force  and  effect  until  the 
same,  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  corporation  and  the  sig- 
nature of  its  president,  shall  have  been  acknowledged  by 
the  president,  and  lodged  for  record  in  said  county  court 
clerk's  ofHce,  as  is  required  by  law  for  tha  acknowledg- 
ment and  record  of  deeds  of  real  estate. 

$3.  The  affairs  .of  said  corporation  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  board  of  directors,  to  consist  of  such  number  as  may 
be  prescribed  in  its  constitution,  and  a  president  to  be 
elected  by  the  board  of  directors;  and  said  board  may 
make  rules  and  regulations  to  govern  its  proceedings,  and 
fix  its  times  and  places  oj  meeting,  and  alter  and  amend 
the  same  as  may  be  therein  provided. 

§  4.  If,  upon  the  first  organization  of  said  company,  the 
said  park  shall  not  include  the  >,area  mentioned  and 
aathorized  herein,  said  board  of  directors  may,  from  time 
to  time,  agree  with  the  owners  of  adjacent  lands  to 
admit  them  and  their  lands  into  said  corporation,  per- 
mitting them  to  reserve  such  private  lots  as  may  be 
agreed  on ;  but  such  agreement  shall  be  evidenced  by  a 
deed,  and  said  deed  shall  set  forth  the  boundaries  of  the 
property  so  to  be  admitted,  and  of  the  private  lots  to  be 
reserved  therein,  and  convey  the  land  outside  of  the  pri- 
vate lots  to  said  company,  and  shall  not  be  in  force  until 
the  same  is  acknowledged  and  lodged  for  record  as  is 
above  provided  for  the  original  park. 

§  5.  In  addition  to  said  park,  outside  of  the  private  lots, 
the  said  corporation  may  purchase,  hold,  and  dispose  of 
such  machines,  implements,  stock,  and  other  things,  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  on  its  opera- 
tions, and  such  birds,  fish,  and  animals,  and  their  off- 
spring, as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  directors,  may 
be  useful  or  ornamental  in  its  grounds.  It  may,  within 
the  limits  of  its  park,  lay  off,  erect,  construct,  and  pro- 
vide for  operating  and  putting  to  their  appropriate  uses, 
for  such  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  on,  pasture  and 
pleasure  grounds,  a  cemetery,  a  dairy,  gardens,  orchards, 
vineyards,  fish-ponds,  lakes,  roads,  statues,  green-houses, 
sammer- houses,  churches,  school-houses,  gymnasiums,  and 
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1870.  other  erections  for  use,  ornament,  amusement,  or  instrac* 
tion. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors,  for  the  pnrpose  of  making 
improvements  and  carrying;  out  the  purposes  of  the  cor- 
poration, may  levy  and  collect  such  taxes,  upon  the  pri- 
vate property  of  the  corporators  and  their  tenants  within 
the  limits  of  the  park,  as  may  be  provided  for  in  its  con- 
stitution, and  enlorce  the  payment  thereof,  as  of  other 
debts,  by  proceeding  in  the  proper  courts;  and  it  shall 
have  a  lien  upon  the  property  taxed  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  such  taxes;  but  the  taxes  shall  be  equal  and 
uniform. 

^  7.  No  trade,  manufacture,  or  other  business,  shall  be 
carried  on  within  the  limits  of  said  park,  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  board  of  directors. 

§  8.  The  clerk  of  the  Bullitt  county  court  shall  record 
the  papers,  the  record  of  which  is  herein  provided  for,  in 
the  books  in  which  deeds  to  real  estate  are  recorded,  and 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  therefor. 

§  0.  Said  company  may  dit^pose  of  its  property  as  may 
be  provided  for  in  its  charter;  and  it  may  wind  up  its 
affairs  and  surrender  its  franchises  upon  such  a  vote  as 
the  cons«titution  may  require. 

§  10.  It  may,  according  to  the  provisions  of  its  consti- 
tution, borrow  money /at  such  intereest  as  it  may  agree  on, 
and  evidence  the  loans  by  bonds  secured  by  mortgage  on 
its  property.

Bush,  and  their  successors  and  associate:*,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  '*The  Winchester  and  H«y- 
den'i)  Corner  Turnpike  Road  Company;"  and  by  said  name 
and  style  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  and  places  ot  this*  Com- 
monwealth; to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  break, 
alter,  or  change  the  same  at  pleasure  ;  and  do  all  actfl 
which  such  bodies  corporate  may  do,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  general  laws  of  the  State  or  forbidden  thereby,  and 
which  may  be  necessary  or  lit  to  enable  said  corporation 
Co  execute  the  powers  hereinafter  granted. 
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^  2.  That  said  corporation  is  hereby  anthorized  to  con-  1870. 
vtrQct  a  turnpike  or  macadamized  road,  from  the  town  of 
Winchester,  in  Clark  county,  or  from  such  point  on  the 
Boonsboro  Turnpike  Road,  near  said  town,  as  may  be  se- 
lected by  the  president  and  directors  after  their  election 
and  organization,  to  Hayden's  Corner,  a  point  on  the  Ken- 
tucky River  Turnpike  Road  in  said  county. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  4.  Any  of  the  above  named  corporators  may  receive 
subscriptions  of  stock  to  an  article  or  articles  of  agree- 
ment, worded  substantially  as  follows,  to-wit :  **  We, 
whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  pay 
the  president  and  directors  of  the  Winchester  and  Hay- 
den's  Corner  Turnpike  Road  Company,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  in 
said  company  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner 
and  proportions,  and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  by  them 
required  under  the  law  incorporating  said  company,  to  be 
collected  as  other  debts.     Witness  our  hands  thi^ —  day 

of ,  18 — ;"  and   as  soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  of 

stock  is  subscribed,  the  stockholders  may  proceed  to  organ- 
ize by  electing  a  president  and  four  directors;  but  the  said 
election  shall  be  advertised  at  least  ten  days,  by  printed 
notices  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  election. 
Said  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified ;  and  an 
election  shall  be  held  annually  of  officers  of  the  said  com-

§  5.  Said  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate,  when  five 
miles  of  said  road  is  completed,  and  two  when  the  entire 
road  is  finished,  and  may  charge  thereat  such  tolls  as  the 
directors  may  determine  upon,  not  exceeding,  however,  the 
rates  allowed  by  law  at  present. 

§  ti.  Said  road  shall  be  built  in  all  respects  according  to 
the  provis^iuns  of  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§7.  That  sections  7,8,  9,  and  10,  of  an  act,  entitled 
**An  act  to  incorporate  the  Bedford  and  Milton  Turnpike 
Road  Company,"  approved  February  7th,  1800,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  enacted  as  a  part  of  this  act,  so  far 
as  they  are  applicable,  and  not  inconsistent  with  its  pro- 
visions. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Stat- 
zel,  John  Kaupp,  and  August  SchneU,  their  associates  and 
Buccessore,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  for  the 
transaction  of  a  benevolent  institution,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  "  The  Barbers*  Aid  Society,  No.  one  (1),  of  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky,''  with  ful!  power  to  make  contracts,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  of  law  in  this  State;  to  make 
and  have  a  comn^on  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleas-

for  the  employment  of  teachers,  or  for  other  purposes  con- 
nected with  said  institute. 

$  8.  They  may  purchase  lands,  and  lay  out  grounds  to 
commence  and  earry  on  a  school)  for  the  advancement  of 
education. 

§  9.  That  the  officers  herein  declared  to  be  elected  shall 
be  elected  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company^  and  none 
others  shall  be  legal  voters;  and  each  stockholder  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  which  he  has 
taken  in  said  institute. 

(  10.  Said  board  shall  have  full  power  and  control  over 
the  school  and  property  belonging  thereto.

§  1.  That  Sam'l  Houston,  Edward  Jewell,  L.  A.  Bacbus, 
Fred.  Webber,  Wm.  Leatherman,  and  their  successors,  are 
hereby  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  United  States* Steam  Gao^e  Com- 
pany; and  by  that  name  shall  hnfve  perpetual  succesMon^ 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places;  have  a 
common  seal,  and  break  or  alter  same  at  pleasure;  and 
may  make  all  necessary  or  conyenient  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  for  the  governnient  of  said  company  and  the 
management  of  its  atfairs,  not  inconsistent  with  the  State 
or  Federal  Constitutions  or  the  laws  of  Kentucky. 

$  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  appoint  any  one  or  more  of  its  members,  or  any  other 
person  ur  persons,  to  manage,  control,  and  direct  the  busi- 
ness thereof,  according  to  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, which  ma}',  from  time  to  time,  be  adopted  by  said 
company  for  its  government  and  the  transaction  of  its 
businei^s;  and  said  company  shall  be  organized  by  the 
aforenamed  corporators  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  appoint.

State,  and  the  same  sell  or  convey  at  pleasure,  according 
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to  its  by-laws;  it  shall  also  have  power  to  own  and  dispose  1870. 
of  such  per<(onai  property,  together  with  buildings,  ma- 
chinery, &c.,  &c.,  ad  it  may  deem  necessary,  from  time  to 
time,  in  the  prosecution  of  its  business  :  Provided^  fiftwever^ 
The  real  and  personal  et«tate,  so  owned  and  so  held,  ^hall, 
at  no  time,  exceed  ''one  million  dollars"  in  value. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  etfect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

(  6.  The  Legislature  expressly  reserves  full  power  to 
repeal,  alter,  or  amend  this  act,  and  all  rights  and  privileges 
thereby  granted,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  proper  so  to 
do.

CHAPTER  148. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Williamstown  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  Compa&y,  in  the 

Town  of  Williamstown. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KefLtwcky: 

§  1.  That  Daniel  S.  Cunningham,  W.  N.  Hogan,  John 
W.  Zeim,  W.  N.  Simpson,  and  O.  D.  McManama,  and 
their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  ol'*  Willtamstown  Odd 
Fellows'  Hall  Company,"  with  all  the  authority  and  power 
of  coiporation.'i,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned* 

§  2.  The  corporation  aforesaid  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  purchase  and  hold  lands  in  fee  simple  and 
by  lease,  and  to  erect  thereon  ^uch  buildings  and  edifices 
as  they  may  think  proper,  and  to  rent  and  lease  the  same, 
or  any  part  thereof,  for  such  term  or  terms,  and  at  such 
price  or  prices,  as  they  may  think  proper. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  not 
exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000),  and  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one 
handred  dollars  each,  and  may  be  issued  and  transferred 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  of  said  corpora- 
tion may  direct. 

§  4.  The  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  managed  by 
five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  president,  and  all  of 
whom  must  be  stockholders  in  said  corporation.  The  first 
board  of  directors  bhall  consist  of  Daniel  L.  Cunningham, 
W.  N.  Hogan,  John  W.  Zeim,  W.  N.  Simpson,  and  O.  D. 
McManama,  who  shall  continue  in  oflice  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  duly  elected  by  a  majority  in  interest  of 
the  stockholders  of  said  corporation ;  and  the  board  of  di- 
rectors chosen  bv  the  stockholders  shall  continue  in  ofiice 
one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  If  any  of 
the  above-named  directors  shall  decline  or  refuse  to  act,  a 
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1870.  majority  of  the  others  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  appointing 
some  one  else.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  adopt  sach 
rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  corporation, 
and  management  of  its  affairs  and  business,  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  State.  The  said  corporators,  or  any  of  them, 
may  open  books  of  subscription  and  receive  subscription 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  herein  incorporated; 
and  books  of  subscription  may  be  opened  and  subscrip- 
tions received  »t  such  times  and  places,  and  by  such  agent 
or  agents,  as  the  board  may  direct,  and  upon  such  notice 
thereof  as  any  three  of  said  corporators  may  dpem  right 
and  proper. 
•     ^  5.  The  said  Williamstown  Odd   Fellows'  Hall  Cora- 

^  pany,  of  Grant  county,  Kentucky,  shall  not  own,  in  fee 

simple  or  by  lease,  lands  exceeding  in  value  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars,  the  capital  stock  of  said  company.  When- 
ever thirty-five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  is  subscribed,  and  thirty  per  cent, 
thereof  is  paid  in,  notice  shall  be  given  of  the  time  and 
place  of  election  of  a  new  board  of  directors,  who  shall 
hold  ofiice  for  one  year,  and  as  provided  herein.  The  board 
of  directors  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  on  such  notice 
as  the  board  of  directors  may  prescribe.  They  shall  have 
power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  bod^',  and  shall 
elect  their  president.  They  may  make  such  calls  of  pay- 
ment of  stock  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  not  exceeding 
twenty  per  cent,  for  every  thirty  days.  They  may  keep 
their  ofiice  at  such  place  or  places  as  they  may  deeni  to 
the  interest  of  the  company.  They  may  appoint  a  secre- 
tary, treasurer,  superintendent,  and  such  other  ofiicers  or 
agents  as  they  may  think  necessary,  with  such  compensa- 
tion for  services  as  they  may  fix ;  and  may,  by  their  by- 
laws, fix  and  determine  the  mode  of  keeping  their  books. 
They  may  have  a  corporate  seal,  and  may  alter  or  change 
the  same,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  think  best.  Af- 
ter thirty- five  hundred  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be 
paid  in,  they  shall  have  the  power  to  pledge,  mortgage,  or 
hypothecate  their  property  to  secure  the  payment  of  any 
debt  or  debts  they  may  incur  upon  the  account  of  the 
corporation.

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CHAPTER  144.  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  German  Building  Association,  No.  1,  of  New- 
port. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  Saml.  Geisler,  Bernard  Meyer,  H.  C.  Tack,  T. 
A.  Weilsig,  and  Adam  Ebert,  their  associates  and  success- 
ors, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ''The  German  Building 
Association,  No.  1,  of  Newport,"  and  they  and  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors  shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual 
succession ;  and  by  that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  as 
natural  persons  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, contract  and  be  contracted  with,  answer  and  be  an- 
swered, in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  Common- 
wealth;  to  make,  use,  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  break,  alter,  or  change  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  this  corporation  shall  consist 
of  shares  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each;  no 
member  shall,  however,  hold  or  own,  in  his  own  right, 
more  than  ten  shares. 

5  3.  They  are  hereby  authorized,  by  means  of  weekly 
contributions,  to  raise  a  fund  or  funds,  to  be  loaned  or 
paid  out  to  dnd  among  the  members  of  said  association, 
to  enable  them  to  build  a  homestead  or  establish  a  busi- 
ness, upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they,  among 
themselves,  may  agree  upon. 

^  4.  The  otfice  of  said  corporation  shall  be  in  the  city 
of  Newport,  Campbell  county,  Kentucky.  The  affairs  of 
said  association  ehall  be  managed  by  a  president,  vice 
president,  first  and  second  secretary, 'treasurer,  and  nine 
directors,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  and  form  the 
board  of  directors.  The  annual  meeting  for  their  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  on  some  day  to  be  designated  by  the 
association,  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  and  ever}' 
year. 

§  5.  The  said  association  may  make  and  ordain  a  con- 
stitution, and  such  regulations  and  by-laws  for  their  gov- 
ernment, as  they  may  deem  proper  and  expedient  to  carry 
out  the  object  of  their  association;  and  those  now  in  force 
in  said  association  to  alter  or  amend  when  deemed  proper^ 
and  may  change  and  renew  "Hie  same  at  pleasure:  Pro- 
tidedf  They  be  not  in  contravention  of  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  United  Statr^  or  of  this  State. 

5  6.  The  said  corporation  sh  .11  have  power  and  author- 
ity to  acquire  and  hold  real  an  i  personal  estate,  and  from 
time  to  time,  if  deemed  expedient,  to  sell  and  convey  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  an(i  to  dispose  of  the  proceeds 
according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  associa- 
tion.

CHAPTER  140. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Florence  and  Independence   Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be  formed,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  ''The  Florence  and  Independence  Turnpike 
Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and 
maintaining  an  artificial  or  macadamized  road  from  the 
Covington  and  Lexington. Turnpike  Road,  at  gate  No.  3, 
in  Boone  county,  Kentucky,  to  the  town  of  Independence, 
the  county  seat  ot  Kenton  county,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  to  raise 
by  subscription  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  as  capital 
stock,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  books  or  covenants  for  subscription  to  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  said  company  may  be  opened  at  any  time, 
either  before  or  after  the  passage  of  this  act;  and  any  sub- 
scription so  made  shall  be  valid  and  binding  on  the  sub- 
scriber for  the  number  of  shares  so  subscribed. 

§  4.  That  whenever  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  s*ixty 
or  more  shares  are  obtained  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  one  or  more 
of  the  subscribers  thereto  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  sub- 
scribers, by  public  notice  posted  up  at  the  court-hou:)e 
in  Independence  and  at  the  3d  toll-gate  of  the  Covington 
and  Lexington  Turnpike  Company,  to  meet  at  some  con- 
venient point,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  £<aid  company, 
by  the  acceptance  ol  this  charter  and  the  election  of  a 
president  and  four  directors,  by  ballot,  each  stockholder  to 
have  one  vote  for  each  share  subscribed ;  said  officers, 
when  elected,  to  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  That  said  president  and  directors,  before  they  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  take  an  oath  before 
some  officer  duly  qualified  to  administer  it,  that  they  will 
well  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective 
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offices,  without  favor  or  affection,  to  the  best  of  their  judg-  1871. 
meats.  That  upon  their  qualification  they  shall  appoint  a 
treasurer  and  secretary,  who  may  be  members  of  their 
own  body  if  deemed  best,  who  shall  also  hold  their  office 
for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified.  The  treasurer  shall  give  bond  and  securi- 
ty, in  such  sum  as  may  be  required,  to  be  approved  by  the 
board  of  directors. 

§  6.  That  upon  the  qualification  and  election  of  the 
president  and  directors,  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  *'The  Florence  and  Independence  Turnpike 
Road  Company;"  and  by  said  name  and  style  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises 
incident  to  a  corporation ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking 
and  holding  their  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and 
profits  thereof;  and  of  acquiring  and  holding  any  real  or 
personal  estate  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  their  bus- 
iness ;  and  of  selling  and  conveying  the  same  at  any  time ; 
and  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer 
and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  the  courts ; 
and  also  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  do  all  and 
every  other  matter  and  thing  which  a  body-pohttc  or 
corporate  may  do. 

§  7.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  upon  enter- 
ing upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  office,  may 
make  such  call  or  calls  upon  the  subscribers  of  the  capi- 
tal stock  as  may  be  necessary,  until  the  whole  amount  of 
said  subscriptions  are  paid;  and  may  at  any  time,  after 
organization,  reopen  books  for  additional  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock,  until  the  whole  amount  is  taken;  and 
may  call  upon  the  subscribers  for  payment  as  fast  as  it 
may  be  needed  in  the  prosecution  and  extension  of  their 
road. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  deliver  a  cer- 
tificate, signed  by  the  president  and  treasurer,  under  the 
seal  of  the  corporation,  to  each  shareholder,  for  the  num- 
ber of  shares  paid  for  by  ihem,  which  certificate  shall  be 
transferable  on  the  books  of  the  company,  either  in  per- 
son or  by  attorney,  upon  the  return  of  the  original  certifi- 
cate ;  but  no  share  or  shares  shall  be  issued  or  transferred 
whilst  there  is  any  arrearage  due  or.upaid  thereon. 

§  0.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  the  directors  at 
any  time  the  business  may  require  it;  and  in  the  transac- 
tion of  business  a  majority  of  the  directors  must  be 
present.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings, 
to  be  entered  upon  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose ;  and 
after  said  record  has  been  read  and  approved  by  the 
board,  it  must  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence, by  some  member  of  the  board  chosen  to  preside  in 
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1870.       his  absence;  and  said  board   may  adjoarn   from  time  to 
time. 

^10.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  agree  with  and  employ  all  necessary  sar* 
veyors,  contractors,  saperintendents,  and  toU-gatherers,  as 
may  be  necessary;  to  prescribe  the  time  and  proportions  of 
payment  of  the  capital  ^ock  to  carry  on  the  work;  to  al- 
low bills  and  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  to  pay  salaried, 
wages,  or  for  material  used  in  constructing  said  road;  and 
the  treasurer  shall  not  pay  out  any  money  of  the  com- 
pany, except  upon  the  order  of  the  board. 

§  11.  That  said  pre«<ident  and  directors  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  survey,  lay  out,  and  make  their  road 
through  any  lands,  improve^l  or  unimproved,  between  said 
points,  or,  if  judged  advisable,  to  branch  the  same  when  it 
reaches  the  Turkey  Foot  Road,  making  two  roads  frooi 
:  A,  that  point  in   the  direction   of  Independence;    and  take 

from  the  land  occupied  by  said  road,  when  located,  or  from 
any  lands  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  any  stone,  gravel,  timber, 
or  other  material  necessary  to  construct  a  good,  secure,  and 
substantial  road;  and  if  unable  to  contract  with  or  agree 
with  the  owner  thereof  respecting  the  value  thereof,  the 
same  shall  be  appraised  by  three  disinterested  freeholders 
in  the  county  where  the  land  lies,  which  the  county  court  ia 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  appoint  whenever  re- 
quested by  the  parties,  or  either  of  them,  who,  after  being 
first  duly  sworn  by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  take  into 
consideration  and  value  the  same;  whereupon  said  com- 
pnny  shall,  after  paying  or  tendering  said  valuation  to 
the  owner  thereof  the  amount  of  such  assessed  damages, 
and  thereupon  shall  be  entitled  to  enter  upon  or  take  the 
same  ;  all  expenses  so  incurred  to  be  paid  by  the  com- 
pany. 

§  12.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company  to  commence  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road  as  soon  after  their  organization  as  suffi- 
cient funds  may  be  realized  from  stock  subscriptions;  and 
said  road  shall  be  opened  not  less  than  thirty  feet  wide, 
of  which  not  less  than  ten  feet  shall  be  made  an  artificial 
road,  composed  of  stone,  gravel,  wood,  or  other  suitable 
material,  well  compacted  and  put  together  in  a  proper 
and  suitable  manner,  and  shall  maintain  and  keep  the 
same  in  s^ood  repair;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  ascent  or 
descent  in  said  road  exceed  five  degrees. 

§  13.  That  so  soon  as  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company  shall  complete  one  mile  of  said  road,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  them  to  collect  from  persons  traveling 
on  the  same  one  fifth  part  of  the  tolls  and  duties  herein- 
a/ter  granted  and  allowed,  and  an  additional  fifth  for  each 
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mile  thereafter  made  until  five  miles  are  completed,  when       1870. 
they  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  and  collect  full  toll. 

§  14.  That  upon  the  completion  of  not  lee^s  than  one 
mile  of  road  upon  the  plan  and  specificationB  hereinbefore 
set  forth,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  erect  a  gate,  and 
appoint  a  toll-gatherer,  and  to  collect  and  receive  of  and 
from  every  per^^on  or  pere^ons  using  said  road  the  following 
tolls  and  rates;  and  to  stop  any  person  riding,  leading,  or 
driving  any  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  or  driving  any  cattle, 
sheep,  hogs,  horses,  or  mules,  sulky,  chaise,  phaston,  cart, 
wagon,  or  any  carriage  of  pleasure  or  burthen  from  pass- 
ing through  said  gate  until  they  have  paid  toll,  agreeable 
to  the  following  rates:  for  every  head  of  hogs  or  sheep, 
one  cent;  for  every  head  of  cattle  or  horses,  two  cents; 
for  every  two-wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  one 
borse,  ten  cents;  for  every  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage 
drawn  by  two  horses,  fifteen  cents;  and  for  every  two- 
horse  wagon,  twenty-five  cents  ;  three  horse  wagon,  thirty 
cents;  and  four-horse  wagon,  thirty-five  cents;  and  for 
every  person  on  horseback,  five  cents;  or  the  one  fifth 
part  of  the  above  charges  for  each  mile  constructed,  until 
five  miles  are  completed,  when  they  shall  be  authorized  to 
demand  ^nd  receive  full  rates  as  above  set  forth. 

^  15.  That  if  any  p€rson  or  persons,  liable  to  pay  the 
tolls  aforesaid,  shall  evade  the  payment  of  any  such  toll 
or  duty,  such  person  so  evading  or  refusing  to  pay  shall, 
for  every  such  ofl*ense,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  recover- 
able before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  as  other  debts  of 
equal  amount  are  recoverable;  and  if  at  any  time  the 
president  and  directors  fail  to  keep  said  road  in  good  re- 
pair for  the  space  of  ten  days,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  any  person  interested  therein,  having  given  the  com- 
pany due  notice  thereof,  by  writing  served  on  the  president 
or  any  gate-keeper,  to  call  on  two  justices  of  the  peace,  in 
either  of  the  counties  of  Kenton  or  Boone,  to  go  and 
inspect  said  road;  and  if,  upon  inspecting  it,  they  shall  be  • 
of  opinion  that  it  is  and  has  been  out  of  repair  for  the 
term  of  ten  days  in  succession  previous  thereto,  the  said 
justices  shall,  by  their  order  directed  to  and  delivered  to 
the  treasurer  ofi'  said  company,  or  any  toll-gatherer,  direct 
tbat  no  further  toll  or  duty  shall  be  collected  by  said  com- 
pany until  said  road  is  again  put  in  good  repair;  and  if 
any  toll  or  duty  is  collected  after  the  giving  and  delivery 
of  said  order  until  it  is  repaired,  said  company  shall  for- 
feit and  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  every  such  ofi'ense, 
recoverable  as  other  fines  are»  and  to  be  for  the  use  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

i  16.  The  president  and  directors  may  require  of  each 
toll-gatherer  appointed  by  them  a  bond,  in  such  sum  and 
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1870.  security  as  they  deem  expedient;  which  bond,  when  exe- 
cuted and  approved,  shall  be  valid  and  binding  on  the 
parties  signing  it,  and  its  conditions  enforced  in  any  court 
of  justice  in  this  State  having  jurisdiction  thereof.

CHAPTER  J 47. 

AN  ACT  to  make  an  additional  Precinct  in  Shelby  Conntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  precinct  No.  3,  in  Shelby  county,  be  so  divided 
as  to  form  on  its  northern  boundary  an  additional  pre- 
cinct, with  its  voting  place  at  Jacksonville,  and  bounded 
as  follows,  to-wit :  beginning  at  a  beech  tree  in  the  line 
dividing  Henry  and  Shelby  counties,  where  said  lioe 
crosses  the  Pleasureville  and  Flat  Creek  road,  near  Sweet 
Home;  thence  down  Dry  Branch  to  its  junction  with  Six 
Mile  creek;  thence  up  said  creek  to  Hayden's  mill;  thence 
up  Indian  Fork  to  Cook's  old  still-house;  thence  by  adirect 
line  to  the  house  of  James  S.  Basket,  exclusive;  thence  to 
the  house  of  Henry  Yount,  on  the  new  Frankfort  road,  in- 
clusive; thence  with  said  road  to  the  Franklin  county  line, 
and  the  house  of  Harrison  Alison,  inclusive ;  thence  with 
the  Franklin  county  line  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Shelby 
county;  and  thence  with  the  Henry  county  line  to  the  be- 
ginning. 

§  2.  That  said  act  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  148. 

AN  ACT  to  increase  the  Levy  of  Logan  Conntgr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  af 
Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Logan  county,  a  majority 
of  the  ju5«tices  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  be, 
and  the  said  court  is  hereby,  authorized  to  increase  the 
poll  tax  heretofore  levied  by  said  court,  for  the  year  1870, 
to  the  sum  of  three  dollars  on  each  person  in  said  county 
subject  by  law  to  pay  a  poll-tax. 

§  2.  The  levy  hereby  authorized  to  be  increased  may  be 
made  by  said  court  at  any  regular  meeting  thereof  in  the 
months  of  January,  February,  March,  April,  May,  or  June, 
1870. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  efifect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  149.  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  l^g  Tunnel  Turnpike  Road  Companj,  in  Flem- 
ing County. 

'  Be  It  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky:  ' 

^  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  under  the  nanne 
of  the  Big  Tunnel  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the  pur- 
pot>e  of  making  an  artificial  road  from  John  Sously'n,  in

}  4.  8o  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  electing 
their  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  *'  The 
Simpsonville  and  Antioch  Turnpike  Road  Company ;" 
and  by  li^iat  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with 
the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  corporation; 
shall  be  capable  of  holding  therein  capital  stock,  and  in- 
creasing the  profits  thereof;  and  of  taking  and  holding, 
by  purchase  or  gift,  all  lands,  tenements,  and  heredita- 
ments, real  or  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pros- 
ecution of  their  work  or  the  object  of  this  corporation ; 
they  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  he-contracted  with, 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity  in  this  Commonwealth  or  elsewhere;  also 
to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  all  and  any 
act  or  thing  which  a  corporation  may  lawfully  do  to  effect 
the  object  lor  which  this  corporation  was  created. 
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1870.  $  ^'  S^i^  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 

the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road  and  the  width,  not  to 
eiceed  thirty  feet  in  the  clear,  and  the  part  thereof  to  be 
covered  with  stone  or  gravel ;  shall  designate  the  place  of 
erecting  toll-gates;  may  fix  the  rate  of  toll,  and  may  reg- 
ulate and  change  the  same :  Provided,  however,  That  said 
rates  shall  not  exceed  the  rates  allowed  by  law.  The 
president  and  directors  shall  have  power,  after  one  mile

§  0.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  road,  with  their 
surveyors,  engineers,  and  servants,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  enter  into  and  upon  the  lands  and  in- 
closures,  public  roads  and  highways,  in,  through,  and  over 
which  the  intended  road  may  pass,  and  to  examine  and 
survey  the  grounds  most  proper  for  that  purpose,  and  to 
examine  quarries  and  beds  of  stone  or  other  material 
necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors^ 
with  their  engineers  and  servants,  with  their  instruments, 
tools,  wagons,  carts,  and   beasts  of  draught  or  burthen^ 
to  enter  upon  the  lands  over  and  near  to  which  said  road 
shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  of  their  intentions  to 
owners,  occupiers,  or  agents:  Provided,  That  if  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  not  agree  with  the  owners  of  the 
lands  through  which  said  road  is  to  pass  as  to  the  dam- 
ages which  the  owners  would  sustain  by  the  road  passing 
through   their  lands,  or  the  damage  done  by  procuring 
stone  or  other  material  for  building  it,  the  president  and 
directors  shall  apply  to  the  county  court  in  which  the  land 
lies  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  to  assess  the  damages 
which  may  be  sustained  by  the  owners  of  said  lands;  the, 
jury,  in  assessing  damages,  to  take  into  consideration  the 
advantages   and    disadvantages    resulting    to    the    party 
claiming  damages  by  the  establishment  of  said  road;  and 
upon  the  payment  or  tender  of  the  damages  assessed,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors,  to  make 
said  road,  to  dig  and  convey  away  any  stone,  earth,  or 
other  material  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  road. 
$  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint,  and  have 
sworn  to  a  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  by  a  justice 
of  the  peace,  a  secretary  and   treasurer,  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  with  such  compensa- 
tion for  their  services  as  they  may  deem  just.     They  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
be  appointed  and  qualified.     The  treasurer  of  said  com- 
pany, before  be  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall 
give  bond  and  security,  in  such  amount  and  penalty  as  the

§  10.  All  the  contracts,  subscriptions  of  stock,  and  other 
proceeding:)  of  the  said  company,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  charter,  that  have  been  already  made  or 
done,  are  hereby  made  legal,  valid,  and  binding.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  estab-  ^^^^^  ""^^ 
lished,  in  the  town  of  Stanford,  Lincoln  county,  Kentucky, 
a  bank  of  deposit,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Deposit 
Bank  of  Stanford. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  in  said  deposit  bank  shall  not  be   Capital  stock. 
less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  not  more  than  one 
hundred    and   fifty  thousand  dollars,  to   be   divided   into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and 
paid  for  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3.  The  subscribers  of  said  shares  of  stock,  and  their         Corporate 
assigns,  are  hereby  declared  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  ,     * 
and  shall  so  continue  for  twenty-five  years  from  the  date 
of  its  organization;  and  shall  be  capable  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  sueing  and  being  sued,  plead- 
ing and  being  impleaded,  of  answering  and  defending,  in 
all  courts  and  places  whatsoever;  it  may  have  and  use  a  Common  seaL 
common  t^eal,  and  change  or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure; 
it  shall  also  have  the  right  to  purchase  and  hold,  in  fee  or       Aeai estate, 
by  lease,  and  to  sell  and  convey  any  real  or  personal  estate  ^®' 
that  they  may  deem  expedient    to  acquire  by  purchase  or 
in  the  collection  of  debts:  Provited,  That  such  real  estate 
so  ttcquiced  and  held  shall  not  ai  any  time  exceed  in  value 
fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  deposit  bank  to  transact  Howmaytraas- 
financial  business  as  a  natural  p«  rson;  to  loan  money,  dis-  *«*bu8inei8. 
count  promissory  notes,  buy  and  sell  exchange,  stocks,  and 
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other  mercantile  eecurities,  and  the  promissory  notes  made 
negotiable  and  payable  at  its  banking  hou^e,  or  at  the 
banking  house  of  any  other  Incorporated  bank  in  this  State, 
and  inland  bills  which  may  be  discounted  or  purchased 
prior  to  maturity  by  said  bank,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  placed  on  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange, 
and  like  remedy  may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  or  severally, 
against  the  makers,  drawers,  indorsers,  or  parties  thereto. 

§  5.  Said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances  on 
approved  securities  and  upon  the  agricultural  and  other 
products  of  the  country;  it  may  receive  bonds,  stocks,  pro- 
duce and  merchandise,  in  pledge  for  the  security  of  money 
loaned  or  advanced;  it  may  also  receive  in  pledge  for  mo- 
ney loaned,  or  debts  owing,  United  States  bonds,  or  other 
vouchers,  certificates  or  bonds  of  indebtedness,  or  the  bonds 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  or  other  bonds  authorized  by 
the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  G.  Said  bank  may  receive  on  deposit  gold,  silver,  bank 
notes,  United  States  Treasury  notes,  and  other  currency 
circulating  as  money,  and  pay  the  same  in  kind,  or  as 
may  be  agreed  by  general  or  special  contract ;  may  i^sue 
letters  of  credit,  payable  at  any  place  in  the  United 
States,  for  the  accommodation  and  convenience  of  mer- 
chants and  travelers;  but  shall  not  issue  any  bank  notes 
or  promissory  notes  to  circulate  as  money. 

§  7.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction 
of  nine  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder  in 
said  bank  and  a  citizen  of  Kentucky;  and  after  the  first 
election,  they  shall  be  annually  elected  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January  in  each  year,  and  hold  office  until  their 
succei<sors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Any  director  may 
be  removed  by  the  stockholders  at  any  regular  or  called 
meeting  by  a  majority  in  interest  of  said  stockholders, 
said  director  having  received  ten  days*  notice.  Said 
directors  nhall  elect  one  of  their  number  president,  and 
shall  hold  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be 
fixed  b}'  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation.  In  case  ot  the 
death  or  resignation  of  any  director,  the  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  remaining  directors. 

(  8.  The  directors  bhall  have  power  to  receive  subscrip- 
tions to  as  many  shares  of  the  stock  remaining  unsold  as 
they  may  think  conducive  to  the  interest  of  said  bank; 
to  declare  dividends  out  of  the  profits  of  business,  and 
to  appoint  such  officers,  agents,  and  servants,  as  thej 
may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  bank, 
and  pay  them  such  salaries,  fees,  and  wages,  and  take 
from  them  such  bonds,  to  secure  the  performance  of  their 
duties,  as  they  shall  think  proper  and  reasonable. 

§  9.  The  stock  in  said  bank  shall  be  personal  property, 
and  shall  be  assignable  on  the  books  of  the  compauy  ia 
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such  manner  as  the  directors  may,  from  time  to  time, 
prescribe ;  but  said  bank  shall  have  no  lien  on  the  stock 
to  secure  any  indebtedness  by  the  stockholders  after  a 
transfer  made  as  above  prescribed. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
and  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  the  same,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  bank,  not  in  contravention  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State;  they  may  also  fix  the  number 
of  directors  that  may  be  a  quorum  to  transact  business. 

§  11.  R.  B.  Woods,  Samuel  Shanks,  G.  W.  James,  or 
any  two  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners 
to  open  books  in  the  town  of  Stanford,  and  receive  sub- 
scriptions to  the  capital  stock;  and  when  fifty  thousand 
dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  they  shall  give  notice, 
by  printed  advertisement  or  otherwise,  of  a  day  appointed 
for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold 
oflSce  until  the  ensuing  annual  election;  and  in  all  elec- 
tions by  the  stockholders,  each  stockholder  shall  have  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  one  hundred  dollars'  stock,  and 
may  vote  either  in  person  or  by  written  proxy,  such  proxy 
being  a  stockholder. 

§  12.  Payment  for  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be  made 
in  current  funds,  as  follows,  to- wit  :  Five  dollars  on 
each  share  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscription;  fif- 
teen dollars  shall  be  paid  on  each  share  within  ten  days 
after  the  meeting  of  the  first  board  of  directors,  and 
the  remainder  in  such  sums  and  at  such  times  as  the  di- 
rectors may  appoint;  and  should  any  subscriber  fail  to 
pay  his  subscription  to  the  stock  as  herein  provided,  the 
directors  may,  after  giving  thirty  days'  notice  to  such  sub- 
scriber of  such  purpose,  by  resolution  duly  passed  and  en- 
tered on  the  records  of  said  bank,  forfeit  such  shares  of 
stock,  and  sell  the  same  at  such  time  as  they  may  deem 
expedient;  and  all  partial  payments  made  on  such  shares 
of  stock  so  forfeited  shall  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  the 
bank. 

§  13.  Said  bank  may  commence  business  so  soon  as  ten 
thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in,  and  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  first  elected  have  certified  the  same, 
under  oath,  before  a  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  in  said 
county. 

§  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first 
day  of  April  in  each  year,  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
State*  for  the  benefit  of  the  ordinary  revenue  thereof,  fifty 
cents  on  each  share  of  one  hundred  dollars  subscribed  and 
paid  into  said  bank,  in  full  of  all  taxes  due  to  the  Com- 
monwealth ;  and  said  president  &nd  directors  shall  report, 
under  oath,  the  condition  of  said  bank,  at  such  times  and 
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1870.  i"  Buch  manner  as  the  laws  of  this  State  require  of  other 
banks ;  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to 
inquire  into  the  condition  and  management  of  said  bank, 
by  commissioners  appointed  for  that  purpose  or  otherwise, 
and  to  require  such  commissioners  to  report  the  resolt  of 
such  examinations. 

$15.  If  any  cashier,  clerk,  teller,  or  other  officer  of  said 

Penalty  for  bank,  without  the  consent  of  the  president  and  directors, 
Snds!  &o?^^^  appropriate  any  of  (he  funds  of  said  bank  to  his  own  use, 
or  to  that  of  any  other  person,  or  shall  fail  to  make  cor- 
rect entries  on  the  books  of  the  bank  with  intent  to  cheat 
or  defraud  the  corporation,  or  any  other  person,  or  to  hide 
or  conceal  any  improper  appropriation  of  the  funds,  the 
officer  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  confine- 
ment in  the  penitentiary  of  this  State  for  a  term  not  less 
than  one,  nor  more  than  ten  years. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  H.  M.  Wade,  sheriff  of  Marshall  county,  and 
his  securities  in  his  revenue  bond,  for  the  year  1868,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  released  from  the  payment  of  that 
part  of  the  judgment  of  the  Franklin  circuit  court  against 
them  for  the  revenue  aforesaid,  which  is  for  the  twenty 
per  cent,  damages,  upon  the  payment  of  the  principal,  in- 
terest, cost,  and  Attorney  General's  fee  into  the  Treasury.

$  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Hartford,  in  Ohio 
county,  shall  have  the  right  to  appropriate  one  thousaod 
dollars  ($1,000),  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  Ohio 
county  court  in  the  purchase  of  the  Hartford  bridge,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  made  a  free  bridge;  and  thaC^ 
for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  money,  they  shall  levy  a  tax, 
not  exceeding  three  dollars,  on  each  voter  resident  of  the 
town,  and  twenty-five  cents  per  one  hundred  dollars  in 
value  of  all  the  property  in  said  town,  as  is  assessed  by 
the  assessor  of  Ohio  county  for  State  revenue ;  and  said 
tax  shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  sanae 
manner  that  the  town  taxes  are  now  collected. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  191. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Joseph  Toombs,  of  Ttimble  Oountj* 

Whereas,  Joseph  Toombs,  of  Trimble  county,  has  a  son, 
named  Wesley  Toombs,  who  is  a  lunatic,  and  is  now^  in 
the  Western  Lunatic  Asylum,  under  the  verdict  of  a  jury, 
and  judgment  of  a  court,  at  the  expense  and  charges  of 
the  State ;  and  whereas,  it  would  be  greatly  more  conve- 
nient to  said  Joseph  Toombs,  in  visiting  and  looking  after 
his  said  son,  to  have  him  at  the  Eastern  Lunatic  Asylum; 
wherefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammontoeallk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  Joseph  Toombs  may,  at  his  own  expense 
and  charge,  remove  his  said  son  to  the  Eastern  Lunatic 
Asylum;  and  when  he  shall  so  be  removed  and  carried 
there,  the  superintendent  of  that  institution  shall  receive 
him,  and  take  care  of  and  treat  him  as  if  he  was  resident 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  said  Eastern  Asylum. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  192. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Padncah  Furnitare  HanuFactarin^  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  J.  F.  Wahl,  Sebastian  Glauber,  L.  Patter,  and 
F.  Scheombs,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  "The  Paducah  Furniture  Manu- 
facturing Company,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succesifiion ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer 
and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters 
whatsoever,  as  natural  persons  may  do ;  with  full  power 
to  acquire,  hold,  use,  and  enjoy,  and  the  same  to  sell,  con- 
vey, and  dispose  of,  all  such  real  estate,  chattels,  goods, 
and  effects  as  may  be  necessary,  convenient,  or  by  them 
deemed  proper  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which 
may  be  acquired  as  security  for,  or  in  payment  of,  any 
debt  or  demand ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  alter,  change,  or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure;  and 
may  make  and  establish  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  for  the  efficient  management  of  its  affairs  and 
conduct  of  its  business.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  CommonwcaltA 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  D.  J.  Williams,  Robert  McConnell,  H.  C.  Mc- 
Connell,  Warren  Viley,  M.  J.  Haden,  Albert  Bohannon, 
and  A.  C.  Hunter,  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby, incorporated  and  formed  into  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Woodford  Cream  Cheese  Company,  with  succession  for 
thirty  years,  and  power  under  that  name  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  im* 
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1870.       pleaded,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  have  all  powers  inci- 
dent to  such  corporations. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each.  All  or  any  of  the  corporators 
named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  may  open  books  and 
receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock,  and  when  the 
aggregate  amount  of  such  subscriptions  shall  be  filty 
shares  or  more,  any  two  of  said  corporators  may,  by  one 
or  more  publications  in  a  newspaper,  if  one  be  published 
in  Woodford  county,  if  not,  by  written  or  printed  posters 
put  up  in  three  or  more  public  places  in  said  county,  issae 
a  call  for  an  election  of  officers,  designating  the  time  and 
place;  and  on  the  day  named  shall  hold  an  election  for  a 
president  and  five  directors,  under  whose  direction  and 
management  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  company  shall 
be  conducted;  said  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  enter  oa 
the  discharge  of  their  duties.  An  election  for  officers  shall 
be  held  annually  from  the  day  of  the  first  election;  but  if, 
from  any  reason,  this  is  not  done,  the  officers  may  set  some 
subsequent  day,  and  hold  the  same  by  giving  the  notice 
above  mentioned. 

§  3.  That  said  company  may  purchase,  hold,  and  lease 
as  much  real  estate,  and  also  as  many  carts,  wagons, 
cows,  horses,  and  other  personal  property,  of  any  kind,  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient;  and  may  aUo  erect,  purchase, 
and  hold  such  buildings,  machinery,  fixtures,  or  other 
things,  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  purpose 
of  conducting  a  cheese  manufactory,  and  of  manutactar* 
ing  cheei^e;  and  it  may  lease,  sell,  convey,  or  di^pot^e  of  any 
property  it  may  hold,  have,  and  acquire.  That  it  ^hall  be 
lawful  lor  said  company  and  its  agents,  as  well  as  all  per- 
sons furnishing  them  milk,  and  their  servants  and  agents, 
to  milk  cows,  transport  milk  to  the  factory,  and  do  all 
other  acts  necessary  for  the  making  and  preservation  of 
cheese,  during  each  and  every  day  of  the  proper  season 
for  the  manufacture  of  cheese,  any  general  statute  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

§  4.  That  whoever  shall  knowingly  sell,  supply,  or  brin^, 
or  shall  knowingly  cause  to  be  sold,  supplied,  or  brought 
to  be  manufactured  to  said  company,  any  milk  diluted  wttli 
water  or  other  liquid,  or  milk  from  which  any  cream  has 
been  taken, or  milk  commonly  known  as  skimmed  milk,  or 
whoever  shall  keep  back  any. part  of  the  milk  known  as 
strippings,  or  whoever  shall  knowingly  bring  or  supply 
milk  to  said  company  that  is  tainted  or  partly  sour  trom 
want  of  proper  care  in  keeping  pails,  strainers,  or  any 
vessel  in  which  said  milk  is  kept,  clean  and  sweet,  after 
being  notified  of  such  taint  or  carelesbness  by  the  presi* 
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dent  or  manager  thereof;  or  who  shall  knowingly  nse,  or  1870. 
direct  any  of  his  or  their  employees  to  use,  for  his  or  their 
individual  benefit,  any  cream  from  the  milk  brought  to 
said  company,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
officers  thereof,  shall,  for  each  and  every  offense,  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  by  warrant,  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  county 
judge  of  Woodford  county,  for  the  benefit  of  said  Com- 
monwealth. 

^  5.  The  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority 
thereof,  who  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  shall  have  power 
to  make  all  by-laws  necessary  for  the  government  and 
successful  operation  of  said  company,  provided  the  same 
are  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  or  of  this  State ;  to  employ  any  and  all  servants, 
agents,  or  employees  that  may  be  necessary,  and  to  pay 
such  servants,  agents,  or  employees  such  sums  as  they 
may  think  best,  and  to  require  from  them,  or  either  of 
them,  any  bond,  with  surety,  for  a  faithful  discharge  of 
their  duties.

CHAPTER  194. 

AN  ACT  to  alter  and  amend  the  Road  Law  in  LiTingston  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  ofiice  of  superintendent  of  roads,  in  Liv- 
ingston county,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  the 
county  court  of  said  county  may  appoint  two  commission- 
ers for  each  voting  district  in  said  county,  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  two  years,  and  who  shall  be  and  are  author- 
ized to  divide  the  public  roads  in  their  respective  districts 
into  such  sections  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  let  out 
the  same  on  such  terms,  and  in  such  manner,  and  at  such 
times,  to  the- lowest  bidder,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not, 
however,  to  exceed  the  amount  of  the  road  taxes  collected 
off  of  their  respective  districts. 

$  2.  That  said  commissioners  shall,  before  letting  out 
said  roads,  by  public  advertisement,  specify  the  manner 
and  times  in  which  they  shall  be  workedy  and  the  condi- 
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1870.  tions  of  the  contract;  and  shall,  when  said  roads  shall 
have  been  worked  and  kept  in  the  manner  specified  in  the 
contract,  certify  the  same  to  the  county  court  of  said  county, 
together  with  the  amount  due  said  contractor. 

§  3.  Said  commissioners,  shall  also  take  from  the  con* 
tractor  a  bond,  with  good  surety,  payable  to  said  county,  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  contract,  and  return  the 
same  to  the  county  court  clerk's  office  of  said  county,  upon 
which  suit  may  be  brought  in  the  circuit  court  of  said 
county,  in  the  name  of  the  commissioners  of  the  disttiici 
in  which  said  road  or  roads  are  8ituatQd,  for  all  damages 
sustained  by  their  failure  to  perform  their  contract.  Any 
contractor  failing  to  comply  with  his  contract,  or  failing  to 
keep  his  re:«pective  road  or  roads  in  good  repair,  shall  be 
liable  to  indictment  and  fine  in  the  circuit  court,  of  said 
county,  in  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  which  fine  shall  be  collected  as  other  fines 
now  provided  for  by  lawf  and  when  collected,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  road  fund  of  said  county,  and  set  to  the  credit  of 
the  district  from  which  said  offender  was  contractor. 

§  4.  Said  commissioners  shall  each  be  allowed  two  dol- 
lars per  day  while  actually  engaged  in  their  duties,  not  to 
exceed  ten  days'  services  each,  in  one  year,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  road  fund  of  their  respective  districts. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  said  county  to 
so  arrange  his  book  that  it  will  show  the  district  in  which 
each  tnx- payer  resides,  for  which  he  shall  be  allowed  by 
the  county  court  ten  dollars,  payable  out  of  the  road  fund 
of  said  county. 

^  G.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  said 
county  to  determine  the  amount  of  money  due  each  dia* 
trict,  and  file  a  statement  thereof  each  year  in  the  county 
court  clerk's  office  of  said  county;  and  upon  the  certificate 
of  the  commissioners  certifying  to  him  the  amount  due  to 
any  contractor,  the  said  county  judge  shall  draw  his  war- 
rant on  the  sheriff  or  treasurer  of  said  county  for  said 
amount  (not  exceeding  the  amount  due  said  district),  which 
amount  shall  be  paid  by  said  sheriff  or  treasurer,  who  shall 
have  a  credit  therefor  on  the  amount  of  the  road  fund  due 
by  him;  and  the  county  judge  shall  be  allowed  for  his  ser- 
vices twenty-five  dollars,  payable  out  of  said  fund. 

(  7.  This  act,  and  so  much  of  an  act,  entitled  ''  An  act 
to  amend  the  laws  in  relation  to  roads  in  this  Common- 
wealth," approved  February  17th,  18G6,  as  applies  to  said 
,  county,  may,  by  a  majority  vote  at  any  regular  election, 

when  ordered  by  the  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  jus- 
tices being  present  and  concurring  therein,  of  said  county, 
be  repealed,  and  the  laws  in  existence  previous  toaaid  acts 
be  revived  and  put  in  full  force.

CHAPTER  195. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  LouisTille  Real  Estate  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  Nermann,  William  Dumeyer,  C.  H.  L. 
Meyer,  John  Giesas,  Loais  Weber,  Henry  Struby,  August 
Stein,  J.  George  iluckstuhl,  and  Christian  Jenne,  together 
with  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  appointed  and  made  a  corporation  and  body* 
politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ''Louisville  Ileal 
Es^tate  Company;"  and  shall  continue  until  the  second 
Monday  in  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty ; 
and  by  that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  pur- 
chase or  receive,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain,  to  them  and 
their  successors,  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  at  any 
time,  or  in  any  lawful  manner,  lands,  rents,  tenements, 
goods  and  chattels  (not  exceeding  at  any  one  time  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars);  to  sue  and  be

the  proceeds  of  such  levy,  when  collected,  shall  be  applied 
exclusively  to  paying  off  the  debt  already  incurred  by  said 
county  in  building  the  new  court-house  therein,  and  to- 
wards completing  the  same,  with  such  other  improve- 
riienCs  on  the  court-house  square  as  shall  be  deemed 
oecessary  and  proper  by  said  county  court. 

§  2.  That  the  sheriff  of  Bath  county  shall  collect  said 
tax  ;  but  before  doing  so,  he  shall  execute  covenant,  with

charge of  his  duties  in  collecting  and  accounting  for  said 
tax,  and  paying  over  the  same  to  such  person  or  persons 
as  the  county  court  may  order;  upon  which  bond  suit  may 
be  brought,  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the 
use  of  the  said  county  court.

CHAPTER  200. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Laetitia  Club^  of  Louisfille. 

Whereas,  John  W,  Stine,  Peter  Pfeiffer,  Phil.  Tomp- 
pert,  jr.,  Fred'k  Bender,  Charles  llg,  and  their  associates, 
have  formed  an  association,  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  for 
the  purpose  of  refined  social  enjoyment,  general  improve- 
ment, and  a  generous  hospitality  to  strangers  visiting  the 
city,  under  the  name  of  the  Laetitia  Club;  and  said  asso- 
ciation desires  corporate  power,  that  it  may  carry  on  its 
buisiness  as  a  body,  and  own  and  hold  property  for  its 
uses  as  a  club,  and  for  no  other  purpose ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commmtvealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  said  above  named  parties  and  their  asso- 
ciates be,  and  are  hereby,  created  and  made  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  under  and  by  the  name  of  the 
Laetitia  Club. 

;*'  §  2.  That  the  said  corporation,  by  said  name,  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  the  Commonwealth; 
it  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  in  all  matters 
concerning  its  business  as  a  club ;  it  may  have  and  use 
a  private  seal,  and  break  and  alter  the  same  at  will ;  il 
may  adopt  such  constitution  and  by-laws  as  may  be 
necessary  for  its  organization  under  this  charter;  and  il 
shall  have  all  the  lawful  rights,  privileges^  and  liabilities 
of  incorporated  bodies. 
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§  3.  The  said  corporation  may  take  and  hold,  by  par- 
chase,  gift,  grant,  devise  or  bequest,  personal  property,  to 
the  value  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  real  property  to 
the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars ;  but  the  said  property 
shall  be  used  as  a  club  house,  and  its  appendages  and 
appurtenances,  and  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  and 
eapporting  the  said  corporation  alone ;  and  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  not  engage  in  any  other  business,  save 
that  of  conducting  and  controlling  the  club  and  the 
club  house. 

$  4.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  no  power  to  dis- 
eolve  or  disestablish  itself,  so  long  as  five  members  are 
opposed  thereto. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  201. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  seyeral  acts  in  relation  to  the 

Town  of  Crab  Orchard,  in  Lincoln  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Crab  Orchard  shall 
hereafter  be  two  thirds  of  one  mile  around  said  town,  com- 
mencing in  the  center  of  the  present  public  square  at  the 
junction  of  the  Stanford  and  Lancaster  Turnpike  Road. 

§  2.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  concerns 
of  said  town,  with  the  government  and  control  thereof, 
shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  three  of  whom  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  to  transact  business,  and  all  of  whom  shall 
have  resided  in  said  town  at  least  one  year  next  preceding 
their  election,  and  be  freeholders  therein.

He  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in 
every  year,  annually,  complete  and  return  the  list  so  taken 
to  the  board  of  trustees.  Upon  the  return  of  the  list  by 
the  assessor,  the  trustees  may  review  and  regulate  and 
correct  the  same ;  and  after  such  review  and  regulations,

§  14.  That  the  treasurer  appointed  by  the  board  of  trus- 
iTreasnrerto  tees  shall   take  an   oath  faithflilly  and   honestly  to  dis- 
andtoezMute  charge  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  execute  bond, 
bond.  ^.jjf^  good  security,  and  in  such   penalty  as  the  trustees 

may  require,  which  penalty  shall  be  not  less,  at  any  time, 
than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  which  bond  shall  be  cod- 
ditioned  to  pay  over  all  moneys  which  may  come  to  his 
hands,  as  treasurer,  to  the  trustees  or  their  order,  and  to 
perform  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law  as  treas- 
urer, and  may  contain  such  other  stipulations  as  the 
Further  daties  board  may  think  proper  to  require  ;  the  treasurer  shall  re- 
ceive  and  give  a  receipt  for  all  moneys  paid  or  received ; 
he  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  all  paid  to  the  board  of 
trustees ;  he  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  all  the  fiscal  coq- 
cerns  of  the  board,  and  record  in  order  the  appropriations 
of  said  board,  as  certified  to  him  by  the  clerk, and  pay  the 
same  according  to  their  order  ;  he  shall  pay  no  moneys 
without  receiving  a  copy  of  a  resolution  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  signed  by  the  clerk,  making  such  appropriation, 
and  he  shall  file  all  received  by  him  for  settlement  by  res- 
olution of  the  board;  his  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  persons  having  claims  upon  the  board 
upon  reasonable  notice;  the  treasurer  shall  be,  and  is  here- 
by, authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  all  taxes  that  may 
be  paid  to  him,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each 
year,  by  those  persons  .who  may  owe  the  same.  He  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  report  to 
the  clerk  of  the  board  a  true  list  of  all  taxes  and  moneys

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bryan's  Station  and  Lexington  Tarnpike

elected  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  on 
the  first  Saturday  after  they  shall  have  been  elected  :  Pro- 
vided^ That  said  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have 
power  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  said  board  which  may  occur 
by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise. 

§  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  611  or  hoM  the  office 
of  trustee  of  said  town,  unless  he  has  been  a  citizen  and 
resident  thereof  twelve  months  next  preceding  bis  elec- 
tion, and  owns  at  the  time  of  his  election  a  fee  simple 
title  to  real  estate,  lying  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  of 
the  value  of  not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars  ;  the  worth 
of  said  real  estate  to  be  determined  by  the  valuation 
placed  thereon  by  the  assessor  of  said  town,  in  his  assess- 
ment of  taxable  property,  made  the  year  previous  to  the 
election  of  trustees. 

§  3.  The  offices  of  marshal  of  the  police  court  of  Win- 
chester, and  town  attorney  of  Winchesters  shall  be  abolish- 
ed, and  cease  to  exist,  from  and  after  the  Saturday  next 
aueceeding  the  first  Monday  in  June,  1870. 

^  4.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall,  on  the 
Saturday  next  suceeeding  the  first  Monday  in  June,  1870, 
appoint  an  officer,  to  be  styled  "Town  Marshal  of  Win- 
chester," who  shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority 
that  the  marshal  of  tbe  police  court  of  Winchester  now 
by  law  has,  and  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  and  exer- 
cise the  same  functions,  that  said  last  named  officer  now 
performs  and  exercises,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  same  fees  therefor.  Said  toWn  marshal,  before  he  en- 
ters upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall  take  an  oath 
for  the  faithful  peiformance  of  the  same,  in  the  county 
court  of  Clark  county,  and  shall  execute  a  bond,  with  one 
or  more  good  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  said  county 
court,  in  tpe  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with  conditions  similar  to 
the  bonds  constables  are  required  by  law  to  execute;  and 
the  same  may  be  put  in  suit  for  a  iailure  to  perlorm  the 
conditions  thereof,  by  any  person  injured,  in  the  same 
manner  as  suits  are  now  authorized  to  be  brought  on  a 
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constahJe's  bond;  and  said  town  marshal  shall  aUo  be  1870. 
subject  to  a  motion  against  him  and  his  surety  or  sureties, 
before  the  judge  of  the  police  court  of  Winchester,  for  a 
failure  to  pay  over  money  to  any  person  entitled  to  receive 
the  same, under  the  same  rules, regulations,  and  restrictions, 
as  motions  are  authorized  against  defaulting  constables. 
Said  town  marshal  shall  enter  upon  the  discbarge  of  his 
office  as  soon  as  he  receives  his  appointment  and  complies 
with  the  conditions  of  this  section,  and  continue  in  office 
for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  has  qualified,  unless 
sooner  removed  from  office  by  said  board  of  trustees. 
Said  board  of  trustees  K^hall  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity, at  any  time,  to  remove  said  marshal  from  office,  and 
appoint  another  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

9  5.  Said  board  of  trus^tees  Khali,  on  the  Saturday  next 
succeeding  the  first  Monday  in  June,  1870,  and  on  the 
Saturday  next  pucceeding  the  first  Friday  in  February  in 
overy  year  thereafter,  appoint  an  officer,  to  be  styled  *' At- 
torney of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Winchester,"  whose 
term  of  office  shall  continue  until  his  successor  is  quali- 
fied: His  duties  shall  be  the  same  as  now  required  by  law 
of  the  town  attorney  of  Winchester,  and  he  shall  receive 
the  same  fees  and  compensation  for  like  services  that  said 
town  attorney  is  now  by  law  entitled  to  receive. 

(  G.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
hereby  repealed.

$  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

That  the  second  sec- 
tion of  said  act  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  the  stock- 
holders in  said  Allensville,  Elkton,  and  Keysourg:  Turnpike 
Road  Company  to  indicate  on  which  side  of  the  Louisville 
and  Memphis  Railroad  their  stock  shall  be  expended  in 
tbe  construction  of  snid  road;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  to  obey  the  in- 
structions given  by  the  said  stockholders,  in  the  expendi- 
ture of  their  eaid  stock. 

§  2.  That  the  ninth  section  of  the  act  above  recited  be 
so  amended  as  to  allow  any  five  of  the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  sail!  act  to  order  an  election  under  said  section 
instead  of  the  county  court,  trustees  of  a  town,  or  justices 
of  a  district,  as  now  authorized  by  said  section,  upon 
giving  due  notice,  for  not  less  than  twenty  tlays,  by  adver- 
tising said  election  at  not  less  than  three  public  places  in 
sQch  county,  town,  or  district,  and  that  buch  election  may 
be  had  at  any  time  upon  such  notice  being  given.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  ThatW.  F.  Bullock,  William  Kendrick,  John  G. 
Barret,  A.  P.  Cochran,  John  A.  Carter,  Joseph  P.  Torbitt, 
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1870.  W.  L.  Weller,  R.  A.  Robinson,  A.  A.  Gordon,  J.  S.  Lith- 
gow,  J.  Smith  Speed,  Thomas  L.  Barret,  Patrick  Joycs, 
Louii*  Kehm,  and  J.  L.  Danforth,  and  their  succe:«;sors,  be, 
and  they  are  bereh}',  declared  a  body-corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Kentucky  Home  for  FriendleM 
Women,  to  be  located  in  or  near  the  city  of  Louisville,  for 
the  relief,  education,  reclamation,  and  employment  of  the 
fallen  women  of  Kentucky;  and  by  that  name  have  per- 
petual succession,  with  power  to  make  all  rules,  regula- 
tions, and  by-laws  which  shall  be  deemed  proper  and 
necessary  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  purpo^^es  of  said 
home;  to  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the 
same  at  pleasure;  to  make  contracts  for  the  benefit  of  said 
home;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  to  be  capable  of  receiving, 
taking,  and  holding  real  or  personal  estate  by  gift,  grant, 
purchase,  or  devise,  and  selling,  exchanging,  transferring, 
and  using  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  said  home. 

^  2.  Said  corporation  may  make  such  constitution  and 
by-laws  for  the  government  and  regulation  ot  the  same 
as  may  be  necessary:  Provided^  That  the  same  shall  not 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  this 
State. 

§  3.  The  board  of  trustees  heretofore  elected,  being  the 
corporators  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  including 
the  several  officers  of  said  board,  shall  continue  in  office 
Irom  the  date  of  their  election  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

(  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  paa- 
eage.

CHAPTER  248. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  the  Town  of  HRmpton  Gitj,  and  to  extend  the  ift- 
corpurate  limits  of  the  Town  of  Gatlettsburg  so  as  to  include  the  same. 

Wheeeas,  William  Hampton,  in  1852,  laid  out  in  town 
lots  a  certain  portion  of  his  lands,  near  the  mouth  of  Big 
Sandy,  in  Uoyd  county,  with  streets  and  alleys,  and  has 
sold  large  numbers  of  the  lots;  many  of  them  are  im* 
proved.  The  town  was  called  Hampton  City;  the  same 
never  having  been  regular  established  as  a  town  by  law; 
therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vte  CommonwcaUh 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  lots,  streets,  and  alleys,  as  shown  by  a 
copy  of  the  map  of  s^id  town,  as  made  in  August,  1852, 
of  the  town  of  Hampton  City,  in  the  county  of  Boyd, 
near  the  mouth  of  Big  Sandy  river,  is  hereby  established 
and  legalized,  except  so  much  of  Hickory  street*  oo  lots 
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146,  147,  and  148;  and  so  mach  of  Locust  alley,  on  lots  1870. 
148  Hiid  131;  and  so  much  of  the  alley  as  divides  lots 
14»,  147,  and  148  from  lots  131,  132,  and  133;  they  are 
Annulled,  having  been  sold  and  conveyed  to  John  VV. 
Hite;  all  other  streets  and  alleys  are  established  as  pub- 
lic   highways. 

§  2.  That  the  incorporate  linnits  of  the  town  of  Catletts- 
burg  be  extended  as  follows:  That  the  exterior  line  of  the 
corporation,  at  the  bluff  of  the  hill  near  James  Fortner's, 
he  extended  with  the  bluff  of  the  hill  up,  including  Geo. 
Cole,  James  Fortner,  Charles  Hampton,  and  continuing 
with  the  foot  of  said  bluff  until  it  intersects  Locu-^t  alley 
of  the  town  of  Hampton  City;  thence  with  said  alley,  in- 
cluding so  much  only  of  the  property  of  John  W.  Hite 
as  is  in  the  town  of  Hampton  City;  thence  with  Hickory 
street,  until  it  intersects  Willow  street;  thence  with  Wil- 
low street,  until  it  intersects  with  Front  street,  and  with 
the  direction  of  Willow  street  to  Big  Sandy  river;  thence 
down  said  river  to  the  corporation  line  of  Catlettsburg; 
and  that  all  the  lands  lying  about  the  present  corporation 
line  within  said  boundary  shall  be  within  the  corpora- 
tion of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  and  subject  to  all  the 
ordinances  and  regulations  governing  said  town,  except 
as  in  the  next  section  described. 

^  3.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Catletts- 
burg shall  not  tax,  for  the  purpose  of  the  municipal  regu- 
lations of  said  town,  any  lands  that  is  not  divided  into 
town  lots,  used  or  not  for  farm  purposes. 

^  4.  That  before  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of 
this  act  shall  take  effect,  the  map  of  the  town  of  Hamp- 
ton City,  giving  the  size  of  streets  and  alleys  and  lots 
therein,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Boyd 
county  court,  which  shall  be  evidence  of  the  same. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  250. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  School  District  No.  18,  in  Cumberland  Countj. 

WucREAS,  The  trustees  in  school  district  No.  18,  in  Cum- 
berland county,  were  unable  to  procure  a  school  teacher 
in  due  time  to  have  the  same  taught  and  make  report, 
as  the  law  requires,  for  the  year  180U;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonicealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  school  trustees  of  school  district  No.  18, 
in  Cumberland  county,  be  allowed  until  the  first  day  of 
March,  1870,  to  make  their  school  report  to  their  county 
commissioner;  and  that  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
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1870.       draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  aaid  trui- 
tees  in  said  district  and  said  county  for  the  proportion 
of  money  due  the  district  in  the  year  18G9. 
^  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  251. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Robert  HcGoanell,  H.  G.  McGonnen,  And  D.  P. 
Hiter,  sureties  of  John  W.  Gombs,  late  Sheriff  of  Woodford  Coantj. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  to  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Kentucky  that  one  Catharine  Crow  departed 
this  life  intestate,  in  the  county  of  Woodford,  in  this  State, 
leaving  no  legal  heirs;  and  that  John  W.  Combs,  late 
sheriff*  of  said  county,  and  while  acting  as  such,  was,  by 
the  county  court  of  Woodford  county,  appointed  adminis- 
trator of  her  estate,  and  defaulted  after  having  collected 
much  of  the  same;  and  whereas,  C.  R.  Greathouse  was 
afterwards  appointed  administrator  de  bonis  non  of  said 
estate,  and  as  such  instituted  suit  in  the  Woodford  circuit 
court  against  said  Combs,  and  Robert  McConnell,  Henry 
C.  McConnell,  Lewis  T.  Payne,  and  David  P.  Hiter,  his 
sureties  on  his  bond  executed  as  sheriff  as  aforesaid,  and 
recovered  judgment  against  the  said  Robert  McConnell, 
Henry  C.  McConnell,  David  P.  Hiter,  and  John  W.  Combs 
for  the  sum  of  sixteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and 
twelve  cents,  with  interest  from  23d  day  of  February, 
18G6,  the  said  Payne  having  obtained  and  plead  his  dis- 
charge in  bankruptcy ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gejiercd  Assembly  of  Uie  CommonweaUh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  all  the  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky  in  and  to  said  judgment  or  its 
proceeds,  so  far  as  the  said  Robert  McConnell,  Henry  C. 
McConnell,  and  David  P.  Hiter  are  concerned,  by  escheat 
for   want  of  legal  heirs,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re- 
leased, except  the  costs,  fees,  and  charges  of  administra- 
tion, and  such  commission   as  said  C.  R.  Greathouse,  as 
administrator,  would  have  been  entitled  to  had  the  money 
been  collected  and  paid  over  by  him  ;  and  except,  also,  all 
the  debts  and  liabilities  of  said  estate  ;  and  said  adnriinia- 
trator  is  hereby  authorized  not  to  proceed  further  against 
said  sureties  on  said  judgment,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting*  the  amount  necessary  for  the  payment  of  the 
costs,  fees,  commissions,  liabilities,  and   debts   aforesaid; 
and  he  is  further  authorized  to  pay  back,  on  demand,  to 
any  surety  who  mny  have  paid  him  any  part  of  said  judg- 
ment, the  balance  of  such  payment  remaining,  after  retain- 
ing enough  to  satisfy  all  said  charges,  costs,  debts,  liabili- 
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ties,  fees,  and  commissions  :  Provided^  however^  That  before      1870, 
said  administrator  de  bonis  Turn  shall  be  required  to  refund 
to  either  of  said  sureties  any  sum  which  he  or  they  may 
have  paid  to  him,  such  surety  or  sureties  shall  execute,  in 
the  office  of  the  cleric  of  the  Woodford  county  court,  a 
bond  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk  of 
said  court,  conditioned  to  pay  to  said  administrator  or  his 
fluccessor  such  sum  or  sums  so  refunded  to  him,  with  inter- 
est after  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  time 
it  shall  be  so  refunded,  if  any  person  ehall  hereafter  ap- 
pear and  establish  his  or  her  claim  as  heir  of  said  Catha- 
rine Crow,  or  distributee  of  her  estate,  or  creditor  thereof, 
which  shall  be  recorded  in  the  book  kept  by  said  clerk  for 
recording  administrators  and  executors'  bonds;  and  for  re- 
cording which  he  shall  be  allowed  a  fee  of  one  dollar,  to 
be  paid  by  the  surety. 

§  2.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
release  said  Combs,  or  to  affect  prejudicially  in  any  way 
the  right  of  any  creditor  of  said  estate,  or  the  right  of  any 
person  who  may  hereafter  appear  and  establish,  by  law, 
his  or  her  right  as  heir  or  heirs  of  said  Catharine  Crow. 

i  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  252. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  PlaDters'  Warehoase,  of  Hopkinsville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genertxl  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  established  and  incor- 
porated by  the  name  of  the  Planters'  Warehouse  Company. 
H.  G.  Abernathy,  C.  L.  Bradshaw,  and  G.  W.  Cayce,  and 
their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and 
corporate;  and  by  such  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with  ;  may 
purchase,  lease,  enjoy  and  hold,  to  themselves  and  their 
BQCcessors,  land,  tenements,  goods  and  securities,  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  owning,  erecting,  and  carrying  on  a 
public   warehouse   at   the   intersection   of  Nashville  and 
Railroad  streets,  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky.     Said  company 
may  use  their  said  house  for  the  inspection  and  sale  of 
tobacco,  and  the  other  products  of  the  country,  and  may 
also  receive  and  store  and  forward,  for  a  commission,  said 
products  or  other  merchandise,  &c  :    Provided,  That  the 
receiving  and  forwarding  shall  not  interfere  with  the  in- 
spection, sale,  and  storage  of  the  products  of  the  country ; 
and  they  have  the  right  to  deal  in  farming  implements; 
and  said  house  may  be  used  for  the  sale  of  said  imple- 
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1870.  mcnts,  or  Rny  other  article  or  merchandise,  on  commi!<pion 
or  otherwise,  so  that  the  same  may  not  interfere  with  the 
inspection,  sale,  and  storage  of  the  country  products.  Said 
corporation  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal;  but  con- 
tracts made  by  any  one  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  com- 
pany, for  any  corporate  transaction,  shall  be  binding  upon 
the  company. 

$  2.  The  company  may  make  such  by-laws  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  management  of  said  house  and  bu8ine98; 
and  a  majority  in  interest  shall  be  a  quorum  to  do  business, 
and  lease  the  house  and  premises  for  such  times  as  they 
mav  deem  advisable. 

§  3.  The  Christian  county  court  of  claims  shall,  at  its 
regular  meeting  in  each  year,  fix  and  establish  the  rates 
of  inspection,  cooperage,  storage,  charges,  &c. ;  and  shall 
appoint  two  inspectors,  who  are  not  interested  in  the  com- 
pany, and  fill  vacancies;  which  inspectors  shall  be  duly 
sworn  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office, 
without  partiality  or  prejudice:  Provided^  That  J.  U.  P. 
Pool  and  Thoma»  S.  Smoot,  recently  appointed  by  said 
court  inspectors,  shall  continue  in  office  till  the  next 
October  term  of  said  court  of  claims,  and  until  their  ^uc- 
cet'sors  are  appointed  and  qualified  :  And  ptrwided  further, 
That  said  court  of  claims  may,  at  its  first  session,  fix  the 
said  rates  of  cooperage,  inspection,  storage,  char(;es,  <&c.; 
and  in  case  that  said  court  at  any  time  fails  to  fix  or  estab- 
lifcih  the  rates  of  iLspection,  cooperage,  storage,  charges, 
&c.,  then  said  company  may  do  so  itself. 

^  4.  The  company  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
weigher,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  to  the  weigh- 
ing ol  tobacco  int«pected  and  sold,  and  other  articles;  and 
who,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
shhil  be  sworn  as  said  inspectors. 

^  5.  This  act  to  take  eflect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  264. 

AN  ACT   to  iDcorporftte   Fairfield  and   Tajloraville  Turnpike  GompADj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a  turnpike  road  from  the  town  of  Fairfield, 
in  Nelson  county,  by  the  way  of  Little  Union  Church, 
to  intersect  the  pike  leading  from  Taylorsville  to  Ch:  p* 
lin,  between  the  residences  of  John  Hughes  and  James 
Wells,  in  Spencer  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars,  to   be  increased  or  diminished  at  the 
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pleacpnre  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into  shares       1870. 
of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  Books  of  sabscription  shall  be  opened  by  B.  W. 
Minter,  James  Downs,  James  Wells,  Geo.  £.  Jone8,  Mah- 
lon  Shields,  Matthew  Wakefield,  and  Wm.  Truax,  who 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  that  purpose. 
At  sach  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper,  they 
•hall  open  a  book  or  books,  and  the  sabdcribers  therein 
shall  sign  an  obligation  in  the  following  form:  **  We, 
whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  respectively  prom- 
ise to  pay  to  the  Fairfield  and  TayIors«ville  Turnpike 
Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  share 
of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  proportions,  ^ 
and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  said  company:  Provided^  however^ 
That  the  sum  of  each  subscriber's  stock,  or  any  part 
thereof,  may  be  paid  in  work  on  said  road,  subject  to 
Bach  regulations  as  the  board  of  directors  may  estab- 
lish." 

§  4.  When  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commissioners  named  to  give  notice,  in  such  man- 
mer  and  at  such  time  as  they  may  think  proper,  of  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  notice  may  designate,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
president  and  live  directors;  one  vote  shall  be  allowed 
for  each  share  of  stock;  and  the  president  and  directors 
shall  continue  in  ofiice  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
saccessors  are  qualified.  The  time  and  place  of  elec- 
tion after  the  first  shall  be  fixed  by  the  president  and 
directors;  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  be  competent 
to  do  business. 

§  5.  So  soon  as  the  company  is  organized  by  an  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  law,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Fairfield  and  Taylorsville  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  with  the  privileges  and  franchises  of  a 
corporation ;  shall  be  capable  of  holding  their  capital 
Btock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  holding, 
by  gift,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  everything  necessary  or 
proper  for  the  prosecution  of  their  work  or  the  object  of 
this  corporation  ;  they  shall  have  power  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  the  courts  of 
law  and  equity;  also  to  have  and  use  a  seal,  and  gen- 
erally to  do  all  and  every  act  or  thing  lawful  for  a  cor- 
poration to  efiect  the  object  for  which  said  corporation 
was  created. 

^  6.  Said  corporation  shall  fix  definitely  the  route  on 
which  said  road  shall  pass,  having  due  regard  to  economy 
and  the  straightest  and  most  practicable  route ;  and  for 
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1870.  ^^^^  purpose  may,  if  they  see  fit,  employ  all  necessary  en- 
gineers, surveyors,  &c.,  &c.,  at  the  cost  of  the  company; 
and  they  shall  fix  and  regulate  the  grade  and  width  of 
said  road,  and  its  covering  with  stone  or  gravel;  may  de- 
signate the  place  for  toll-gates,  fix  the  rates  of  toll,  and 
regulate  and  change  the  same,  but  such  rates  shall  not  ex- 
ceed those  fixed  by  general  law ;  after  three  miles  of  the 
road,  shall  have  been  completed,  they  shall  have  the  rig^bt 
to  charge  proportionate  toll,  and  apply  the  same  to  the 
completion  of  the  road. 

(  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  oflicers  and  employees  of 
the  company  to  enter,  with   their  tools  and   appliances, 
upon  the  lands  over  and  contiguous  to  which  the  intended 
road  shall  pass,  first  giving  notice  to  the  owners  or  occu* 
pants   thereof;  they   shall   have   the  power  to  take  and 
receive  the  right  of  way  over  and  through  the  lands  where 
said  road  shall  be  located;  and  if,  in  any  instance,  the 
right  of  way  cannot  be  procured  by  agreement  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  lands  through  which  said  road  is  to 
pass,  then  the  president  shall  apply  to  the  Spencer  county 
court  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damrtum^  to  assess  the  damages 
which  mav  be  sustained  ;  and  upon  the  payment  or  the 
tender  of  damages  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  com* 
pany  to  open  and  make  said  road,  and  do  all  the  work 
pertaining  thereto. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint  annually 
such  ofiicers  as  they  deem  necessary,  with  such  compensa- 
tion; if  any,  as  they  may  deem  just — all  the  oflicers  taking 
an  oath  before  some  magistrate  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  trust ;  and  the  treasurer  shall  give  bond  and  secu- 
rity, in  such  sum  as  ae^reed  upon,  to  pay  over  all  moneys 
in  his  hands  to  the  order  of  the  board. 

$  0.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Sheltoa  High  School,  in  Smithland. 

Se  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Reuben  A.  Clopton,  James  W.  Cade,  A.  A. 
Grayott,  W.  M  Gray,  S.  H.  Piles,  T.  C.  Leech,  and  J.  T. 
Handlin,  and  their  successors  in  ofiice,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  Shelton  High  School; 
and  by  that  name  to  have  perpetual  succession,  and  have 
power  to  purchase,  acquire  and  hold,  to  them  and  their 
successors  in  ofiice,  any  lands,  tenements,  goods,  chattels, 
and  money  which  shall  be  purchased,  given,  granted,  or 
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devised,  or  which  they  may  erect  for  the  use  of  said  high  1870. 
school,  and  they  may  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  except  as  hereinafter  provided;  that  they  may 
make  such  rules,  by-laws  and  regulations,  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  riot  incom- 
patible with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  said  hoard  of  trustees  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  number  president,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary,  and  may  fill  any  vacancy  that  may 
occur  in  said  board  or  its  officers  by  death,  resignation,  or 
otherwise. 

$  3.  They  shall  have  power  to  hold  annual  commence- 
ments and  public  examinations,  and  confer  such  honorary 
degrees  and  diplomas  as  is  usual  in  other  high  schools  and 
colleges  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  That  upon  the  presentation  to  the  corporate  author- 
ities of  the  town  of  Smithland  of  a  petition,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  voters  of  said  town,  it  shall  be  their  duty 
to  convey  to  the  trustees  of  Sbelton  High  School  the 
buildings  in  the  town  of  Smithland  known  as  Cumberland 
HospitHl,  together  with  the  lands,  assets,  and  other  prop- 
erty belonging  thereto, 

§  5.  The  power  to  sell,  conferred  by  section  one  of  this 
act,  shall  only  be  exercised  by  a  majority  of  the  trustees  of 
said  school:  and  in  all  sales  of  real  estate  a  lien  shall  be 
reserved  for  the  payment  of  the  purchase  money;  and 
the  board  shall  appoint  a  treasurer  to  collect  and  receive 
the  money,  and  who  shall  give  bond  to  said  trustees,  with 
good  security,  for  the  payment  of  the  money,  and  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  and  obligations,  upon  which  any  one 
aggrieved,  or  any  citizen  of  Smithland,  may  institute  suit, 
and  maintain  an  action  for  any  violation  of  said  bond. 

§  6.  The  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky  reserves  to  it- 
self the  power  to  repeal,  alter,  or  amend  this  act,  or  any 
part  thereof 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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1870.  ^y  reason  whereof  his  Bmall  estate  escheated  to  the  Com- 
monwealth; but  left,  as  his  nearest  of  kin  on  the  father^s 
side,  six  cousins,  viz:  John  Gulick,  Rachel  Spauiding, 
Mary  Grant,  Ann  Davis,  Elizabeth  Foster,  and  Margaret 
Balienger,  and  tlie  grand-children  of  Lawrence  Gulick,an- 
other  cousin,  with  whom  he  lived  and  associated  as  a 
kinsman,  and  by  whom  he  was  always  recognized  and 
claimed  as  a  kinsman  ;  now,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  'J'hat  the  entire  right,  title,  and  estate  of  the  said 
Commonwealth  in  and  to  the  estate  and  pr(  perty  of  said 
William  Erb,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  releas^ed  and 
granted  to  the  said  John  Gulick,  Mary  Grant,  Uichel 
Spaulding,  Ann  Davis,  Elizabeth  Fost**r,  and  Margaret 
Balienger,  and  the  grand-children  of  Lawrence  Gulick, 
who  shall  take,  receive,  and  hold  the  same,  as  though  they 
were  the  right  heirs  of  said  Erb. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  257. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Pitt's  Point  Male  and  Female  Academy,  of 

Bullitt  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the.  General  Assemb/y  of  the  C:)mmonwcalth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  W.  G.  Hays,  J.  W.  Glenn,  and  A.  C.  Kenni- 
son,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and  the}-  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  nnder  the  name  and 
style  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Pitt's  Point  Male  and 
Female  Academy;  in  which  name  they  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract,  and  be  contracted 
with,  and  may  make  such  rules,  by-laws  and  rrgulalions, 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  government  of  said  corpora- 
tion, and  do  all  other  acts  that  such  a  body-politic  and 
corporate  may  rightlully  do,  not  inconsistent  with  the  lavva 
of  the  United  States  or  the  State  of  Kentuckv. 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members,  one  of  whom  shall  act  as  chairm-in  of  the  board 
at  all  meetings  of  ousiness,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
annually,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  August. 

§  3.  The  board  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  employ 
and  dismiss  teachers,  to  let  out  the  school  building  to 
teachers  free  of  rent,  or  for  a  stipulated  price,  whichever 
seems  to  them  best  for  the  interest  of  the  school,  and  for 
the  benefit  of  the  stockholders. 

§  4.  The  board  of  trustees  dhall  also  have  the  right  to 
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confer  Rach  honorary  degrees  and  diplomas  as  is  usaal  in      1870. 
other  colleges  and  high  schools  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  So  long  as  the  said  academy  and  grounds  shall  be 
used  for  school  purposes  Jt  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation, 
as  other  like  institutions  are  exempt  from  in  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  ti.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Qf  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  Mutual  Aid  Association  of  the  Improved 
Order  of  Red  Men,  of  the  city  of  LouisviHe,  and  State  of 
Kentucky,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  and  under  this  charter  skali  have 
and  possess  ail  the  powers  usually  granted  to  such  corpo- 
rations. 

§  2.  The  said  association  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  under  the  laws  of  this  State ;  shall  pur- 
chase and  hold  any  and  all  property,  real,  personal,  and 
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mixed,  necessary  to  the  pursuit  of  the  object  of  their  busi-       1870. 
ness.

Ilaupt,  Henry  Beha,  William  Schenk, 
Conrad  Koch,  Jacob  Lesszinsky,  Isaac  Lieber,  and  their 
associates  and  successors,  shall  make  and  ordain  all  the 
needful  rules  and  by- laws  for  the  government  of  the  said 
Mutual  Aid  Association,  and  may  break  and  alter  them 
at  pleasure;  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may 
break  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  froni  and  after  its  pas- 
Bag^e.

CHAPTER  266. 

AN  ACT  te  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Towo  of  Dam^ille. 

Be  zl  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Danville  shall 
be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1870,  and  on 
the  same  day  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter.  The  police 
judge  so  elected  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years  from 
the  date  of  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  2.  A  marshal  for  said  town  shall  be  elected  on  the 
first  Monday  in  August,  1870,  and  on  the  same  day  in 
every  second  year  thereafter,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
two  years  from  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding 
his  election,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quali- 
fied. 

§  3.  The  election  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be  had 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  who,  under  its  pres- 
ent charter,  are  authorized  to  vote;  and  for  holding  the 
same  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  make  the 
necessary  orders,  and  appoint  the  necessary  officers  to 
conduct  the  same. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  git-ing  to  the  County  Court  of  Josh  Bell  County  power  to  control 
that  portion  of  the  Wilderness  Tarnpike  Road  in  said  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  and  required 
of  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Knox  county  court,  over  the 
Wilderness  Turnpike  Road,  in  Josh  Bell  county,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  transferred  to  the  presiding  judge  of 
the  county  court  of  Josh   Bell,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  judge  of  said   county  court  to  perform  all  the  duties 
pertaining  to  said  road  now  performed  by  the  judge  of  the 
Knox  county  court :  Provided,  That  the  tolls  collected  at 
the  gate  in  Josh  Bell  county  shall  continue  to  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  the  liabilities  created  for  work  done  on 
the   Wilderness  Turnpike,  as  heretofore;  and  before  any 
county  judge  is  allowed  to  control  any  part  of  said  road, 
or  collect  or  handle  any  of  the  money  taken  in  at  either  of 
the  gates  on  said  road,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  taken 
in  at  either  of  the  gates,  he  shall  first  be  required  to  ex- 
ecute a  bond  to  the   Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with 
approved  security,  in  the  penalty  of  two  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  for  a  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  under 
this  act,  which  bond  shall  be  signed  and  acknowledged  in 
the  presence  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  the  county 
in  which  such  judge  resides,  and  attested   by  said  clerk, 
and  entered  at  large  in  the  order  book  of  said  court.    That 
the  control  of  said  gates,  and  all  settlements  connected 
therewith,  be  conducted  as  now  provided  by  law  until  the 
bond  required  by  this  act;  is  executed.     That  the  circuit 
courts  of  the  county  in  which  such   bonds  are   executed 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine. all  questions 
of  law  and  fact  arising  thereon. 

$  2.  This   act  to   be  in   force  from   and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Benjamin  F.  Howard,  Sheriff  of  MapoflSn  Conoty, 
and  his  sureties  on  bis  ofiScial  bond  for  the  year  1868. 

Whereas,  Judgment  was  rendered  by  the  Franklin  cir- 
cuit court  against  Benjamin  F.  Howard,  sheriff  of  Magoffin 
county,  and  hit?  sureties  on  his  oflicial  bond,  for  the  revenue 
due  from  Magoffin  county  for  the  year  1868;  and  whereas 
certain  land  of  the  sureties  of  said    Benjamin  F.  Howard 
sheriff  as  aforesaid,  has  been  sold  in  satisfaction  of  a  bal 
ance  of  said  revenue;  and  whereas,  the  said  BenjainiR  F 
Howard,  sheriff  as  aforesaid^  has  fully  paid  up  the  amoJn 
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of  principal,  interest,  and  cost  of  said  judgment,  including       1870. 
attorney's  fees;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  said  Benjamin  F.  Howard  and  his  sureties 
be,  and  they  nre  herehy,  released  and  forever  acquitted 
and  discharged  from  the  payment  of  any  and  all  damages 
that  was  adjudged  against  them  in  said  judgment,  except 
attorney's  fees,  cost,  and  interest,  which  is  fully  paid. 

^  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  269. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  Spirituous  Liquors  in  the  Town  of  South 
,  Carrollton,  in  Muhlenburg  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
either  vinous,  spirituous,  or  malt  liquors,  in  the  town  of 
South  Carrolltonjor  within  one  mile  thereof,  in  the  county 
of  Muhlenburg,  exbept  for  medical  purposes :  Provided^ 
however.  That  this  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  ratified  by 
a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  living  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  town,  and  a  mile  thereof,  at  an  election 
to  be  fixed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  for 
said  town. 

^  2.  Any  person  violating  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  sixty  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction 
thereof 

^  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  the  time  it  shall  be  rat- 
ified by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  as  hereinbefore 
provided  :  Provided,  however,  This  act  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  any  tavern-keeper, 
whose  license  shall  not  have  expired  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  act,  during  the  continuance  of  his  said 
license.

CHAPTER  270. 

AN  ACT  tu  prohibit  the  sale  of  Spiritn  >ii9,  Vinous,  or  Malt  Liquors  in   the 

County  ot  il  iilan. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  i.  That  from  and  after  the  [»jiasage  of  this  act  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  county  cnurt  of  Harlan  county,  or 
any  one,  to  grant  a  license  to  any  person  to  vend  spi  ritu- 
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1870.  ous,  vinous*,  or  malt  liquors  in  said  county  of  Harlan;  it 
shall  als?o  be  unlawful  for  any  merchant,  clistiller,  or  other 
person,  to  vend  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  in  quan- 
tities less  than  a  barrel,  within, the  limits  or  juricsdiclioa  of 
said  county  of  Harlan,  except  for  medical  pufpo^es,  upoa 
the  certificate  of  a  practicing  physician. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  fined  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  first  oflen^e,  and  two 
hundred  dollars  for  each  succeeding  offense,  on  present- 
ment of  a  grand  jury;  that  all  fines  assessed  and  recover- 
ed under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  county  court,  and  shall  be  used  in  paying  oiF  the  debts 
of  the  county. 

§  3.  The  judge  of  the  circuit  court  shall  give  this  act  in 
charge  to  the  grand  jury. 

^  4.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  it  shall  have  beea 
ratified  by  a  majority  of  all  the  qualified  voters  who  shall 
vote  at  the  August  election,  1870,  or  any  regufar  election 
of  said  county  thereafter;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
coi\nty  court  clerk  of  Harlan  county  to  prepare  two  col- 
umns on  the  poll-books  for  said  elections,  one  to  be  headed 
"For  prohibition,"  and  the  other  ** Against  prohibiiion;" 
and  the  officers  of  the  election  shall  certify  the  result  of 
said  vote  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law 
for  other  elections.

CHAPTER  271. 

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  Zion  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  of  Louis- 

ville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
^Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Rev.  J  S.  Jenckes,  jr.,  John  B.  Sarles, 
Horace  Gooch,  W.  A.  Meriwether,  R.  D.  Anderson,  Wil- 
liam Wheeler,  Charles  Gardiner,  William  Patterson,  E.  D- 
Morgan,  William  Poutch,  J.  R.  Gough,  an«i  John  Turner, 
and  their  successors  in  ofllce,  be  incorporated  by  the  name 
of  Zion  Church,  Louisville,  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  pli^ad  and  be 
impleaded;  may  purchase,  receive,  and  otherwise  acquire 
and  bold  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  and  may 
sell,  lease,  or  otherwise  dispone  of  the  same;  may  have 
a  corporate  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  and 
may  make  contracts,  and  pass  by-laws,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  land. 

§  2.  That  the  entire  management  of  the  affairs  of  said 
-church  are  vested  in  said  rector,  wardens,  ami  vesiry,  and 
their  successors  as  such,  to  be,  Irom  time  to  time,  chosea 
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by  the  congrpgation,  who  shall  be  trustees  under  this  act;  1870. 
and  they,  when  assembled  in  vestry  meeting,  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies,  to  regulate  the  appointment  and 
duties  of  officers,  to  lease  or  sell  pews  belonging  to  the 
church,  and  enforce  payments  of  rents  thereof,  as  may  be 
stipulated  in  the  lease  or  allowed  by  law. 

3.  That  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  at  present  be- 
longing to,  or  held  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of,  said 
church  or  its  congregation,  be  vested  in  the  corporation 
created  by  this  act;  and  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  amend- 
ment or  repeal  at  the  discretion  of  the  Legislature,  and 
shall  go  into  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  272. 

AN   ACT    to  amend  an   act,  entitled  '*An   act  to    amend    the  Charter  of 
the  Towa  of  Mackville,  in  Washington  Count)'.'* 

Be.  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  amend  the  charter 
of  the  town  of  Mackville,  in  Washington  county,"  ap- 
proved March  5,  18G8,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so 
amended,  as  to  extend  the  town  limits  of  said  town 
forty  poles  east  of  the  present  eastern  limits;  that  the 
juri><dictional  limits  for  the  suppression  and  puni^hme^t^ 
of  otfenses  of  every  kind,  and  to  suppress  disorderly 
bourses,  to  tax  shows,  and  such  other  exhibitions,  and 
licene<e  as  heretofore  provided,  shall  extend  one  mile  in 
every  direction  from  the  center  of  said  town  of  Mack- 
ville. 

§  2.  A  police  judge  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Satur- 
daj'  in  June,  1S70,  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  and  shall  hold  his  office 
until  bis  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  polls  of 
the  election  of  police  judge  shall  be  returned  to  the 
county  court  of  Washington  county.  The  county  court 
shall  certify  the  result  of  the  election  to  the  Governor  of 
the  iState,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  issue  a  commission 
for  the  person  elected  to  the  office  of  police  judge,  who 
shall  be  a  judicial  officer,  to  be  styled  the  police  judge 
of  the  town  of  Mackville. 

^  3.  The  police  judge,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace  or  juridical  officer  of  Washington  county  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office  faithfully  and  impartially, 
and  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  together  with  such  other 
o<»ths  as  other  public  judicial  officers  are  required  to  take 
by  law  and  the  Constitution.     Ue  shall  have  jurisdiction 
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1870.  within  said  town  and  town  district  of  civil  causes  to  the 
same  extent  that  justices  of  the  peace  now  have  or  may 
hereafter  have  within  this  State ;  and  shall  have  the  same 
jurisdiction  of  crimes  and  misddiftneanors  committed  with- 
in s^id  town  and  the  county  of  Washington  as  two 
justices  of  the  peace  now  have ;  and  shall  have  full  juris- 
diction within  said  town  of  all  offense^  against  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  of  said  town.  He  shall  have  power 
to  issue  all  necessary  process  and  precepts,  enter  judg- 
ments, and  issue  execution  for  all  tines  and  penalties  for 
such  offenses,  in  such  a  manner  as  justices  of  the  peace 
may  do  now  by  law.  He  shall  have  power  to  grant  at- 
tachments and  injunctions  to  the  same  extent  that  the 
presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  now  has.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  police  judge  to  keep  a  record  of  his  pro- 
ceedings, copies  of  which  shall  be  evidence  to  the  same 
extent,  and  for  the  same  purpose,  that  copies  of  the 
records  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  now  are.  He  shall 
have  power  to  issue  subpoBnas  for  witnesses  and  other 
proces^s  for  witnesses  before  him,  and  to  punish  all  con- 
tempts against  his  authority  by  fine,  not  exceeding  five 
dollars  in  each  case.  He  shall  have  power  to  take  and 
certify  depositions  as  examiners  now  under  existing  laws, 
and  shall  be  allowed  for  his  services  similar  fees  as  are 
now  allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace  and  examiners. 
For  the  trial  of  civil  cases,  he' shall  hold  regular  terms  in 
'  March,  June,  September,  and  December  in  each  year;  and 
for  causes  may  hold  his  court  at  any  time  that  an  oifender 
may  be  brought  before  him  or  process  returned  regularly 
executed. 

$  4.  Appeals  from  all  judgment  rendered  by  said  police 
judge  to  be  taken  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  now 
allowed  from  judgments  of  the  justices  of  the  peace. 

§  5.  The  marshal  of  said  town,  in  addition  to  the  powers 
heretofore  granted,  shall  have  the  same  power,  perform 
the  same  duties,  and  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties,  that 
constables  of  this  Commonwealth  now  by  law  are.  Be- 
fore he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  an 
oath,  and  execute  a  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, before  the  county  cogrt  of  Washington  county,  with 
good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  said  ciiurt,  faithfully 
to  perform  his  duties,  ^with  conditions  similar  to  a  con- 
stable's covenant,  upon  which  suit  or  motion  may  be 
instituted,  according  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  law 
in  regard  to  constables.  He  shall  collect  all  town  taxes 
and  other  demands  in  any  other  part  of  the  county,  and 
shall  be  re.««ponsible  as  a  eherilf  or  con.^table  is  now  in 
said  cases,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  such  fees  for  collecting 
tax  as  the  trustees  shall  allow  him:  Provided^  That  said 
police  judge  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  direct  hia 
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procesiB  to  be  executed  by  the   marshal  or  any  sherifT  or       1370. 
constable  of  said  county. 

§  Or  That  hll  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  273. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Butchers'  Uniou,  of  LouisTille. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  M.  Letterle,  Jacob  Hartmann,  John  Ehr- 
mann, Frank  Humbert,  Wm.  Fretten,  and  Fred.  J.  Krauth, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  shall  be  known  as  a 
corporate  body,  by  the  name  and  style  of  **  The  Butchers' 
Union,  of  Louisville,  Jefferson  county,  Kentucky." 

§  2.  Their  officers  shall  consist  of  president,  vice  presi- 
dent, recording  secretary,  corresponding  secretary,  and 
treasurer. 

$  3.  They  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, in  all  courts  in  this  Commonwealth,  by  the  name  of 
the  Butchers'  Union ;  and  service  of  process  on  the  presi- 
dent or  treasurer  shall  be  legal  notice  of  such  suit. 

§  4.  They  shall  assist  each  other  in  case  of  sickness  or 
death,  according  to  their  by-laws. 

§  5.  They  may  hold  property ;  buy  and  sell  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value ;  and  in  or- 
der to  govern  their  members,  regulate  their  proceedings, 
expenditures,  and  incomes,  may  make  a  code  of  by-laws, 
provided  that  they  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth  or  of  the  United  States. 

^  6.  That  they  may  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  to 
amend  or  alter  at  pleasure.  The  Legislature  reserves  the 
right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  charter  at  any  time. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  274. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Baptist  Chnrch  in  Shelbyrille. 

Be  it  en€u:ted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ifie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  for  the  Baptist  Church  in  the  town 
of  Shelbyville,  Kentucky,  shall  have  power  to  sell  and 
convey  to  the  purchasers  the  parcel  of  ground  in  said  town, 
■itaated  between  Main  street  and  First  South  street,  and 
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1870.  fronting  on  the  latter  ninety-nine  and  one  half  feet  east 
and  west,  which  is  the  entire  width  of  lot  No.  100  in  sdid 
town,  and  running  back  from  said  front  one  hundred  feet, 
towards  iMnin  street,  the  entire  width  of  lot  No.  100,  and 
running  a  straight  line  one  hundred  feet  from  said  front, 
60  as  to  include  one  hundred  feet  in  depth  from  the  iront 
across  the  tniire  width  of  said  lot  No.  100,  being  the  name 
lot  conveyed  by  I:^aac  Watkins  and  wife  to  James  Brisiow 
and  Sainuei  Dupuy,  trustees  for  the  Baptist  Church  in  the 
town  of  Shelbyville,  and  which  is  no  longer  used  by  the 
said  Baptist  Church,  which  has  built  its  house  of  \vor:?hip 
on  another  lot  in  said  town;  and  when  such  conveyance 
is  made,  the  tide  of  said  Baptist  Church  to  said  parcel 
of  ground  shall  be  vested  in  the  grantees. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  275. 

AN  ACT    to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An    act   to  repeal    the  Charter  and 
roincorpoFHte  the  Town  of  £lizabetbtowD,  ia  Oardiu  Couctj,"  upprured 

Fcbniury  20,  1«68/ 

Whereas,  Doubts  exist  whether,  under  the  charter  of 
Elizabethlown,  railroad  stocks  and  property  within  s^aid 
town,  owned  by  railroad  companies  and  express  com- 
panies, are  subject  to  taxation  for  town  purpo.^^es;  for 
remedy   whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  'i'hat  the  nineteenth  section  of  the  act  to  which 
this  'is  an  amendment  shall  be  con^^trued  to  include  ia 
the  property  thereby  made  taxable  all  railroad  stocks, 
and  other  stocks  owned  by  residents  of  said  town,  and 
all  properly  owned  by  railroad  or  express  companies, 
located  in  or  usually  kept  in  said  town,  except  railroad 
track,  freight,  and  passenger  cars,  depots  and  engine- 
houses   within  said  town. 

§  2.  That  every  male  person,  upon  conviction  of  the 
court,  who  shall  be  fined  for  breaches  of  the  charier  or 
by-laws  of  said  town,  and  who  shall  fail  to  pay  or  re- 
plevy said  fine  and  costs,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  be  ordered  to  work  on  the  streets,  alleys,  and  other 
public  work  or  works  in  said  town,  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  the  town  marshal,  until  said  fine  and  costs  shall 
be  paid  or  replevied,  or  the  fine  discharged  by  woik  at 
two  dollars  per  day.  Such  persons  shall  be  confined  io 
jail  at  nights,  and  the  jailer's  fees  shall  be  paid  by  the 
town:  Provided^    Tha^  the   jailer   shall   only  charge   for 
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one  commitment  and  release  for  any  judgment  rendered       1870. 
under  this  section. 

§  3.  That  the  board  of  trustees  may,  if  they  deem  it 
proper,  authorize  the  payers  of  taxes  of  said  town  to 
pay  the  taxes  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board,  and  his  re- 
ceipt shall  stand  in  every  respect  to  such  as  so  pay  as 
the  receipt  of  the  mar:<hal ;  and  they  may  allow  persons 
80  pnying  a  discount  not  exceeding  what  the  marshal 
would  be  allowed  for  collecting  the  same  had  it  been 
collected  by  him.  They  may  also  appoint  a  collector  to 
collect  the  taxes  levied  by  the  board,  who  shall  give  bond, 
with  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  have  the  same  power,  and  be  subject  to 
the  same  responsibilities,  aa  the  marshal  is  or  would  be 
in  collecting  said  taxes. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  277.

§  1.  'ihat  the  proceedings  and  orders  of  the  Boone  county 
court,  at  its  October  term,  1809,  fixing  the  county  levy  at 
two  (iuliars  and  filty  cents  per  tithe,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  legjilize'l. 

§  2.   This  act  shall  take  efl:*ect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  278. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Harlan  County  Court  to  lerj  tax  to  pay  off  County 

debts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  J.  That  the  county  court  for  Harlan  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  concurring,  shall  have  power  to  levy,  at  the 
regular  court  of  claims,  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  thirty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in 
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1870.  ^^]^  county,  to  aid  in  the  paj'ment  of  the  debt  due  from 
said  county  for  the  building  of  the  court-house  and  jail  in 
said  county.  They  shall  have  the  further  power  to  levy 
an  additional  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  and  for  the  payment  of  other  county 
debts. 

^  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  paa- 
eage,  and  shall  be  in  force  for  the  years  1871  and  1872, 
and  no  longer.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

That  section  fourteen  of  chapter  sixty -seven,  title, 
**  Mills,"  of  Revised  Statutes,  be  repealed,  so  far  aa  the 
same  applies  to  the  town  of  Mount  Pleasant,  in  Harlan 
county.

CHAPTER  281. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Thomas  M.  Dickey,  late  Public  Guardian  of  Bai^ 

ren  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comnumvoedbk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Thomas  M.  Dickey,  late 
public  gaardian  of  Barren  coanty,  to  settle  his  accooata  as 
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sach  gaardian  with  the  presiding  judge  of  said  county,       1870. 
which  settlement  shall  he  reported  to  the  court,  and  dis- 
posed of  as  the  law  requires  settlements  of  executors,  ad- 
ministrators, and  guardians  to  be  disposed  of  in  such  cases. 

§  2.  That  said  Dickey  shall  be  allowed  to  pay  over  to 
the  present  or  any  future  public  guardian  of  said  county 
the  net  funds  and  balance  in  his  hands  going  to  or  belong- 
ing to  any  child  or  children,  and  take  the  receipt  of  such 
public  guardian  therefor;  and  he  shall  be  forever  dis- 
charged to  that  extent  from  further  liability  for  such 
amount;  the  sard  guardian  to  whom  the  same  shall  so  be 
paid,  and  his  sureties  in  his  official  bond,  shall  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  money  so  paid  over,  and  interest  thereon, 
as  other  guardians  are  by  law  responsible  jand  bound. 

§  3.  In  case  any  child  or  children  for  whom  said  Dickey 
now  holds  any  money  or  other  thing,  has  or  may  hereafter 
have  a  guardian  regularly  appointed  and  qualified  as  such, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Dickey  to*  pay  the  same  to  such 
guardian,  and  take  a  receipt  therefor,  which  shall  be  his 
full  discharge  irom  further  liability  to  that  extent. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  282. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Gatlettsburg  Normal  Academj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  literary  institution  heretofore  established 
in  the  town  of  Catlettsburg  shall  hereafter  be  known  as 
the  Catlettsburg  Normal  Academy. 

§  2.  That  Wash.  Honshell,  Joseph  Patton,  L.  T.  Moore, 
and  J.  G.  Merrill,  as  a  board  of  trustees,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Catlettsburg 
Normal  Academy. 

^  8.  That  said  board  of  trustees,  with  the  consent  of  the 
principal  of  said  academy,  shall  have  power  to  direct  the 
course  of  study;  to  appoint  such  assistant  teachers  as  may 
be  necessary  to  complete  the  course  prescribed  by  said 
board,  and  to  make  all  by-laws  and  regulations  necessary 
for  the  management  and  control  of  said  academy. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  from  their 
number  a  president  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business;  shall  fill  vacan- 
cies in  said  board  (three  members  constituting  a  quorum); 
ihall,  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  principal 
LOC.  L. — 10 
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1870.  ^^^y  ^^y  cniploy  or  may  discharge,  appoint  his  or  her 
successor;  shall  visit  the  academy,  attend  the  annaal  ex- 
aminations,  and  give  such  counsel  to  the  principal  aa  the 
interest  of  the  academy  may  require. 

^  5.  That  the  principal  and  teachers,  with  the  consent 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  confer  degrees  and  grant  diplomas, 
signed  by  the  principal,  teachers,  and  board  of  trastees, 
together  with  the  seal  of  the  academy,  which  shall  be  as 
valid  as  those  conferred  by  any  other  academy  or  college 
in  this  State  :  Provided,  That  no  degree  be  conferred  apoD 
any  student  but  those  who  shall  have  completed  the  pre- 
scribed course  of  studies,  pass  a  satisfactory  examination, 
and  who  shall  have  maintained  a  good  moral  character. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  efTect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  W.  E.  Palmer,  of  Mercer  Conntj. 

Whereas,  W.  E.  Palmer,  collector  of  the  State  tax  for 
Mercer  county,  has  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  the  sum 
of  eight  hundred  «and  nine  dollars  and  sixty  cents,  on 
account  of  the  military  tax  that  was  levied  upon  per- 
sons in  said  county,  and  the  number  of  seven  hundred 
and  fifty-seven  persons  subject  to  said  tax  enlisted  in  the

priated for  the  benefit  of  W.  E.  Palmer,  to  be  refunded 
and  paid  to  him  out  of  any  money  in  the  State  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated ;  and  the  Auditor  is  ordered 
to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for  said  sum  as 
above  directed. 

^  2.  This  act  shall  be  a  law  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  285. 

▲N  ACT  ID  reUtioa  to  the  LouisTille,  Oiacinnati,  and  Lezin^on  Railroad 

Gompanj. 

Whereas,  The  stockholders  of  the  Louisville  and  Frank- 
fort Railroad  Company,  and  the  stockholders  of  the  Lex- 
ington and  Frankfort  Railroad  Company,  acting  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  terms  of  an  act  approved  March  2,  1869, 
entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charters  of  the  Lexington 
and  Frankfort  and  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  Railroad 
Companies,"  have  agreed  to  consolidate,  and  have  consol- 
idated the  stocks  of  their  respective  companies,  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions,  and  with  the  transfers  and  succession 
to  the  consolidated  company  of  all  their  respective  prop- 
erties and  franchises,  as  set  forth  and  indicated  in  the  fol- 
lowing agreement  of  consolidation,  to-wit : 

Whekeas,  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  approved  March  2,  1869, 
and  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  charters  of  the  Lexing- 
ton and  Frankfort  and  Louisville  and  Frankfort  Railroad 
Companies,"  said  companies  were  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  consolidate  the  stock  of  the  two  companies 
into  one  common  stock,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  might  be  approved  by  the  stockholders  of  the  two  com- 
panies ;  and  whereas,  it  is  believed  that  such  consolida- 
tion, if  effected,  would  be  mutually  advantageous  to  the 
stockholders  of  both  companies;  therefore,  this  agreement, 
made  and  entered  into  this  7th  day  of  September,  1869, 
between  the  Louisville  arid  Frankfort  Railroad  Company 
and  the  Lexington  and  Frankfort  Railroad  Company,  wit- 
nesseth,  that  said  companies  have  agreed  and  do  hereby 
agree  as  follows,  to-wit: 

1.  From  and  after  the  5th  day  of  October  next,  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  the  two  companies,  parties  hereto,  shall 
become  and  be  merged  in  one  capital  stock  of  a  single 
corporation,  to  be  known  as  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati, 
and  Lexington  Railroad  Company.  And  for  such  consoli- 
dation the  capital  stock  of  the  Looiaville  and  Frankfort

1870.  Railroad  Company  is  now  fixed  as  beinf?  twenty-twa  thoo- 
Band  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  (22,192)  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each,  and  the  capital  stock  of  the  Lexington  and 
Frankfort  Railroad  Company  is  now  fixed  as  being  five 
thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-seven  (5,147)  shares,  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each. 

2.  The  shares  of  the  new  corporation  shall  be  of  the 
value  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  certificates  shall  be  issued 
to  each  stockholder  of  the  LoQisville  and  Frankfort  Rail- 
road Company  for  the  same  number  of  shares  in  the  new 
corporation  as  are  now  held  by  him  in  said  Louisville  and 
Frankfort  Railroad  Company.  And  certificates  shall  be 
issued  to  each  stockholder  of  the  Lexington  and  Frankfort 
Railroad  Company  for  twice  the  number  of  shares  in  the 
new  corporation  as  he  now  holds  in  the  Lexington  and 
Frankfort  Railroad  Company.  But  the  stockholder  enti- 
tled to  such  issue  must  first  surrender  to  the  new  corpora- 
tion the  certificates  for  the  stock  held  by  him  in  the  old, 
before  the  new  certificates  shall  be  issued.  Each  share 
shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  in  all  elections  at  any 
meeting  of  the  stockholders. 

3.  All  the  rights,  franchises,  and  property  now  hekd  and 
owned  by  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  Railroad  Company, 
and  the  Lexington  and  Frankfort  Railroad  Company,  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the 
Louisville,  Cincinnati^  and  Lexington  Railroad  Company. 
And  all  the  liabilities  of  the  said  Louisville  and  Frankfort 
Railroad  Company,  and  said  Lexington  and  Frankfort 
Railroad  Company,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the  true  and 
proper  liabilities  of  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexing- 
ton Railroad  Company. 

4.  The  afiairs  of  the  new  corporation  shall  be  managed 
and  controlled  by  a  board  of  nine  directors  and  a  presi- 
dent, to  be  by  them  fleeted.  The  directors  shall  be 
elected  annually,  at  the  i'egular  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
er^,  and  shall  hold  their  ofiice  till  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  The  president  and  directors  shall 
fix  the  compensation  of  all  subordinate  ofiicers  whom  they 
may  deem  it  necessary  to  employ  in  the  service  oi  the  cor- 
poration. The  board  themselves  shall  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  president.  The  president  and  directors  shall 
prescribe  rulee  and  by-laws  for  the  governmeot  of  all  the 
ofiicers. 

5.  No  person  shall  be  qualified  as  a  director  unless  be 
shall  have  been>  for  at  least  three  months  before  the  elec- 
tion, the  bona  fide  owner,  in  his  own  right,  of  at  least 
twenty  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company.  At 
least  three  of  the  directors  shall  be  chosen  from  stock- 
holders residing  east  and  six  west  of  Eminence,  two  t»f 
which  directorf  fhall  reside  i&  Lexingtoa.    But  if  tke 
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number  of  shares  of  stock  held  in  Lexington  shall  at  any  1870. 
time  fall  below  five  thousand  shares,  then  only  one  direct- 
or shall  be  required  to  reside  in  Lexington;  and  if  at  any 
time  the  number  of  shares  owned  in  Lexington  shall  fall 
below  two  thousand  shares,  then  it  shall  no  longer  be 
compulsory  to  select  any  director  from  Lexington,  and  all 
the  directors  may  be  chosen  without  regard  to  their  resi- 
dence. 

G.  The  first  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati,  and  Lexington  Railroad  Company  shall 
be  held  in  the  office  of  the  company  at  Louisville,  at  10 
o'clock  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  October  next,  at  which 
time  nine  directors  shall  be  chosen,  to  serve  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  Thereafter  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  stockholders  for  the  election  of  directors 
And  the  transaction  of  their  general  business  shall  be  held 
on  the  first  Tuesday  in  September  of  each  year.  But 
called  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time  during  the  year, 
upon  the  call  of  the  president  or  of  stockholders  owning 
uot  less  than  two  thousand  shares  of  the  co.npany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontveaitk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  terms  of  consolidation  of  the  Louisville 
And  Frankfort  and  Lexington  and  Frankfort  Companies, 
as  set  forth  in  the  preamble  hereto,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  approved,  ratified,  and  confirmed;  and  the 
said  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  and  Lexington  Railroad  Com- 
pany is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  corporation  and  body- 
politic  upon  the  terms  and  conditions,  and  with  all  the 
rights,  powers,  privileges,  and  limitations  therein  agreed, 
succeeding  to  alt  the  rights,  and  assuming  all  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  predeceding  companies  of  which  it  is  com- 
posed :  Provided  J  however^  That  the  number  of  the  board 
of  directors  in  said  company  may  be  increased  to  twelve;

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1870.       ^^®  works  of  said  company  and  funding,  paying,  or  sccm^ 
ing  payment  of  its  floating  debt.

CHAPTER  287. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  tbe  Charter  of  tbe  Glasgow  Railroad  OompaDj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Oommonwealih  af 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  tbe  President  and  Directors  of  the  Glasgow 
Railroad  Company  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  od 
the  credit  of  said  company,  for  such  length  of  time  as  they 
may  think  proper,  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding 
, eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
fifty  thousand  dollars.  They  are  aulbori'ze^  to  purchase 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  iron,  rolling  stock,  and  fix- 
tures of  said  road,  or  to  contract  for  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  the  same,  upon  the  credit  of  said  company, 
payable  in  the  bonds  of  the  company,  bearing  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum;  and  for  the 
purpot?e  of  securing  the  payment  of  tbe  principal  and 
interest,  as  it  accrues,  of  the  bends  of  the  company  so 
issued,  they  are  authorized  to  mortgilige  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  property  and  franchises  of  said  company. 

§  2.  That  the  assessment  of  property  in  precinct  No.  1, 
in  Barren  county,  heretofore  made  by  Albert  H.  Shirley, 
under  the  appointment  of  the  Barren  county  court,  widi 
the  view  to  its  taxation  in  aid  of  the  building  of  the  Gla»- 
gow  Railroad,  be,  and  tbe  same  is  hereby,  in  all  things, 
legalized  and  confirmed. 

$  3.  That  the  commissioner  of  tax  for  Barren  county  for 
the  year  1870,  and  every  year  thereafter,  shall  make  and 
designate,  by  a  plain  note  or  memorandum  in  bis  book, 
opposite  the  name  of  each  list  of  property,  and  each  item 
thereof  listed  for  taxation,  showing  its  location  or  citizen- 
ship within  the  precinct  No.  1,  or,  as  it  is  commonly  called^ 
''The  Town  Precinct;"  and  such  memorandums  or  notes, 
so  suggesting  all  tbe  property  subject  to  taxation  for  reve- 
nue purposes  within  said  district,  shall  be  in  the  hook  r»* 
turned  by  him  to  the  county  court. 

$  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  Barreo 
county  court,  at  tbe  same  time  he  copies  and  transcribes 
the  commissioner's  books  for  the  Auditor,  to  make  out  a 
book,  correctly  copied  from  said  commissioner's  book,  in 
so  far  as  to  show  a  complete  list  of  the  persons'  names  and 
their  property  within  said  district  or  precinct,  as  found  on 
said  commissioner's  book,  and  certify  the  same  as  a  true 
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copy,  and  deliver  it  to  the  sheriff  of  said  coanty,  and  take       1870. 
bis  receipt  therefor. 

§  5.  The  county  court  of  Barren  county  shall,  upon  the 
demand  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company, 
impose  a  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  and 
estate  in  said  precinct,  subject  to.  taxation  for  State  rev- 
enue purposes,  an  amount  not  exceeding  sixty  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in  any  one 
year,  to  create  a  sinking  fun^  for  the  extinguishment  of 
the  principal  of  the  bonds  of  said  district ;  which  tax  shall 
be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
taxes  for  other  purposes  provided  for  in  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  and  shall  be  accounted  for  and  paid 
over  by  the  sheriff  in  the  same  way  and  at  the  same  time. 

§  6«  The  county  assessor  aforesaid  -shall,  for  performing 
the  services  imposed  upon  him  by  this  act,  be  allowed 
A  reasonable  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the  presiding 
judge  of  the  Barren  county  court,  and  entered  of  record 
upon  the  proceedings  of  said  court  as  a  claim  against  said 
railroad  company,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  com- 
pany. The  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive,  as  compensation  for  his  services  under  this  act, 
the  same  rate  of  fees  that  he  is  allowed  by  law  for  copy- 
ing the  commissioner's  books,  which  must  be  paid  by  said 
railroad  company. 

§  7.  That  the  collectors  of  the  taxes  authorized  to  be 
levied  and  collected  by  the  original  and  amendatory  char- 
ters of  the  Glasgow  Railroad  Company,  whenever  they 
shall  be  unable  to  find  any  personal  estate  of  any  person 
liable  for  and  out  of  which  he  can  make,  by  sale  thereof, 
the  taxes  due  and  owing  by  such  person,  may  levy  and 
sell  the  real  estate  of  such  person  in  said  county,  under  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  law  for  the  levy 
and  sale  of  such  property  under  execution.  In  case  such 
levy  and  sale  is  made,  a  certificate  thereof,  with  a  copy  of 
the  advertisement  of  the  sale,  and  a  written  appraisement, 
under  o»th,  of  the  values,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  a  \ 

book  to  b^  provided  for  that  purpose;  and  the  owner  of 
such  land,  or  any  one  for  him,  shall  have  the  privilege,  for 
one  year  from  the  day  of  sale,  of  redeeming  said  land,  by 
paying  the  purchaser,  or  depositing  with  said  clerk  for 
him,  the  purchase  price  and  ten  per  cent,  interest  thereon 
per  annum,  and  the  costs  of  recording  said  report  of  sale 
and  accompanying  papers.  In  case  it  is  so  redeemed,  the 
clerk  shall  write,  in  the  margin  opposite  the  certificate  of 
sale,  the  word  *'  redeemed ;"  but  in  case  it  is  not  redeemed 
within  that  time,  the  owner,  or  any  one  for  him,  ma}'  have 
four  years  more  within  which  to  redeem  it,  by  paying  to 
the  purchaser,  or  depositing  it  with  said  clerk  for  him,  the 
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1870.  purchase  money  and  ten  per  cent,  aforesaid  for  one  year, 
and  twenty-five  per  cent,  per  annum  thereon,  till  paid, 
and  the  said  cost  of  recording;  and  if  so  redeemed,  the 
clerk  shall  indorse  in  the  margin  as  aforesaid;  but  if  not 
redeemed,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  within  the  five  years, 
the  purchaser  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deed  from  the  sheriff 
then  in  office,  with  covenants  of  special  warranty,  which 
shall  be  made  and  executed  upon  demand,  the  pan^haser 
paying  the  costs  of  its  making. 

^  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  and  preserving 
the  sinking  funds  provided   to  be  raised  by  this  act,  and 
the  original  charter   and  former  amendment   thereto,   it 
is   hereby   directed   that  the   trustees  of   Glasgow  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  appoint  three  good  and  discreet  men. 
Dot  trustees,  who  shall  be  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund  for  Glasgow.     The  judge  of  the  county  court  for 
Barren   county   shall   appoint    three    good    and    discreet 
men,  who  shall  be  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  for 
the  Glasgow  precinct,  in  Barren  county.     The  said  com- 
missioners   of  the   sinking  fund  for  Glasgow  shall  eze* 
cute   a    joint   bond,  with   good   and    sufiicient   security, 
before    the   board   of   trustees   of  said   town,   the   order 
showing    which,   with    a    copy   of   the    bond,   shall    be 
spread    at   length   on    the   records   of   said   trustees;    it 
shall   be   to   the  Commonwealth   of  Kentucky,  and  con- 
ditioned  to   safely   keep   and    preserve    all    money   that 
shall  come  to  their  hands  as  commissioners  of  the  sintc- 
ing  fund  aforesaid ;  and  shall  truly  and  faithfully  apply 
the  same  to  the  payment  of  the  bonds  of  the  town  of 
Glasgow  as  they  become  due,  or  to  the  purchase  there- 
of for   said   town,  fVom    time   to  time,  at  such  price  aa 
said  trustees  shall  direct;  and  shall,  in  all  other  respects, 
account  for  and  pay  said  moneys  when  thereto  required ; 
and  for  a  failure  to  comply  with  said  bond,  or  a  viola- 
tion of  its  provisions,  any  person  injured  thereby,  or  the 
trustees  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  town  of  Glasgow,  may 
maintain   an   action  thereon  in  any  court  having  jorie- 
diction.     The  said  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  for 
the  Glasgow  precinct  of  Barren  county  shall   execute  a 
like   bond,  with   good   security,  in   the   county   court  of 
Barren  county,  the  security  to  be  approved  by  the  judge 
thereof;  and   any  person   injured   by   a   violation   of  its 
provisions,  may  maintain  an  action   thereon.     The  bond 
of  said  commissioners  of   the  sinking  fund  for  Glasgow 
shall   be  copied  and  certified  by  the  clerk  of   the  board 
of  said  trustees,  and  delivered   to   the  clerk  of  the  said 
county  court,  and   the  same  recorded  in  his  oflice ;  and 
said  copy,  and  the  bond  of  the  sai^i  commissioners  of  the 
sinking   fund   for  said  precinct,  shall    be  carefully  kept 
and  preserved  in  said  clerk^s  ofiice. 
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§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  BheriflT  of  Barren  county  1870. 
to  collect  the  said  taxes  imposed  upon  said  town  precinct 
for  sinking  fund  purposes,  under  the  same  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, and  as  he  is  bound  by  law  to  collect  the  State 
revenue ;  and  he  is  vested  with  the  same  right  of  levy 
and  distress  in  the  collection  thereof,  that  he  has  for  said 
revenue,  and  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  same  to  said 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  for  said  precinct  on 
the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year.  If  he  shall  fail 
to  do  so,  he  and  his  securities  in  his  official  bond  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  amount  so  failed  to  be  paid  over, 
with  ten  per  cent,  damages  thereon,  and  interest  from 
the  said  first  day  of  January,  when  it  is  due,  besides 
cost,  recoverable  in  the  Barren  circuit  court  by  suit,  or 
by  motion  on  his  bond  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth, by  said  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  for 
said  precinct,  as  relators.  The  collector  of  the  taxes 
levied  and  imposed  for  sinking  fund  purposes  under  this 
act,  by  the  trustees  of  Glasgow,  shall  execute  a  bond, 
ivith  good  security;  and  ha  is  vested  with  the  same 
powers  and  authority  to  force  collection  of  the  taxes  he 
is  so  appcrinted  to  collect,  that  are  vested  in  the  sheriff 
for  collection  of  the  said  taxes  of  the  precinct;  and  the 
said  town  collector  and  his  securities  on  his  bond  shall 
be  responsible  to  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund 
of  said  town  for  the  faithful  collection  and  paying  over 
of  said  taxes  the  first  of  every  January  aforesaid,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  proceedings  and  liabilities 
for  a  failure  that  are  prescribed  above  against  the  sher- 
iff and  his  securities  for  failure  on  his  bond ;  but  the 
proceedings  upon  the  bond  of  said  town  collector  shall 
be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking  fund  for  Glasgow,  as  relators. 

^  10.  Each  of  said  boards  of  commissioners  of  sinking 
fund  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall 
faithfully  enter  therein,  at  full  length,  an  account  of  all 
their  proceedings,  showing  everything  they  do  as  commis- 
sioners; it  shall  be  signed  by  each  commissioner,  and  shall 
be  kept  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  court  of  Barren 
county,  and  carefully  preserved  by  the  clerk  of  that  court. 
The  said  commissioners  shall  use  and  appropriate  the 
funds  that  come  to  their  hands  in  the  purchase  of  the 
bonds  of  said  precinct  or  town,  whenever  in  their  discre- 
tion it  shall  be  most  promotive  of  the  interest  and  advan- 
tage of  said  town  or  precinct.  The  trustees  for  said  town, 
and  the  county  court  for  said  precinct,  shall  prescribe  and 
adopt  such  rules,  and  times  ot  settlement,  with  each  of 
said  boards  of  commissioners,  tVom  time  to  time,  as  shall 
certainly  keep  safe  said  funds,  and  insure  their  proper  ap- 
plication to  the  extinguishment  of  said  bonds ;  and  when- 
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1870.  ^^^^  ^'^y  bond  shall  be  bought  in  by  said  commissioners, 
the  same  shall  be  destroyed  by  the  trustees  or  county 
judge  upon  settlement  with  the  commissioners;  and  after  a 
record  thereof  is  made,  showing  its  settlement,  and  all  the 
facts  connected  therewith,  which  settlement  muH  be  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  said  trustees  as  to  the  town  boDds, 
and  in  the  county  court  clerk's  office  as  to  the  bonds  of  the 
precinct. 

§  11.  Before  said  commissioner^of  the  sinking  fund  for 
Glasgow  or  for  said  precinct  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
their  said  offices,  they  shall  be  sworn  to  truly  and  faith- 
fully perform  all  the  duties  of  said  office  incumbent  upon 
them  by  law,  according  to  their  best  ability ;  and  a  record 
of  said  oath  shall  be  made  in  the  county  court.  No  per- 
son, being  a  holder  of  any  of  said  town  or  district  bonds, 
or  having  any  interest  therein,  shall  be  competent  to  be 
commissioner  of  the  sinking  fund  for  Glasgow  or  said  pre- 
cinct; and  if  any  such  commissioner  shall  become  to  be  a 
holder  of  such  bond,  or  any  interest  therein,,  he  shall  at 
once  be  disqualified  co  hold  any  longer  the  office  of  com- 
missioner aforesaid,  and  shall  resign  or  be  removed,  and 
the  place  filled  by  another.  The  trustees  of  said  town,  or 
the  county  court  aforesaid,  shall  have  full  power,  at  any 
time,  to  remove  any  of  said  commissioners,  and  appoint 
to  fill  the  vacancy. 

§  12.  The  General  Assembly  hereby  reserves  the  right 
to  regulate,  by  general  laws,  the  rates  of  transportation  of 
freight  and  passengers. 

$  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  288. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  a  Work-hoase  in 
Christian  Countj,"  approved  January  28,  1670. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful,  in  all  prosecutions  tried  in 
the  courts  of  Christian  county,  where  the  punishment  de- 
nounced by  law  is  confinement  in  the  county  jail,  for  the 
jury  to  provide  in  their  verdict  that  the  party  convicted 
shall  be  confined  in  the  county  work-house,  instead  of  the 
county  jail,  and  in  all  such  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  court  to  render  judgment  in  conformity  with  such 
verdict. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  peace  officers  of  Christian 
county  to  deliver  persons  arrested  by  them  upon  capias  pro 
fine  to  the  keeper  of  the  work-house,  instead  of  the  jailer; 
and  said  keeper  shall  receive  all  persons  so  arrested,  and 
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tbern  eafely  keep  for  the  same  length  of  time  it  would  be       1870. 
laMrful  to  confine  them  in  the  county  jail. 

§  3.  That  all  persons  convicted  of  vagrancy  in  the  . 
courts  of  said  county  shall  (instead  of  being  dealt  with 
as  directed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  Commonwealth) 
be  confined  in  said  work-house,  for  such  period  of  time 
as  the  court  in  which  such  conviction  is  had  may  adjudge, 
not  exceeding  six  months. 

§  4.  The  county  court  of  Christian  county  is  authorized 
and  empowered  to  cause  persons  so  confined  to  labor 
apon  the  streets  and  public  highways  in  said  county, 
and  to  perform  any  other  character  of  labor  that  may 
be  deemed  proper;  and  to  enable  said  county  court  to 
carry  the  provisions  of  this  act  into  effect,  it  is  authorized 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  keep  said  work-house,  and 
to  authorize  the  employment  of  such  guard*)  as  may  be 
necessary  to  control  the  persons  confined  therein. 

^  5.  All  persons  lawfully  committed  to  said  work-house 
shall  be  made  to  do  and  perform  such  labor  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  county  court. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  work-house, 
authorized  to  be  established  by  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to 
establish  a  work-house  in  Christian  county,"  approved 
January  28,  1S70,  shall  have  been  erected.

CHAPTER  290. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Three  Springs. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  i.  That  there  is  hereby  incorporated  the  town  of  Three 
Springs,  with  corporate  limits  to  the  same,  to  be  fixed  by 
the  trustees  of  said  town,  which  shall  be  recorded  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  by  them,  and  also  recorded  in  the  clerk's 
ofifice  of  the  Hart  county  court,  and  may  extend  but  s^iali 
oot  exceed  one  mile  in  any  direction  from  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  lot  of  David  Overfelt  in  said  town. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  August,  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  three  trustees  for  said  town,  who  shall  be  styled 
"  Trustees  of  the  town  of  Three  Springs;"  with  perpetual 
fQccession,  who,  in  their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  shall 
have  power  and  capacity'  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  or 
be  impleaded,  grant  and  receive,  by  their  corporate  name, 
and  do  all  other  acts  as  natural  persons  may  do;  and  as 
such  may  make  and  enforce  all  needful  by-laws  and  rules 
for  the  government  and  regulation  of  said  town,  not  in- 
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1870.  consistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  State  or  of 
the  United  States;  and  they  may  do  and  perform  all  need- 
ful acts  to  promote  and  carry  out  the  chief  object  of  this 
corporation,  to-wit:  the  improvement  of  said  town  and  its 
good  government.  One  of  said  trustees,  to  be  by  them 
chosen,  shall  be  president  of  the  board,  but  a  majority  may 
act. 

§3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal; 
may  purchase  and  hold  lots  for  a  grave-yard,  church,  and 
seminary,  and  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  same; 
may  have  and  hold,  by  purchase  or  devise,  or  by  gift,  land 
or  other  property  for  the  benefit  of  said  town  ;  and  shall 
establish  and  keep  in  repair  all  necessary  streets  and  alleys 
in  said  town. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  elected  biennially,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  August,  «being  the  day  for  a  general  election  for 
this  State  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of  said 
town,  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal,  to  be  styled  ^'Po- 
lice Judge  of  Three  Springs,"  and  '^Town  Marshal  of" 
Three  Springs;"  the  police  judge  to  have  the  same  juris- 
diction, power,  and  capacity,  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and 
emoluments,  and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  and  respon- 
sibilities, as  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Hart  county.  The 
town  marshal  to  have  the  same  power  and  capacity,  enti- 
tled to  the  same  fees,  and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities, 
duties,  and  responsibilities,  as  a  constable  for  Hart  county. 
The  police  judge  to  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  of 
this  State.  The  town  marshal  to  execute  bond  in  the 
Hart  county  court,  with  security  to  be  approved  by  the 
court,  with  same  conditions  and  penalties  as  the  bond  of 
a  constable.  The  police  judge  shall  have  aUo  the  right 
and  power  to  take  depositions  the  same  as  any  examiner 
for  Hart  county  who  may  be  appointed  by  the  Hart  cir- 
cuit court,  or  the  judge  thereof. 

(  5.  All  the  ofiicers  herein  mentioned  shall  be  first  doly 
sworn,  by  some  court  or  justice  of  the  peace,  that  they 
will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  ofiice  before 
the}^  proceed  to  act.  All  resignations  of  the  same  shall 
be  to  the  Hart  county  court;  and  all  vacancies  in  the 
same,  from  any  cause  whatever,  shall  be  filled  by  said 
court  until  the  next  election;  and  all  ofiicers  may  continue 
to  act  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  All  elections 
shall  be  held  by  a  clerk,  to  be  appointed  by  the  board,  who 
shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Hart  county  court;  and  said 
court,  as  to  the  police  judge,  shall  certily  to  the  Governor 
of  this  State. 

§  6.  Until  the  time  for  holding  the  first  election,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  qualify,  the  following  trhall  be 
the  ofiicers  of  said  town:  David  Overfelt,  police  judge; 
A.  Trigg  Snoddy,  town  marshal ;  and  Joseph  Allsheler, 
Easton  Chang,  and  William  Perkins,  trustees. 
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$  7.  This  act  vhall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas-  1870. 
sage;  but  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  change, 
amend,  or  repeal  the  same  at  any  time;  bat  in  case  of  its 
repeal,  or  the  forfeiture  of  this  charter,  all  debts  due  to  or 
from  the  corporation  shall  be  extinguished,  and  all  prop- 
erty bought  by  or  donated  to  said  corporation,  not  disposed 
of,  shall  revert  to  the  original  donor  or  vendor.

CHAPTER  291. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  School  District  No.  16,  in  OraTee  Conntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  common  school  district  number 
sixteen,  in   Graves  county.  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,   authorized    and   empowered  to  sell   lot   number 
seventeen,   in   Mayfield,  Graves   county,   Kentucky,  and 
the  improvements   thereon,  to   the   highest  bidder,  on  a 
credit  of  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  twelve  months, 
after  advertising  the  same  at  least  fifteen  days  at  three  of 
the  most  public  places  in  Graves  county;  the  sale  to  be  at 
the  court-house  door,  in  Mayfield,  oh  the  first  day  of  some 
court  day;  and  they  are*  to  take  notes  for  the  purchase 
price  to  themselves,  with  good  surety,  and  retain  a  lien 
on  the  lot  for  the  purchase  price ;  and  are  hereby  empow- 
ered to  convey  the  title  to  said  lot  to  the  purchaser,  the 
money  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  lot  to  be  reinvested  in 
some  eligible  lot  or  piece  of  ground,  in  or  near  said  town 
of   Mayfield,  for   the   purpose  of  building  a  permanent 
school-house  for  common  school  purposes,  the  title  to  said 
lot  or  piece  of  ground  so  purchased  to  be  held  by  said 
trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office,  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

Madison  county,  to  such  point  in  the  direction  of  the

6MU1  ftook.  amount  the  company  may  determine,  not  to  exceed  forty 
thousand  dollars  per  lineal  mile  of  their  main  line  and 
branches,  except  the  bridges  over  the  Kentucky  and 
Cumberland  rivers,  each  of  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
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equal  in  value  to  tien  miles  of  railroad,  and  shall  be  so  re-  1870. 
garded  in  amoant  of  capital  stock,  and  in  all  charges  for 
transportation  and  business  done  on  or  over  the  same. 
The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  into  Whomayuk* 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  may  be  sold  by 
the  company,  and  purchased  or  subscribed  for  by  any  city, 
town,  county,  corporation,  or  individual,  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  company  by  its  by-laws  direct,  and 
shall  be  vendible  and  assignable  in  any  manner  said  by- 
laws may  prescribe.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  Lancaster  Seminary  to  sell  and  convejr 
tbcir  Seminary  bionse  and  lot,  and  reinvest  the  proceeds  of  sale. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  Trustees  of  Lancaster  Seminary  are  vested 
with  power  to  sell  and  convey  their  seminary  house  and 
lot  in  said  town,  either  publicly  or  privately,  upon  such 
terms  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  and  to  convey  to  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers  the  title  in  fee  simple  to  the  saoie. 
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$  2.  The  said  trustees  shall  reinvest  the  proceeds  of  1870. 
flQch  sale,  together  with  any  other  funds  they  may  have, 
either  in  the  purchase  of  other  real  estate  for  seminary 
purposes,  or  in  bank  or  other  stock,  and  hold  the  same  in 
trust  for  said  seminary,  as  they  now  hold  other  property 
for  like  purposes. 

(  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  296. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  W.  M.  Greenwood,  Clerk  of  the  City  Court  of 

Paducah. 

Whereas,  W.  M.  Greenwood,  clerk  of  the  city  court  of 
Paducah,  the  judge  of  which  has,  by  law,  the  authority 
and  jurisdiction  to  sit  as  an  examining  court  in  cases  of 
felony,  was,  on  the  1st  day  of  September,  1866,  appointed 
olerk,  by  the  judge  of  said  city  court,  to  take  down  the 
evidence  upon  examining  trials  of  persons  charged  with 
felony,  and  performed  said  duty  until  the  Ist  day  of  June, 
1868,  during  which  time  be  served  as  the  clerk  of  said  ex- 
amining court,  and  took  dov/n  the  e\^ence  in  thirty-five 
(35)  ditlerent  cases,  and*  returned  the  same  to  the  circuit 
court  for  McCracken  county ;  and  whereas,  most  of  the 
thirty-five  (35)  as  aforesaid  were  convicted  and  sentenced 
to  the  penitentiary  ;  and  whereas,  F.  M.  Murray,  the  city 

judge  during  said  time,  died  on  the day  of  June,  1868, 

without  drawing  the  pay  by  law  allowed  him  for  taking 
<1own  the  evidence  in  such  cases ;  and  whereas,  the  said 
F.  M.  Murray  was  entitled  to  the  fees  as  aforesaid,  and 
intended  giving  the  same  to  his  clerk,  W.  M.  Greenwood, 
who  performed  the  work;  now,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tke  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1«  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be  authorized^ 
and  he  is  hereby  instructed,  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasury  in  favor  of  W.  M.  Greenwood  for  the  sum  of

«ame  out  of  any  funds  not  otherwise  appropriated.

§  1.  That  so  mocb  of  the  money  by  the  above  styled 
acts,  appropriated  as  provided  in  said  act,  as  yet  rennains 
in  the  hands  of  the  commissioners  named  in  said  act  un> 
expended,  be  by  them  paid  and  appropriated  to  aid  in 
the  construction  of  a  bridge  over  i3uck  creelc,  in  Pulaski 
county,  whenever  an  additional  sum,  sufficient  to  com- 
plete the  construction  of  said  bridge,  is  subscribed  and 
paid  over  to  the  commissioners  named  in  the  original 
act  herein. 

§  2.  The  said  commissioners  shall  select  the  point  most 
advantageous  and  beneficial  to  tbe  coal-mining  and  ship- 
ping interests  on  Cumberland  river  in  said  county,  at 
which  said  bridge  shall  be  built;  shall  approve  the  plan 
for  said  bridge ;  contract  for  and  superintend  the  erection 
thereof,  and  receive  and  pay  over  to  tbe  contractor  the 
costs  of  the  building  said  bridge. 

§  3.  Said  commissioners  shall,  in  atl  respects,  be  gov- 
erned by  the  provisions  and  regulations  enacted  in  tbe 
act  to  which  this  act  is  an  amendment.

AN  ACT  to  amend  tbe  Charter  of  the  Town  *f  Flemingsbarg.

Kelt,  P.  S.  Jenny,  John  Colgan,  George  Falton,  James 
Sayers,  R.  K.  White,  William  Atwobd,  and  J.  J.  Allnutt, 
together  with  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  and  made  a  corporation 
and  body-politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Louis- 
ville Real  Estate  and  Building  Association,"  and  shall 
continue  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1899;  and  by  that

CHAPTER  300. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  the  act  incorporating  the  Newport  and  Jamestown 
Bridge  CompuDy,  and  to  amend  an  act  incornoratiog  the  Newport  and 
Dayton  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Newport 
and  Jamestown  Bridge  Company,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
in  Campbell  county,  shall  have  the  power  to  assign  and 
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transfer  to  the  Newport  and   Daj'ton  Turnpike  Company       1870. 

the  bridge  erected   by  said  company  over  Taylor  creek, 

with  all  the  fixtures  and  appurtenances  belonging  to  said 

bridge,  and  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  them  may 

seem  best;  which  assignment  and   transfer  shall  vest  the 

said  Newport  and   Dayton  Turnpike  Company  with  all 

title  to  said  bridge,  and  with  full  power  and  control  over 

the  same,  and  it  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  road 

of  said  company. 

$  2.  The  said  Newport  and  Dayton  Turnpike  Company 
shall  have  power  to  collect  tolls  not  exceeding  the  follow- 
ing rates,  for  crossing  said  bridge,  viz:  Horse  and  rider, 
three  cents;  all  one-horse  vehicles,  including  horse  and 
driver,  or  the  owners  and  family,  ten  cents;  two-horse 
ditto,  one  way,  eight  cents;  both  ways,  fifteen  cents; 
three-horse  ditto,  one  way,  ten  cents;  four-horse  ditto, 
twelve  cents;  for  each  head  of  cattle  or  horse  and  driver, 
one  cent ;  for  each  sheep  or  hog,  one  half  cent. 

^  3.  The  above  tolls  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  tolls  enumer- 
ated in  section  three  of  the  charter  of  said  Newport  and 
Dayton  Turnpike  Company. 

(  4.  Any  person  who  shall  become  liable  to  pay  any 
of  the  tolls  aforesaid,  and  shall  refuse  to  pay  the  same, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  nor 
less  than  five  dollars,  recoverable  by  said  company  with 
costs,  in  any  justices'  court,  or  the  quarterly  courts  of  said 
county,  or  mayor's  court  of  the  city  of  Newport ;  and  on 
failure  to  pay  the  fine,  may  be  confined  in  the  jail  of 
Newport  or  Cnmpbell  county,  as  in  cases  of  fines  due  the 
Commonwealth. 

§  5.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  said  company 
from  erecting  under  their  charter  a  new  bridge,  over  Tay- 
lor creek,  on  the  line  of  their  road,  whenever  they  shall 
deem  it  necessary  to  erect  one,  and  to  charge  the  same 
tolls  as  provided  for  in  this  act. 

(  6    This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  act  referred  to  in  the  title  hereof  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed;  nnd  all  appointments  made 
under  said  act  shall  cease  and  be  void  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efllect  from  its  passage.    .

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1870.  CHAPTER  302. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lodge  of  the  United  Circle  of  the  Danghten  of 

Rebecca,  of  Loaisrille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Mrs.  Amelia  Sensbach,  Magdalena  Strohmeir, 
Heliena  Hand,  Rosina  Lackert,  and  Emilia  Schaeffer,  with 
their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  corporation  and  body-politic,  with  per- 
petual succession,  by  the  name  of  **  United  Circle  Daugh- 
ters of  Rebecca,  No.  1,"  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a 
society  for  mutual  relief,  and  the  relief  of  orphans  of  de- 
ceased members;  and  in  that  name  are  hereby  made  as 
capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  contract  and  to  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  to  be  sued,  plead  and  to  be  im- 
pleaded,lanswer  and  be  answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity  in  this  Commonwealth  or  elsewhere;  and  to  make, 
havcL,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  ex- 
change at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  members  of  this  association  may  make  such 
by-laws  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  fit  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  said  association,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  The  president,  vice  presi- 
dent, and  secretary  shall  constitute  a  visiting  committee, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  sick  sister  within  twenty- 
four  hours  (after]  said  committee,  or  one  of  them,  has 
been  notified  of  the  fact  (provided  said  sick  member's  res- 
idence is  not  more  than  two  miles  from  the  city),  the  visit- 
ing to  be  alternately  by  one  of  the  said  committee. 

(  3.  Said  committee  shall  appoint  watches  if  they  think 
it  necessary. 

§  4.  Each  member  when  sick  shall  receive  a  weekly  bea- 
efit  of  two  dollars  out  of  the  treasury. 

§  5.  At  the  death  of  a  sister,  each  member  of  the  circle 
shall  pay  an  assessment  of  forty  cents  into  the  treasury  of 
this  association,  the  same  to  be  collected  as  all  other  dues. 
All  sisters  shall  attend  the  funeral  of  a  deceased  member, 
and  the  expense  of  hack  hire  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury.  It  is  the'  duty  of  the  secretary,  to  notify  each 
member  of  the  funeral  of  a  member,  for  which  services 
the  secretary  shall  receive  three  cents  per  member.  All 
dues  and  fines  must  be  paid  quarterly;  and  any  one  failing 
to  pay  as  stated,  shall  be  debarred  from  all  benefits  of  the 
society.  Every  sister  who  shall  have  been  a  member  six 
months,  and  complied  with  the  preceding  sections,  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  dollars  benefit  per  week  (childbirth  aad 
diseases  contracted  before  becoming  members  excepted). 
The  fund  accumulated  from  admission  fees,  interest  or  div- 
idends  accruing   therefrom,   may   be   invested    in   bonds, 
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stocks,  mortgages,  &c.,  sabject  to  the  order  of  the  officers       1870. 
aod  members  of  said  lodge.

CHAPTER  303. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*Aq  act  to  incorporate  the  Elisabeth- 
towo,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cotnmonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  whenever  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and 
Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company  shall  request  the  county 
judge  of  any  county,  through  or  adjacent  to  which  it  is 
proposed  to  construct  said  road,  to  subscribe,  either  abso- 
lutely or  upon  specified  conditions,  a  specified  amount  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  county  judge  so 
requested  shrll  forthwith  order  an  election  to  be  held  at 
the  several  voting  places  in  said  county,  on  a  day  to  be 
fixed  by  the  judge,  not  later  than  thirty  days  nor  earlier 
than  twenty  days  after  the  making  of  said  order,  and  shall 
appoint  judges  and  other  officers  necessary  to  hold  said 
election :  Provided^  That  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
at  said  election  shall  be  adverse  to  the  proposed  subscrip- 
tion, then  the  cost  of  said  election  shall  be  paid  by  said 
railroad  company. 

(  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county 
to  give  notice  to  the  officers  appointed  to  hold  said  elec- 
tion, in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law  in 
regard  to  other  elections;  and  in  case  any  of  the  officers 
appointed  shall  fail  to  attend  or  refuse  to  act,  others  may 
be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  at  general  elections. 

§  3.  That  the  person  acting  as  sheriff  at  the  several  pre- 
cincts shall  return  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  within 
three  (3)  days  after  the  day  of  such  election,  the  poll-books 
of  their  respective  precincts;  and  on  the  next  day  there- 
after the  county  judge  and  county  clerk  shall  count  the 
Tote;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  majority  of  those 
voting  voted  in  favor  of  the  subscription  of  stock  as  pro- 
posed, the  county  judge  shall  order  the  votes  to  be  entered 
on  the  record,  and  a  subscription  to  be  made  by  the  clerk, 
on  behalf  of  the  county,  on  the  terms  specified  in  the  order 
submitting  the  question  to  a  vote. 

§  4.  That  whenever  said  railroad  company  shall  request 
the  county  judge,  under  the  conditions  provided  in  the 
first  section,  of  any  county  to  do  so,  it  Hhall  be  the  duty 
of  such  judge  to  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  of  any 
designated  precinct  or  precincts  in  said  county  the  ques- 
tion, whether  the  court  shall  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy  Rail- 
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1870.  To^d  Company,  on  behalf  of  said  designated  precinct  or 
precincts,  the  amount  of  stock  specified  in  the  request  of 
said  company,  either  absolutely  or  on  such  conditions  as 
When  eiec-  may  be  proposed  by  said  company.  Said  election  shall 
and  who  to  eon-  he  held  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  judge  (not  leas  than 
daotramc&o.  thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  days),  after  the  order  is  made, 
and  shall  be  conducted  by  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the 
court;  and  the  poll-books  shall  be  returned,  and  the  vote 
shall  be  counted  and  entered  on  the  record  of  the  coanty 
judge,  in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed  in  section  three 
of  this  act;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  those  voting  in  such 
designated  precinct,  or  a  majority  of  the  aggregate  votes 
cast  in  such  designated  precinct  or  precincts,  shall  be  in 
favor  of  making  such  subscription  on  behalf  of  the  pre- 
cinct  or  precincts  to  which  the  question  was  submitted, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  upon  which  it  was 
submitted  :  Provided^  That  when  a  vote  is  taken  of  less 
than  the  whole  of  a  county,  except,  &c.,  no  precinct  shall 
be  charged  with  a  tax  or  subscription  except  by  the  con- 
sent of  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  therein. 

§  5.  That  whenever  the  city  council  of  any  city,  or  the 
o^sV^cft?  or  ^^^^^  o^  trustees  of  any  town,  into,  or  near  to  which,  it 
toiB^reqaested  is  proposed  to  construct  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington, 

and  Big  Sandy  Railroad,  shall  be  requested  to  do  so,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  city  council,  or  town  trustees,  to 
submit  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  such  city  or  town, 
on  a  day  to  be  designated  by  such  council  or  trustees,  not 
later  than  thirty  days  after  the  application  is  made  to  them 
by  such  company,  the  question  of  subscribing  for  and  on 
behalf  of  such  city  or  town  the  amount  of  stock  proposed

mortgage  bonds  issued  by  said  Elizabethtown,  Lexington, 
and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company. 

§  9.  The  bonds  of  the  coinpany,  nor  the  bonds  of  coun- 
ties, cities,  or  towns,  issued  under  authority  of  this  act, 
whether  sold  and  delivered  in  this  State  or  elsewhere, 
shall  not  be  avoided,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  reason  of 
the  rate  of  interest  agreed  to  be  paid,  or  of  the  place  at 
which  they  may  be  sold  or  delivered,  nor  by  reason  of 
their  having  been  sold  at  less  than  their  par  value:  Pro- 
vided^ however^  That  the  bonds  of  no  such  county,  or  part 
of  a  county,  nor  those  of  any  such  town  or  city,  shall 
ever  be  sold  for  less  than  seventy-five  cents  on  the  dol- 
lar. That  so  much  of  the  proviso  of  section  15  of  the

§  10.  Section  (17)  seventeen  of  the  charter  of  the  Eliza- 
bethtown, Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company, 
approved  January  29,  1869,  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  all  of  said  section  after  the  following  words  :

§  12.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  here- 
after fix  and  regulate,  by  general  laws,  rates  of  charges 
lor  freights  and  passengers  upon  this  road.

CHAPTER  304. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  the  RussellTille  Female  Academj, 

approved  Janaary  25,  1865. 

Whereas.  By  deed  of  gift,  dated  July  16th,  1860,  J.  M. 
Beall  and  others  conveyed  to  the  trustees  of  the  Southern 
Kentucky  Collegiate  Institute  an  undivided  interest  in 
certain  real  estate  in  Russellville,  Kentucky,  and  provided 
in  said  deed,  that  '*  should  the  board  of  trustees  and  Loa- 
isville  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,"  ever  find  it  impracticable  to  sustain  and 
support  the  said  collegiate  institute,  then,  and  in  that 
event,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  dispose  of  said  prop- 
erty, and  to  apply  the  proceeds  to  such  educational  or  be- 
nevolent purposes  in  the  town  of  Russellville  and  county 
of  Logan  as  they  may  consider  most  desirable  and  proper; 
and   whereas,  said  J.  M.  Beall  and  others,  by  deed  dated 

,  1860,  conveyed  to  said  trustees  in  fee  simple,  for 

consideration  paid,  their  undivided  interests  in  said  real 
estate,  by  which  two  deeds  the  title  to  all  said  real  estate 
was  vested,  in  said  trustees;  and  whereas,  the  name  of 
said  collegiate  institute  was,  by  act  of  the  Legislature, 
approved  January  25th,  1865,  changed  to  that  of  Russell- 
ville Female  Academy;  and  whereas,  the  trustees  of  said 
academy  and  the  Louisville  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  have,  by  resolutions 
regularly  passed, -declared  that  it  is  impracticable  to  sus- 
tain and  support  said  academy ;  and  whereas,  said  trustees 
have  petitioned  the  General  Assembly  to  so  amend  the 
charter  of  said  academy  that  they  may  be  enabled  to  sell 
and  convey  all  of  the  aforesaid  real  estate  in  fee  simple, 
the  proceeds  to  be  used  in  erecting  the  buildings  of  the 
Logan  Female  College  in  Russellville : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  (he  Commanweaiik 
of  Kenlncky: 

5  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Russellville  Female  Acad- 
emy be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended,  and  full  power 
is  conferred  on  the  trustees  of  said  academy  to  sell  at  pub- 
lic or  private  sale,  and  to  convey  in  fee  simple,  any  or  all 
of  the  real  estate  embraced  in  said  two  deeds  from  J.  M. 
Beall  and  others,  being  all  the  real  estate  owned  by  said 
trustees. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  805.  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  and  Arkansas  Packet  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  created  a  cor- 
poration, by  the  name  of  *'The  Louisville  and  Arkansas 
Packet  Company,"  with  a  capital  stock  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each  ;  which  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession ;  and  by  its  said  corporate  name  may  sue  and  be 
saed,  plead  and  be  in\pleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all 
courts  and  places  as  a  natural  person  ;  may  have  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  renew  the  ^me  at  pleasure  ; 
and  make  and  et^tahlish  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
for  the  efficient  conduct  of  its  business,  and  exercise  all 
and  any  of  the  powers  of  a  corporation  necessary  or 
proper  to  the  carrying  out  the  true  intent  and  purpose  of 
its  creation. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shalj  have  power  and  right 
to  transport  persons  and  property  to  and  from  the  city  of 
Louisville,  along  the  Ohio,  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  Arkan- 
sas, and  White  rivers,  and  along  such  other  rivers  as  may 
be  necessary  in  the  efficient  and  successful  carrying  on  of 
commerce  and  navigation  on  said  rivers;  and  may  own, 
buy,  construct,  repair,  charter,  hire,  sell,  and  convey  steam- 
boats, flats,  keels,  and  other  water  craft,  with  all  equip- 
ments, appendages,  and  other  personal  property ;  and 
may  also  acquire,  by  lease  or  in  fee,  any  necessary  land- 
ings, wharves,  or  other  real  estate  for  the  use  of  the  cor- 
poration in  its  business,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same  at 
pleasure;  and  do  generally  whatever  is  neces!«ary  to  make 
efficient  the  said  business  of  commerce  alid  navigation  on 
said  rivers;  and  may  make  contracts  with  shippers  to 
limit  or  fix  its  liability  as  common  carrier. 

§  3.  The  property  of  said  corporation,  and  the  power  to 
manage  and  control  its  business, shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  seven  directors,  to  be  elected  after  the  organization  of 
the  company,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  of  each 
year  thereafter,  each  share  entitling  the  holder  to  one 
vote;  and  the  votes  of  stockholders  may  be  cast  by  them- 
selves, in  person  or  by  proxy,  under  such  regulations, 
after  the  first  election,  as  g^iay  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws. 

§  4.  That  Edwin  F.  Waide,  B.  0.  Levi,  G.  W.  Wicks, 
J.  D.  Allen,  R.  A.  Robinson,  John  A.  Carter,  and  James  J. 
Porter,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  who,  or  a 
majority  of  whom,  to  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions 
of  stock  in  said  corporation ;  and  when  not  less  than  two 
hundred  shares  are  taken,  and  fifty  dollars  on  each  share 
so  subscribed  for  paid  in  cash  or  secured  to  said  commis- 
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1870.  sioners,  they  shall,  by  advertisement,  for  at  least  three 
days,  in  one  of  the  daily  papers  published  in  Louisville, 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  in  Louisville,  to  elect 
a  board  of  directors;  and  the  votes  of  stockholders  may 
be  given  in  person  or  by  written  proxy;  and  the  seven 
peri^ons  receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  directors,  and  hold  their  offices  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected. 

§  5.  After  each  election  of  directors,  those  elected  shall 
choose  one  of  their  own  number  as  president  of  the  board, 
who  shall  preside  at  the  directors'  meetings,  and  be  the 
chief  officer  of  the  corporation  ;  they  shall  also  appoint 
all  necessary  officers,  and  provide  for  their  compensation, 
and  take  all  neces'siry  bonds  from  officers  of  trust  to  in- 
sure the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  6.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  be  voted  for  or  ap- 
poitited  a  director  who  is  not  at  the  time  a  stockholder  in 
said  corporation ;  and  vacancies  by  death  or  resignation 
in  the  board,  between  annual  elections,  shall  be  filled  by 
the  board  in  office  or  a  quorum  thereof;  and  a  majorit}'  of 
the  board  in  office  shall  at  all  times  be  a  quorum  for  busi- 
ness. 

§  7.  The  said  board  shall  demand  payment  of  stock 
subscribed  for,  in  such  installments  and  at  such  times  as 
they  may  deem  expedient;  and  if  all  the  stock  is  not  sub- 
scribed for  before  their  election,  they  and  their  successors 
may  open  or  keep  open  the  books  for  subscription  of  the 
stock,  or  may  sell  that  not  subscribed  for,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  corporation,  at  not  less  than  par;  and  may,  by  rales 
and  by-laws  provide,  for  the  forfeiture  to  the  company  of 
any  share  or  shares  of  stock  subscribed  for,  and  not  fully 
paid  for  when  required ;  and  may  provide  for  the  mode  of 
transferring  certificates  of  stock,  which  shall  be  deemed 
personal  estate,  and  pass  as  such. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  eflect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  306. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Paducah  &%d  Cairo  Packet  Companj,  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  created  a  corpo- 
ration, by  the  name  of  the  **  Paducah  and  Cairo  Packet 
Company,  of  Kentucky,"  with  a  capital  stock  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each ;  which  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  sac* 
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cesBioD,  and  by  its  corporate  name  may  sue  and  be  saed,  1870. 
answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places,  as  a  natural 
person;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal;  alter  and  re- 
new the  same  at  pleasure;  and  may  make  and  establish 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  fox  the  efficient  conduct  of 
its  business,  and  exercise  all  and  any  of  the  powers  of  a 
corporation  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  true  in- 
tent and  purpose  of  its  creation ;  and  shall  have  power  to 
increase  the  said  capital  to  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  and  right 
to  transport  persons  and  property  to  and  from  the  city  of 
Paducah,  along  the  Ohio,  Tennessee,  and  Mississippi  and 
Cumberland  rivers,  to  the  city  of  Cairo,  or  other  point  on 
said  rivers,  and  along  such  other  rivers  as  may  be  neces- 
sary in  the  efficient  and  successful  carrying  on  of  com- 
merce and  navigation  on  said  rivers;  and  may  own,  buy, 
construct,  repair,  charter,  hire,  sell  and  convey,  steam- 
boats, flats,  keels,  and  other  water  craft,  with  all  equip- 
ments, appendages,  and  other  personal  property;  and  may 
also  acquire,  by  lease  or  in  fee,  any  necessary  landings, 
wharves,  or  other  real  estate,  for  the  purposes  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  sell  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure,  and 
do  generally  whatever  is  necessary  to  make  efficient  the 
said  business  of  commerce  and  navigation  on  said  rivers; 
and  may  make  contracts  with  shippers  to  fix  its  liabilities 
as  common  carrier. 

§  3.  The  property  of  said  corporation,  and  the  power  to 
manage  and  control  its  businass^  shall  be  vested  in  a  board 
of  five  directors,  to  be  elected  by  the  stockholders,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  May  of  each  year  after  the  present  year 
1870,  each  share  entitling  the  holder  to  one  vote;  and  the 
votes  may  be  ca^  in  person  or  by  proxy,  under  such  regu- 
lations, after  the  first  election,  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws. 

§  4.  That  T.  L.  Lee,  Joseph  H.  Fowler,  R.  G.  Northern, 
George  C.  Crumbaugh,  and  L.  A.  Fowler,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commisi?ioners,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  to 
open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  cor- 
poration; and  when  not  less  than  fifty  shares  have  been 
subscribed  and  paid  in,  they  shall,  by  advertii^ement  for  at 
least  ten  days  in  one  of  the  papers  published  in  Paducah, 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  Paducah  to  elect  a 
board  of  directors,  and  the  five  receiving  the  largest  num- 
ber of  votes  shall  be  declared  directors,  and  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected. 

§  5.  After  each  election  of  directors,  those  elected  shall 
chooee  one  of  their  own  number  as  president  of  the  board, 
who  shall  preside  at  directors'  meetings,  and  be  the  chief 
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1870.  officer  of  the  corporation;  they  phall  also  appoint  all  other 
necessary  officers,  and  provide  for  their  compensation,  and 
take  all  necessary  bonds  from  officers  of  trust,  to  insure  a 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  G.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  director  who  is  not 
at  the  time  a  stockholder;  all  vacancies  between  the  an- 
nual elections  ehall  be  filled  by  the  board,  or  a  quorum 
thereof,  and  a  majority  of  the  board  in  office  shall  at  all 
times  be  a  quorum  for  any  business. 

§  7.  The  said  board  ^hall  demand  payment  of  stock  sub- 
scribed for,  in  such  installments  and  at  8uch  timen  as  they 
may  deem  expedient;  and  if  all  the  stock  is  not  subscribed 
for  before  their  election,  they  and  their  successors  may 
open  and  keep  open  the  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock, 
or  may  sell  that  not  subscribed  for,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
corporation,  at  not  less  than  par;  and  they  may,  by  rules 
and  by-laws,  provide  for  the  forfeiture  to  the  company  of 
any  share  or  shares  of  stock  subscribed  for,  and  not  fully 
paid  for  when  required;  and  may  provide  for  the  mode  of 
transferring  certiticates  of  stock  which  shall  be  deemed  as 
personal  estate,  and  pass  as  such. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  307. 

AN  ACT  allowing  Golorobia  School  District  No.  29,  id  Adair  Conntj,  to 

Tote  tax  to  pay  for  buildiDg  School-bouse. 

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  fhe 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  approved  March  12th,  1869, 
the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Columbia  were  authorized  and 
empowered  to  appropriate  not  exceeding  six  hundred 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  lot  and  erecting 
a  school  house  thereon,  in  said  town,  for  the  commoo 
school,  said  sum  to  be  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury,  or  to  be  raised  by  taxation  ;  and  whereas, 
said  lot  has  been  purchased,  and  said  house  erected,  but 
at  a  cost  exceeding  that  amount,  viz  :  at  the  cost  of  eleven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  common  school  commissioner  of  Adair 
county,  and  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Columbia,  be,  and 
the3^  are  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  submit  to  a 
vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  "Columbia  school  district 
No.  29"  the  question  whether  or  not  they  are  in  favor  of 
a  district  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  in  said  district, 
not,  however,  to  exceed  in  any  one  year  ten  cents  on  the 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  a  poll-tax  not  exceeding  one  del- 
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lar  on  each  voter  hereunder,  in  any  one  year,  until  a  suffi-      1870. 
cient  amount  is  raised  to  pay  the  balance  due  upon  said 
house  and  lot,  with  any  accrued  interest. 

§  2.  That  the  vote  shall  be  taken  in  the  manner  and  at 
the  time  prescribed  in  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  allowing 
common  school  districts  to  levy  a  district  school  tax/*  ap- 
proved March  2d,  1865 ;  and  any  election  hereunder  shall 
be  held  and  decided,  and  the  tax  collected  (if  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast  are  in  favor  of  the  same)  and  accounted 
for  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  act  aforesaid. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  in  favor  of  Samuel 
Steele,  of  Franklin  county,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  balance  due  him  for  timbers  furnished  for  the 
repair  of  Lock  No.  3  on  the  Kentucky  river;  which  sum 
is  directed  to  be  paid  said  Steele  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage*

CHAPTER  309. 

AN  ACT  to  iacorperate  Lodge  No.  461,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  al 

Milton,  Trimble  Countj« 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommBnweedth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  members  of  Milton  Lodg<e,  No.  461,  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Milton,  Trimble  county,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  Milton  Lodge,  No.  461,  with  per- 
petual succession ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be 
capable,  in  law,  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  in  all  the  courts  of  law  and  equi- 
ty in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  upon  nil  contracts  heretofore 
made  and  upon  all  contracts  hereafter  made  or  liabilities 
incurred ;  to  make^  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  break,  alter,  or  change  at  their  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  take 
and  hold  by  purchasOt  gift*  or  devise,  real  and  personal 
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1870*  property  not  exceedinf^  in  value  the  sum  of  twcnty-flfV 
thousand  dollars  ;^  to  dispose  of  and  convey  the  same  at 
their  pleasure. 

§  8.  The  business  and  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  under  the  management  and  control  of  Lewis  P.  Sarlls, 
MatU£  Coffin,  and  A.  J.  Trout,  the  present  Mf!ster,  Senior 
and  Junior  Wardens  of  said  Lodge,  and  their  successors 
in  office ;  and  the  duties  of  said  officers  shall  be  such  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  a  majority  of  said  members;  and 
service  of  notice  or  process  on  any  one  of  said  officers 
shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  satd  corporation. 

§  4.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  pass  all 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  witb 
the  laws  of  this  State,  as  may  be  thought  necessary  by 
said  corporation  for  the  control,  management,  and  safe' 
keeping  of  the  property,  interests,  and  concerns  of  the 
Lodge. 

5  5.  The  Legislature  reperves  the  right  to  modify  or  re- 
peal this  act }  but  the  modification  or  repeal  shall  not  de^ 
prive  the  parties  interested  of  tbe  property  or  effects 
acquired  or  held  under  this  act. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  lake  effect  from  its  passage.

A'S  ACT  to  anend  me  act,  entitled  ''An  act  i&  incorporate  the  Stanford 

and  HubtODTill«  Turnpike  Road  Company." 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  Genera)  Assembly 
that  there  are  several  roads  leading  into  the  Stanford 
and  Hustonville  Tt^rnpike  Road,  between  the  town  of 
Ibtanford  and  the  Stanford  toll-gate  on  said  turnpike 
road ;  and  that,  by  reason  of  this,  a  large  amount  of 
hhuling  is  done  over  that  portion  of  said  turnpike  road 
which  lies  between  said  toli-gate  and  said  town,  and  by 
which  the  road  is  much  damaged,  and  for  wbich  said 
company  are  not  allowed  by  law  to  charge  and  collect 
tolls;  to  remedy  which, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  ThHt  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Stanford  and  Hus- 
tonville Turnpike  Road  Company  to  charge  and  collect 
tolls  of  pertfons  hauling  or  traveling  on  that  portion  of 
their  said  road  lying  between  the  town  of  Stanford  and 
their  said  toll-gate  (tbe  distance  being  one  mile  or  a  little 
over),  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  persons  bad  passed 
through  their  toll-gate:  Pravidedj  That  for  such  traTel, 
they  shall  only  charge  and  collect  tolls  according  to  the 
fallowing  ratesi  to-wit:  lor  each  ibur-borse  wagon,  load' 
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ed,  ten  cents;  empty,  five  cents;  for  each  two-horse  wagon^       1870. 
loaded,  five  cents;  empty,  three  cents;  for  each  buggy  and 
horse,  three  cents  per  trip ;  for  every  carriage^  drawn  by 
two  hoTi^es,  five  cents  per  trip;  and  for  other  travel,  a  pro- 
portionate rate  to  that  now  allowed  by  law. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
«age.

AN  ACT  t9  ohaoge  tbe  Road  Law  in  Kenton  Gomxtj^ 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asserhbly  of  (he  Commonwealth  ef 
Kentucky: 

§  J.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of 
the  Kenton  county  court  to  include  in  all  tax  bilU  made 
out  by  him  the  full  amount  of  the  road  tax  as  now  es- 
tablished by  law,  including  the  sura  of  two  dollars  for 
«ach  tithe;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said 
county,  unless  said  tax  shall  be  paid  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, to  collect  the  same  and  pay  it  over  to  the  surveyors 
of  the  respective  road  districts  in  said  county. 

§  2.  That  any  person  assessed  with  a  road  tax  in  said 
county,  shall  hav«  the  right  to  pay  the  same  in  labor  at 
the  rate  of  one  doilar  per  day:  Provided,  That  such  labor 
is  performed  during  the  first  week  of  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember in  each  year;  and  the  receipt  of  the  surveyor  of 
the  proper  district,  showing  that  such  labor  has  been 
performed,  shail  be  received  by  the  sheriff  in  satisfactiom 
and  discharge  of  baid  tax,  in  whole  or  in  part,  ws  the 
case  may  be. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its 
passage^

CHAPTER  316. 

AN  ACT  for  the  better  organizattoD  of  Pablic  Schools  in  the  towD  of 
Ashland,  and  to  establish  Common  School  District  of  Ashland,  in  Bojd 
County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cominomcealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Ashland, 
shall  submit  to  the  voters  of  the  common  school  district 
hereinafter  described,  a  proposition  to  levy  a  tax  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar  on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  of  taxa- 
ble property  within  said  district  subject  to  taxation  for 
revenue  purposes,  for  the  benefit  of  common  schools  in 
said  district. 

§  2.  The  voters  upon  said  proposition  shall  be  polled  as 
is  now  done  in  the  case  of  municipal  elections  in  said 
town,  and  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  May,  1870,  upon 
some  day  to  be  fixed  by  said  board  of  trustees;  two 
weeks'  public  notice  of  said  voting  shall  be  first  given 
by  the  chairman  of  the  board,  as  required  in  the  case  of 
municipal  elections.  At  said  poll,  the  clerk  shall  record 
each  vote  as  "for  the  tax,"  or  "against  the  tax,"  as  thc^ 
case  may  be,  and  the  poll  shall  be  certified  and  examined, 
and  the  result  announced  as  now  provided  in  case  of 
municipal  elections  in  said  town. 

§  3.  If  the  result  of  the  poll  be  in  favor  of  the  tax,  then 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby  empowered 
to  levy  a  tax  not  exceeding  the  rate  hereinbefore  specified; 
which  tax  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  as  the  taxes  of 
said  town  are  now  collected  ;  and  the  officers  of  said 
town  are  fully  empowered  to  make  the  assessment  and 
collection.  The  collecting  officer  shall  execute  an  addi- 
tional bond  to  the  board  of  trustees,  with  good  securit}', 
to  he  approved  by  the  board,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
collection  and  payment  of  said  money;  and  the  officer 
and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  on  said  bond  for  a 
failure  or  neglect  of  duty. 

§  4.  The  said  taxes,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  held  bv  hloi 
as  a  separate  and  distinct  fund,  to  be  disbursed  only 
hereinal'ter  provided. 
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§  5.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Ashland  shall  1870. 
appoint  a  board  of  education  for  Ashland  school  district, 
which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  none  of  whom  shall 
be  members  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Ashland,  who 
shall  hold  said  office  until  the  next  ensuing  election  of 
town  officers,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified;  and  at  each  annual  election  of  officers  for 
said  town  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  a  board  of 
education  for  said  district  by  the  voters  of  a  majority  of 
all  persons  who  shall  be  taxed  under  this  act,  or  are 
authorized  to  vote  under  the  election  laws  of  this  State, 
and  reside  within  the  school  district. 

§  6.  That  the  town  of  Ashland,  as  incorporated  by  the 
Legislature  of  Kentucky,  shall  constitute  the  common 
school  district  of  Ashland,  in  the  county  of  Boyd. 

§  7.  The  said  board  of  education  of  the  town  of  Ash- 
land shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  wiih  powers 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  in  this  Commonwealth. 

$  8.  The  board  of  education  for  «aid  district  shall  have  ex- 
clusive control  of  the  fund  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  of 
the  pro  rata  of  said  district  from  the  common  school  fund. 
They  shall  have  power  to  expend  said  money  in  the  inter- 
epfs  of  common  school  education  in  said  district.  They 
may  elect  a  chairman,  whose  check  or  order  shall  be  paid 
by  the  town  treasurer  to  the  amount  of  school  funds  in  his 
hands.  Said  board  of  education  shall  make  report  of  their 
actinf^s  and  expenditures  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties 
at  least  twice  in  every  year,  and  the  same  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  some  newspaper  circulating  in  the  town,  and 
that  is  published  in  the  county  of  Boyd.  They  shall  have 
exclusive  control  of  the  appointment  of  teachers,  regula- 
tion of  school  discipline,  course  of  study,  examinations, 
and  other  matters  of  regulation  of  common  schools  in  said 
district,  and  prescribe  terms  upon  which  pupils  outside  of 
said  district  may  be  received  in  said  schools.  They  may 
appoint  examiners  and  prescribe  qualifications  for  teach- 
ers and  pupils:  Provided^  They  shall  not  exclude  any  per- 
son from  the  benefit  of  said  schools  who  is  embraced  by 
the  common  school  laws  of  this  State. 

§  0.  The  tax  hereby  authorized  may  be  continued  from 
year  to  year,  and  the  moneys  arising  therefrom  may  be 
applied  to  the  building  or  erection  of  school-houses,  or 
ioiproving  the  same,  and  to  the  payment  of  teachers,  or 
any  other  purpose  that  may  be  deemed  proper  by  the 
board  of  education  as  promotive  of  the  schools  In  said 
district. 

§  10.  The  board  of  education  of  Ashland  district  shall 
have  power  to  take  and  hold,  by  gift,  devise,  or  purchase, 
and  have  conveyed  to  it^  real  and  personal  estate  Buffi- 
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1870.  cient  for  the  common  Bchool  purposes  of  said  district;  to 
erect  buildings  necessary  and  convenient  for  said  schools, 
or  to  lease  property  for  that  purpose;  and  all  property 
held  by  said  board  of  education  for  said  schools  shall  be 
exempt  from  tax,  levy,  or  distress,  and  shall  not  be  divert- 
ed Irom  school  purposes.  The  treasurer  of  the  town  of 
Ashiand  (unless  the  Bank  of  Ashland  is  made  the  treasury) 
shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  board  of  education  for  the 
faithful  disbursement  of  the  school  money  which  comes  to 
his  hands,  which  bond  shall  be  given  before  and  approved 
by  the  judge  oi  the  county  court  of  Boyd  county  ;  and  said 
treasurer  shall  make  a  report  of  the  moneys  received  or 
diisbursed  by  him  under  this  act  to  the  board  of  education 
at  least  semi-annually,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
board  may  require;  and  he  shall  he  liable  upon  his  bond, 
^  to  the  board  ot  education  of  Ashland  district,  for  his  fail- 

ure or  neglect  of  duty. 

§  11.  The  title  to  the  common  school-house  and  grounds 
in  Ashland  shall  vest  in  the  board  of  education  for  Ashland 
district.  The  board  may,  in  their  discretion,  sell  and  con- 
vey the  same,  and  invest  the  money  in  other  property,  for 
the  benefit  oi  the  common  schools  of  said  district. 

^  12.  No  part  of  the  money,  and  drawn  by  said  district 
out  of  the  common  school  fund,  shall  "be  applied  or  used 
lor  any  other  purpose  than  to  the  payment  of  teachers 
therein. 

§  IS,  The  board  of  education  provided  for  and  created 
by  this  act  shall  report  to  the  county  commissioner,  as 
district  trustees  are  required  by  the  general  law  to  report, 
and  shall  comply  with  all  the  regulations  required  by  lav 
ol  trustees. 

^  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  317. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  seTeral  acts  incorporating  the  City  of  Mayvrille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  re-enact  and  amend 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Maysville,"  approved  March  9th, 
1854,  be,  and  the  same  is,  amended  as  follows:  in  lieu  of 
the  third  section  of  said  act,  the  following  section  is 
adopted  and  enacted,  to- wit:  The  assessment,  in  the  man- 
ner now  required  by  law,  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  city  collector,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each 
and  every  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  at  which 
time  all  taxes  to  said  city  are  hereby  declared  due.  The 
collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  taxes  wttltoat  delay, 
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and  shall  pay  over  the  same  as  collected  to  the  city  treas-  1870. 
urer;  and,  to  each  and  every  person  who  shall  pay,  before 
the  first  Thursday  in  Augast,  in  each  and  every  year,  all 
his  taxes^  due  the  city  for  the  year,  the  collector  is  author- 
ized and  directed  to  make  an  abatement  or  discount  of  five 
per  cent,  upon  the  amount  of  taxes  so  paid;  and,  upon  all 
taxes  not  paid  before  the  first  Thursday  in  September,  in 
each  and  every  year,  there  shall  be  added  five  per  cent. 
upon  the  taxes  then  unpaid  /of  each  and  every  person, 
which  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  original  tax,  and  shall 
be  charged  up  to  the  collector,  and  collected  by  him  as 
other  taxes  are  collected  ;  and  in  order  to  keep  correctl}' 
the  account  of  the  collector,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  report 
to  the  city  council,  on  the  first  Thursday  in  August,  in 
each  and  every  year,  the  total  amount  of  taxes  collected 
and  uncollected  by  him  up  to  that  time,  and  again  on  the 
first  Thursday  in  September,  in  each  and  every  year,  to  re- 
port to  the  council  the  amount  of  taxes  collected  and  un- 
collected at  that  time.  The  city  clerk,  upon  delivering 
the  lists  and  assessments  to  the  collector,  shall  take  his 
receipt  for  the  same,  and  the  amount  of  said  lists  and  as- 
sessments shall  be  charged  to  the  collector,  who  shall  be 
held  accountable  therefor,  and  required  to  collect  the  same, 
subject  to  the  abatement  or  discount,  and  with  the  addi- 
tions herein  provided  for,  and  to  pay  over  the  same  as  fa'^t 
as  collected,  and  to  pay  the  whole  amount  thereof  over  to 
the  city  treasurer,  on  or  before  the  first  Thursday  in  De- 
cember, in  each  and  every  year:  Provided,  That  the  col- 
lector shall  be  credited  with  all  errors,  deductions,  and 
delinquents,  which  shall  be  allowed  by  the  city  council ; 
and  in  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  to  be  credited  to  the 
collector  on  account  of  errors,  deductions,  and  delinquents, 
the  board  of  councilmen,  at  its  regular  meeting,  on  the 
first  Thursday  in  December,  in  each  and  every  year,  shall 
credit  the  lists  and  claims  of  said  collector  for  such  errors, 
deductions,  and  delinquents,  and  make  an  allowance  for 
all  such  sums  as  they  may  decide  that  he  should  be  cred- 
ited with.  The  board  of  council  shall,  if  necessary,  ad- 
journ from  day  to  day,  until  they  shall  fully  decide  upon 
ail  credits  claimed  by  the  collector.  The  amount  of  the 
claim  of  the  city  against  the  collector  shall  be  the  amount 
BO  receipted  for  by  him  to  the  city  clerk,  the  five  per  cent, 
additions  on  taxes  unpaid  on  the  first  ThursJay  in  Sep- 
tember, and  such  other  claims  and  taxes  as  may  be  law- 
fally  in  his  hands  for  collection,  subject  to  the  credits  so 
ascertained  for  errors,  deductions,  and  delinquents. 

§  2.  That  in    lieu   of   the   fifth  section  of  said  act  of 
•  March  Oth,  1854,  the  following  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by, substituted  and  enacted,  to  wit:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  city  clerk  to  make  up  the  account  of  the  collector,  as 
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1870.        ^^^  flame  may  exist,  on  the  first  Thdiraday  in  December  in 
each  and  every  year,  charging  him  with  all  taxes  and  af- 
sessments  lifted  with   hi.n,  as  provided  in  the  first  section 
ot  this  act,  and  all  taxes  otherwise  imposed,  and  all  claims 
placed  in  his  hands  by  the  city^for  collection,  and  crediting 
him   by  all  payments,  commissions,  errors,  deductions  and 
delinquents,  allowed  by  the  board  of  councilmen  ;  and  if 
any  balance  ehall  be  found  to  be  due  to  the  city  from  the 
collector,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk  to  go  before 
the  judge  of  the   Mason  county  court,  on   the  first  day  of 
the   next  January  county  court,  and   on  motion  (without 
further  notice),  take   judgment  against  the  collector  and 
the  sureties  on  his  bond   for  such  balance,  allowing  credit 
for  any  payment  which  in  the  meantime   may  have   been 
made  and  certified  by  the  city  clerk,  with  ten   per  cent, 
damages  and   costs,  which   judgment  said  court  is  eif- 
powered  and  directed  hereby  to  render  and  enforce  by  due 
process  of  execution ;  and  there  shall   be  no  replevin  or 
valuation  of  property  on  execution   issuing  on  such  judg- 
ment.    The  board   of   councilmen   may  allow  such  com- 
pensation to  the  collector  as  they  may  deem   reasonable. 
§  3.  That  the   provisions  of  the  second  section  of  an 
act,  entitled  **An   act  to  amend  the  several  acts  incorpo- 
rating the  city  of  Maysville,"  approved  March  1st,  1847, 
shall   be  applied  to  all  taxes  which  the  city  of  Maysville 
may  lawfully  impose;  and  it  is  further  enacted,  that  the 
words,  ^'first  Thursday  in  December  of  any  year,"  be  sub- 
stituted lor  the  words,  "the  first  day  of  September  in  any 
year,"  in  said  act,  and  fhe  first  Thursday  in  December  in 
every  year  shall  be  the  day  upon  which  the  unpaid  taxes 
on  any  lot,  or  fraction   of  lot,  shall  be  ascertained,  and 
publication  ordered,  as  contemplated   by  the  said  second 
section  of  said  act  of  March  1st,  1847. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  council  may  re-list  with  the  col- 
lector, or  any  subsequently  elected  collector,  any  taxe« 
which  may  have  been  credited  and  allowed  as  delinquent, 
and  the  collector  shall  have  the  same  power  to  collect 
said  delinquent  lists  as  though  they  had  not  been  al- 
lowed as  delinquent ;  and  in  case  the  collector  shall  have 
paid  the  taxes  of  any  person,  he  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  collect  said  taxes  for  his  own  benefit,  or  relist 
the  same  with  another  collector,  to  be  by  him  collected, 
for  the  bent  Lit  of  the  collector  who  shall  have  paid  such 
taxes. 

5  5.  That  section  twenty-three  of  an  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Maysville,"  approved  Jan- 
uary 31st,  1833,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed,  so 
far,  and  only  so  far,  as  it  prohibits  the  keeping  of  a  nine- 
pin  alley  or  ten-pin  alley  in  said  city,  and  prohibits  the 
council  from  taxing  or  licensing  such  establishments;  and 
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the  coancii  of  said  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  license  the       187(X 
estabii^shment  and  keeping  of  nine-pin  alleys  and  ten-pin 
alleys  in  said  city,  charging  such  sum  therefor  as  ^aid 
council  may  deem  reasonable. 

^  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage;  and  nil  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
its  provisions,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  818. 

AN  ACT  incorporating  the  Kentucky  Stone  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
vf  Kentucky: 

^  1-  That  Owen  Macdonald,  Wm.  B  Belknap,  James 
S.  Lithgow,  M.  Muldoon,  and  Wm.  F.  Barret,  and  their 
associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  into  a 
body-politic,  under  the  corporate  name  of  the  Kentucky 
Stone  Company;  and  under  that  name  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  and  do  and  perform  such  bu^^iness  as  appertains 
to  quarrying,  cutting,  dressing,  transporting,  and  selling 
stone;  and  for  that  purpose  may  purchase  and  lease  such 
lands  and  quarries  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  efficient 
carrying  on  said  business.  The  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany shall  be  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  sub- 
scribed in  shares  of  one  hundred  doHars  each,  to  be  paid 
in  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  order  ;  said  incorpora- 
tion shall  have  a  corporate  seal,  and  may  alter  or  change 
the  same  at  any  time. 

§  2.  The  above  named  incorporators,  or  any  three  of 
them,  may,  at  any  time,  open  the  books  for  the  subscrip- 
tion of  stock;  and  when  ten  thousand  dollars  of  stock 
shall  be  subscribed,  said  incorporators  may  organize,  hav- 
ing first  given  notice  of  the  time  and  place,  for  at  least 
one  week,  in  one  of  the  newspapers  published  in  Louis- 
ville, when  the  subscribers  of  stock  shall  elect  a  board  of 
directors,  consisting  of  five  members  chosen  from  the 
stockholders,  who  shall  thereafter  organize  by  the  elec- 
tion of  a  president,  and  may  elect  and  employ  such  sec- 
retary, treasurer,  and  other  officers  and  agents,  as  said 
board  may  deem  necessary.  Said  president  and  direct- 
ors so  chosen  and  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  8.  That  said  stockholders  shall  have  the  power  to 
make  such  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  requisite  for  the 
management  of  said  company;  and  when  bo  made,  shall 
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1870.  ^®  binding  and  in  fall  force  as  if  enacted  by  the  General 
Asi^embly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  if  not  in 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  4.  Said  stockholders  shall  hold  an  annual  election  of 
directors  at  such  time  and  place,  and  under  such  rules, 
as  shall  he  prescribed  in  their  b^'-laws;  but  (or  lailure  so 
to  elect,  said  charter  shall  not  thereby  be  forfeited. 

^  5.  The  president  and  diiectors  of  said  corporation 
may  require  a  bond  or  bonds  to  be  executed  to  said  cor- 
poration by  the  treasurer,  or  other  officers  or  agents  of 
the  same,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  duties  devolved 
or  trusts  imposed  by  the  charter,  by-laws,  or  contracts  on 
the  ofllcers  or  agents  of  said  corporation  ;  and  for  the  en- 
forcement of  said  bond  or  covenant,  any  of  the  courts  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky  shall  have  jurisdiction. 

§  6.  Said  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  of 
the  subscriber,  holder,  or  owner,  for  any  or  all  liabilities 
from  said  holder  or  owner  to  said  corporation. 

$  7.  That  this  law  shall  be  in  full  force  and  take  effect 
from  and  af\er  its  passage;  the  Legislature  reserving  the 
right  to  modify,  alter,  or  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Benjamin  P.  Howard,  Sheriff  of  Magoffin  Coos-

circuit  court  against  Benjamin  F.  Howard,  fherifT  of  Ma- 
goffin county,  and  his  sureties  on  his  official  bond,  lor  the 
revenue  due  from  Magoffin  county  for  the  year  1867,  with 
damages  thereon;  and  wheieas,  certain  lands  of  the  sure- 
ties of  said  Howard  have  been  sold  under  said  judgment; 
and  whereas,  various  sums  have  been  paid  on  said  judg* 
ment  by  the  said  Howard  ;  tberetore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonwfaltK  ct 
Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  said  Cenjamin  F.  Howard,  and  his  sure- 
ties on  his  official  bond  for  the  revenue  due  from  Magolfio 
for  the  year  1867,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  released  from 
the  payment  of  any  and  all  damages  rendered  against 
them  on  said  judgment,  provided  the  principal,  interest, 
cost,  and  attorney's  fees  In  said  judgment  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  State  on  or  belore  the  first  day  of  May, 
1870. 

§  2«  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  820,  187a 

AN  ACT  for  the  beneat  of  Stephen  Howard,  late  Sheriff  of  Magoffin  Go«a- 

tjj  and  his  sareties. 

Whereas,  Two  judgments  were  rendered  by  the  Frank- 
lin circuit  court  against  Stephen  Howard,  late  sheriflf  of  ' 
Magoffin  county,  and  his  sureties — one  for  the  revenue  due 
from  said  county  for  the  year  1801,  and  the  other  for  the 
revenue  due  from  said  county  tor  the  year  1862 — with 
damages  on  each  of  said  judgments;  and  whereas,  vari- 
ous amounts  have  been  paid  by  the  said  Howard  upon 
each  of  said  judgments;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembig  of  the  Commonwealth 
'0f  Kentuckjf: 

§  1.  That  provided  the  said  Howard,  sheriff  as  afore- 
said, or  any  one  for  him,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
May  next,  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State  the  amount 
of  principal,  interest,  and  cost,  including  attorney's  fees, 
they,  the  said  Stephen  Howard,  and  his  sureties  aforesaid, 
shall  be  forever  released  and  acquitted  of  any  and  all  dam- 
ages rendered  against  them  in  said  judgments,  on  the  rev- 
enue due  from  Magoffin  county  for  the  years  1861  and 
1862,  except  cost  and  attorney's  fees. 

}  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comn^onwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1,  That  the  school  commissioner  for  Madison  county 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  allowed  to  make  his  report  for  schonl 
district  number  sixty,  in  Madison  county,  for  the  year  186H, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  1870,  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction ;  and  when  the  same  shall

§  2.  That,  to  enable  said  school  commissioner  to  make 
his  said  report,  Milo  Baxter  and  S.  C.  Powell,  trustees  in 
1868  of  school  district  number  sixty,  are  authorized  to 
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1870.  make  their  report  for  said  dUtrtct  fop  said  year  1868  to 
said  school  commissioner. 

§3.  When  the  money  is  received  by  said  school  commis- 
sioner of  Madison,  he  is  hereby  directed  and  ordered  to 
pay  the  same  to  the  said  Baxter  and  Powell. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  talce  eff^eet  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  323. 

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  Thomas  F.  Hall  and  F.  M.  King,  Trustees  iv 
1868  of  School  District  No.  26,  in  Madison  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  school  commissioner  for  Madison  county 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  allowed  to  make  his  report  for  school 
district  number  twenty -six,  in  Madison  county,  for  the 
ye«r  186S,  on  or  before  the  first  day  ot  July,  1870,  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction ;  and  when  the  same 
shall  be  made,  the  said  Superintendent  shall  transmit  a 
copy  of  same  to  the  Auditor;  whereupon  the  Auditor  shall

§  1.  That  tbe  fifth  section  of  the  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  incorporate  the  Sayre  Female  Institute,  in  the  city  of 
Lexington,"  u^on  the  request  of  D.  A.  iSayre,  the  founder 
of  said  institute,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

}  2.  D.  A.  Sayre  shall  have  the  right,  at  any  time  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  by  entry  made  on  the  minutes  of 
the  |)r<>ceeding8  of  the  trustees,  and  by  him  subscribed,  to 
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1870.  appoint  other  trusteeB  in  the  place  of  those  now  m  office, 
who  shall  hotd  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
Buccest^ors  are  appointed. 

$  3.  During  the  lifetime  of  D.  A.  Sayre  the  sncceador^ 
of  the  trnatees  shall  be  appointed  by  him  in  like  manner, 
and  he  ehalt  haye  the  power  by  his  last  will,  or  b\'  deed 
acknowledged  and  recorded  in  the  Fayette  county  court 
clerk's  office,  to  confer  on  any  person  alt  the  powers  of 
appointing  trustees,  which  are  conferred  on  him.

^  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Catletts- 
|)urg  shall  submit  to  the  voters  of  the  common  school  dis- 
trict hereinafter  described  a  proposition  to  levy  a  tas,  not 
exceeding  one  dollar  en  the  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxa- 
ble property  within  said  district  subject  to  taxation  for 
revenue  purposes,  for  the  beneUt  of  commoa  schools  in 
«aid  district. 

§  2.  The  voters  upon  said  proposition  shall  be  polled  as 
£8  now  done  in  tlie  case  of  municipal  elections  in  said 
towxi^  and  shall  be  heJd  in  the  month  of  May,  1870.     Twe 
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1870.  weeks*  pnblic  notice  of  said  voting  shall  be  first  given  by 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Cat- 
lettsburg,  as  required  in  ca^ie  of  municipal  election?,  the 
4ay  in  said  month  to  be  fixed  by  said  board.  At  said 
poll  the  clerk  shall  record  each  vote  as  "for  the  tax,"  or 
'^against  the  tax,"  as  the  case  may  be;  and  the  poll  shall 
be  certified  and  examined,  and  the  result  announced,  as  is 
now  provided  in  case  of  municipal  elections  in  said  town. 

§  3.  If  the  result  of  the  poll  be  in  favor  of  the  tax,  then 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg  shall  be, 
and  is  hereby,  empowered  to  levy  a  tax,  not  exceeding  the 
rate  hereinbefore  t^pecified ;  which  tax  shall  be  assessed 
and  collected  as  the  taxes  of  said  town  are  now  collected ;

shall  execute  an  additional  bond  to  the  board  of  trustees, 
with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  board,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  collection  and  payment  of  said 
money,  and  shall  be  responsible  on  said  bond  for  a  fail- 
ure or  neglect  of  duty.

§  a.  That  the  town  of  Ci* tie ttt; burg,  as  incorporated  by 
the  Legislature  of  Kentucky,  shall  constitute  the  commoQ 
school  district  of  Catlettsburg,  in  the  county  of  Boyd. 

§  7.  The  said  board  of  education  of  the  town  of  Cat- 
lettsburg shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  a  body- 
politic  a'lul  corporate,  with  powers  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  ita- 
pleaded,  in  all  courts  of  thi»  Com nfu>n  wealth. 

^  8.  The  board  of  education  for  said  district  shall  have 
exclusive  controi  of  the  fund  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
and  of  the  pra  rata  of  said  district  from  the  common 
school  fund.  They  shall  have  power  to  expend  said 
money  in  the  interests  of  common  school  education  in 
said  district.  They  may  elect  a  chairman,  whose  check 
shall  be  honored  by  the  town  treasurer  to  the  amount  of 
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school  funds  in  his  hands.  Said  hoard  of  education  shall  1870. 
make  report  of  their  actings  and  expenditures  under  this 
bill  every  three  months,  which  report  they  shall  have 
published  in  some  paper  published  in  the  town  of  Cat- 
lettsburg.  They  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  teachers,  regulation  of  school  discipline, 
course  of  study,  examinations,  and  other  matters  of  regu- 
lation of  common  schools  in  said  district,  and  prescribe 
terms  upon  which  pupils  outside  of  said  district  may  be 
received  in  said  schools.

upon  it  neces:eiary  and  convenient  for  said  schools,  or  to 
lease  or  purchase  property  for  said  purpose;  and  all  prop-  • 
erty  purchased,  erected,  or  leased  by  them,  whilst  held 
for  said  purpose,  shall  be  exempt  from  tax,  levy,  or  dis- 
tress, and  shall  not  be  diverted  from  school  purposes.  The 
treasurer  of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg  shall  execute  a  bond 
to  the  board  of  education  for  the  faithful  disbursement  of 
the  school  money  which  comes  to  his  hands,  which  bond 
shall  be  given  before  and  approved  by  the  judge  of  the 
county  court  of  Boyd  county ;  and  said  treasurer  shall 
make  a  report  of  money  received  or  disbursed  by  him

§  ii.  The  board  of  education  provided  for  in  this  act 
shall  report  to  the  county  commissioner,  as  district  t/ustees 
are  required  by  the  general  law  to  report ;  and  in  ret^pect 
to  the  common  school  fund,  shall  comply  with  all  the  reg- 
ulations required  of  such  trustf.es.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Keutackj  Real  Estate  and  Bailding  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  body-poiitic  and  corporate  is  hereby  created, 
by  the  name  of  the  KentU'jky  Real  E^^tate  and  Building 
Company,  with  a  capital  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  composed  of 
those  who  may  subscribe,  and,  from  time  to  time,  hold  the 
said  stock;  and  in  the  said  name  and  corporation  may 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  and  answer  and  defend,  in  all  court« 
and  places  as  a  natural  person;  it  may  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  to  be  adopted  by  its  board  of  directors, 
which  may  be  by  them  changed  at  pleasure;  it  may  pur- 
chase, hold,  and  sell  real  and  personal  estate,  and  stocks 
and  bonds  of  other  corporations;  it  may  construct  build- 
ings aod  other  improvements  on  its  real  estate;  it  may 
rent  and  lease  the  said  property  or  improvements,  or  carry 
on  manufacturing  or  other  business  thereon;  it  may  borrow 
money  at  such  rates  of  interest  as  it  may  contract  to  pay, 
and  evidence  and  secure  the  loans  by  bonds  and  mortgages 
on  its  real  estate,  or  any  part  thereof:  Providtd^  That 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  legalize 
a  greater  rate  of  interest  on  money  than  is  now  prescribed, 
or  shall  hereafter  be  prescribed,  by  law  in  this  Commoo- 
wealth. 
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^  2.  The  corporators  may  adopt  a  constitution,  not  in-  1870. 
consi:i>tpnt  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or 
the  United  States,  regulating  the  details  of  the  organization 
of  conducting  Us  busines.s,  and  the  number,  quaiitications, 
And  modes  of  appointing  its  directors  and  other  officers,  and 
their  power  and  duties,  and  the  ^ame  may  be  amended  in 
accordance  with  its  provisionsft;  but  said  conr^titution  and 
amendment  shall  not  be  valid  tor  any  other  purpose  than 
to  authorize  the  first  election  of  president  and  directors, 
unci  the  adoption  of  a  seal,  until  the  same,  attested  by  the 
signature  of  the  president,  and  the  seal  of  the  company, 
shall  be  duly  lodged  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  Jefferson  county  court;  and  upon  the  said  [constitu- 
tion] being:  so  lodged,  the  said  clerk  shall  indorse,  record, 
and  certify  the  same,  in  all  respects  as  if  it  was  a  deed  to 
real  estate,  and  be  allowed  the  same  feed  therefor. 

4  3.  Henry  C.  Thomas,  John  Shelley,  William  R.  Ken- 
ne}',  Anderson  M.  Waddel,  and  George  W.  Anderson,  are 
appointed  commissioners,  and  any  two  of  them  may  act 
to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany ;  and  when  twenty  thou^^and  dollars  of  said  stock 
Bbail  be  subscribed  for,  they  shall  call  the  stockholders  to- 
gether for  the  purpose  of  adopting  a  constitution  as  above 
provided  for. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  may 
be  repealed,  altered,  and  amended  by  the  Legi.«lature;  but 
DO  act  shall  be  passed  to  impair  the  rights  of  the  company 
as  to  any  property  which  may  be  lawfully  acquired  by  it, 
or  which  shall  not  give  it  ample  time  to  dispose  of  the 
same,  wind  up  its  afi'airs,  and  distribute  its  assets  among 
its  stockholders. 

§  5.  The  directors  of  said  company  may,  at  any  time, 
dispose  of  as  much  of  its  stock  as  may  not  be  subscribed 
for  previous  to  its  organization.

license  from  paying  the  tax  now  imposed  by  law  for 
State  revenue. 
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1870.  §  2*  That  section  six  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 

hereby,  so  amended,  as  to  give  the  police  judge  of  said 
town  the  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  causes,  where  the  amount 
is  fifty  dollars  and  under,  within  the  two  voting  precincts 
in  said  town  of  Perryville,  which  he  now  has  in  all  crim- 
inal causes;  and  that  the  town  marshal  of  said  town  shall 
have  the  same  powers  within  said  voting  precincts  now 
allowed  by  law  to  constables.

E.  Quisenberry,  Hervey 
Helm,  James  G.  Cecil,  Thomas  J.  Dilleh'ay,Jc)hn  T.  Curry, 
Bind  James  L.  Allen,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners 
to  obtain  subscription  to  the  stock  of  the  corporation  here- 
inafter created,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  may  meet  at 
some  convenient  time  and  place,  in  the  town  of  Danville, 
Bt  which  time  they  may  open  books,  and  receive  subscrip- 
tions of  stock  to  said  institution,  from  day  to  day,  until 
fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  when 
the  books  may  be  closed,  and  delivered  to  the  subscribers; 
who  shall  thereupon  constitute  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, with  the  corporate  name  of  •'•The  Farmers'  Bank  of 
Danville."  The  said  subscribers  and  their  successors  shall 
lo  continue  for  the  term  of  thirty  years;  and  may  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  implead 
and  be  impleaded,  and  exercise  all  the  other  powers 
nflually  incident  to  such  corporations. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  institution  shall  be  not 
less  than  thirty  thousand,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  which  shall  be  personal  estate,  and  transfer- 
able only  on  the  books  of  the  company,  in  such  manner, 
and  subject  to  such  regulation's,  as  the  board  of  directors 
may  prescribe. 

§  3.  Upon  receipt  of  the  books  of  subscription,  the  sub- 
scribers, or  a  majority  in  value  of  them,  shall  meet  and  . 
elect  four  persons,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  to  serve  as 
directors  of  said  institution,  until  the  first  Monday  in  Jan* 
nary  following,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 
The  annual  meetings  ot  the  stockholders  shall  be  held 
thereafter  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  in  each  year; 
but  meetings  may  be  held  oftener  if  the  directors,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  require  it;  and  in  all  meetings  of  stock* 
holders  each  person  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every 
share  of  stock  held  by  him.  The  ofiicers  shall  hold  their 
of&ces  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified ;  but  may  be  removed  by  a  majority 
of  the  stockholders  at  any  regular  or  called  meeting.  The 
directors  may  choose  one  of  their  number,  or  out  of  the 
other  stockholders,  as  their  president,  and  may  appoint 
such  other  ofiicers  as  they  may  require,  fix  their  compen* 
sation,  prescribe  their  duties,  and  take  bond  and  secu- 
rity for  the  faithful  discharge  thereof;  may  prescribe  the 
times  and  manner  of  paying  in  the  stock,  and  shall  have 
the  general  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  bank.  In  case  a 
Tacancy  occurs  in  the  board  of  directors,  by  death  or  other* 
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1870.  wise,  during,  the  intervals  between  the  regular  meetings, 
the  remaining  members  may  elect  a  stockholder  to  fill 
such  vacancy,  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  atock- 
holders. 

§  4.  That  if  any  of  the  ofBcers  of  said  corporation 
shall,  without  the  authority  of  the  president  and  direct- 
ors, appropriate  an}'  of  the  funds  thereof  to  hie  own  use, 
or  that  of  any  other  person,  or  shall  witlluily  fail  to  make 
correct  entries,  or  shall  knowingly  make  false  entries  oq 
the  book  or  books  of  the  institution,  with  the  intent  to 
cheat  or  defraud  the  corporation,  or  any  other  person,  to 
hide  or  conceal  any  improper  appropriation  of  the  fundj, 
the  officer  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felonji 
and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  sentenced  to  con* 
finement  in  the  penitentiary  of  this  State  for  a  period  not 
less  than  two,  nor  more  than  twenty  years. 

§  5.  The  business  of  said  bank  shall  be  to  receive  mon- 
ey and  bank  notes  on  deposit,  and  it  may  allow  the 
depositors  such  interest  thereon  as  may  be  agreed  upon; 
to  deal  in  gold  and  silver  coin,  bullion,  bills  of  exchange, 
and  promissory  notes  ;  to  buy  and  sell  the  stock  of  other 
companies,  and  the  bonds  ol  this  State  and  of  the  United 
States ;  but  it  shall  not  issue  notes  or  bills  or  any  other 
instruments  intended  for  circulation  as  money. 

§  6.  All  promissory  notes  negotiable  and  payable  at 
■ome  incorporated  bank  in  this  8tate,  purchased  or  dis- 
counted by  said  bank,  shall  be  put  on  the  footing  of  for- 
eign bills  of  exchange,  and' remed}^  may  be  hand,  jointly 
and  severally,  against  the  drawers  and  indorsers  thereon. 

(  7.  The  directors  may  declare  annual  or  semi-annual 
dividends  of  the  profits  ari.-«ing  from  the  busines^s  of  said 
bank  ;  and  on  the  first  day  of  January  atid  of  July  in  each 
year  shall  make  an  exhibit  of  its  financial  condition,  which 
shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  and  examination  of  the 
stockholders;  and  having  been  audited  and  attested  by 
the  president  and  cashier,  shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose. 

§  8.  Should  any  person  make  a  deposit  in  said  bank, 
and  be  refused  payment  thereof  on  demand  made  for  the 
same,  according  to  the  terms  of  deposit,  and  without  law- 
ful excuse,  said  bank  shall  pay  to  the  depositor  the  amooDt 
of  his  deposit  and  ten  per  cent,  damages,  to  be  recovered 
by  suit  in  the  Boyle  circuit  court.  Said  bank  shall  pay 
its  deposits  in  gold  and  silver,  or  in  currency  of  like  kind 
of  that  deposited. 

}  0.  The  said  bank  may  purchase,  hold,  sell  and  coDvey 
any  real  or  personal  estate  which  may  be  necessary  to  car- 
ry  out  the  object  of  its  creation ;  and  it  may  receive  coa* 
veyances  of  real  estate,  or  such  other  property  a^  may  bo 
necessary  or  proper  to  secure  any  debt  due  to  it»  or  whick 
may  be  sold  for  the  payment  of  such  debl. 
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5  10.  This  charter  shall  be  forfeited  by  the  violation  of  1870. 
any  of  the  provisions  thereof  by  any  of  the  officers  of  the 
incstitation ;  and  a  failure  or  refusal  of  the.  company  to 
pay  into  the  Treasury,  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each 
year,  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  stock 
subscribed,  to  be  part  of  the  revenue  proper,  which  shall 
be  in  full  of  any  tax  imposed  upon  its  capital  stock,  shall 
work  a  forfeiture  of  the  charter. 

§  11.  If  at  any  time  the  charter  of  said  bank  shall  be 
forfeited,  as  herein  provided,  or  a  depositor  shall  be  refused 
payment  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  his  deposit  in  said 
bank,  according  to  the  provisions  of  section  eight  herein, 
in  order  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  bank, 
each  and  every  stockholder  shall  be  required  to  pay  an 
amount  equal  to  the  stock  he  owned  in  said  bank  at  the 
date  of  such  forfeiture  or  refusal,  to  the  creditors  of  the 
bank,  and  to  that  extent  shall  be  personally  liable  lor  the 
debts  due  from  such  bank ;  and  npon  its  failure  to  pay  the 
same,  suit  may  be  instituted  against  the  stockholders,  joint- 
ly and  severally,  for  the  recovery  of  such  debt  or  debts,  in 
an3'  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  12.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

§  13.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  right  to  ex- 
amine into  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  by  any  commit- 
tee they  may  appoint  for  that  purpose.

CHAPTER  330. 

> 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate   the  First  German    Loaisvillo  Mmual  Life  Insur- 
ance Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  i.  The  object  of  this  company  is  to  create  a  fund  or 
treasury,  by  admission  and  yearly  fees,  for  the  benefit  of 
widows  and  children,  or  heirs  of  members  deceased, 
according    to  the  constitution    adopted    by  the  mt'mbers. 

§  2.  The  company  shall  have  a  president,  vice  presi- 
dent, secretary,  treasurer,  and  committee  of  three  (3) 
members,  of  which  committee  the  president  and  secre- 
tary are  to  be  members.  The  ofBcers  are  to  be  elected 
annually  by  ballot,  and  the  president  to  appoint  the  com- 
mittees. 

§  3.  Persons  who  desire  to  become  members  must  be 
free  from  constitutional  diseases,  speak  the  German  lan- 
guage, and  be  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty 
years  of  age. 

§  4.  Admission  fees  shall  be  as  follows:  Persons  be- 
tween  the   ages  of  twenty  and   thirty,  one  dollar;   be* 
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1870.  tween  thirty  and  forty,  two  dollars;  between  forty  and 
fifty,  three  dollars.  No'one  shall  be  a  member  until  he 
has  paid  all  admission  fees. 

§  5.  Every  member  must  pay  one  dollar  into  the  treas- 
ury every  year,  in  the  month  of  September.  If  a  member 
fail  to  pay  his  yearly  dues  in  thirty  (30)  days  from  the 
date  of  the  meeting  in  September,  be  shall  have  no  claim 
on  the  company,  and  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the 
list  of  the  company  and  his  policy  forfeited. 

§  6.  Every  member  is  to  pay  one  dollar  at  the  death  of 
a  member,  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  decease  there- 
of. Should  any  member  refuse  to  pay  a  dollar  at  the 
death  of  a  fellow-member  within  thirty  (30)  days,  he  shall 
be  fined,  for  the  first  thirty  (30)  days,  one  dollar,  and  for 
the  second  thirty  days,  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the 
list  of  the  company  and  his  policy  declared  void.  Every 
member  is  to  receive  notice,  in  writing,  of  a  death  in  the 
company,  to  be  served  on  him  personally,  or  left  at  his 
residence. 

§  7.  When  a  member  dies,  his  heirs  shall  receive,  within 
twelve  days,  forty  dollars  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  com- 
pany; and  each  member  is  to  pay  one  dollar  therefor.  If 
there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  treasury,  tbe  members  are 
not  to  be  taxed  the  amount  due  the  heirs,  which  will  be  as 
many  dollars  as  there  are  members  of  the  company.  Th^ 
committee  must,  within  sixty  (GO)  days  after  the  death  of 
a  member,  pay  the  widow  or  heirs  the  full  amount  due 
them,  which  is  one  dollar  for  every  member,  less  the  forty 
dollars  taken  out  of  the  treasury.  The  committee  is  to 
return  a  receipt  of  the  heirs  or  widow,  with  the  deceased 
member's  policy,  showing  that  the  full  amount  has  been 
paid  to  them.  Should  the  heii*s  of  a  member  cause  his 
death,  in  order  to  get  the  insurance,  they  shall  have  no 
claim  on  the  company,  and  the  policy  shall  be  void. 
Should  a  member  leave  the  city,  county  or  State,  and  die, 
the  heirs  of  the  same  must  produce  a  certificate  of  his 
death  from  a  county  court  clerk  or  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
signed  by  the  attending  physician,  if  any,  in  order  to  re- 
ceive the  insurance.  Should  a  member  leave  the  city, 
county  or  State,  on  business  or  pleasure,  said  member 
roust  give  security  for  any  amount  that  might  become 
due  to  the  company  in  cases  of  death.  Should  any  mem- 
ber refuse  to  pay  the  dollar  at  the  death  of  a  member,  the 
amount  is  to  be  taken  out  of  the  treasury,  and  such  mein- 
ber's  name  stricken  from  the  list,  and  his  policy  be  de- 
clared void. 

§  8.  The  heirs  of  a  member  deceased  shall  receive  tbe 
full  amount  due  them  by  the  company,  and  no  debts  of 
the  member,  outside  of  this  company,  shall  be  satisfied 
therewith.     If  a  member  dies  without  heirs  and  intestate, 
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the  companv  shall  bear  bis  faneral  expenses;  in  case  such  1870. 
a  member  leaves  just  debts  of  not  greater  in  value  than 
the  amount  due  him  by  the  company,  the  same  shall  be 
paid  by  the  company,  less  the  cost  of  burial,  and  if  there 
be  a  balance,  it  shall  pass  as  now  required  by  law;  in  case 
the  debts  are  greater  than  the  amount  due  him  by  the 
company,  it  shall  be  divided  pro  rata  among  the  creditors. 
(  9.  The  members  of  this  company  shall  not  exceed  one 
thousand  in  number. 

§  10.  If  any  member  of  the  committee  neglects  his  duty, 
be  shall  be  fined  five  dollars  ($5).  All  fines  are  to  be  paid 
at  the  next  regular  meeting.  Any  member  refusing  to 
pay  his  fine,  shall  have  his  name  stricken  from  the  list, 
and  bis  policy  declared  void. 

§  11.  The  ofiicers  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  ballot, 
and  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast.  Each  year  a  physi- 
cian shall  be  elected  by  the  members,  who  shall  take  oath 
before  the  president  to  faithfully  discharge  his  duties;  he 
shall  examine  all  candidates  for  membership,  and  make 
out  certificates  for  the  same.  No  ofiicer  shall  hold  office 
longer  than  one  year,  the  doctor  excepted.  Three  candi- 
dates are  to  be  nominated  for  each  ofiice;  said  nominations 
to  be  made  at  the  meeting  preceding  the  election.  Each 
member  shall  have  the  right  to  vote.  No  member  shall 
be  nominated  for  an  ofiice  who  is  not  present  at  the 
time. 

§  12.  A  committee  of  three  members  shall  be  appointed 
each  year  by  the  president,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  vice- 
president,  the  duties  of  the  same  to  be  stated  hereafter. 
The  salaries  of  the  secretary,  committees,  and  physician, 
shall  be  fixed  each  year,  in  the  meeting,  before  the  elec- 
tion. 

§  13.  Every  six  months,  the  president  shall  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  members  to  examine  the  books  of  the 
secretary  and  treasurer;  said  committee  to  make  a  report 
of  the  examination  to  the  company  at  the  next  m.eeting. 

§  14.  Should  it  be  found  necessary  to  alter  the  constitu- 
tion, notice,  in  writing,  of  such  alteration  shall  be  given, 
signed  by  twelve  (12)  members  of  the  company,  and  at 
the  following  meeting  a  vote  may  be  taken  thereon,  two 
thirds  of  the  members  being  present;  a  majority  shall  de- 
clare the  result. 

§  15.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or 
repeal  this  act. 

§  16.  The  company  shall  exist  so  long  as  twenty-eight 
(28)  XitLmtB  o{  bona  fide  members  are  on  the  list. 

§  17.  The  treasuier  nhall  have  in  the  treasury  not  more 
than  three  thousand  dollars  at  one  time.

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1870.  §  18.  The  company  shall  make  no  laws  or  by-laws  in 

conflict  with  the  Constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States. 

§  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  337. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Harrodsbarg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonicealth  ef 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  in  relation  to  the  town 
of  Harrodsburg,"  approved  March  10,  185ft,  be,  and  ii 
hereby,  repealed  ;  and  in  lieu  thereof,  the  following  be 
inserted:  that  the  court-house  in  said  town  shall  be  the 
center  thereof,  and  the  boundary  of  caid  town  sh^iil  be 
laid  off  by  the  trustees  thereof  as  follows:  Beginning  at 
a  point  on  the  present  northern  limits  of  said  town  doe 
north  of  the  court-house;  thence  east,  the  same  distance 
as  it  is  from  the  court-house,  to  the  beginning;  thence 
south  twice  said  distance;  thence  west  the  same  dis- 
tance as  south;  thence  north  the  same  distance;  thence 
east  to  the  begitining;  which  boundary,  so  laid  off,  shall 
constitute  the  limits  and  boundary  of  said  town. 

^  2.  That  the  second  section  of  said  act  he  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  ^^six,"  before  the  word  mouths,  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  **  two." 

§  3.  That  the  first  section  of  an  act  to  amend  the  char- 
ter of  the  town  of  Harrodsburg,  approved  January  29, 
1867,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  4.  That  section  five  of  said  act,  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  be  amended  as  follows:  Strike  out  and 
repeal  the  proviso  in  said  section. 

^  5.  That  the  said  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby 
empowered  and  authorized  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
city  school  for  said  town  ;  and  for  that  purpose,  may  re- 
ceive, by  subscription,  gift,  devise,  or  donati«>n,  any 
money,  estate,  real  or  personal;  which  money  or  prop- 
erty so  received  shall  be  appropriated  by  them  in  the 
purchase  of  suitable  grounds,  and  the  erection  of  suita- 
ble buildings  thereon.  Said  trustees  may  submit  a  prop- 
osition to  the  legal  voters  of  said  town,  at  any  general 
or  special  election,  giving  at  least  twenty  da^s'  notice 
thereof,  as  to  whether  said  town  shall  be  taxed  a  sum 
not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  the  hundred  dollars'  of  the 
property  of  said  town  subject  to  taxation  lor  State  rev- 
enue, for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and  carrying  oa 
«aid  city  school ;  and  shall  cause  the  polls  to  be   openei 
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at  tbe  court-house  in  said  town  to  receive  the  votes  of  1870. 
said  voters  for  or  against  said  proposition.  Should  a  ma- 
jority of  the  voters  be  in  favor  of  said  tax,  the  same  shall 
be  levied  annually  on  the  property  of  said  town  subject 
to  tax  ae  aforesaid  by  said  trustees,  and  collected  by  the 
city  marshal  of  said  town  at  the  same  time  and  manner, 
and  under  the  same  liabilities,  as  the  collection  of  the 
other  tax  of  said  town ;  which  tax,  when  so  collected, 
ahali  be  appropriated,  together  with  all  other  moneys 
received  for  that  purpose,  for  the  purpose  of  maintain- 
ing and  carrying  on  said  school,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose whatever. 

§  6.  That  said  town  of  Harrodsburg  be,  and  is  hereby, 
declared  to  be  a  common  school  district,  and  that  the  com- 
mon school  fund  coming  from  the  State  oi  Kentucky  to 
said  district  so  established,  shall  be  annually  paid  over  to 
the  trustees  of  said  town  at  the  same  time,  and  under  the 
8ame  restrictions,  as  the  common  school  fund  is  paid  to 
other  districts  by  the  school  commissioner  of  Mercer  coun- 
ty, which  fund  shall  be  appropriated  as  in  the  preceding 
section. 

§  7.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  fund  hereby  con- 
templated to  be  raised  for  school  purposes,  said  trustees 
shall  give  bond,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the 
county  judge  of  Mercer  county,  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  duties  herein,  which  bond  may  be  put  in  suit 
by  any  party  aggrieved,  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction. 

§  8.  The  said  trustees  of  the  said  town  are  hereby  fur- 
ther authorized  to  erect  and  establish  a  work-house  within 
the  limits  of  said  town,  said  work-house  to  be  under  the 
exclusive  management  and  control  of  said  trustees,  who 
are  hereby  authorised  to  establish,  for  said  work-house, 
such  a  system  of  government,  and  appoint  and  elect  such 
officers,  as  may  appear  to  them  necessary,  not  in  violation 
to  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  In  order  that  said 
work-house  may  be  of  more  general  use  to  the  county  of 
Mercer,  the  county  court  of  said  county  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  negotiate  with  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Harrods- 
burf^  for  any  interest  in  said  work-housv  which  a  majority 
of  said  court  may  agree  upon ;  and  lor  that  purpose  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars 'upon  the  taxable  property  of  Mercer 
county,  which  said  sum,  or  any  part  of  it,  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  trustees  upon  their  compliance  with  any  con- 
tract into  which  they  may  have  entered  with  said  county 
court. 

§  9.  That  so  much  of  section  4,  page  240,  of  2d  volume 
of  lievised  Statutes,  as  relates  to  license  to  the  keeper  or 
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1870.       owner  of  any  theatrical  performance,  ia  hereby  repealed 
as  to  the  town  of  Harrodsburg. 
§  10.  That  tbis  act  shall  go  into  effect  on  and  after  it0 

passage.

CHAPTER  338. 

JtN  ACT  to  fticorporvte  the  Kentackj  State  Dental  Afl8oef«tion. 

Whereas,  Well  regulated  dental  societies  have  been 
found  to  contribute  to  tbe  diffusion  of  true  science,  and 
the  advancement  of  professional  skill ;  and  whereas,  cer- 
tain perisons,  for  the  better  promotion  of  these  ends,  de- 
sire a  charter  of  incorporation  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  following  persons:  W.  Muir  Rogers,  D. 
D.  S.,  W.  G.  Redman,  D.  D.  S  ,  S.  Driggs.  D.  D.  S..  W. 
H.  Shadoan,  D.  D.  S.,  A.  S.  Talbert,  D.  D.  S.,  F.  Pea- 
body,  D.  D  S.,  G.  S.  Jones,  D.  D.  S  ,  SamL  Griffith,  D. 
D.  S.y  together  with  their  associates  and  successors,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
by  and  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Kentucky  State 
Dental  Association,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession ;  with  power  to  adopt  and  ase  a  common 
seal  for  the  use  of  the  same;  to  contract  nnd  be  contracted 
with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plend  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  State  and  elsewhere  ;  to 
acquire  by  gift,  grant,  devise  or  purchase,  or  otherwise, 
any  real  or  personal  property,  and  use,  sell,  or  dispose  of 
same  at  pleasure,  in  amount  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  * 
dollars  in  value. 

v)  2.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  a  president, 
vice  president,  recording  secretary,  corresponding  secre- 
tary, treasurer,  and  librarian,  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  for  one  year,  and  till  their  successors  are  elected.  In 
addition  to  the  above  officers,  there  shall  be  a  board  of 
three  censors  elected  by  the  association,  who  shall  hold 
their  office  as  follows :  One  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years,  and  one  for  three  years,  each  of  whose  successors 
shall  be  elected  for  three  years.  The  president  and  re- 
cording secretary  shall  be  exoffldo  members  of  the  board 
of  censors. 

§  3.  This  association  t«hall  have  power  to  prescribe  terms 
of  qualification  for  the  admission  of  members ;  adopt  a 
constitution,  by-laws  and  rules,  for  its  own  governmen.

$  6.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  board,  by  and  with 
their  engineer,  chain-carriers,  to  enter  into  and  upon  the 
land  and  inclosures  through  and  over  which  said  turnpike 
road,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  thought  proper  to  pass, 
and  to  examine  the  grounds  most  proper  for  the  purpose.; 
also  the  quarries  and  beds  of  stone  and  gravel,  and  other 
materials  in  the  vicinity,  that  may  be  necessary  for  the 
making  and  constructing  said  road,  or  for  keeping  it  in 
repair;  and  to  mark,  lay  down,  and  fix  thereon  such  route 
for  said  road,  to  the  best  of  their  judgment,  as  will  com- 
bine shortness  of  distance  with  the  most  practicable 
grounds;  the  said  route  or  track  to  be  not  less  than 
twenty  feet  in  width,  nor  more  than  thirty ;  the  grade  of 
said  road  shall  not  he  of  greater  elevation  than  six  de- 
grees ;  and  they  shall  be  bound  to  make  thereon  an  arti- 
ficial road  not  less  than  ten  feet  in  width,  of  gravel  or 
broken  stone,  and  also  ten  inches  in  depth,  and  shall  for- 
ever hereafter  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  repair. 

§  7.  That  said  board  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  and 
obtain  by  contract  any  number  of  acres  of  land,  not  ex- 
ceeding five,  for  the  purpose  of  building  thereon  a  house 
for  use  of  loll-gate  keeper,  by  making  compensation  there- 
for to  the  owners  thereof.  If  a  contract  cannot  be  made, 
said  board  may  acquire  the  same  by  virtue  and  authority 
of  the  sixth  section  of  the  charter  of  the  Shelbyville  and 
Frankfort  Turnpike  Road  Company,  approved  February 
8th,  1834. 

§  8.  The  said  board  of  managers  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  charge  travelers  and  others  for  the  use  of  said  road 
higher  rate  of  tolls  than  is  charged  and  collected,  from 
time  to  time,  by  the  board  of  internal  improvement  for 
Shelby  county ;  and  when  three  miles  of  said  road  shall 
be  completed,  the  managers  thereof  may  erect  a  toll-gate 
across  or  upon  the  same;  charge  and  collect  thereon  the 
same  proportion  as  the  rata  prescribed  for  five  miles ;  that 
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1870.  ^^>  three  fifths  (3-5);  and  when  each  additional  mile  shall 
be  completed,  the  rates  of  toll  may  be  increased  at  the 
same  rntio. 

§  9.  That  the  said  board  of  managers,  on  the  last  Satur- 
day in  March  of  each  year,  shall  hold  an  election  for  five 
suitable  members,  each  of  whom  being  stockholders,  to 
form  a  board,  who  shall  continue  in  office  one  year,  or 
until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their  stead.  Before  they 
enter  upon  their  duties  they  shall  take  an  oath  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
such. 

§  10.  That  if  any  one  shall  evade  or  refuse  the  payment 
of  all  tolls  due  said  company  by  them,  or  any  one  el^ 
Using  said  road  shall  lock  their  wagon  while  traveling 
on  said  road,  or  in  anywise  injuring  said  road,  or  any 
part  thereof,  by  dragging  timbers  on  or  across  it,  or  turn- 
ing water  upon  the  same,  the  board  aforci^aid  shall  hav« 
the  power  to  punish  the  offender  or  offenders  in  the  same 
manner  that  the  board  of  internal  improvement  for  Shelby 
county  has. 

(11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  Lewis  and  Mason  County  Turnpike  Road 
Company  shall  have  the  right  to  demand,  collect,  and  re- 
ceive, at  each  of  the  gates  on  said  road,  on  the  travel  and 
transportation  on  said  road,  a  rate  of  toll  not  exceeding 
that  now  authorized  to  be  charged  by  the  May svi lie,  Or- 
angeburg, and  Mount  Carmel  Turnpike  Road  Company.

§  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Shepherds- 
ville,  Bullitt  county,  Kentucky,  be  extended,  so  as  to  in-

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and  the  seminary  hoase  and  lot,  on  the  east,  and  on  the  1870. 
west  to  include  the  land  purchased  by  William  R.  Thomp- 
son and  Wesley  Phelps,  under  decree  of  the  Bullitt  circuit 
court,  in  case  of  G.  W.  Bowman's  administrator  against 
Frederick  Travis's  herrs,  and  running  to  the  eastern  line 
of  the  farm  now  owned  by  H.  H.  Field,  and  with  said  line 
to  the  Bullitt's  Lick  Road,  and  with  said  road  to  where  it 
intersects  the  road  leading  from  Shepherdsville  to  Louis- 
ville; thence  to  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  so 
as  to  include  within  the  town  all  the  land  lying  south  of 
where  George  Field  now  lives. 

§  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to 
tax  retail  and  wholesale  vendors  of  ardent  spirits  by 
license  in  said  town,  not,  however,  exceeding  the  amount 
now  paid  the  State  for  license  to  vend  ardent  spirits: 
Provided,  however,  That  said  trustees  shall  have  no  power 
to  license  the  vending  of  ardent  spirits  within  said  town. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

H.  Sympson,  and  H.  W.  Kohlhass,  and  their  associates,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name 
and  Bt3le  of  Hickman  Lodge,  No.  72,  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows;  and  they,  and  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual  succession ; 
and  by  that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  as  natural 
persons  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  answer  and  be  answered,  in 
ail  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  Commonwealth  ;  to 
make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
break,  alter,  or  amend  at  pleasure.  They  may  ^nake 
and  ordain  regulations  and  by-laws  for  iheir  govern- 
ment, and  those  now  in  force  in  said  Lodge  to  alter

§  1.  That  the  members,  and  all  who  may  hereafter  be- 
come members,  of  Taylor  Lodge,  No.  164,  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  of  the  town  of  Colemansville,  in  Har- 
rison county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-poli- 
tic and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Taylor  Lodge, 
No.  164,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons;  and  by  that  name 
and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and 
being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  purchas- 
ing and  holding  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  shall  be 
required  for  the  use  of  said  lodge;  to  receive  all  necessary 
conveyances;  to  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all  such  real 
and  personal  estate  as  they  now  have,  or  may  hereafter 
acquire  :  Piovidcd,  That  the  amount  invested  in  real  es- 
tate, exclusive  of  buildings  thereon,  shall  at  no  time 
exceed  ten  thousand  dollars. 

6  2.  That  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  intrusted  to  the  present

D.  Boyer,  Logan  county,  Kentucky  ;  Ol- 
iver L  Harrison,  Robert  Cunningham,  William  A.  Duck- 
wall,  Alexander  Hunter,  John  G.  Simrall,  Jesse  Bayles, 
Loaisville,  Kentucky,  their  successors  and  assigns  to  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic^  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Louisville  Cashmere  Company,  for 
the  purpose  of  raising,  breeding,  and  improving  the  Gash- 
mere  goat,  and  for  the  purchnse  and  sale  of  the  animal

$  2.  The  stockholders  may  elect  such  oflicers  and  ap- 
point each  agents  as  they  may  think  necessary,  each  stock- 
holder casting  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  he  may 
have — each  share  to  be  one  hundred  dollars  ($100). 

^  3.  The  company  shall  have  the  power  to  make  all 
needful  rules  and  .regulations  for  the  government  of  its  offi- 
eera  and  agents  and  other  purposes,  which  it  may  believe 
essential  for  its  welfare,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Coosti* 
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1870.  tution  and  laws  of  this  GotnmoDwealth  and  the  United

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one 
hundred  thoasand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased  at  the  will 
of  the  stockolders  of  paid  company  to  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a  turnpike  road  leading  from  Smithfield,  in 
Henry  county,  to  Ballardsville,  in  Oldham  county,  run- 
ning to  the  county  line  of  Henry  and  Oldham  counties, 
with  or  pear  the  Louidville  dirt  road  from  said  county 
line  to  Ballardsville,  as  a  majority  of  the  diiectors  may 
direct.

upon  the  payment  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  land,  and 
amount  of  damages,  if  any,  after  deducting  the  value  of 
the  assessed  advantages  to  the  adjoining  land,  or  tender 
of  the  same,  or  upon  a  deposit  of  the  same  with  the  clerk 
of  the  court,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  party  entitled 
thereto,  to  order  a  grant  of  the  right  of  way  or  use  of 
the  land  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  be  executed  to  the 
company  by  a  commibsioner,  to  be  appointed  by  the  pre-

CHAPTER  367. 

AV  ACT  to  amend  tbe  Charter  of  the  Augusta  and  Dorer  Turnpike

Be  it  enacted  by  tbe  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth

ATf  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  Newton  Craig. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonioealA 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  A.  Dawson,  James  M.  Witbrow,  Fay- 
ette Hewitt,  Morgan  B.  Chinn,  and  Grant  Green,  be,  and 
are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners  to  ascertain  and 
audit  the  ctaim  of  Newton  Craig  ngainst  the  Common- 
wealth for  an  alFeged  bahince  due  bim  upon^  an  unsettled 
account.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tbe  Attorney  General  te 
represent  the  Commonwealth  in  said  investigation.  If  said 
commissioners  shall  ascertain  that  any  balance  is  justly 
and  equitably  due  by  the  Commonwealth  to  Newton 
Craig,  they  will  certtfy  the  amount  thereof  to  the  Auditor^ 
who  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for  said 
amount,  provided  the  Governor  shall  approve 'the  pay- 
ment thereof.  The  commist<ioners  hereby  appointed  sbaK, 
before  they  proceed  to  the  discbarge  of  the  duties  imposed 
upon  them,  take  an  oath  faithfully  and  honestly  to  dia- 
eharge  said  duties. 

\  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  369.  1870. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the   McLean  County  Sugar  and    Manufacturing 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemblp  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  corporation,  by  the  name  of  '*The  McLean 
County  Sugar  Company,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  es- 
tablished ;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  competent  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all  cases  whatever,  aa 
natural  persons  may  do;  with  full  power  to  acquire,  hold, 
lease,  and  enjoy,  and  the  same  to  sell,  convey,  re-lease, 
and  dispose  of,  all  or  any  part  of  such  real  estate,  chattels, 
goods,  and  effects  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for 
the  transaction  of  its  business;  may  make  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal;  make  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, for  the  management  of  its  affairs  not  contrary  to 
law. 

§  2.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  the  manufac- 
ture of  sugar  and  syrup  from  the  sorghum  canes,  and  re- 
fining the  same;  grinding  corn  or  other. grain;  making 
wool  rolls,  woolen,  or  other  fabrics;  and  they  may  sell 
individual  rights  to  citizens  of  McLean  county  to  make 
sugar  and  syrups  from  the  sorghum  canes,  under  the  pro- 
cess owned  by  them  known  as  the  "  Weller  &  Hatcher 
process." 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  which  may  be  increased,  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  company,  to  twenty- five  thousand  dollars.  The  stock 
shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fiftv  dollars  each,  to  be  sub- 
scribed  and  paid  for  in  money  or  property,  as  the  company 
may  agree ;  and  it  is  hereby  provided,  that  the  sugar- 
house  in  Calhoon,  the  steam  engine,  boiler,  and  other  ma- 
chinery and  apparatus  therewith  connected,  together  with 
the  county  right  to  make  sugar  and  syrups  from  sorghum 
canes,  under  the  Weller  &  Hatcher  and  Henry  Gertner 
processes,  may  be  subscribed  as  stock  on  such  terms,  and 
at  such  fixed  prices,  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  be- 
tween the  company  and  the  present  owner  or  owners  of 
the  same. 

§  4.  When  five  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  up,  the  company  may 
organize  for  the  transaction  of  business,  by  electing  from 
among  its  stockholders  a  president,  secretary,  and  treas- 
urer, and  two  other  stockholders  to  act  with  them,  the  five 
to  constitute  a  board  of  directors,  any  three  of  whom  may, 
at  any  time,  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transactinn  of 
business.  The  president  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders when  the  business  of  the  company  requires  it;  and 
the  secretary  shall  give  each  member  written  notice  of  the 
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1870.  ^^"^^  ^"^  place  of  meeting  by  inclosing?  the  same  in  an  en- 
velope, and  directing  it  to  the  post-office  address  of  such 
stockholder.  The  secretary  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the 
company's  books  and  papers.  The  treasurer  shall  keep 
all  ihe  company's  moneys,  and  keep  a  correct  record  of  all 
moneys  received  by  him,  and  the  manner  of  their  dis- 
bursements ;  and  his  books,  as  also  the  secretary's,  shall 
at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  stockholders ; 
he  isfaall  execute  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  the  compa- 
ny, for  a  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  and  accountabil- 
ity lor  all  funds  that  may  come  to  his  hands. 

§  5.  The  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  personal  prop- 
erty, and  may  be  transferred  by  assignment  of  certificates 
and  a  transfer  on  the  books  of  the  compan}' ;  and  each 
share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  on  any 
question  touching  the  interests  of  the  company  in  a  meet- 
ing of  stockholders ;  and  the  stock  of  a  fetfie  covert  shall 
not  he  liable  for  the  debts  of  her  husband,  and  she  shall 
have  the  right  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  as  other 
stockholders,  and  may  authorize  her  husband  or  other  per- 
son to  act  lor  her  in  the  conduct  of  any  business  with  the 
company.     Stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxj''. 

§6.  H.  Griffith,  D.  C.  Turner,  L.  L.  Moore,  Jas.  E. 
Porter,  and  J.  M.  Shutt,  are  hereby  constituted  a  board 
of  directors,  and  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  sub- 
scriptions, and  as  soon  as  the  requisite  amount  is  sub- 
scribed and  paid  in  as  provided  in  sections  3  and  4,  supray 
they  may  organize  the  company  by  electing  permanent 
officers.  The  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  la 
case  of  any  vacancy,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  the  pro  Urn- 
pore  appointment  of  the  president.  If  a  vacancy  in  his 
office  bhould  occur,  the  secretary  shall  call  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders,  and  an  election  shall  be  held  to  fill  the 
vacancy. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors,  a  majority  in  interest 
of  the  stockholders  concurring,  may  borrow  money  and 
pledge  or  mortgHfi^e  any  part  of  the  estate  of  the  com- 
pany to  secure  the  payment  of  the  same:  Providid^  Such 
loans  shall  not,  at  any  one  time,  exceed  the  amount  of 
capital  stock  paid  in. 

\  8.  Any  stockholder  or  subscriber  to  the  stock  of  the 
company,  who  shall  fail  to  pay  any  call  or  assessment 
made  by  the  company  upon  his  or  her  stock,  for  twenty 
days  alter  notice,  in  writing,  served  on  such  stockholder, 
in  such  manner  as  shall  hereinafter  be  provided,  shall  be 
delinquent,  and  his  or  her  stock  forfeited  to  the  company, 
when  the  secretary  shall  enter  on  the  stock  book  of  the 
company,  opposite  the  name  of  such  delinquent,  the  word 
'*  forfeited,"  with  the  date  of  the  entry. 
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^  9.  "  Forfeited"  stock  shall  be  offered  for  sale  for  the  1870. 
delinquent  aesesnment  or  call  at  public  outcry,  at  the 
principal  olfice  of  the  company,  or  the  court-house  door 
in  Calhoon,  alter  ten  days'  previous  notice,  in  writing, 
given  to  said  delinquent  stockholder  against  whom  for- 
feiture has  been  entered,  and  a  copy  posted  at  the  office 
of  the  company,  and  one  on  the  court  house  door  in  Cal- 
houn. 

§  10.  The  notices  required  to  be  given  by  sections  8  and 
9,  may  be  executed  by  the  treasurer  ol'  the  company,  or 
any  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable,  marshal,  policeman, 
jailer  or  coroner,  in  this  Commonwealth,  whose  fees  for 
Buch  services  shall  be  the  same  as  is  allowed  by  law  for 
serving  notices  in  other  cases  ;  and  the  return  of  any  such 
officer  on  any  notice  of  the  company  that  he  has  e.xecuted 
the  same  by  delivering  a  copy  to  the  person  to  whom  di- 
rected, shall  be  a  good  and  sufficient  service,  in  law  and 
evidence,  in  all  the  courts  of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  11.  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  a 
record  of  all  notices  issued  and  the  returns  made  thereon 
by  the  officer  returning  the  same,  and  to  preserve  the 
originals. 

§  12..The  stockholders  of  this  corporation  shall  not  be 
pertonally  liable  fur  any  debts,  contracts,  or  engau;ementa 
of  said  company  beyond  the  amount  of  stock  subscribed 
by  them  respectively. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  370. 

AN  ACT  to  consolidate  the  Russell  Turnpike  Road  Companj,  in  Fayette 
County,  with  the  Ucuterville  and  Jackson  villa  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Whereas,  The  Russ^ell  Turnpike  Road  Company  has 
been  chartered  by  the  Fayette  county  court,  under  chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  three  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and 
been  constructed  twelve  and  three  quarter  miles  from  the 
city  of  Lexington,  in  the  direction  ot  Centervilie,  in  Bour- 
bon county,  and  there  terminated;  and  a  company  has 
been  organized  and  chartered,  called  the  Centervilie  and 
Jacksonville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  have  con- 
structed their  road,  from  the  terminus  of  the  Rus.^ell  road, 
about  eight  miles  in  the  direction  of  Jacksonville,  and 
ultimately  intend  to  extend  it  to  Cynthiana,  in  Harrison 
county;  and  it  is  for  the  interest  of  both  companies  that 
so  much  of  the  Russell  road  between  the  ten-mile  post, 
from  the  city  of  Lexington,  and  the  Centervilie  and  Jack- 
sonville road,  shall  be  attached  to  and  form  and  be  a  part 
of  the  latter  road,  upon  equitable  terms;  therefore. 
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1870.  ^^  ^^  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commmwcalth 

of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  all  that  part  of  the  Russell  Turnpike  Road 
northeat^t  of  the  ten-mile  post  on  said  road  he,  and  it  is 
hereby,  attached  to  and  shall  form  a  part  of  the  Centcr- 
ville  and  Jacksonville  Turnpike  Road;  and  the  president 
and  managers  of  the  Centerville  and  Jacksonville  Turn- 
pike Road  may  erect  a  gate  at  any  point  thereon,  and 
receive  and  collect  the  tolls  thereon  for  every  five  miles 
thereof  actually  constructed,  now  allowed  by  law;  and 
may,  until  said  road  is  completed  to  Cynthiana,  erect 
"toll-gates"  for  ever}'  additional  two  and  a  half  miles, 
and  receive  half  tolls  thereat :  Provided^  No  half  gate 
shall  be  erected  at  points  where  the  number  of  miles 
completed  entitle  the  company  to  full  gates. 

^  2.  That  the  tolls  to  be  collected  at  the  first  gate  north- 
east of  the  terminus  of  the  Russell  Turnpike  Road  shall 
be  divided  between  the  owners  of  the  Russell  Turnpike 
Road  and  the  Centerville  and  Jacksonville  Turnpike  Road, 
alter  deducting  the  expenses  of  keeping  the  road  in  repair, 
and  other  necessary  expenses,  in  the  proportion  which  two 
and  three  fourth  miles  of  the  former  bear  to  two  and  one 
iourth  miles  to  the  latter. 

§3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  filing,  in  the 
Fayette  county  court  clerk's  office,  a  ratification  thereof 
by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  owners  or  stockholders  of 
'    each  of  said  companies.

CHAPTER  371. 

-AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Beaver  Creek  Iron   Manufacturing  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Thomas  Green  wade,  J.  M.  Lewis,  H.  H. 
Lewis,  Samuel  Worthley,  Joseph  O.  Pearson,  S.  A.  Gill- 
man,  Charles  Chadman,  Elisha  Alexander,  Enoch  Merrell, 
and  Samuel  Moody,  and  their  associates  and  successors, 
are  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  named 
the  Beaver  Creek  Iron  Manufacturing  Company  ;  and  by 
that  name  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with;  to  acquire  and  hold  property',  real  and  personal,  and 
the  same  to  convey ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, in  all  courts  and  places,  as  a  natural  person  for- 
ever;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure;  and  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government  of  the  company,  and  the  con- 
duct of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  IState  and  of  the  United  States. 
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§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase,       1870. 
acquire,  aiui   hold   such  real  estate,  in  the  State   of  Ken- 
tucky and  elsewhere,  not  exceeding  in  value   one  half  of 
the  capital  stock,  by  lease,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  and 
such  mining  privileges,  rights  of    way,  and  other  ease- 
ments, and  such  personal  property  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary or  expedient  for  its  business.     It  shall  have  power  to 
dig,  bore,  mine,  and  in  any  other  manner  search  for  iron, 
lead,  copper,  salt,  oil,  coal,  or  any  other  mineral  pro- 
ducts  or  deposits;    to    take   out,   extract,  develop,  smelt 
and  refine,  reduce,  manufacture,  purchase,  and  prepare  for 
market,  any  and  all  of  said  minerals,  products,  oils,  or  de- 
posits; to  conduct  manufactures  in  wood  and  iron;  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  sawing  lumber,  milling,  manufactures 
of   leather,    making   tire- brick,    trading    in    merchandise, 
stock,  etc.,  and  the  purchase  and  sale  of  lands ;  to  trans- 
port oj*  send  to  any  markets  the  products  of  their  business 
in  any  of  the  foregoing  departments,  and   sell  them  in  or 
out  of   the  State:  to   buy,  erect,  or  construct  all   forges, 
furnaces,  workshops,  refineries,   mills,  depots,   and    other 
buildings,  and  all  machinery,  fixtures,  and  personal  prop- 
erty, deemed  necessary  or  proper  in  carrying  on  their  said 
business;   to  sell,  convey,  or  transfer   any  part  of,  or  any 
interest  in  its  estate,  real  and  personal,  corporeal  and  in- 
corporeal, and  to  exercise  any  necessary  or  proper  powers 
to  carry  out  the  express  powers  granted  by  this  act.     It 
shall  have  power  to  purchase,  construct,  and  own  wharves 
and  landings  on  navigable  streams,  to  construct  reservoirs, 
to  improve  the  navigation  ot  streams  in  this  State  by  the 
erection  of  dams  and  locks,  and   the  removal  of  obstruc- 
tions therefrom,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  board  of 
internal  improvement  of  the  State;  and  when  such  im- 
provements are  made,  to  charge  and  collect  such  rates  of 
toll  as  are   charged  on  the   Kentucky  river  for  the  use  of 
similar  improvements.     It  shall  have  power  to  construct 
boat-yards,  and  build  or  buy  and  own  all  kinds  of  boats, 
and  the  same  to  navigate  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  pas- 
sengers and  freight,  as  well  for  other  persons  as  for  said 
company.     It  shall  have  power  to  cunstruct  and  maintain 
dams  and  reservoirs  in  the  upper  waters  of  the  streams  on 
which  the  company's  works  may  be   situated  for  the   pur- 
pose  of    furnishing   and    maintaining   a   permanent   and 
abundant  supply  of  water  for  the  power  and  other  uses 
requisite  in  carrying  on  the  business  in  all  its  branches; 
and  it  may  obtain,  by  agreement  with  the  proprietors,  the 
lands,  stock,  and   timber  requisite  to    be  taken  for  said 
dams,  and  reservoirs  or  overflowed  thereby,  or  it  may  pro- 
ceed to  have  the  same  condemned  to  the  use  of  the  said 
company,  and  acquire  the  right  thereto,  or  to  the  use  there- 
of»  by  proceedings  to  be  taken  in  conformity  with  chapter 
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1870.  57, of  the  Revised  Statutes, of  this  State,  concerning  mills, 
the  provieionB  of  which  chapter,  »o  far  as  they  are  appli- 
cable, t>hall  regulate  the  proceedings  arid  the  rights  and 
power:^  of  the  company  in  taking,  using,  and  overflowing 
said  lands.  It  shall  have  power  to  locate,  construct,  and 
operate  railroads,  turnpikes,  plank  roads,  and  common 
roads,  or  any  or  either,  to  and  trom  any  of  the  works  and 
depots  of  said  company,  and  any  points  within  the  State 
where  the  company  may  wi^h  to  tran**port  or  deliver  their 
property  or  products  in  a  raw  or  manufactured  state;  and 
may  build  bridges  over  the  streams  across  which  their  roads 
may  run;  and  may  acquire  the  lands,  rock,  and  timber  rc- 
qui.*>ite  for  said  road,  railroad,  or  bridges;  and  the  right  of 
way  and  us-e  ot  land  and  quarries  therefor,  either  by  agree- 
ment with  the  several  proprietors,  or  by  having  the  same 
condemned  to  the  use  of  said  company;  and  in  the  con« 
demnation  thereof  for  any  railroads,  and  in  the  location, 
construction,  and  operation  of  such  railroads,  with  all 
requisite  appendages,  b^aid  company  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  may  maintain  the  same  proceedings  as  are 
granted  to  and  pi  escribed  for  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  Company,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  reg- 
ulations. And  in  the  condemnation  ot  any  lands  or  the 
use  thereof,  or  ri^ht  of  way  thereon,  or  of  any  quarries, 
timber,  or  materials  for  any  turnpikes,  plank  roads,  cora- 
mon  road,  or  bridges,  and  in  the  construction  and  man- 
agemi^nt  of  such  turnpikes  and  plank  roads,  and  in  the 
collection  of  tolls  thereon,  the  company  shall  have  the 
pcnver  and  be  subject  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions 
which  are  provided  in  the  general  laws  of  this  State  con- 
cerning turnpikes  and  plank  roads.  When  such  roads, 
railroads,  or  bridges  shall  be  used  by  other  parties,  for 
travel  or  transportation,  the  company  may  charge  and 
collect  such  reasonable  rates  of  toll  as  the  board  of  di- 
rectors may  determine,  not  exceeding  the  ratea  permitted, 
by  law,  to  be  charged  by  other  corporations,  especially 
chattered  to  furnish  such  facilities  to  travel  and  transpor- 
tation: Provided,  That  no  land  or  the  use  thereof,  or  tfie 
right  of  way  thereover,  nor  any  limber  or  materials,  shall 
be  taken  under  condemnation  for  said  company,  until  the 
value  thereof,  as  assessed  in  the  proper  condenination  pro- 
ceedings in  the  county  where  the  land  lies,  shall  be  paid  to 
the  owner  or  owners,  or  into  court  for  them. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
one  million  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  which  shall  be  personal  property,  and 
evidenced  and  transferred  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws.  The  persons  named  in  the  Hrst  section  of  this 
act  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  directors.  They,  or 
a  majority  of  themi  shall  have  power  to  open  books  for 
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tbe  Bubscription  of  stock,  and  prescribe  the  term?  of  sub-  1870. 
Bcription,  the  times  and  manner  of  payment,  and  the 
time,  manner,  and  grounds  of  forfeiture  of  stock  sub- 
Bcribed,  but  not  paid  in  as  required  by  call;  and  they 
may  either  forfeit  the  stock  of  the  defaulting  stockholder,' 
or  collect  the  installments  by  suit,  as  they  m^y  elect. 
When  not  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  sub- 
scribed, and  such  portion  thereof  paid  in  cash  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  require,  the  company  shall  be 
deemed  fully  or^j^anized,  and  may  proceed  with  its  busi- 
ness;  and*  the  board  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to 
be  prei«ident  of  the  company. 

^  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  general  man- 
agement of  all  the  bu:*iness  of  said  company,  and  may 
exercise  any  and  all  the  power  hereby  granted  to  the  cor- 
poration. They  may  increase  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient, either  by  new  subscriptions,  sales  or  otherwise,  but 
not  to  an  amount  exceeding  that  limited  herein  ;  they 
may,  from  time  to  t\me,  declare  and  pay  dividends  in 
stock  or  cash  from  the  profits,  and  may  dis^ti'ibute  the  net 
receipts  and  proceeds  of  sales  among  the  stockholders 
pro  rata,  or  may  retain  them,  to  be  applied  in  extending 
the  operations  of  the  company;  they  may  borrow  money 
upon  the  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  debt  of  the  com- 
pany, in  such  sums,  payable  at  such  times  and  places, 
and  at  such  rates  of  interest  (not  exceeding  ten  per  cent, 
per  annum),  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  may  ex- 
ecute mortgages  in  deeds  of  trust  upon  any  or  all  the 
property  and  iranchises  of  the  company,  to  receive  the 
payment  of  such  debts,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be 
created ;  but  said  company  shall  not  have  or  exercise 
any  banking  powers. 

§  5.  The  principal  office  of  said  company  shall  be  kept 
at  such  place  as  the  board  of  directors  may  prer^cribe;  and 
branch  offices,  agencies,  and  depots  may  be  established 
within  and  out  of  this  State.  The  board  of  directors  shall 
h*ave  power  to  appoint  and  employ  a  secretary,  treasurer, 
and  such  agents  and  other  inferior  ofiicers  and  employees, 
from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  or  provide 
by  by-laws  for  their  appointment  and  employment;  may 
fix  their  salaries  and  prescribe  their  duties,  as  well  a» 
thos»e  of  the  president,  and  the  term  of  office  or  employ- 
ment of  such  inferior  officers,  agents,  and  employees,  and 
may  rcquire^and  tnke  fr  )m  any  of  ihem  bond,  with  secu- 
rity, for  the  faithful  cis;harge  of  their  respective  duties.

style  of**  The  New  Hope  and  Rolling  Fork  Turnpike  Road 
Company;"  and   bj^   that  name  may  sue  and   be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion. 
f[§  2.  That  Edward  L.  Miles,  Thomas  J.  Miller,  Thos.  J. 
ottinger,  A.  J.  Beall,  Thos.  Hutchins,  B.  H.  Miller,  Lafay- 
ette IStiles,  and  John  Cravens,  be,  and  are  hereby,  appoint- 
ed commissioners,  who,  or  any  one  of  them,  are  authorized 
to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  eom« 
pany,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars.     When  two  thousand 
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dollars  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  is  sabscribed,  1870. 
the  stockholders  are  authorized  to  elect  a  board  of  direct- 
ors, composed  of  seven  of  its  stockholders,  who  shall 
elect  a  president,  treasurer,  and  secretary;  the  president 
shall  be  one  of  the  board  of  directors;  said  board  shall 
hold  their  offices  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  condemn  the

may  make  contracts  and  adopt  by-laws  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

^  2.  That  the  seven  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  corporation 
officers  of  said  church,  to  be  called  trustees,  who  shall  sev- 
erally hold  their  offices  and  manage  the  affairs  of  said 
corporation  for  the  period  of  one  year,  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen  to  fill  their  places,  with  power  to  fill  any 
vacancies  which  may  occur. 

§  3.  The  trustees  shall  be  governed  by  the  constitution 
of  the  society  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah,  and  by  such 
by-laws  as  they  themselves  may  from  time  to  time  adopt.

That  the  following  boundary  of  land  in  Nelson 
county,  lying  and^ situated  on  the  Bloomfield  and  Fairfield 
Turnpike  Road,  be,  and  is  hereby,  established  as  the  town 
of  Fairfield,  the  said  boundary  having  been  run  by  James 
H.  Sims,  the  present  surveyor  of  Nelson  county :  Begin^ 
ning  at  a  culvert  on  the  Bloomfield  road,  and  running 
north  to  a  stone  on  Ed.

county. 

§  3.  That  A.  A.  Terrell,  G.  C.  Wells,  Ed.  Bennett,  Staf- 
ford McKenna,  and  Richard  Constantino,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed trustees  of  said  town,  and  shall  bold  their  ofiice 
until  the  second  Saturday  in  April  next,  at  which  time,  and 
annually  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  three  trustees,  to  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  all  free  white  males  twenty-one  years  of  age,

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election,  fihall  be  qualified  to  hold  oflSice  or  to  caat  his  vote      .1870, 
At  any  election  in  said  town. 

§  5.  A  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  on  the  second  Satur- 
day in  April  next,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  next 
regular  election  of  county  judge  and  sheriff  in  said  coun- 
Cy,  at  which  time  the  said  officers  shall  be  elected  for  the 
same  term  aa^are  the  aforesaid  county  officers. 

$  6.  Said  officers,  including  the  trustees,  shall,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  the  oath 
prescribed  by  law;  and  the  marshal  shall  execute  bond  in 
the  county  court,  with  approved  security,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 

$  7.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  the  justice  of  the  peace  in  Nelson  county  in  all  crim- 
inal and  penal  cases,  and  to  charge  the  same  fees  for  ser- 
vices as  justices  of  the  peace  are  allowed  to  charge.  The 
marshal  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  constables 
in  Nelson  county,  and  to  charge  the  same  fees  for  their 
cervices. 

§  6.  The  trustees  are  empowered  to  pass  soch  by-law0| 
and  enact  such  regulations,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
£ood  government  and  well-being  of  said  town,  not  in  con- 
travention with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Com« 
nionwealth  ;  and  to  fill  any  vacancy  in  any  office  created 
by  this  act  that  may  occur. 

§  U.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  on  all 
persons  living  in  said  town,  or  owning  property  in  the  cor- 
porate limits,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  property  ad  valorem;  also  the  power  to 
impose  a  poll  tax  of  not  over  two  dollars  on  each  male 
citizen  over  the  age  of  twenty-one,  all  to  be  applied  to 
meet  the  expenses  incident  to  i^porporation,  such  as  pay- 
ing the  salary  of  the  marshal,  street  repairs,  &c.  And  all 
fines  and  forfeits  are  to  be  applied  by  the  trustees  in  such 
manner  as  will  be  beneficial  to  the  town.

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Geneml  Assembly  of  the  Cammonujcalth

«  1.  That  the  Bowling  Green  and  Double  Springs  Turn-  eowlSSd!  *^ 
pike  Road  Company  is  hereby  incorporated,  with  author- 
ity to  make  a  turnpike  road  from  eighteen  to  thirty  feet 
wide,  leading  from  the  town  of  Bowling  Green,  in  War- 
ren county,  to  the  Double  Springs,  and  located  as  follows:  * 
Beginning  at  a  point  where  "Gordon  Avenue,"  in  Bloom-  Rott*««fw*** 
field  addition  to  the  town  of  Bowling  Green,  as  laid  olT 
by  H.  K.  Thomas,  as  trustee  for  the  heirs  of  R.  Curd, 
deceased,  would  strike  the  Bowling  Green  town  line  on 
tbe  northwest  side  of  said  town,  if  extended  in  a  south 
course;  running  thence  north  until  it  comes  into  said 
Gordon  avenue;  thence  with  said  avenue  north,  until 
it  is  intersected  by  the  extension  of  a  line  running  from 
tbe  most  northerly  corner  of  lot  No.  12,  in  Delafield,  to 
tbe  most  easterly  corner  of  said  lot;  running  thence 
oorthwest  to  the  most  northerly  corner  of  said  lot  No. 
IV,  in  Delafield ;  thence  from  the  most  northerly  corner

•jBjJptioM  of  of  them,  may  receive  subscription  of  stock  for  said  road, 
fir:^t  giving  ten  days'  notice  thereof  of  the  time  and  place 
in  some  newspaper;  the  stock  to  be  in  shares  of  liity 
dollars. 

§  3.  When  two  hundred  and  fifty  shares  shall  have  been

^  6.  All  officers  of  the  company  shall  take  an  oath  to

thereto,  the  treasurer  shall  execute  bond,  with  good  secu- 
rity, binding  him  to  collect  and  disburse  all  money  as  it 
mny  become  his  duty  to  do,  according  to  this  charter  and 
the  by-laws,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  board. 

(  7.  After  organization  of  the  company,  they  may  build 
Rifht^f  war,  eaid  rortd ;  and  in  order  thereto,  they  may  obtain  the  right 
of  way  by  contract  with  the  owners,  getting  their  written 
consent,  or  may  have  writs  of  a^  guod  damnum^  as  in  cases 
of  common  roads;  and  they  shall  pay  such  damages  aa 
may  be  assessed  under  said  writ,  or  according  to  agree- 
ment, subject  to  appeal.  The  construction  of  the  road 
shall  not  be  delayed  on  account  of  the  pending  of  the 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  but  the  company  may  proceed 
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with  the  work  during  its  pendency:  Provided,  however^ 
That  in  no  ca^e  shall  a  warning  order  of  over  thirty  days 
be  nere:^c>ary  in  any  proceedings  against  non-residents  in 
the  location  or  construction  of^aid  road. 

§  8.  The  stock  subscribed  in  said  company  shall  be  pay- 
able in  calls  of  not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent,  upon  each 
share,  and  the  calls  shall  not  fall  due  within  thirty  days 
of  each  other;  and  the  company  shall  keep  a  full  record 
of  all  its  proceedings,  and  cause  a  report  to  be  made

CHAPTER  884. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Owenton  and  Monterey  Turnpike  Road  Goal' 

pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
•qf  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby^  incnr^ 
porated,  to  construct  a  road  on  the  macadamized  plaa 
from  Owenton,  Owen  county,  to  Monterey,  in  said  coun- 
ty, upon  the  most  practicable  route  between  said  points 
above  named,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  *'0\venton 
and  Monterey  Turnpike  Road  Company  ;*'  and  by  that 
name  and  style  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded;  and  use  and 
have  a  comaion  seal,  and  alter  or  amend  the  aame  at 
pleasure. 
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^  2.  The  capita]  stock  of  said  company  she^Il  be  thirty       1870. 
tkouBand  dollars,  to   be   increased   or  diminidhed   at  the 
pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  J.  W.  Lee,  J.  M,  Bouin,  J.  M.  Clark,  J.  D. 
Bouin,  and  A.  Willhoite,  are  hereby  appointed  commis- 
sioners, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock,  at  such  places  as  said  com mis.-^i oners 
may  designate ;  and  as  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  is 
subscribed,  they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice,  at  the  most  pub- 
lic places  in  the  vicinity  of  the  line  of  roadi  of  a  meeting 
of  the  Hiock holders,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president 
and  five  directors  for  said  company,  a  majority  of  whom

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power  of 
appointing  a  treasurer,  gate-keeper,  and  all  other  officers 
or  agents  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  and  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  shall  have 
power  to  require  of  the  treasurer,  and  all  other  officers  or 
agents  iappointed  by  them,  bond  and  security,  in  such  pen- 
alties as  they  may  require,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  duties  incumbent  on  them  as  such. 

^  6  The  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  procure 
e  book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said 
company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book,  viz:  ''We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do 
promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Owen- 
ton  and  Monterey  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  in 
said  company  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner  and 
proportion,  and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  by  them  required, 
under  the  law  incorporating  said  company,  to  be  collected 
as  other  debts.  Witness  our  hands  this,  the  day  of

§  7.  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty-five  feet 
wide;  the  width  of  the  grade  shall  be  twenty  leet  wide, 
and  the  metal  not  less  than  twelve  feet  wide,  and  shall  be 
graded  to  an  elevation  not  exceeding  four  degrees  in  any 
part  thereof;  that  whenever  five  continuous  miles  of  said 
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1870.  '^^^^  ^^^  completed,  the  company  may  erect  a  tolI-gBte, 
and  charge  tolls  thereat,  at  a  rate  of  toll  not  exceediof^ 
that  now  authorized  by  law  on  roads  made  under  the 
general  turnpike  laws  of  this  State. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  lo- 
cate and  lay  out  said  road ;  receive  releases  for  the  right 
of  way  in  writing;  and  may  take  the  steps  authorized  by 
the  general  law  of  the  State  to  condemn  the  land  over 
which  said  road  is  to  run,  aiid  material  from  adjacent 
lands. 

§  9.  When  the  stockholder  shall  have  made  full  payment 
of  his  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  over  his 
signature,  to  issue  certificates  of  stock  to  all  persona  enti- 
tled to  the  same,  attested  by  the  secretary  of  said  com- 
pany. 

§  10.  The  provisions  of  the  most  favored  charter  shall 
apply  to  this  charter,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  embraced  herein. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas* 
sage.

§  1.  That  the  company  of  the  Danville  and  Hustonville

CHAPTER  386. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Ckrmantown  and  Hamilton  Crow 

Road  Turnpike  Road  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  QnnnumweaUk  af 
Kentucky: 

}  1.  That  the  president,  directors,  and  company  of  the 
Germantown  and  Hamilton  Cross  Road  Turnpike  be 
authorized  to  change  the  present  location  of  their  toll* 
gate  on  their  road ;  and  if  they  deeai  it  eipedient,  fktf 
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arc  further  authorized  and  empowered  to  erect  two  elates       1870. 
on  their  said  road;   but  toll  shall  only  be  charged  accord- 
ing to  the  number  of  miles  traveled  on  said  road. 

§  2.  That  they  may  erect  their  toll-gates  on  their  road 
so  that  it  may  require  toll  to  be  paid  on  their  road  where 
parties  come  on  their  road  from  any  parallel  or  connect- 
ing road  coming  into  the  turnpike  at  a  toll-gate,  although 
the  traveler  may  not  pass  through  the  gate.

CHAPTER  387. 

AN  ACT  t<»  incorporate  the  Oolnmbia  and  CreeUboro  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
^f  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  incorporated,  by  the 
style  and  name  of  the  "Columbia  and  Creelsboro  Turn- 
pike Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
gravel  or  macadamized  road  from  Columbia  to  Creelsboro; 
by  the  said  name  said  company  may  sue  and  be  sued; 
hold,  acquire,  and  sell  any  property,  real  or  personal,  nec- 
essary for  the  construction  or  conducting,  after  the  con- 
struction of  said  road  ;  and  may  contract  or  be  contracted 
with ;  and  have  and  use  a  common  seal. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
fifty  ^thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each,  and  each  share  entitle  the  holder  to  one 
vote  at  any  meeting  or  election  held  by  the  stockhoMers. 

§  3.  That  Clayton  Miller,  Robert  Garnett,  Simon  Tay- 
lor, Joseph  KeUey,  Timolen  Bradshaw,  and  R.  E.  Eubank, 
of  the  county  of  Adair;  and  John  E.  Grider,  B.  Holt,  Ber- 
ryman  Flowers,  Jefferson  Potts,  C.  C.  Burter,  James  P. 
Miller,  and  James  Duncan,  of  the  county  of  Russell,  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may 
open  books  and  receive  subscription  of  stock  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company,  at  such  times  and  places  as 
they  designate ;  and  when  five  thousand  dollars  of  stock 
is  taken  they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
after  they  have  given  reasonable  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  said 
company,  by  the  election  of  a  president  and  four  directors 
of  said  company ;  and  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  shall 
be  competent  to  hold  said  election.  The  said  president 
and  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified.  They  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  board,  a  majority 
of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  act  in  all  matters  author- 
ised by  this  act  to  be  done  by  the  president  and  directors 
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1870.  ^^  ^^^^  company  ;  the  management  of  the  fiscal  and  pre- 
dentin! affairs  of  said  company  ehail  be  confided  to  said 
president  and  directors,  and  ibeir  successors  in  office,  to  be 
chosen  annually,  at  such  times  and  place  as  paid  board 
may  direct,  ten  days'  notice  of  which  sha)!  be  ^iven  by 
public  advertisement;  the  board  shall  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified  ;  the  said 
board  may  fill  any  vacancy  therein*  that  may  occur.  No 
pert>on  shall  be  a  member  of  said  board  unless  he  be  a 
stockholder,  and  resides  in  Kentuck}'. 

§  4.  The  said  board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  gate- 
keepers, and  remove  them  at  will ;  also  to  take  from  the 
treasurer  bond,  with  good  security,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  duties,  and  remove  the  treasurer  and  sec- 
retary at  will. 

§  5.  The  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  feet 
wide ;  the  width  of  the  grade  shall  not  be  less  than  six- 
teen feet  wide  ;  the  grade  shall  not  exceed  five  degrees 
in  any  part  thereof.  The  said  board  shall  have  the  right, 
whenever  two  miles  of  said  road  is  completed,  to  charge 
half  toll  thereon ;  the  said  company  shall  not  receive  a 
greater  rate  of  toll  than  thai  now  fixed  by  the  general 
laws  of  this  State. 

§  0.  That  the  said  board  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire 
the  right  of  way  for  said  road,  and  of  any  earth,  stone, 
gravel,  timber,  or  grounds  for  toil-houses,  by  voluntary  re- 
lease or  contract :  Provided^  If  that  cannot  be  done,  they 
may,  in  the  name  of  said  company,  have  the  same  coa- 
demned  by  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum ^  sued  out  /of  the 
county  of  Adair  or  Russell  county  court,  in  which  the 
lands  may  lie. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  eflect  from  its  passage.

city  council  of  Covington  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  cause  to  be  condemned  and  appropriated  to  the  use  of 
the  city  of  Covington,  for  the  construction  and  operation 
of  water-works,  such  land  or  lands,  whether  located  within 
or  without  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  as  said  council 
■hall  determine  to  be  necessary  therefor.    Whenever  said 
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cotincil  shall  determine  to  condemn  any  land  for  the  par-  1870. 
po^es  aforeflaid,  it  shall  cause  a  petition  therefor,  in  the 
name  of  said  city,  to  be  presented  to  the  mayor  of  said 
city,  or  to  the  presiding  judge  of  Kenton  county  court, 
either  of  whom  shall  have  the  authority  to  issue  the  writ 
of  **  W  quod  damnumy^  to  adjudicate  upon  the  same,  and  to 
make  all  necessary  orders  in  the  proceeding.  Said  peti- 
tion shall  set  out  a  particular  description  of  the  land 
flou»ht  to  be  condemned,  together  with  the  name  and  res- 
idence of  the  owner,  or  if  there  be  more  than  one,  of  each 
owner  of  the  land^  if  known  to  the  said  council.  Upon 
the  presentHtion  of  said  petition  to  the  said  mayor  or 
judge,  he  shall  issue  a  writ  of  *^  ad  gitod  damnum,'*^  directed 
to  the  sheriff  of  Kenton  county,  requiring  him  to  summon 
twelve  lavn'ful  jurors  of  the  Commonwealth  to  appear  be- 
fore the  mayor  or  judge  who  issued  the  writ,  on  a  day  to 
be  fixed  therein,  at  some  convenient  place  within  said 
city;  and  also  requiring  the  sheriff  to  give  th«  owner  or 
owners  named  in  said  petition  at  least  ten  days^  notice,  iu 
writing,  of  the  time,  place,  and  object  for  convening  the 
jury.  If  the  owner  or  owners  be  in  the  county  oi  Kenton, 
the  notice  shall  be  by  personal  service ;  if  not,  it  may  be 
by  sei*vice  on  his  or  their  agent  or  tenant,  if  he  or  they 
be  non-resident  oi  this  State,  or  unknown  to  the  sheriff, 
the  notice  may  be  by  publication  of  a  notice  in  some 
newspaper  published  within,  or  of  general  circulation 
within,  said  city,  once  each  week,  for  at  ieast  two  suc- 
ces^ive  weeks,  which  publication  shall  be  certified  by  the 
publisher  of  the  newspaper  in  which  it  has  been,  inserted.  'T 

The  ma^'or  or  judge  shall  appoint  an  attorney  at  law  to 
protect  the  interests  of  any  owner  or  owners  not  person- 
ally served  with  notice,  and  not  present  at  the  trial  in 
person  or  by  attorney,  and  shall  allow  the  attorney  so 
appointed  a  reasonable  fee  for  his  services,  to  be  taxed  in 
the  costs.  He  shall  also  appoint  a  guardian  ad  litem  far 
infant  owners,  if  there  be  any  such  owners.  '  The  parties 
aball  have  the  right  of  challenge,  as  in  civil  cases,  and  the 
panel  shall  be  filled  from  bystanders.  The  mayor  or  judge 
who  issued  the  writ  shall  preside  at  the  trial,  and  rule  all 
questions  of  law  arising  therein;  and  the  jurors  shall  ba 
eworn  by  him  truly,  fairly,  and  impartially  to  assess  the 
value  and  damage  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  will 
austain  by  its  condemnation.  The  jurors  shall  view  the 
land,  and  liear  such  legal  testimony  as  may  be  produced  by 
any  of  the  parties,  and  shall  state  in  writing  the  amount  of 
their  assessment,  assigning  to  each  owner,  if  there  be  more 
than  one,  his  poiiion  thereof;  and  shall  sign  the  same,  and 
deliver  it  to  said  mayor  or  judge,  who,  within  two  days 
thereafter,  shall  order  the  land  to  be  condemned  to  the 
uae  of  said  city,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  unless  it  Bhall 
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1870.  appear  to  him  that  the  award  is  manifestly  unjust  to  9ome 
of  the  parties,  or  has  been  wroDgfoHy  or  fraudulently  ob- 
tained by  any  of  the  parties ;  in  which  event  he  sbail  set 
aside  the  assessment,  and  forthwith  order  a  new  trial, 
which  shaH  proceed  as  above  provided,  but  without  any 
new  writ  or  notice.  If  the  jury  cannot  agree,  or  if,  from 
any  cause,  a  trial  cannot  be  had  on  the  day,  said  mayor 
or  judge  shall  adjourn  the  trial  to  another  day,  and,  with- 
out any  new  writ  or  notice,  convene  another  jury  and 
submit  the  case  to  their  decision,  and  so  on»  from  time  to 
time,  until  a  verdict  is  obtained.  Upon  the  condeo^natioo 
of  the  land,  said  mayor  or  judge  shall  also  order  said  city 
'»  to  be  put  in  possession  thereof:   Provided^  That  said  city 

shall  first  pay  the  owner  or  owners  the  amount  assessed  in 
his  or  their  favor,  and  also  the  costs  of  the  proceeding,  or 
deposit  the  same  to  his  or  their  credit  in  one  of  the  banka 
now  in  said  city ;  but  said  city  may,  within  thirty  daya 
after  the  trial,  file  with  said  mayor  or  judge  a  written 
notice  that  it  elects  not  to  take  the  property,  and  there- 
upon the  proceedings  and  orders  shall  stand  annulled, 
except  that  the  owner  or  owners  shall  have  an  order  for 
the  payment  of  his  or  their  costs.  The  said  mayor  or 
judge  shall  make  a  written  record  of  the  proceedings  and 
of  hirt  orders  therein ;  and  upon  the  transfer  of  the  land  to 
the  city,  shall  certify  said  record  to  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  of  Kenton  county,,  who  shall  record  the  same  as 
deeds  are  required  to  be  recorded  ;  and  the  same  shall 
have  the  same  legal  effect  as  a  recorded  deed. 

§  2.  That  the  second  section  of  an  act,  entitled  ^'An  act 
to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Covington,*'  approved 
March  the  6th,  186d,  be,  and  the  san>e  is  hereby,  repealed, 
and  the  time  of  holding  city  elections  shall  hereafter  be 
the  same  as  before  the  passage  of  said  act ;  but  the  terms 
of  city  officers  shall  continue  to  be  for  the  same  length  of 
time  as  fixed  by  said  act,  so  far  as  said  act  attempted  to 
regulate  the  same. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas* 
•age.

CHAPTER  38^. 

AN  ACT  to  mcorporate  the  Lexington  City  PaflBenger  and  Freij^fat 

road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  inf,  tlu  Qeneral  AssemUp  of  the  Camnwnwealih 
of  Kentueky: 

§  1.  That  John  B.  Bowman,  Henry  Bell,  D.  A.  Sayre, 
S.  W.  Morton,  I>.  L.  Price,  D.  S.  Goodloe,  and  E.  G. 
Brown,  and  their  associates,  be»  and  are  hereby,  created  a 
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body-politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Lexington  City  Passen-       1870. 
ger  and  Freight  Railroad  Company;  and  shall  have  per- 
petual  succession,   with    all    the    powers    and    authority 
incident  to   such   corporations,   for   purposes   hereinafter 
mentioned. 

§  2.  This  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  single  or  double 
track  railway,  with  all  necessary  and  convenient  tracks 
for  turnouts,  switches,  side-tracks,''and  appendages,  in  the 
city  of  Lexington,  over  and  along  Main  street,  from  Ash- 
land to  the  cemetery,  with  other  extensions  and  branches 
from  the  same  on  other  streets  in  said  city:  Provided,  That 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the 
Richmond  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road  Company.  The 
track  shall  be  laid  on  such  grades  as  may  be  established 
by  the  city  council  for  the  respective  streets  in  said  city. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Lexington  City  Passenger 
and  Freight  Railroad  Company  shall  be  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  and  may  be  increased,  from  time  to  time,  at  the 
pleasure  of  said  corporation;  it  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  be  issued  and  transferred 
in  such  manner  and  upon  such  conditions  as  the  board  of 
directors  of  said  corporation  may  direct. 

^  4.  The  affairs  of  said  company  dhall  be  managed  by 
five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  president,  and  all  of 
whom  shall  be  stockholders.  The  first  board  of  directors 
shall  be  selected  from  the  persons  named  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  by  a  majority  of  those  in  interest  of 
the  stockholders  of  said  corporation ;  and  the  board  of  di- 
rectors chosen  by  the  stockholders  shall  continue  in  office  « 
for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qual- 
ified, if  any  vacancy  should  occur  by  death,  resignation, 
or  refusal  to  act,  of  any  president  or  director,  before  the 
year  for  which  he  was  elected  shall  have  expired,  a  person 
to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  appointed  hy  the  president 
and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them.  They  may  adopt 
BQch  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  government  of 
said  corporation,  and  the  management  of  its  affairs  and 
business,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  the  State.  Said  corporators,  or  any  of  them, 
may  open  books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Lexington  City  Passenger  and  Freight  Railroad  Company 
herein  incorporated;  and  such  books  of  subscription  may 
be  opened  and  subscriptions  received,  at  such- times  and 
places,  and  upon  such  notices  therefor,  as  any  three  of 
said  corporators  may  deem  right  and  proper. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  paid,  at  the  time  of  subscribing  for 
stock  in  said  company,  to  the  person  receiving  the  sub- 
scription,  ten    per  cent,   of  the  amount  so   subscribed^ 
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1870.  either  in  mone3%  or  in  a  note  or  notes,  at  not  more  than 
sixty  (lays,  payable  to  some  one  or  more  of  said  corpo- 
rators, and  negotiable  in  some  bank.  The  residue  of 
said  subscription  shall  be  payable  in  installmentit,  at  such 
times  as  may  be  required  by  the  board  of  directora  of 
said  company;  but  no  payment  shall  be  demanded  until 
at  least  ten  days'  notice  shall  have  been  given,  by  pub- 
lication in  one  or  more  newspapers  publi:fhed  in  said 
city:  Provided^  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  corporators  or 
board  of  directors  to  receive  subscriptions  to  said  capi- 
tal stock,  payable  in  contracts,  to  build  any  parts  of  said 
road,  or  to  perform  any  work,  or  to  furnish  any  matenals 
which  may  be  accepted  by  the  company;  and  as  soon  aa 
ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed,  said  corporators, 
or  any  ol  them,  shall  give  ten  days'  notice,  in  one  or 
more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  said  city,  of  the 
time  and  place  at  which  an  election  shall  be  held  for  a 
new  board  of  directors,  who  shall  hold  and  continue  Iq 
office  as  provided  herein. 

§6.  The  said  corporation   is  further  authorized  to  ex^- 
tend  such  railroads,  as  they  may  construct  under  this  act, 
to  any  point  or  points  within  twenty  miles  from  the  limits 
of  the  city  of  Lexington  ;  and  to  enable  said  corporation 
to  construct  any  raih;oad  authorized  by  this  act,  the  said 
corporation   is    invested   with  the    right   to  acquire   such 
land  or  right  of  way,  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  in   the 
same  manner  that  turnpike  road  companies  are  author- 
ized  by  one  hundred  and  third  chapter  of   the   Revised 
Statutes  of  Kentucky,  as  may  be    necessary   for   laying 
the  tracks,  side-tracks,  turnouts,   and  for  work-shops,  de- 
pots, car- sheds,  and   stables  :  Prwided,  That   nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of 
other   corporations.     The  said  corporation    is  authorized 
and   empowered    to  acquire    and    hold  and   convey   real 
estate,  exclusive  of  the  tracks  and  rights  of  way,  not  to 
exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.     The  said   corpo- 
ration may  borrow  money,  and   issue  bonds  in  sums  of 
one  hundred,  live  hundred,  and  one  thousand  dollars,  and 
may   pledge  and   mortgage   the   property  of  the   corpora- 
tion, including  the  railroad  tracks,  fixtures,  rolling  stock, 
and   all  the  appurtenances  and  real  estate  belonging  to 
said  corporation. 

§  7.  All   acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  eflect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Kentucky;  paid  real  estate  to  be  taken  at  its  ca?h  valoc, 
to  be  asspsjspd  by  three  commissioners,  on  oath,  of  whom 
two  phall  be  selected  by  the  pres^ident  and  direcrora  of  the 
company,  and  one  by  the  person  proposing  to  subscribe, 
upon  their  report  in  writing,  dcHcribing  the  land  and 
assesi^ing  its  cash  value.  The  company  may  receive  the 
same  at  itvi  value,  and  issue  a  stock  certificate,  and  may 
take  a  deed  of  conveyance  in  fee  simple;  and  the  real 
estate  thus  acquired  may  be  held,  used,  enjoyed,  and  con- 
trolled, or  sold  or  conveyed  by  said  company  as  by  a 
natural  person. 

§  13.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  re-

a  line  of  telegraph  along  the  same,  or  which  may  be 
conveyed  to  it  in  payment  of  any  stock  subscriptions,  or 
purchased  by  it  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or 
decree;  and  may  grant,  bargain,  sell,  and  convey  the 
same  as  a  natural  person. 

§  14.  .That  upon  application   by  said   company  to  the 
How  land,  court  of  any  county,  into  or  through  which  it  is  proposed 

Wo/tained.       to  Construct  said    Louisville,  Memphis,  and  New  Orleans 

Railway,  such  court  shall  appoint  three  commissioners, 
Ivvo  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  said  countv,  and  one 
an  engineer  of  said  company,  who  shall  be  sworn  faith- 
fully to  discharge  their  duties  under  this  act  to  the  best 
of  their  skill  and  judgment;  and  whenever  said  company 
shall  be  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  land, 
earth,  stone,  or  gravel,  timber,  or  other  mateiial  or  thing 
required  for  the  site  or  construction  of  said  road,  or  when- 
ever the  land  or  material  required  shall  be  owned  by  any 
person  not  a  resident  of  said  county,  or  who  is  a  feme 
covert ^  infant,  or  non  compos  mentis^  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  commissioners  to  view  the  land  or  material  required, 
anil  fix  the  amount  of  compensation  to  which  the  owner 
or  owners  of  such  land  or  material  shall  be  entitled,  and 
to  make  out  and  return  to  the  oflice  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  a  report  in  writing,  particularly  describing 
the  land  or  other  material  valued,  and  the  interest  and 
duration  of  the  interest  valued,  and  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages assessed.  The  report  of  the  commissioners  shall 
give  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  state  whether  such 
owner  is  a  resident  of  the  county,  and  whether  a  icme 
covert^  infant,  or  non-sane  person.  The  clerk  shall  receive 
such  report  and  file  the  same,  indorsing  thereon  the  time

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§31.  That  all  dividends  which  shall  be  received  upon 
tlie  stock  held  and  owned  by  any  county,  part  of  a  county, 
city,  or  town,  under  this  act,  shall  be,  and  are* hereby,  set 
apart  to  be  held  sacred  as  a  sinking  fund,  to  be  only  used 
as  provided  in  this  act,  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  the  bonds  issued  under  the  authority  of  this 
act.

CHAPTER  391. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Rockport,  in  Ohio  Coontj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tlu  General  Assembly  of  Ute  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  town  of  Rockport,  in  the  county  of  Ohio, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  and  the  town 
limits  be  herenfter  laid  oflT  so  as  not  to  include  more  than 
one  hundred  acres;  which  survey  and  boundary  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  in  the  Ohio  county  court. 

§  2.  That  John  Benton,  £.  W.  Davis,  Jas.  McConnell, 
John  Blevins,  and  G.  W.  Loney,  are  hereby  appointed 
trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  bold  their  office  until  the 
first  Saturday  in  May,  1870,  at  which  time,  and  annually 
thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  election  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  town  for  five  trustees,  to  serve  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  succesaors  are  duly  elected  and  quati* 
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1870.  ^c^*  Said  trustees  herein  mentioned  shall,  before  they 
enter  upon  (he  duties  of  their  office,  be  duly  qualified  by 
some  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  that  they  shall 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  said  office. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  knowa 
as  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Rockport;  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  bein^  con- 
^  tracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading^  and 
being  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  (his  Coin m*in wealth. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees,  any  three  of  whom  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as 
chairman,  who  shall  preside  over  the  deliberations  of 
said  board  when  convened,  and  w*ho  shall  have  power 
to  convene  the  board  in  session  whenever  he  may  deem 
it  necessary. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  at  the  same  time 
that  trustees  are  elected,  a  police  ju(4ge  and  town  mar- 
shal for  the  town  of  Rockport,  who  shall  serve  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  who^fe  jurisdiction 
and  powers  shall  be  the  same  as  justices  of  the  peace 
and  constables  of  the  State  of  Kentucky.  The  police 
judge  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor.  The  town 
marr^hal  shall  give  bond,  and  be  qualified  in  the  Ohio 
count}'  court,  the  same  as  constables. 

§  G.  The  board  of  trustees  created  under  this  act  shall 
provide,  prior  to  the  first  election,  proper  officers  for  hold- 
ing the  same;  and  they  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  election,  by  written 
notices  posted  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  said  town. 

§  7.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  over  the 
streets,  alleys,  and  sidewalks,  and  may  direct  the  open- 
ing, straightening,  altering,  or  improving  of  the  same, 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  most  beneficial  to 
said  town.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  all  by-lawi 
for  the  regulation  and  government  of  said  town,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  Commonwealth.  They  shall  have 
power  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  property  and 
tithes  in  said  town,  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  cents  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar  on  each  tithe,  to  be  applied  to  the 
improvement  of  the  streets,  allieys,  sidewalks,  or  other 
improvements  necessary  therein.  They  shall  have  power 
to  purchase  any  lot  or  piece  of  ground  for  the  use  of  said 
town,  necessary  to  straighten  or  extend  the  streets  therein; 
to  tax  shows  and  all  public  exhibitions  such  sums  as  they 
in  their  by-laws  may  fix.  They  shall  have  the  right  to 
grant  cofiee-house  and  beer-house  licenses,  subject  to  the 
law  in  regard  to  the  same.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
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board  of  trustees  to  appoint  a  treasurer  and  clerk,  and  1870* 
such  other  officers  as  they  may  think  necess^ary,  and  to 
take  bonds,  wit^  sureties;  and  for  a  violation  of  duty  or 
default  of  any  officer  so  appointed,  suit  ineiy  be  brought 
before  any  tribunal  having  jurisdiction  thereof;  a  major- 
ity of  said  trusteed  may,  for  proper  cause,  remove  any 
officer,  and  appoint  others  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

§  8.  Thttt  no  street  or  alley  shall  be  extendeil  over  the 
lands  of  any  person,  unless  such  land,  sufficient  so  to  ex-  ^ 
tend  said  street  or  alley,  shall  have  been  condemned  as 
provided  in  chapter  eighty- four,  section  one,  Ilevi.^ed  Stat- 
utes, in  reference  to  public  roads;  and  the  proceedings  to 
extend  said  streets  or  alleys  shall  be  in  strict  conformity 
to  paid  chapter. 

§  1).  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures,  inflicted  and  col- 
lected under  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  town, 
shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  corporation. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  saiJ  town  to 
keep  the  streets  and  alleys  in  good  repair;  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  tax  the  citizens  and  owners  of  property  a 
sum  sufficient  for  that  purpose:  Provided^  The  taxation 
does  not  exceed  the  rates  specified  in  section  seven.  The 
citizens  of  said  town  are  hereby  exempt  from  working  on 
public  roads  outside  of  the  corporate  limits. 

^11.  The  police  judge,  jn  addition  to  the  powers  con- 
ferred upon  him  by  section  fifth,  shall  have  exclusive 
Jurisdiction,  subject  to  appeal,  of  all  violations  of  the 
town  ordinances  and  by-laws.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
town  marshal  to  execute  all  process  directed  to  him  by  the 
police  judge,  and  to  collect  the  revenue  of  said  town;  be- 
fore entering  upon  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  he  shall  give 
bond,  with  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  trustees.  Va- 
cancies occurring  in  the  office  of  police  judge  or  town 
marshal  are  to  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  that  vacan- 
cies in  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace  and  constables 
are  filled. 

§  12.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage ;  and  the  right  to  repeal,  alter,  or  amend  this  act 
is  reserved  to  the  General  Assembly.

CHAPTER  392. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Pellrille,  in  Hancock  Coanty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  W.  Snider,  G.  0.  P.  Baker,  sr.,  and 
Minor  E.  Pate,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  com- 
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1870.  missioners  to  lay  out,  mark  the  streets  and  alley's  of,  and 
define  the  limits  and  boundaries  of  the  town  of  Pellville, 
which  is  hereby  incorporated.  That  said  commissioners, 
being  first  duly  sworn  to  faithfully  comply  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  may  at  once  proceed  to  lay  out,  define, 
and  mark  the  boundaries  of  said  town,  and  the  streets  and 
alleys  therein,  paying  due  regard  to  the  rights  of  property 
and  the  wishes  of  citizens  of  said  town;  and  when  said 
town  is  so  laid  out,  they  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made, 
a  true  plan  or  plat  thereof,  one  copy  of  which  they  shall 
cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  ofiice  of  the  Hancock 
county  court,  another  copy  of  which  they  shall  deposit 
with  the  trustees  of  said  town  when  such  ofiicers  are 
qualified;  and  it  shall  be  a  part  of  the  records  of  the 
town. 

§  2.  That  said  commissioners  shall  cause  a  poll  to  be 
opened  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Saturday  ^n  May,  1870, 
for  the  election,  by  the  qualified  voters  in  the  limits  there- 
of, as  laid  out  by  them,  of  five  trustees  for  said  town. 
Said  commissioners  shall  give  notice  of  said  election  ten 
days  previous  thereto,  by  posting  notices  thereof  in  three 
'  public  places  in  said  town  ;  and  shall  be  judges  of  said 
election,  any  two  of  them  being* authorized  to  act  as  such; 
and  may  appoint  a  clerk  and  sheriff  of  election.  They 
shall  return  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  such  persons  as 
shall  hft  chosen  trusteed  to  the  clerk  of  the  Hancock  coun- 
ty court,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his  ofiice,  and  deposit 
a  copy  thereof  with  the  trustees  chosen ;  and  on  the  same 
day  in  every  year  thereafter  five  trustees  of  said  town 
shall  be  elected,  on  the  notice  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  trustees  in  office,  in  accordance  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  statutes:  Provided^  Said  trustees  shall  be  first 
sworn  as  thereby  required. 

§  3.  That  the  trustees  first  elected  as  herein  provided, 
and  their  successors  in  ofiice,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  con- 
stituted a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "The 
Trustees  of  Pellville,"  with  perpetual  succession,  and 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth ;  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  break,  alter,  or  renew  the  same  at  plea:»ure;  to 
purchase  and  hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be  neces.-^ary 
for  the  public  uses  of  the  town,  and  dispose  of  the  same 
when  the  interest  of  the  town  demands;  to  provide  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  in  accordance  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  the  United  States, 
as  may  to  them  seem  necessary  for  the  good  government 
of  said  town. 

^  4.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  levy 
a  tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  huo* 
dred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property,  and  not  exceeding 
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one  dollar  on  each  white  male  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  187(). 
years,  in  said  town,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  assessed  and 
collected  by  such  person  or  persons  as  they  shall  appoint 
for  the  purpose,  and  from  whom  they  shall  take  a  sufficient 
bond  for  the  performance  of  their  duties;  and  they  shall 
choose  one  of  their  number  treasurer,  who  shall  execute 
bond  in  such  penalty  as  the  rest  may  prescribe,  and  re- 
ceive all  moneys  belonging  to  said  town,  and  pay  or  dis- 
burse the  same  only  on  the  order  of  the  trustees,  indorsed 
by  their  chairman. 

§  5.  Said  trustees  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  as 
chairman,  to  preside  over  their  deliberations;  and  shall 
Felect  a  clerk,  who  may  be  one  of  themselves,  and  who 
shall  keep  a  true  record  of  their  proceedings;  and  three 
of  said  trustees  ishall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

§  6.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  pre- 
vent the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  or  to  grant  licenses  to 
sell  spirituous  liquors  or  keep  coffee-houses  in  its  corporate 
limits,  to  such  persons  as  shall  have  complied  with  the 
general  statutes  in  that  regard  provided,  and  shall  also 
have  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  town  a  sum  of  money, 
not  less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $500,  the  amount  of 
which  is  to  be  fixed  by  ordinance  of  said  trustees. 

^  7.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  require  the  pay- 
ment of  any  sum,  not  exceeding  the  specific  tax  required 
by  law  on  circuses  and  menageries,  for  the  exhibition  in 
said  town  of  any  circus,  menagerie,  or  other  show;  and 
such  sums,  and  all  other  sums  coming  to  the  treasury, 
shall  be  expended  for  the  municipal  uses  and  improve- 
ment of  said  town,  under  the  direction  of  the  trustees 
thereof. 

§  8.  The  commissioners  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  shall  provide  for  the  election  of  a  police  judge  for  said 
town,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1870,  as  the  election 
for  trustees  is  herein  provided  for,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
until  the  ne.xt  regular  election  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
when,  and  on  the  same  day  every  four  years  thereafter, 
an  election  shall  be  held  as  now  provided  in  the  case  of 
joatices  of  the  peace;  and  police  judges  so  elected  shall 
be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  and  qualify  in -the 
same  manner;  he  conservators  of  the  peace;  have  the 
same  jurisdiction,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties 
and  liabilities,  and  entitled  to  the  same  compensation,  in 
every  respect,  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  district  in 
which  Pellville  is  situated.  They  shall  have  jurisdiction 
of  all  actions  for  breaches  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances 
of  the  town ;  and  from  their  judgments  appeals  may  be 
taken  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  restric- 
tions, as  from  judgments  of  justices  of  the  peace. 
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1870.  4  ^'   ^^^^   commissioners  shall,  in   the   same   manner, 

cause  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  same  day  for  mar^ 
shal  of  sHid  town,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next 
regular  election  for  constables,  when  and  after  which  an 
election  s«hall  be  held  for  the  same  term,  and  in  the  same 
manner,  as  now  provided  by  law  for  constables;  and 
when  so  elected,  said  marshal  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  jurisdiction,  perform  all  the  duties,  and  be  liable  to 
all  the  penalties,  and  receive  the  same  compensation,  as 
constables  in  similar  cases,  and  shall  quality  in  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  requirements  of  constables.  Said 
marshal  shall,  by  virtue  ol  his  office,  be  collector  of  town 
taxes. 

J  10.  That  all  fines  collected  or  paid  for  breaches  of  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town  shall  [bo  paid]  into 
the  treasury  of  t«aid  town,  for  municipal  purpose:*,  in  all 
respects  as  other  moneys  of  said  town. 

(11.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  393. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Ceralro,  in  Ohio  Coant/. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonxocalth 
of  Kentucky: 

J  1.  That  the  town  of  Ceralvo,  in  Ohio  county,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  such  boundaries, 
streets,  and  alleys,  and  such  other  public  grounds,  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  acres,  as  are  now  laid  off,  and  as 
may  be  laid  out  by  the  trustees  of  said  town ;  and  the  said 
trustees  tiliall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  plat  of  said 
town  as  laid  out,  which  plat  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Ohio 
county  court  clerk's  office. 

§  2.  I'liat  there  shall  be  three  trustees  elected  annually, 
on  the  fir^t  tSaturday  in  May,  for  said  town;  that  said 
trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  and  known  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Ceralvo;  and  by  thai  name 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  ol  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  that  said  trustees 
may  have  and  use  a  common  se  il,  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties 
and  liabilities,  as  is  provided  by  general  law. 

^  3.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  levy 
a  tax  of  not  more  than  one  dollar  on  each  poll  within  its 
corporate  limits,  and  a  tax  of  not  more  than  twenty-five 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  io 
said  town  subject  to  taxation ;   and   all  forfeitures  and 
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taxes  collected  within  the  corporate  limits  or  8aid  town       1870. 
shall  be  pnid  into  the  treasury  of  said  town,  to  be  used  by 
the  trustees  of  paid  town  for  the  public  good  thereof. 

§  4.  That  on  the  same  day  set  apart  for  the  election  of 
trustees  of  said  town,  there  shall  also  be  held  an  election, 
once  in  every  two  years,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
police  judge  and  town  marshal  for  said  town ;  and  said 
police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  qualify  and  give 
bond,  and  shall  be  clothed  with  all  the  usual  powc^rs  and 
privileges  delegated  to  such  officers,  and  they  shnll  be  * 

g^overned  and  controlled  by  all  laws  made  binding  upon 
BQch  ofiicers. 

§  5.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the  right 
to  tax  shows,  and  all  public  exhibition?,  such  sums  of 
money  as  they,  in  their  by-laws,  may  fix. 

^  G.  The  citizens  living  in  the  incorporate  limits  of 
Baid  town  shall  be  exempt  from  working  on  the  public 
highway. 

§  7.  'i'he  county  court  of  said  county  may  appoint  trus- 
tees, police  judge,  and  town  marshal  for  said  town,  to  hold 
their  ofii3e  until  the  first  election  and  qualification  of  their 
successors. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.

sessed on  the  revenue  for  the  year  1868,  and  has  overpaid 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  three  dollars  and  i*i.xty-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssemlAy  of  the  Comirumwcailh 
of  Kentucky: 

That  the  damages  assessed  against  the  said  Floyd, 
amounting  to  the  said  sum  of  three  hundred  and  seven- 
teen dollars  and  seventy-eigbt  cents,  are  hereby  remitted 
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1870.  ^^^  released  unto  the  said  Floyd  and  his  sureties  forever, 
and  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  hereby  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  State  in  favor  of 
said  Floyd,  to  the  annount  of  one  hundred  and  three  dol- 
lars and  sixty-eight  cents,  the  sum  overpaid  and  over- 
charged as  aforesaid,  and  which  is  hereby  directed  to  be 
refunded  and  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Clinton  Female  Seminary,  in  Hickman  Comitj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  (he  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  an  institution  of  learning  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  incorporated  and  established  at  Clinton,  Hickman 
county,  Kentucky,  to  be  known  and  called  by  the  name 
of  **  Clinton  Female  Seminary." 

§  2.  That  Willis  White,  W.  R.  Bradley,  J.  M.  Hender- 
son, F.  M.  Ray,  George  Beeler,  and  A.  S.  Arnold,  shall 
be,  and  they   and  their  successors  in  office  are  hereby, 
constituted  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  to  be  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  Clinton  Female  Seminary; 
and  by  that  name   shall  have   perpetual   succession  and 
existence,   and    a   common   seal,   which    seal   they   may 
change  and  alter  at  pleasure;  and  by  said  name  and  in 
their  corporate   capacity   may  sue   and   be    sued,   plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  con- 
tract and  be   contracted  with;  hold,   enjoy,  and   possess 
all  money  and   property,  or  choses  in   action,  or  other 
thing,  by  conveyances  or  other  transfers,  which  may,  in 
anywise  or   at   any  time,  belong  to  sai<i  seminary;  and 
they  are  hereby  made  able  to  receive  and  hold,  for  the 
'  benefit  of  said   seminary,  all  lands,  tenements,  choses  in 
action,  or  other  thing,  by  conveyance  or  other  transfer, 
which  may,  in  anywise,  belong  or  fall  to  said  institution, 
including  all  endowments  or  donations  that  may,  from 
time  to  time,  be  made  to  the  same;  they  shall  have  power, 
in  the  advancement  of  the  interest  of  said  institution  to 
sell,  lease,  rent,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  or  exchange  any 
property  which  may  belong  to  said  seminary,  and  use  the 
proceeds  for  its  use  and  benefit. 

$  3.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation in  all  its  branches,  and  extending  the  sphere  of 
science,  the  trustees  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
to  establish  and  endow  in  said  seminary  such  profes- 
sorships as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  a  liberal  and 
thoroogh  course  of  instruction.    They  shall  have  powar 
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to  select  and  employ  any  officers  and  agents  they  shall  1876. 
deem  proper,  also  such  president,  professors,  instructors, 
and  tutors  as  they,  from  time  to  time,  may  deem  neces- 
sary; also  to  make,  ordain,  establish,  and  execute,  or 
cause  to  be  executed,  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  ordi- 
nances, not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  as  they  may  think 
necessary  for  the  welfare  of  said  seminary,  for  their  own 
government,  the  good  government  of  the  professors  or 
instructors  and  students  of  the  same,  and  generally  to 
do  Ml  acts  necessary  and  proper  to  build  up  said  semi- 
nary and  promote  its  welfare  and  prosperity. 

^4.  The  permanent  officers  of  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  consist  of  a  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  who 
shall  be  selected  by  the  board  of  trustees  from  their  own 
number,  except  the  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  may  be 
selected  out  of  the  board.  The  board  shall  prescribe  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  officers  provided  for  in 
this  section,  and  shall  require  the  treasurer  to  give  bond, 
with  security,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  president  of  the 
board»  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 

$  5,  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  said  board  by  resig- 
nation, death,  or  refusal  to  act,  the  remaining  members 
of  the  board  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  election. 

§  6.  The  persons  named  in  the  second  section  of  this 
act,  and  such  as  may  be  selected  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  good  behavior ;  but  t|ie  board  of 
trustees,  a  majority  thereof  concurring,  may,  by  order 
entered  of  record,  declare  the  office  of  any  trustee  or 
other  officer  vacant,  for  misconduct  or  failure  to  attend 
properly  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  thereupon  pro- 
ceed to  fill  such  vacancy. 

$  7.  Said  trustees  shall  have  full  power  to  raise  an 
endowment  by  subscription,  donation,  or  by  the  receipt 
of  legacies,  and  in  such  modes  as^is  usual  in  such  insti- 
tutions ;  they  may  also  unite  with  any  benevolent,  char- 
itable, or  other  association  or  society,  in  the  erection  of 
the  necessary  buildings,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon. 

§  8.  That  this  act  shall  take  eflTect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealik 
%f  Kentucky: 

5  1.  C.  E.  Sears,  Charles  Reld,  George  Langstaff,  L.  M, 
Flournoy,  and  J.  W.  Thompson,  and  their  associates  and 
successors,  he,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Paducah 
Printing  Association,  for  the  purposeof  publishing  a  daily, 
vreekiy,  and  tri-weekly  newspaper,  and  owning  a  general 
printmg  office  and  book  bindery  in  the  city  of  Paducah, 
in  McCracken  county;  and  when  organized,  they  shall  ex- 
ercise ail  the  rights  and  privileges  of  corporations,  and  be 
governed  by  the  laws  relating  thereto. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars;  and  each  share  of  stock  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote,  and  may  be  cast  by  the  holder  thereof 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy.

§  8.  The  board  of  directors  may  divide  the  profits  of 
their  business  among  their  stockholders  as  often  as  they 
may  see  proper ;  and  they  shall  have  power,  by  vote  of  a 
majority  in  interest  in  the  stock  of  said  company,  to  in- 
crease the  capital  thereof,  as  the  business  of  said  com- 
pany  may  require. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  399. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Bowling  Green. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealih 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
town  of  Bowling  Green  shall  be  known  and  denominated 
hereafter  as  mayor  of  the  town  of  Bowling  Green ;  and  a 
trustee  of  said  town  shall  be  known  and  denominated 
hereafter  as  a  councilman  ;  and  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
be  known  and  denomrnated  hereafter  as  the  board  of  coun- 
cil'men. 

§  2.  The  municipal  government  of  the  town  of  Bowling 
Green  shall  consist  of  the  mayor  and  six  councilmen,  two 
conncilmen  being  elected  from  each  ward.  The  mayor 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  town,  at  the 
regular  municipal  election  held  on  the  first  Saturday  of 
December,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  un- 
til his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified ;  no  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  mayor  who  shall  not  have 
been  a  resident  of  the  town  two  years  next  preceding  his 
election,  or  who  shall  be  under  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
or  who  shall  not,  at  the  time  of  hid  election,  be  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  or  who  shall  not,  at  the  time  of  his 
election,  own  in  his  own  right  and  name  real  estate,  unen* 
cumbered  by  lien  or  mortgage,  for  one  year  previous  to  the 
biennial  election. 

§  3.  The  several  wards  of  the  town  shall  be  respective- 
ly represented  in  the  board  of  councilmen  by  two  council- 
men,  who  shall  be  residents  thereof,  and  owners  of  real 
estate  in  the  ward  they  may  be  elected  to  represent,  unen- 
cumbered by  lien  or  mortgage,  for  one  year  previous  to 
the  annual  election;  and  said  councilmen  shall  hold  their 
ofilces  respectively  for  two  years  from  and  after  their  dee- 
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tioA,  and  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  their  sue-      1870. 
cessora. 

fi  4.  The  board  of  eouncilmen  shall  judge  of  the  qualifi- 
cations, elections,  and  returns  of  the  mayor  and  of  their 
own  members,  and  shall  determine  all  contested  elections. 
Whenever  there  shall  be  a  tie  in  the  election  of  mayor  or 
eouncilmen,  the  clerk  of  the  old  board  shall  decide  who  is 
entitled  to  the  office.  If  the  mayor  shall,  during  the  time 
for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  remove  from  town, 
bis  office  shall  be  vacated ;  if  any  councilman  shall,  dur- 
ing the  time  for  which  he  ehall  have  been  elected,  remove 
from  town  or  from  the  ward  he  is  elected  to  represent,  his 
office  shall  be  thereby  vacated.  All  vacancies  which  may 
occur  in  the  office  of  councilman  may  be  filled  by  the  may- 
,  or  and  board  of  eouncilmen  until  the  next  annual  election, 
when  an  election  shall  take  place  to  fill  the  vacancy  or 
unexpired  term;  if  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
mayor,  then  said  office  may  be  filled  by  the  board  of  eoun- 
cilmen until  the  next  annual  election. 

^  5.  The  board  of  eouncilmen  shall  be  divided  into  two 
classes,  consisting  of  one  councilman  from  each  ward,  so 
that  one  councilman  from  each  ward  may  be  annually 
elected.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  bosvrd  of  council- 
men  elected  at  the  regular  municipal  election  held  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  December,  1870,  the  eouncilmen 
thus  elected  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  two  classes;  the 
seats  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration 
of  the  first  year,  and  the  seats  of  the  second  class  at  the 
expiration  of  the  second  year.  At  the  regular  municipal 
election  held  in  December,  1871,  eouncilmen  of  the  first 
class  shall  be  elected,  to  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  ^ 

or  until  their  successors  are  qualified  ;  and  at  the  regular 
municipal  election  in  December,  1872,  eouncilmen  of  the 
second  class  shall  be  elected,  to  hold  their  offices  for  two 
years,  or  until  their  successors  are  qualified. 

§  6.  The  mayor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  board 
of  eouncilmen,  may  appoint  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the 
elections,  to  be  held  under  the  charter  of  said  town  ;  the 
judges  of  the  election  to  be  any  housekeeper  or  resident 
of  the  ward  in  which  they  may  be  appointed  to  act  as 
judges.  The  marshal  of  said  town  and  his  deputies,  who 
shall  attend  and  conduct  all  town  elections,  shall  have  the 
power  to  appoint  judges  and  clerks  of  election,  in  case  of 
(he  failure  of  the  persons  appointed  as  such  by  the  mayor 
and  eouncilmen  to  quality  and  act  as  said  judges  and 
clerks  of  election.  There  shall  be  appointed  two  judges 
and  one  clerk  of  election  for  each  ward. 

§  7.  The  mayor  and  board  of  eouncilmen  may,  at  any 
time  they  think  proper,  sixty  days  prior  to  auy  regular 
election,  lay  ofi*  such  additional  wards  in  said  town  as 
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1870.  ™^y  ^^  necesaary  and  convenient,  and  may  order  an  elee- 
tion  for  two  councilmen  in  each  of  Buch  wards  so  laid  off, 
under  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  and  for  the  same 
term,  as  the* councilmen  in  the  wards  already  laid  off;  amt 
in  laying  off  said  wards,  alter  the  wards  already  laid  off 
in  such  manner  as  they  mny  think  best. 

$  8.  The  board  of  councilmen,  for  the  purpose  of  guard- 
ing against  the  calamities  of  fire,^hall  have  the  power  to 
•  prescribe  the  limits  within  which  wooden  buildings  shall 
not  be  erected,  or  placed,  or  repaired,  without  the  per- 
mission of  the  board  of  councilmen,  and  to  prohibit -the 
repairing  of  rebuilding  of  wooden  buildings  within  the 
fire  limits,  when  the  same  shall  have  been  damaged  or 
worn  out  to  the  extent  of  filty  per  cent,  of  the  value 
thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  manner  of  ascertaining  such 
damage. 

•  §  9.  Whenever  the  marshal  of  said  town,  or  any  of  his 
deputies,  or  any  police  officer,  appointed  by  the  mayor 
and  board  of  councilmen,  may  be  called  upon  to  testify 
in  the  Bowling  Green  police  court,  in  behalf  of  said  town, 
against  any  person  or  persons  charged  with  violating  the 
laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  then  said  town  shall  be 
responsible  to  the  said  marshal  or  his  deputies,  or  to  the 
police  appointed  by  the  board  of  councilmen,  as  the  case 
may  be,  for  their  fees  in  the  case  in  which  said  ofScers 
may  be  called  to  testify;  and  the  police  judge  mav»  for 
the  benefit  of  said  town,  in  all  such  cases,  in.  case  of 
conviction  of  the  person  charged  with  the  offense,  add 
to  the  fine,  as  part  of  the  cost,  to  be  paid  by  the  person 
BO  convicted,  the  amount  assumed  by  the  town. 

§  10.  In  order  to  promote  the  general  prosperity  of  said 
town,  the  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  mayor  and  board 
of  councilmen,  two  thirds  of  said  board  concurring,  to 
either  advance,  loan,  give,  or  subscribe  stock,  to  any  sum, 
not  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  towards  the  build- 

♦ 

ing,  or  assisting  in  the  completion  of  the  building,  of  a 
turnpike,  or  other  good  road,  from  the  present  limits  of 
the  town  to  some  point  at  slackwater  on  Barren  river. 
The  board  of  councilmen  shell  designate  the  route  of  said 
road,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  sums  advanced,  loaned, 
given,  or  subscribed  in  stopk  for  said  town,  shall  be  ex- 
pended. 

$11.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  board  of  coun- 
cilmen to  exchange  the  land  oyer  whicl^  the  street  passes, . 
between  the  property  of  James  Newton  and  Judge  W.  H. 
Payne,  for  an  equal  amount  of  the  land  of  said  Payne; 
and  the  land  thus  exchanged  for  shall  be  used  as  a  public 
street  for  said  town. 

§  12.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Southern  Watch  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  ^ 

<Bf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Hercules  Sauche,  S.  Hodge,  J.  W.  Blue,  and 
J.  R.  Finley,  are  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and  cor-  • 

porate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Southern  Watch 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  manufactory, 
including  all  necessary  macbinery  and  other  appendages 
thereto,  for  making  watches  or  other  time-pieces,  in  the 
county  of  Crittenden,  State  of  Kentucky.  Said  company 
shall  have  all  the  rights,  immunities,  and  powers  that  may 
be  necessary  for  the  conducting  of  its  business,  which  shall 
be  to  manufacture  watches  and  time-pieces.  This  corpo- 
ration may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and 
may  hold  real  estate  necessary  for  said  business. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  Subscription  for  stock 
shall  be  made  by  persons  signing  their  names  to  a  cove- 
nant to  take  the  number  of  shares  set  opposite  their  names, 
and  to  pay,  on  demand  of  the  president  of  said  company, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  share  to  any  offi- 
cer authorized  by  said  company  to  receive  the  same. 

§  3.  Hercules  SaTiche,  of  Cfittendea  county.  State  of 
Kentucky,  is  hereby  authorized  to  open,  or  cause  to  be 
•opened,  a  book  or  books,  at  such  times  and  places  as  he 
may  select,  with  the  said  covenant  for  subscription  printed 
thereon.  Each  subscription,  when  received,  shall  be  at- 
tested by  two  witnesses.  When  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  shall  foe  subscribed,  said  subscription  shall 
be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  court  of  Crit- 
tenden county,  in  said  State;  then  said  Hercules  Sauche 
fdiali  notify  each  subscriber  in  writing  that  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollarn  has  been  subscribed,  and  call 
them  together,  at  some  place  most  convenient  to  the,ma- 
jority  of  said  subscribers,  and  on  a  day  at  least  siic  weeks 
after  the  date  of  the  notice;  at  which  tim«  they  shall  pro- 
ceed to  orjganize,  by  the  election  of  a  president,  a  secre- 
tary, a  treasurer,  three  directors,  and  such  other  officers  as 
they  may  think  proper.  A  majority  of  the  subscriber* 
may  make  nuch  by-laws  as  they  deem  necessary  :  Pro- 
vided^ Such  by-laws  be  nottncossisteat  with  the  laws  of 
Kentucky  or  of  the  United  States. 

.  §  4.  Each  stockholder  shall  have  as  many  votes  as  he 
has  shares;  such  votes  shall  be  considered  singly  in  count- 
ani^  majorities^  and  may  vote  by  proxy  authorized  in 
writing. 

§  5.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  have  perpetual 
Auccessionf  hold  office  for  such  time,  receive  such  salary^ 
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1870.       condaet  and  manage  the  afiairs  of  eafd  corporation,  as 
the  Btockholders  in  their  by-laws  may  dirept. 

^6.  Said  company  may  purchase^  receive  in  payment, 
eell  and  convey,  lease,  mortgage,  and  pledge  any  real  es- 
tate or  personal  property  in  each  manner  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  transact  or  facilitate  its  business;  and  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal  that  may  be  changed  at  will. 

§  7.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, and  oftener  if  called  by  the  president  and  directors,  at 
which  meetings  the  officers  shall  submit  d  statement  of  the 
business  and  accounts  of  the  company,  if  required  by  any 
stockholder.  A  majority  of  the  stockholders  may  at  any 
time  permit  additional  stock  to  be  subscribed,  until  the 
whole  amount  herein  authorized  shall  be  taken. 

§  8.  Dividends  or  profits  may  be  declared  annually  or 
semi-annually;  but  no  dividend  shall  diminish  the  capital 
stock  subscribed. 

§  9.  Said  company,  when  organized,  shall  keep  open  a 
book,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  stockholder,  which 
shall  contain  the  names  of  all  the  members  of  said  com- 
pany, with  the  nam«  ot  their  place  of  residence,  and  the 
number  of  shares  owned  by  each;  which  shares  may  be 
transferred  on  said  book  as  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of 
said  company,  -^ach  member  shall  share  the  profits  and 
liabilities  of  said  company  in  proportien  to  the  amount  of 
stock  owned  by  him  in  said  company. 

§  10.  The  corporation  shall  give  notice  in  one  of  the 
papers  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  such  others  as  it  may 
deem  proper,  of  the  organization  of  said  company  under 
this  act. 

§  11.  Said  company  shall  pay  aH  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  procuring  the  subscription  of  stock  and  efiect- 
ing  its  organization. 

§  12.  That  said  subscriptions,  as  provided  for  in  article 
second  of  this  act,  be  not  binding  on  the  said  subscribers 
unless  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  be  sub- 
scribed within  two  years  of  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this 
act :  Providedy  bowevevy  That  if  said  amount  of  one  hun-. 
dred  thousand  dollars  be  so  subscribed  within  said  time> 
that  every  and  each  of  such  subscriptions  shall  be  binding 
on  the  said  subscribers  respectively;  and  which  subscrip- 
tions may  be  collected  by  the  same  legal  process,  and  ia 
the  same  manner^  that  other  debts  are  Collected  in  our  civil 
courts.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Pioneer  Lodge,  No.  8,  of  Knights  of  Pythias,  of 

Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  officers  and  members  of  Pioneer  Lodge, 
No.  8,  Knights  of  Pythias,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and 
their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  in  perpetual  succession,  by  the  narr«e 
and  style  cyf  Pioneer  Lodge,  No  8,  Knights  of  Pythias,  of 
Louisville,  Kentucky;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  be- 
ing sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of  purchasing 
and  holding  all  such  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  may  be 
required  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  said  lodge ;  to 
receive  all  necessary  conveyances;  to  sell,  convey,  abd 
dispose  of  all  such  estate,  real  or  personal,  as  they  may 
now  have  or  hereafter  acquire:  Provided^  The  amount 
vested  in  real  estate,  exclus^ive  of  buildings  thereon,  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  supervision  and  care  of  the  funds,  invest- 
ments, and  other  lodge  property,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby, 
confided  to  George  W.  Griffiths,  Michael  Boland,  and  VV. 
C.  Atkinson,  trustees  of  said  lodge,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  who,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  full  power 
to  make  all  contracts  pertaining  to  the  estate,  real  or  per- 
sonal, of  said  lodge,  in  any  respect,  either  purchasing, 
building,  renting,  or  for  any  other  purpose,  as  the  said 
lodge  may  direct;  and  whose  action  shall  be  binding  and 
obligatory  upon  said  lodge,  when  done  in  pursuance  to 
the  rules,  bylaws,  and  instructions  of  said  lodge  ;  and  that 
service  of  process  or  notice  on  any  of  said  trustees,  or 
their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  said 
corporation. 

§  3.  That  the  said  lodge  may,  at  any  time,  frame  such 
constitution  and  pass  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
not  inconsistent*  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
protection,  management,  and  safe-keepiAg  of  the  property 
of  said  lodge,  and  for  the  government  thereof;  and  to  alte/ 
or  amend,  when  deemed  proper,  the  constitution,  by-laws, 
rales  and  regulations,  now  in  force  in  said  lodge,  and 
change  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure :  Provided^  Such 
changes,  alterations,  or  amendments  be  not  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

§  4.  The  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act  is  here- 
by reserved  by  the  General  Assembly. 

^  5.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bethel  and  Bald  Eagle  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  form- 
ed, by  the  name  of  the  Bethel  and  Bald  Eagle  Turnpike 
Road  Company;  and  by  that  name  and  style  ^hall  have 
corporate  existence  and  be  a  body-politic;  and  as  sach, 
and  in  that  name,  may  8.ue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  and  have  and  ase  a  common  seal.  Said  com- 
pany is  created  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike 
or  gravel  road  from  Bethel,  in  Bath  county,  to  intersect 
the  Sharpsburg  and  Bald  Eagle  Turnpike,  at  or  near  the 
mouth  of  Ratiiff  s  branch,  in  said  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
ten  thousand  dollnrt?,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fitty  dol- 
.  lars  each;  and  the  persons  hereinafter  named,  or  any  two 
of  them,  shall  have  power  to  open  books  for  the  subscrip- 
tion of  stock,  and  keep  them  open  until  a  sufficient  amoant 
of  stock  shall  have  been  taken  to  construct  said  road. 

§  3.  The  follouMng  persons  are  appointed  commission- 
ers to  receive  subscriptions,  to-wit :  Albert  Robinson, 
SamM  Lancaster,  E.  C.  Land,  James  Whaley,  sr.,  Toli- 
var  \oung,  jr.,  Jas.  Rat  I  iff,  and  D.  B.  Emmons;  and  as 
"  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  are  subscribed,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  such  of  them  as  may 
choose  to  act,  to  give  notice,  by  written  or  printed  post- 
ers, at  two  or  more  public  places  in  Bethel  and  Bald 
Eagle,  at  least  ten  days,  and  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  elect;  at 
which  time  said  stockholders,  or  a  majority  of  them  hav- 
ing convened,  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  presi- 
dent and  three  directors  of  said  road;  at  which  election 
each  stockholder  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  subscribed  o^  owned  by  him  in  said  road;  and 
when  said  company  shall  be  thus  organised,  they  may 
appoint  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and 
prescribe  their  duties,  and  reqaire  them  to  execute  bond, 
i^ith  good  security,  conditioned  as  may  be  required,  and 
commence  the*  work. 

§  4.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
locate  and  lay  out  said  road,  receive  releases  for  the 
right  of  way  in  writing;  and  may  take  the  steps  authoi^ 
i^ed  by  the  general  law  of  the  State  to  condemn  the 
land  over  which  said  road  is  to  run,  and  stone  and  ether 
materials  from  adjacent  lands. 

§5.  The  company  shall  have  power  and  authority,  in 
the  construction  of  said  road,  to  fix  the  width  and  the 
manner  of   consti^uction,  its    grade,  and   whatever   else 
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may  appertain    to  such   constructioQ :    Provided^  however^      1870. 
The  width  of  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  feet, 
except  in  heavy  cuts,  and  the  width  of  the  metal  not  less 
than  twelve  feet, 

§  G.  When  said  road  is  completed,  it  shaK  be  lawful  for 
said  company  to  put  up  one  full  gate  where  its  officers 
may  direct,  and  collect  toll  thereat,  notwithstanding  said 
road  may  not  be  more  than  three  miles  in  length. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  eti'ect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

hereby,  re-enacted.

CHAPTER  404. 

AN  ACT  to  facilitate  the  finding  of  Records  in  the  Warren  Circuit  «nd 

County  Courti. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1 .  That  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  Warren  county 
shall  procure  and  supply  to  each  and  every  record  book 
belonging  to  his  said  office,  except  memorandum,  fee,  and 
minute  books,  a  good  and  sufficient  double  index  ;  and  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  carefully  and  accurately  index  and 
cross-index  all  the  orders,  judgments,  decrees,  and  other 
minutes  in  said  books,  anil  the  terms  of  court  at  which 
they  were  made.  The  clerk  of  said  court  shall  also  pro* 
cure  a  general  index  book,  each,  for  all  the  equity  and 
common  law  suits  and  Commonwealth  prosecutions  on 
file  in  his  said  office ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  index 
and  cross-index  said  suits,  numbering  them  according  to 
the  date  of  their  going  oif  the  docket,  and  giving  the  term

presented  to  the  regular  county  court  of  claims  for  said 
county,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  make  pro- 
visions for  the  payment  therex>f  out  of  the  county  levy  for 
said  county,  and  direct  the  same  to  be  paid. 

§  3.  That  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  said  county 
of  Warren  shall  also  proceed  to  procure  and  provide  a 
dpuble  index  for  each  county  order  book  in  his  office, 
and  carefully  and  ac</urately  cross-index  every  order  and 
minute  in  each  of  said  books;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  present  and  all  future  clerks  of  said  court  to  procure  a 
double  index^for  each  county  order  hook  hereafter  used  by 
said  court,  and  carefully  index  therein  every  order,  judg- 
ment, and  minute  made  therein  by  said  court ;  and  the 
county  court  of  claims  of  said  county  is  directed  to  allow 
and  pay  said  clerk,  out  of  the  county  levy  of  said  county, 
a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  said  services  in  index- 
ing said  books  now  in  his  office.

CHAPTER  405. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Road  Law  of  Henderson,  Union,  and  Tajlor  Coun- 
ties, and  to  extend  the  same  to  Grayson  Coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cummonwealih 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  re-enact  and 
amend  the  road  law  of  Henderson,  Union,  and  Taylor 
counties,"  approved  March  11th,  1869,  be,  end  the  same 
is,  amended  as  follows,  to-wit :  All  fines,  forfeitures,  and 
judgments,  in  favor  of  the  county  or  Commonwealth,  as- 
sest^ed  and  recovered  under  the  provisions  of  said  act, 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  said  county;  and  the  same, 
except  costs  and  commissions,  shall,  when  collected,  be 
held  and  paid  out  by  the  officer  collecting,  under  and 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  county  judge :  Provided^ 
however^  That  the  same  shall,  by  the  judge,  be  applied 
exclusively  to  road  purposes  within  said  county. 

§  2.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  said  act  and  .of  this  amendment,  are 
hereby  repealed'. 
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§  3.  That  said  act  and  this  amendment  shall  extend  and       1870. 
apply  to  the  county  of  Grayson,  when  the  same  shall,  by 
the  voters  oT  said  county,  be  ratified  and  adopted  as  pro- 
vided in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

^  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage 
as  to  the  county  of  Union ;  and  as  to  Henderson,  Taylor, 
and  Grayson  counties,  shall  go  into  effect  when  the  voters 
thereof  shall  respectively  ratify  and  adopt  said  act.

CHAPTER  406. 

AN*  ACT  to  authorise  the  Owen  County  Court  to  make  alterations  in  the 

Slate  Road  from  Owen  ton  to  Georgetoirn. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genertd  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Owen  county  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  authorized  to  make  such  necessary  and 
proper  alterations  in  the  State  road  leading  from  Owenton 
to  Georgetown,  where  the  same  runs  through  the  county 
of  Owen,  as  may  seem  to  said  court  to  be  proper:  Pro- 
vided.  That  in  making  said  changes  or  alterations,  said 
county  court  shall  be  governed  by  all  the  laws  now  in 
force  in  regard  to  roads  and  passways. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  eOect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  407. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  County  Court  of  Union  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  authority  is  hereby  conferred  on  the  county 
court  of  Union  county,  a  majority  of  the  justices  concur- 
ring, to  sell  (and  convey  to  the  purchaser)  the  poor-house 
and  tract  of  land  attached,  belonging  to  said  county;  and 
to  purchase  other  land,  not  exceeding  twelve  acres,  suita- 
ble for  a  poor-house,  and  to  cause  buildings  and  other 
necessary  improvements  for  a  poor-house  to  be  erected 
thereon  ;  or  to.  sell  all  of  the  tract  of  land  attached  to  the 
poor-house  aloresaid,  except  twelve  acres,  embracing  the 
buildings  and  improvements. 

§  2.  Said  sale,  purchase,  and  improvements  to  be  made 
on  such  terms  and  conditions  aa  said  court,  so  acting,  shaH 
prescribe. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  eflfect  and  be  in  force  from  and 

after  its  passage.

4S0  LAWS  OP  KENTUCKY- 

1870.  CHAPTER  408. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Town  of  ElizaTille,  in  Fleming  Conntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  establUhed  in  the  town  of 
EHzaville,  in  the  county  of  Fleming,  the  office  of  police 
judge,  whose  jurisdiction  shall  be  concurrent  with  ju^ticeB 
of  the  peace.  There  \^  also  hereb}*  establis»hed  in  said 
town  the  office  of  nnar?hal,  whose  jurisdiction  shall  be 
concurrent  with  constables.  Said  marshal,  before  he  en- 
ters upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  shall  execute  such 
covenant  before  the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  take  such 
oath,  as  constables  are  required  to- take. 

§  2.  Said  police  judge  and  marshal  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  oi»  the  first  Monday  in 
August,  1870,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  as  now  provided 
by  law.  All  fines  assessed  in  said  court  shall  be  paid  into 
the  treasury  of  said  town  lor  the  benefit  of  said  town. 

§  3.  That  •the  former  acts  of  the  police  judge  and  mar- 
shal of  said  town  are  hereby  legalized,  and  that  said  judge 
and  marshal  shall  continue  their  office  up  to  said  election, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  Irom  its  passage.

CHAPTER  409. 

I 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  County  Court  of  Hardin  County  to  raise  money  to 
pay  claims  against  ttie  County,  and  to  repair  the  i'ourt-house. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomcealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  oTf  Hardin  county,  a  majority 
of  the  justices  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  may 
increase  the  levy  to  one  dollar  for  each  tithable,  and  also 
an  ad  valorem  tax  annually,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  oq 
each  one  hundred  dollars  of  property  in  said  county  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes,  to  be  collected  by 
the  same  officers  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same 
penalties,  as  now  apply  to  the  collection  of  the  county 
levy. 

^  2.  That  when  said  tax  is  collected  the  same  shall  be 
applied,  first  to  pay  off*  and  discharge  the  claims  against 
said  county,  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  to  be  applied  in 
the  repair  of  the  court-house. 

§  3.  This  act  to  remain  in  force  for  one  year,  and  to  take 
effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  410.  1870. 

AN  ACT  unthoriziDg  the  appointment  of  a  Deputy  Marshal  for  the  Town 

of  FraokliD. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be*,  lawful  for  the  marshal  of  the  town 
of  Franklin  to  appoint  a  deputy  marshal  for  said  town  ; 
which  deputy  shall  take  the  same  oaths,  and  possess  the 
same  qualltications,  as  required  of  the  marshal;  and  when 
80  qualified,  may  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  marshal ; 
and  for  a  violation  of,  or  failure  in  the  performance  of 
official  duty  by  such  deputy,  the  marshal  shall  be  liable 
upon  his  official  bond  to  the  party  aggrieved. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  412.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  authorize  the  Boyd  Gonoty 
Court  to  make  a  Road  from  Catlcttsburg  to  the  Lawrence  County  Line." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  fourth  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  authorize  the  Boyd  county  court  to  make  a  road  from 
Catlettsburg  to  the  Lawrence  county  line,"  approved  Feb- 
ruary the  14th,  1869,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amend- 
ed, as  that  the  bonds  thereby  authorized  to  be  issued  by 
the  county  court  of  Boyd  county,  shall  only  be  paid  out  of 
the  taxable  property  within  the  boundary  described  in  the 
first  section  of  said  act. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  413. 

AN  ACT  allowing  the  Road  from  Laurel  County,  near  London,  to  Boone- 
viile,  Owsley  County,  to  be  opened  twenty  feet  wide. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  road  surveyed  and  reported,  from  near 
London  to  Booneville,  by  Ambrose  Powel,  James  Morris, 
Ember!<on  Minter,  and  L.  S.  Morris,  and  directed  to  be 
confirmed  by  the  county  courts  of  Laurel,  Jackson,  and 
Owsley,  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  approved  March 
11,  18H9,  shall  be  received  by  the  said  county  courts 
when  opened  twenty  feet  wide,  and  metaled  twelve  feet 
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18*70.       wide,  as  required  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment. 
^  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  Its  passage.

CHAPTER  414. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  all  the  acts  in  relation  to  the  Tovrn 

of  Pitt's  Point. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Pitfs 
Point,  Bullitt  county,  Kentucky,  shall  be,  ahd  are  hereby, 
extended  so  as  to  include  Wm.  Dawson's  house  and  lot, 
on  Main  street,  Jas.  C.  Connell's  lots,  Jas.  H.  Hardy's  lots, 
Dr.  T.  J.  Hargan's  house  and  lots,  D.  P.  Hargan's  house 
and  lots,  John  W.. Glenn's  lots,  Z.  P.  Snellin's  lots,  Charles 
Green  well's  graveyard,  which  is  hereby  exempted  from 
taxation;  H.  J.  GreenwelPs  lots,  and  the  Pitt's  Point  Male 
and  Female  Academy ;  also  to  include  the  river  bank  to 
low  water  mark  from  a  line  drawn  from  Clay  street  to  the 
Rolling  Fork,  and  from  a  line  drawn  from  Proman  street 
to  Salt  river;  and  it  is  expressly  understood  that  the  part 
John  J.  Greenwell's  tield,  which  said  line  from  Froman 
street  to  Salt  river  cuts  off  from  said  Greenwell's  field,  is 
hereby  exempted  from  taxation  for  the  benefit  of  said 
town. 

§  2.  The  fiscal,  municipal,  and  prudential  concerns  of 

said  town   shall   be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who  shall  be 

elected  every  two  years  on  the  first  Saturday  in   May,  in 

the  way  and  manner  hereinafter  prescribed  by  the  white 

male  citizens  of  said  town  over  the  age  of  twenty-one 

years,  and  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  State  one  year, 

and  in  said  town  sixty  days  next  preceding  said  election. 

Said  trustees  shall  hold  their  ofl[ices  two  years,  and  until 

their   successors   are  duly  elected    and   qualified.     They 

shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  doties 

of  trustees  of  said  town,  take  an  oath  before  the  police 

judge  of  said  town,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Bullitt 

county,  to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 

.and  the   Constitution  and   laws  of  this   Commonwealth, 

and  to  faithfully  and    impartially  discharge  their  duties 

as  trustees  during  their  continuance  in  ofiice:  Provided^ 

That  the  present  trustees,  police  judge,  and  town  marshal 

wsihall  continue  in  ofiice  until  the  trustees  and  other  officers 

herein  provided  to  be  elected  on  the  let  day  of  May,  1870,  - 

are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  Said  trustees  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Board 
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^  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Pitt's  Point,  Ky.,  and  in  that  1870. 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  answer  and  be  answered,  in 
•all  courts  of  law  or  equity;  may  use  either  a  common  or 
private  seal,  and  do  ail  other  acts  which  a  body-politic 
and  corporate  having  perpetual  succession  may  lawfully 
nnd  rightfully  do. 

§  4.  The  said  trustees  may  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  government  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and*  proper. 
They  may  levy  an  annual  poll-tax  upon  the  males  over 
twentj'-one  years  of  age  residing  in  said  town,  of  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar,  and  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  ail  the  real 
estate  in  said  town  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on 
the  hundred  dollars.  They  may  fill  vacancies  in  their 
board  by  appointment  until  the  next  regular  election. 
They  may  appoint  one  of  their  number  as  chairman,  who 
shall  preside  at  each  meeting,  call  meetings  when  neces- 
sary, call  the  board  to  order  at  the  hour  of  business,  and 
cast  the  deciding  vote  on  any  question  before  the  board  in 
case  of  a  tie.  They  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  as 
clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  board,  and  shnll  take  from  the 
treasurer  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duty.  When  only  three  of  said  board  are  present 
at  a  meeting,  th'ey  shall  form  a  quorum.  They  shall  have 
the  right  to  exempt  the  school  building  and  its  grounds 
from  town  taxes  in  said  town.  They  may  authorize  a 
stallion  or  jackass  to  stand  within  the  limits  of  said' town, 
but  must  desii^nate  the  place  he  is  to  stand;  and  for  each 
stallion  or  jackass  standing  in  said  town,  may  impose  an 
annual  tax  of  five  dollars  as  a  revenue  for  the  benefit  of 
said  town.  They  shall  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceed- 
ings, and,  at  the  request  of  a  member,  the  ayes  and  nays 
on  any  question  shall  be  recorded.  At  the  next  meeting 
the  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  signed  by  the  clerk  and 
the  member  who  presided  at  the  last  precedmg  meeting, 
if  he  be  present;  if  not,  by  the  person  presiding  when 
they  are  read.  They  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys 
levied  and  collected  (including  all  fines  collected)  and  dis- 
bursed, and  state  in  their  journal  for  what  object  each 
sum  is  disbursed.  Said  journal  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens  of  said  town.  They  shall 
once  in  each  year  give  a  full  and  fair  statement  in  writ- 
ing, signed  by  the  chairman  and  clerk,  of  all  sums  col- 
lected and  disbursed  the  preceding  year,  and  for  what, 
and  of  all  debts  due  them  or  owing  by  them,  which  shall 
be  posted  up  for  inspection  at  two  public  places  in  said  . 
town.     They  shall   have   power  to  declare,  by  their  by- 
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1870.       laws,  what  are  nuisances  within  said  town ;  may  abate 
the  same,  and   impose  fines  and  penalties  upon  i^hom- 
soever  may  cause  them.     They  may  adopt  such  sanative 
measures  as  they   may  think   proper  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  the  health  of  the  citizens  of  the  town,  and 
of  preventing  disease.     They  shall  have  plenary  powers 
over  the  sidewalks,  streets,  and  alleys  of  the  town,  and 
shall  keep  the  same  clean  and  of  good,  safe  width,  and  in 
good  order.     They  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  over  the 
sidewalks  in  said  town,  whether  those  walks  belong  to  in- 
dividual lots  or  to  the  public  streets,  so  far  as  improving 
them  is  concerned,  either  at  the  cost  of  the  owner  or  at 
the  expense  of  the  town,  as  the  trustees  may  deem  best. 
They  shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  for  the  suppres- 
sion of  tippling  houses,  bawdy -housiiies,  gambling-huuses, 
and  all  such  other   houses  as  are  the  common  resort  of 
idle,  dissolute,  and  disorderly  persons;   and  by  providing 
and  enforcing  penalties  to  puni:i>h  all  persons  engaged  in 
riots,  routs,  disorders,  breaches  of  the^peace,  and  any  and 
all   indecent  and   licentious  behavior.     They   shall    have 
power  to  grant  cofl'ee-house  license  for  the  sale  of  spirit- 
uous,  vinous,  or    malt    liquors   in   said    town,    and    s-hali 
charge  for  the  same  not  less  than  sixty  nor  more  than 
one   hundred   dollars   per  annum.     They   shall   have    the 
exclusive   right   to  grant   tavern-keepers    license   to    sell 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  in  t^aid  town,  and  shall 
charge  for  the  same  not  less  than  sixt}'  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars   per  annum  :    Provided^  That   nothing  in 
this  act  shall   prevent  tavern-keepers  and  coffee-house- 
keepers, after  having  obtained  said  license  from  the  board 
of  trustees,  from   paying   to   the  county   court   of  Bullitt 
county  the  regular  tax  imposed  by  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealih,  and  from  giving  bond  to  said  court  to  keep 
an  orderly  house.     They  shall  have  all  power  necessary 
to  compel  the  owners  of  lots  in  said  town  to  improve  the 
sidewalks  on  same  in  that  way  and  manner  as  said  trus- 
tees shall  deem  best.     They  shall  have  all  power  neces- 
sary to  compel  tax- payers  and  owners  of  property  or  real 
estate  to  pay  such  annual  taxes  as  are  due  to  said  town. 
They  shall   have  the  right  to  distrain  personal  property 
and  real  estate  in  said  town  for  taxes  due  from  the  own- 
ers.     They  shall   have    the   legal  right  to  sell   personal 
property,  and  to  sell   and   convey  real   estate  di:<trained 
for  taxes  in  said  town,  after  such  personal  property  and 
real  es^tate  shall  have  been  advertised  at  the  post-office 
door,  and  two  other  public  places  in  said  t3wn,  by  written 
notice  set  up  for  at  least  twenty  days  preceding  said  sale, 
or  so  much  thereof  for  money  as  will  pay  the  taxes  due, 
with  costs :   Provided^  That  the  owner  of  the  real  estate 
shall  have  the  right  to  redeem  the  same  in  twelve  months 
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from  the  day  of  sale,  by  paying  twenty-five  per  cent,  in-  1870. 
tereet  on  the  amount  of  sale,  including  costs.  They  shall 
have  the  right  to  order  the  marshal  to  advertise  and  to 
sell  all  property  distrained  for  town  taxes.  They  shall 
have  the  right  to  convey  by  deed  all  real  estate  or  town 
lots  sold  for  taxes  to  the  purchaser  of  the  same ;  and  such 
deed  shall  convey  to  said  purchaser  all  the  legal  title  of 
the  former  owner  of  said  real  estate  or  town  lots,  whether 
in  fee  simple,  for  life,  or  for  a  term,  and  whether  in  posses- 
sion, reversion,  or  remainder.  They  shall  have  the  right 
to  pass  by-laws  restricting  the  sale  or  giving  away  of 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  and  the  sale  of  all 
other  articles  in  said  town  on  Sunday:  Provided,  That 
Nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  the  sale  of  any  article 
of  merchandise  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick  or  dead.  They 
shall  have  power  to  impose  fines  for  the  violation  of  the 
above  clause,  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  offense.  They  shall  have  power  to 
<:lose  all  dry-goods  stores,  grocery  stores,  cofiee-houses, 
and  tavern  bar-rooms  on  Sundays. 

§  5.  Five  trustees,  a  police  judge,  and  town  marshal, 
ehall  be  elected  biennially.  The  election  for  trustees,  po- 
lice judge,  and  town  marshal  shall  be  conducted  by  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  one  or  more  of  the 
trustees  then  in  oflice  at  the  time  of  the  election,  and 
shall  be  held  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
board  (previous  notice  having  been  given  at  least  ten 
days  preceding  said  election,  by  written  notice  set  up);  . 
and  atter  the  polls  shall  have  been  closed,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  to  issue  certificates  of  elec- 
tion to  each  trustee  elected,  who  shall  qualify  and  enter 
on  the  duties  of  their  ofiices  on  the  second  Saturday  in 
May  following  said  election. 

§  6.  A  certificate  of  election  from  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  trustees  to  the  marshal  elect  shall,  on  presenta- 
tion, authorize  the  county  court  clerk  of  Bullitt  county 
to  qualify  and  take  bond  according  to  law  of  said  mar- 
shal elect  as  marshal  of  Pitt's  Point. 

§  7.  A  certificate  of  election  as  police  judge  of  Pitt's 
Point,  given  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  then 
in  ofiice,  shall,  on  presentation  to  the  Governor  of  Ken- 
tucky, authorize  him  to  commission  said  police  judge  for 
two  years  as  police  judge  of  Pitt's  Point.  Said  police 
judge,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall 
take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  or  judi- 
cial officer  of  Bullitt  county,  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
said  office  faithfully  and  impartially  to  the  best  of  his 
ability,  without  favor  or  aliectlon,  together  with  such 
other  oaths  as  other  public  officers  are  required  by  the 
laws  and  the  Constitution  to  take.

1870.  powers  shall  be  concurrent  with  a  justice  of  the  peace 
m  civil  actions  in  the  magistrate's  district  in  which  i«ai<I 
town  is  situated.  He  shall  poi^sess,  before  his  qualifying 
as  police  judge  of  said  town,  all  the  constitutional  and 
legal  prerequibites,  and  be  liable  to  all  the  penalties  of 
an  acting  justice  of  the  peace  of  this  Commonwealth. 
He  shall  have  the  power  in  criminal  cases  that  twc 
magistrates  now  have,  or  may  hereafter  have  by  law. 
He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  ;  and  for  all  riots, 
routs,  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  for  all  violations  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  town,  he  shall  impose  fines  on  the 
guilty,  commit  the  guilty  to  the  county  jail  in  default  of 
the  payment  of  fines  imposed  or  security  for  the  same, 
with  costs,  to  serve  out  said  fines  and  costs  at  the  rate 
of  two  dollars  per  day;  and  to  commit  criminals  to  jail 
to  await  further  trial:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  prevent  criminals  from  giving  bail  for  their  appear* 
ance  at  the  first  circuit  court  for  bulHtt  county,  in  baila- 
ble cases.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  for  hi9 
services  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  entitled  to  for  like 
services,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  collect  them  in  the 
same  way.  He  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  of 
motions  and  suits  against  the  treasurer  and  marshal,  and 
other  officers  of  the  town,  for  all  suras  of  money  received 
and  paid  out  by  them,  whenever  required  by  any  one  to 
take  cognizance  of  the  same. 

§  8.  Appeals  from  al^  judgments  rendered  by  said  police 
judge  shall  be  allowed  to  any  party,  under  the  same  rules 
and  regulations,  and  to  the  same  tribunals,  as  appeals  are 
now  allowed  from  judgments  of  justices  of  the  peace  in 
like  cases. 

§  9.  The  marshal  shall  have  the  same  powers,  perform 
the  same  duties,  and  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties,  that 
constables  of  this  Commonwealth  are  now  by  law,  or  may 
hereafter  be,  authorized  to  perform  or  be  subject  to;  and 
said  marshal,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  ofiicer 
shall  qualify  before,  and  give  bond  to,  the  county  eourt 
'  clerk  of.  Bullitt  county,  according  to  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth regarding  constables  \  he  shall  also  give  bond 
to  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  as  marshal  of  Pitt's  Point,  and  the  prompt  collection 
and  payment  of  all  moneys  intrusted  to  him  for  coiieclion, 
to  the  parties  entitled  to  the  same  wjben  collected ;  ^and  he 
sihall  also  be  subject  to  a  motion  against  t^im  and  his  sure- 
ties, before  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  for  a  failure  to 
pay  over  money  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  eamCr 
under  the  same  rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions  as  mo- 
tions are  authorized  to  be  made  or  suits  instituted  against 
defaulting  constables.  He  shall  assess  the  property,  both 
personal  and  real,  in  said  town,  and  collect  all  taxes  and 
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fines  itqe  said  town,  and  other  demands  in  any  part  of  said  1870. 
county  that  may  be  put  in  his  hands  to  collect,  and  account 
for  and  pay  over  the  same  to  whomsoever  may  be  entitled 
thereto,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  required  by 
law  of  tiherifTs  in  the  collections  of  taxes,  and  of  consta- 
bles in  the  collection  of  executions  and  other  demands. 
He  shall,  when  authorized  or  ordered  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  said  town,  distrain,  advertise,  and  sell  personal 
.  property  and  real  estate  for  taxes  due  said  town.  He  shall 
be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  in  said  town,  and  arrest  all 
olfenders  coming  under  his  immediate  notice  without  a 
warrant,  and  all  other  offenders  when  authorized  by  a 
warrant  issued  by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  or  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  for  Bullitt  county.  He  shall  be  allowed 
fer  each  list  assessed  in  said  town,  and  for  all  taxes  col- 
lected, such  fees  as  the  trustees  may  allow. 

§  10.  If  the  said  police  judge  or  town  marshal  shall  re- 
fuse or  fail  to  qualify,  or  the  town  marshal  to  execute 
bond,  within  ten  days  after  his  election,  or  if  either  or  both 
of  them  should  resign  or  die,  so  that  the  oflice  becomes 
vacant,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  order  a  special  election 
to  fill  such  vacancy. 

§  11.  l^  two  or  more  receive  an  equal  number  of  voteys 
at  any  election,  the  clerk  shall,  decide  who  is  elected. 

§  12.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee, 
police  judge,  or  town  marshal,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the 
town,  and  a  qualified  elector  of  this  Commonwealth. 

^  13.  If,  from  any  cau^e,  no  election  is  held  at  the  time 
herein  prescribed,  the  county  court  of  Bullitt  county  shall 
appoint  five  trustees,  a  police  judge,  and  town  marshal, 
who  shall  all  qualify  as  herein  prescribed  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  several  offices.  The  county  judge 
of  said  county  shall  notify  the  Governor  of  this  Common- 
wealth of  the  appointment  of  a  police  judge  of  said  town, 
who  shall  immediately  commission  said  appointed  police 
judge  for  two  years  from  the  first  Saturday  in  May  of  the 
year  in  which  said  election  should  have  been  held. 

§  14.  Assessment  of  tithes  and  property  for  town  taxes 
in  said  town  shall  be  made  between  the  first  and  thirtieth 
days  of  May,  annually;  and  taxes  shall  be  collected  by 
the  marshal,  and  full  settlement  made  by  him,  by  the  first 
day  of  September  of  each  year:  Providedy  That  the  said 
mart^hal  shall  have  further  time  to  make  settlement  for 
taxes  due  on  property  distrained. 

§  15.  In  addition  to  the  rights  and  privileges  above 
named,  the  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  coffee- 
house license,  or  cavern  license,  to  any  one  who  they  may 
think  an  improper  person  to  have  such  license,  or  that  in 
their  opinion  would  keep  a  disorderly  house;  they  shall 
also   have  the  right   to   suspend   tavern   or  coffee-house 
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1870.  license  for  a  violation  of  the  State  or  town  Taws  in  said 
town  on  proof  of  said  violation.  They  shall  have  the 
right  to  tax  all  shows,  circuses,  and  exhibitions  in  said 
town,  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  for  each  show  daily.  They 
shall  have  the  right  to  legislate  and  pass  such  laws  and 
ordinances  for  the  peace  and  good  government  of  paid 
town  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  in  confliction  with 
the  laws  of  this  Common weahh. 

§  16.  All  acts,  sales,  and  doings  made  and  done  by  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby  legalized;  and 
all  conveyances  made  b}'  said  board  for  property  sold  for 
taxes  due  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  have  the 
same  force  as  acts  and  sales  made  under  this  act. 

$  17.,  All  acts  in  confliction  with  this  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

§  18.  The  incorporation  shall  also  be  extended  so  as  to 
include  the  lots  on  Froman  street,  in  the  Carrico  addition 
to  the  town  of  Pitt's  Point,  commencing  with  the  lot  above 
or  East  of  Frank  Bowman's  (colored). 

§  19.  A  lien  shall  be  held  on  all  real  estate  in  said  town 
for  the  taxes  due  on  same,  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  20.  The  river  bank  and  ferry  landing,  owned  by  B.  E. 
Froman,  and  hereby  included  in  the  corporate  limits,  is 
hereby  exempted  from  town  taxes  for  the  benefit  of  said 
town. 

(  21.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  417. 

AI?  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Counties  of   Harding  Hart,  Warren,  and 

Logan,  in  relation  to  their  bonded  debts. 

Whereas,  Hardin  county  subscribed  for  three  thousand 
shares  of  stock  in  the  Louisville  and  I^ashvilie  Railroad 
Company,  and  to  pay  for  the  same  issued  bonds  of  the 
county  to  s»id  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Com* 
pany,  payable  in  twenty  years,  with  coupons  attached  for 
the  interest,  payable  on  the  first  days  of  April  and  Octo- 
ber of  each  year;  and  the  said  bonds  will  become  due  on 
the  first  days  of  April,  in  the  years  1873,  lb74,  and  1675; 
and  the  said  county  has  already  paid  and  retired  over  one 
fourth  of  said  bonds,  and  is  desirous  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  redemption  of  said  remaining  bonds  with- 
out resorting  to  taxation;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Geiural  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Hardin  county  court  may  issue  bonds  of 
said  county  of  Hardin,  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  retire  and 
redeem  the  present  bonds  of  the  county.     The  said  bond* 
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shall  he  in  suma  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  not  1870. 
nnore  than  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  shall  mature 
in  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  years.  They 
shall  have  coupons  attached  for  the  interest,  payable  semi- 
annually on  the  first  days  of  April  and  October  in  each 
year,  and  the  interest  shall  not  exceed  seven  per  cent,  per 
annum.  The  said  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  payable  to 
the  bearer  at  the  Mercantile  National  Bank,  or  other 
agency  of  said  county,  in  the  city  of  New  York ;  but 
may  be  paid  by  the  eommisssioners  of  the  sinking  fund 
for  Hardin  county,  or  their  treasurer,  if  presented  at  their 
office  in  Elizabethtown,  the  county  seat  of  Hardin  coun- 
ty, on  or  before  the  20th  days  of  March  and  September  in 
«acli  year.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  for 
Hardin  county  may  sell  the  said  bonds;  but  they  shall 
only  be  negotiable  by  the  indorsement  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking  fund  for  said  county.  The  said 
bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Har- 
din county  court,  and  countersi^^ned  by  the  clerk  thereof, 
and  the  county  seal  shall  be  affixed  thereto,  and  the  said 
coupons  shall  be  signed  only  by  said  clerk. 

§  2.  The  Hardin  county  court  may  authorize  the  com- 
missioners of  the  sinking  fund  for  said  county,  or  their 
treasurer,  upon  their  or  his  executing  bond,  with  suffi- 
cient security,  to  receive  any  money  which  may  be  ad-- 
vanced  by  any  of  the  citizens  of  Hardin  county,  or  any 
other  person  or  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  redeeru- 
ing  the  present  bonds  of  Hardin  county.  The  treasurer 
of  the  said  commissioners  shall  issue  to  the  person  so 
advancing  said  money  a  certificate,  stating  the  amount 
advanced,  the  date  of  the  advancement,  and  the  time  of 
repayment,  and  stipulating  that  the  advancer  or  his 
assignee  shall  receive  from  the  county  of  Hardin  the, 
amount  of  mon-ey  so  advanced,  and  interest  thereon,  at 
a  rate  and  time  agreed  upon,  not  exceeding  seven  per 
cent,  per  year,  and  interest,  not  payable  oftener  than 
semi-annually;  and  sucti  certificate  shall  not  run  for  a 
period  longer  than  ten  years. 

§  3.  The  Hardin  county  court  may  authorize  the  com- 
nnissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  to  sell  a  part  of  the  stock 
of  the  county  in  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Kailroad 
Company,  at  a  rate  not  less  than  seventy  dollars  to  the 
share,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  parties,  to  pay  the 
<lebt  of  Hardin  county;  and  they  may  transfer  said  stock 
to  the  purchaser,  which  shall  be  done  only  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Hardin  county  court, 
and  entered  of  record. 

J  4.  All  moneys  received  in  either  of  the  above  modes 
indicated,  and  all  dKidends  received  by  the  commiss^ionera 
oi  the  sinking  fund  Xoj:  UardiA  county,  or  their  treasxirer, 
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ISTOi  o^  the  stock  of  Hardin  county  in  the  Louisville  and  Napft- 
Tille  Railroad  Company,  or  other  money  received  from 
said  company,  ehall  be,  and  is  hereby,  sacredly  set  apart, 
after  the  payment  of  the  expenses  connected  therewith, 
for  the  redemption  and  payment  of  the  bonds  of  Hardib 
county  now  existing,  and  the  bonds  and  certificates  author- 
ized by  this  act,  and  shall  be  applied  to  no  other  pur- 
pose until  the  same  are  all  paid.  The  stock  of  the  county 
of  Hardin  in  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Com- 
pany, which  may  remain  undisposed  of  under  this  act,  and 
all  rights  or  benefits  which  the  county  may  have  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  third  section  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of 
Tennessee,  passed  on  the  15th  day  of  December,  1855,  en- 
titled "  An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *An  act  to  charter 
the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Rarlroad  Company;"*  and  the 
several  acts  amending  said  act,  passed  b}'  the  Legislature* 
of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee;  and  of  the  third  sub-sectioD 
of  section  one  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  approved  January  the  17th,  1856,  entitled  "  An 
act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  Company,"  ^re  also  hereby  pledged  for  the  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  bonds  and  certificates  author- 
ized by  thhs  act.  And  it  is  further  enacted,  that  the  hold- 
ers of  said  bonds  and  certificates  shall  have  the  same 
rights  to  enforce  the  collection  of  said  bonds  and  certifi- 
.  eates  that  the  holders  of  the  present  and  exi^trng  bonds  of 
the  said  county  of  Hardin  now  have;  and  if  the  county 
eourt  of  Hardin  shall  resort  to  taxation  to  pay  either  the 
principal  or  interest,  the  tax-payers  shall  have  the  same 
right  of  having  stock  therefor  as  is  provided  rn  the  charter 
ef  the  LouisviHe  and  Nashville  Railroad  Company. 

§  5.  The  order  to  issue  bonds,  as  provided  in  this  act,, 
shall  not  be  made  except  at  a  regular  term  of  the  county 
court,  in  which  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
shall  be  required  by  lavr  to  be  present,  or  unless  the  jus- 
tices shall  be  summoned  to  attend  by  order  of  the  pres-iding 
judge  ;  and  the  order  must  receive  the  sanction  of  a  ma- 
jority of  those  in  attendance.  The  judge  shall  order  a 
summons  for  this  purpose  upon  the  written  request  of  the 
'  eommissroners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  county,  at  any 
time  designated,  for  the  purpose  of  making  said  order. 

§  G.  If  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  able  to  make  an 
arrangement  with  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  take  up  and  redeem  the  present  bonds  of  the 
eounty,  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  shall  be  made 
payable  to  said  railroad  company. 

^  7.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  coun> 
ties  of  Hart,  Warren,  and  Logan,  in  tlje  same  manner  a» 
if  named  in  each  particular  section  of  this  act ;  and  the 
Bame  powers  are  given  to  thek*  respective  county  coarta

CHAPTER  419. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mayfield  Creek  Navigating  Company,  in  Ballard 

County. 

Whereas,  The  land  in  Ballard  county  bordering  on 
Mayfield  creek  is  subject  to  overflow  in  times  of  high 
"Water;  and  in  consequence  of  the  existence  of  standing 
timber  and  other  obstructions,  the  free  passage  of  the 
water  and  drift  of  every  kind  is  prevented  from  passing 
down  said  'stream,  thereby  causing  the  overflow  of  valu- 
able lands,  and  producing  causes  of  sickness,  which,  if 
[it]  was  removed,  would  drain  and  prevent  the  overflow 
of  large  bodies  of  good,  tillable  land,  which  would  be  put 
in  corn  cultivation,  and  yield  a  revenue  to  the  tState,  in- 
stead of  remaining  in  its  wild,  uncultivated  state;  and 
whereas,  if  said  obstruction  was  removed,  said  stream 
would  be  navigable  for  steamboats  and  other  crafts  sev- 
eral months  in  the  year,  thereby  affV)rding  facilities  to  a 
large  class  of  farmers  of  getting  their  commerce  to  mar- 
ket; therefore.

CHAPTER  420. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Town  of  Fitchburg,  in  Eatill  County. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kcnlvcky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Fitchburg,  in  the  county  of  Estill, 
T'jj'nestab-  hg^  and  the  same  is  hereby,  declared  an  incorporHted  town;

late  storuge  of  any  nuisaucc;   to  regulate   the  storage  and   sale  of  any 
c^ombustibies.  eombustible,  explosive,  dangerous,  or  unwholesome  mate- 
rial; to  enact  by-laws  lor  the  purpose  of  preventing  the 
erection  of  unsafe  chimneys,  flues,  fire-places,  and  stove- 
pipes, and  to  have  such  as  are  defective  and  unsafe  re- 
paired  or  removed;   to  require   the  owners  of  property 
fronting  on  streets  to  pave  and  grade  the  same. 

§  12.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  possess  no  power  to 
J  I'pweraasto  igyy  and  collect  taxes,  except  as  herein  provided,  viz: 
They  shall  have  power  to  levy  annually  an  ad  valorem 
tax  upon  all  the  property  in  said  town  liable  to  taxation 
lor  State  revenue,  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  oa 
each  one  hundred  dollars  in  value,  and  a  poll-tax  on  each 
male  person  over  twenty  -  one  years  not  exceeding  ooe 
dollar  and  fifty  cents.     They  shall  also  have  power  to 
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tax  shows,  performances,  and  exhibitions  of  every  de- 
scription, not  exceedinp^  fifty  dollars  for  each  exhibition, 
performance,  or  show. 

^  13.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  clerk, 
who  shall  keep,  in  a  fair  and  legible  hand,  and  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  a  full  record  of  all  the  proceedings 
of  the  board.  Said  clerk  may  be  removed  by  the  board  at 
pleasure.  The  records  and  proceedings  of  the  board  shall 
be  received  as  record  evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  this 
State;  and  copies  of  said  proceedings,  certified  by  the 
clerk  under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  shall  likewise  be 
received  as  evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  this  State. 

§  14.  No  fine  of  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  shall  be 
assessed  for  the  infraction  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of 
the  town.  All  such  fines  shall  be  recoverable  by  warrant, 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  said  town. 

(  15.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  treasurer,  and  remove  him  at  pleasure.  He  shall  be  the 
custodian  of  all  mone3^s  belonging  to  the  town.  He  shall 
execute  a  covenant  to  the  Commonwealth,  with  surety,  to 
be  approved  by  the  trustees,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties.  Any  person  or  persons  aggrieved  may,  from 
time  to  time,  maintain  action  on  said  covenant.  The  trus- 
tees may,  by  by-law,  provide  the  mode  by  which  money 
may  be  drawn  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  town. 

§  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  appoint  an 
assessor  annually,  who,  after  being  sworn  faithfully  to 
perform  the  duties  of  his  ofiice,  shall  call  on  the  persons 
liable  to  town  taxation  and  make  out  a  true  list  of  their 
taxable  property,  with  the  value  thereof,  and  this  shall 
be  made  on  the  oath  of  the  tax-payer,  to  be  administered 
by  the  assessor.  The  trustees  shall  have  power,  by  ap- 
propriate by-laws,  to'  provide  such  further  regulations  as 
may  be  necessary  to  insure  a  just  and  equal  assessment 
of  all  the  property  in  said  town. 

§  17.  All  warrants  issued  by  the  police  judge  for  infrac- 
tions of  the  State  laws  may  be  directed  to  the  marshal, 
or  to  any  sherifi*,  jailer,  constable,  or  policeman  in  this 
Commonwealth,  who  shall  have  power,  and  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  to  execute  the  same;  but  warrants  for  infrac- 
tions of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  town  shall  be 
directed  to  and  executed  by  the  marshal  or  constable  of 
Estill  county. 

^  18.  In  the  collection  of  taxes,  fines,  &c.,  the  marshal 
shall  have  the  same  powers,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
same  rules  and  regulations,  and  liable  to  the  same  penal- 
ties, imposed  by  law  on  sheriffs  in  similar  cases.

of  Barren  county;  and  instead  of  his  being  paid,  as  now 
provided  by  law,  for  noting  in  his  commissioner's  book  the

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1870.  *o  ^^^  district  Knee,  bo  as  to  certainly  have  all  within  said 
precinct,  and  none  other,  to  be  taxed ;  and  hereafter  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  supervisors  to  n)ake  the 
sanrie  correction  when  it  is  proper  to  do  so.

provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re- 
pealed. 

§  6.  That  full  power  and  authority  is  hereby  given  the 
Glasgow  Railroad  Company  to  extend  their  road  from  the 
town  of  Glasgow  to  such  point  on  the  Tennessee  S:ate 
line  as  they  may  choose,  and  for  that  purpose  may  increase 
their  capital  stock  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  three  miK 
Kons  of  dollars. 

§  7.  That  for  the  purpose  of^  and  in  making  such  exten- 
sion, they  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  fran- 
chises, including  the  right  of  way,  that  have  heretofore 
been  granted  for  the  right  of  way,  construction,  and  oper- 
ation of  their  present  road. 

$8.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  receive 
subscriptions  of  stock  to  their  capital  stock  from  individ- 
uals, counties  or  districts,  in  the  same  manner  and  upon 
the  same  terms  that  they  are, now  authorized  to  receive 
such  individual  subscription,  and  such  subscription  from 
Barren  county,  and  said  precinct  number  one  in  said 
county;  and  upon  application  to  the  county  court  of  any 
county  through  or  to  which  said  road  may  be  extendedt 
such  court  may  submit  the  question  of  such  subscription  to 
the  qualified  voters  of  such  county,  or  any  district  thereof, 
in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same  terms  the  Barren 
eounty  court  was  authorized  and  required  to  submit  the 
proposition  to  the  voters  of  that  county,  and  of  said  pre- 
cinct number  one;  and  and  when  it  shall  appear  that  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  at  such  election,  whose 
votes  are  cast  at  the  election,  are  cast  in  favor  of  such 
subscription,  the  county  court  shall  subscribe  for  and  on 
behalf  of  such  precinct  or  county,  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  railroad  company,  such  amount  as  shall  be  so  voted 
for  at  said  election,  and  shall  issue  the  bonds  of  said 
county  or  district  for  the  sum  so  voted,  and  payable  as  in 
said  order  of  submission  shall  be  provided;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  county  court  to  cause  to  be  assessed  the 
property  of  such  county  or  precinct,  and  taxes  collected 
thereon,  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds,

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Geo.  H.  Towery  and  J.  M.  Simpson,  of  Critten- 
den County. 

,  Whereas,  Albert  Greer,  a  noted  horse-thief,  in  August 
or  July,  18G9,  stole  a  horse  in  Crittenden  county,  and  was 
pursued  by  citizens  of  said  county  and  captured  in  Cald- 
well county;  and  whereas,  said  Gr^r  made  a  desperate 
resistance  to  those  pursuing  him,  and  was  shot  and  se- 
verely wounded  before  his  surrender;  and  whereas,  he 
was  carried  before  Geo.  H.  Towery  and  J.  M.  Simpson, 
two  justices  of  the  peace  for  Crittenden  county,  as  an 
examining  court  for  trial ;  and  whereas,  he  was  found 
guilty  by  said  court  o^  the  charge  of  horse-stealing,  and 
was  held  over  by  them  for  trial  in  the  Crittenden  circuit 
court,  and  fixed  his  bail  at  two  thousand  dollars,  and  in 
default  thereof,  to  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  to 
await  bis  trial ;  and  whereas,  said  Greer  refused  to  give 
said  bail,  and  his  attending  physicians  having  notified 
said  examining  court  that  they  could  not,  in  his  condi- 
tion, remove  said  prisoner  to  the  county  jail  without 
great  danger  to  his  life;  and  whereas,  the  friends  of  Baid 
Greer  armed  themselves  and  threatened*  to  rescue  him 
from  the  custody  of  the  court ;  and  whereas,  it  was  nec- 
essary, in  the  opinion  of  said  court,  to  have  a  guard 
summoned,  not  only  for  the  protection  of  the  courti  but 
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1870.  ^^^  ^^^  BaFe-keeping  of  said  prisoner;  and  in  pursuance 
thereof,  the  said  court  ordered  James  Little,  the  consta- 
ble, to  summon  a  guard  of  eight  men  ;  and  whereas,  the 
actual  costs  of  arresting,  trying,  guarding,  and  removing 
said  prisoner  to  jail,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars;  and  there  being  no  provision  by 
general  Iblw  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  therefore,  for 
remedy  thereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  Geo.  H. 
Towery  and  J.  M.  Simpson,  the  justices  composing  said 
examining  court,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  to  be  used  by  them  in  defraying  the  expenses  of 
said  trial,  guards,  and  other  necessary  expenses  incurred 
in  removing  and  confining  said  prisoner  in  jail. 

§  2,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  428. 

AN  ACT  incorporating  the  Masonic  Baildiog  Gompanj  of  Falmoath. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonweallk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  members  of  Orion  Lodge,  No.  222,  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  both  individually  and  in  their  cor- 
porate capacity,  as  well  as  all  other  persons  who  may 
hereafter  join  said  fraternity,  op  become  stockholders  in 
said  building  company,  be  hereby  created  a  body-corpo* 
rate  and  politic,  in  the  town  of  Falmouth,  Pendleton 
county,  Kentucky,  to  be  styled  *'The  Masonic  Building 
Company  of  Falmouth,''  with  a  capital  stock  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars 
each;  with  the  power  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  with  suing  and  being  sued,  by  and  in  the  corporate 
name  aforesaid,  and  to  have  all  the  powers  necessary  and 
incident  to  corporations  of  like  character. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  be  authorized  to  purchase 
and  hold  in  said  town  not  exceeding  one  acre  of  ground, 
and  erect  thereon  and  in  said  town  the  neces!<ary  and 
proper  buildings  for  lodge  and  other  purposes,  and  to  pur- 
chase and  hold  all  such  personal  property  appertaining  to 
the  full  and  complete  outfit  of  said  buildings  for  lodge, 
store,  hall,  and  other  purposes,  and  the  same  to  sell  and 
dit^pose  of  at  any  time,  and  make  other  and  similar  sales 
and  purchases. 
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^  3.  That  the  prudential  and  fiscal  affairs  of  said  com-  1870* 
pany,  and  the  management  and  control  of  its  property, 
shall  be  vested  in  a  president  and  four  managers,  said 
president  and  managers  to  be  members  of  said  Orion 
Lodge,  No.  222,  and  residents  of  Pendleton  county,  to  be 
elected  by  the  stockhalJers  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  in 
each  year  after  the  first  election,  each  share  for  the  first 
five  shares  ^;iving  to  the  holder  thereof  one  vote,  with  an 
additional  vote  lor  each  additional  five  votes  [shares]  sub- 
scribed. 

§  4.  That  said  company  may  appropriate  or  lease  out 
any  room  or  rooms  of  said  buildings  for  store  and  other 
purposes. 

§  5.  That  C.  A.  Wandelohr,  James  J.  Hudnall,  and  A. 
J.  Hall,  be  appointed  commissioners;  and  they,  or  any 
two  of  them,  may,  at  any  titne  in  ten  years,  open  books 
for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company;  and  when- 
ever the  t<ubscriptions  amount  to  five  thou^iand  dollars, 
said  commissioners,  or  any  two  of  them,  may,  by  notice 
posted  in  said  town  for  the  period  of  ten  days,  designat- 
ing time  and  place,  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to 
elect;  and  said  stockholders  may  then  elect  a  president 
and  four  managers,  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders 
and  Masons;  and  upon  said  election  being  held  and 
made,  then  this  act  shall  take  effect. 

§  6.  The  subscribed  stock  shall  be  due  and  payable  at 
such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  the  president  and 
managers  may  direct,  not  exceeding  twenty  per  cent,  per 
month. 

§  7.  The  president  and  managers  may  cause  the  books 
of  subscription  of  said  confipany  to  be  kept  open  until  the 
whole  amount  and  balance  of  stock  is  subscribed,  or  they 
may  sell  and  dispose  of  the  balance  and  unsubscribed 
stock. 

§  8.  Said  buildings  shall  be  built  in  said  town,  on 
ground  now  owned  by  said  Orion  Lodge,  No.  222,  on  the 
northeast  corner  of  Mill  and  Main  cross  streets. 

§  9.  The  president  and  managers  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer and  secretary  for  said  company,  and  take  bond  of  the 
treasurer,  with  good  security,  for  the  faithful  performance" 
of  his  duties,  both  of  Vi'hose  terms  of  ofiice  shall  be  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  president  and  managers;  and  the  presi- 
dent and  managers  shall  have  power  to  make  by-laws  for 
the  government  of  said  ofiicers  and  the  afiairs  of  said 
company,  prudential  and  financial, and  shall  cause  annual 
statements  to  be  made  out,  showing  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  said  company,  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  secre- 
tary for  examination  by  the  stockholders. 

§  10.  Certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued  to  each  stock- 
holder so  soon  as  his  stock  is  paid  in,  and  so  soon  as  said 
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1870.  certificates  may.  be  required,  and  signed  by  the  preBidenl 
and  secretary;  said  certificates  of  stock  nnay  be  transferred 
from  one  owner  to  another,  by  written  indorsement  on  the 
back  thereof,  and  proper  entries  upon  the  stock-book  of 
the  company. 

§  11.  Dividends  may  be  declared,  from  time  to  time,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  president  and   managers. 

§  12.  The  president  and  managers  shall  have  power,  by 
the  usual  proceedings  of  law,  to  coerce  the  payment  of 
any  arrears  in  subscription  of  stock ;  and  said  president 
and  managers  may  forfeit  the  stock  of  any  person  who 
fails  or  refuses  to  pay  the  calls  due  on  his  subscribed  stock, 
after  ten  days'  notice  and  demand  of  such  call  of  the  sab- 
scriber;  nor  shall  any  stockholder,  io  any  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  have  any  vote,  so  long  as  he  is  in  arrears  of 
the  calls  made  by  the  president  and  managers,  nor  when 
his  stock  has  been  declared  forfeited. 

§  13.  The  president  and  managers,  by  consent  of  the 
stockholders,  or  a  majority  thereof,  may  borrow  money, 
not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  if  said  amount  be 
needed  or  required  in  erecting,  furnishing,  and  outfitting 
said  buildings,  in  consequence  of  failing  to  have  the  whole 
of  the  ten  thousand  (or  a  sufficient  amount  thereof)  taken 
and  subscribed ;  and  said  managers  and  said  president 
may  secure  the  repayment  of  such  borrowed  sum  or  sums, 
by  mortgage,  or  deed  of  trust,  upon  the  property,  rights, 
and  privileges  of  the  corporation. 

§  14.  That  said  Orion  Lodge,  No.  222,  be  entitled  to 
take  shares  of  stock  in  said  company  to  the  value  of  the 
lot  upon  which  the  proposed  buildings  are  to  be  erected, 
and  to  any  further  amount  said  lodge  may  see  proper  to 
invest  in  said  buildings. 

§  15.  This  act  to  take  eflTect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  429. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the. Charter  of  the  Union  Agricnltaral  and  Improrement 

Association,  of  Mason  and  Bracken  Counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  the  charter  of  ihe  Union  Agricultural  and 
Improvement  Association,  of  Mason  and  Bracken  coun- 
ties, be,  and  hereby  is,  so  amended,  as  to  extend  the 
'jurisdiction  of  said  association  for  one  mile  in  every 
direction  around  their  grounds  during  the  exhibitions  of 
said  association,  with  power  to  said  association  to  pro* 
hibit,  within  said  limits,  during  its  exhibitions,  the  set- 
ting up  or  keeping  of  booths  or  shows,   the  selling  of 
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spiritaous,  vitious,  or  malt  liquors,  gaming,  or  any  other  1870. 
violation  of  the  rales  and  regulations  of  said  association, 
established  for  the  promotion  of  good  order :  Provided^ 
That  said  association  shall  not  exercise  any  such  author- 
ity within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  German- 
town. 

§  2.  That  in  case  of  the  death,  removal,  resignation,  or 
refusal  to  act,  of  the  president  of  said  association,  the 
directors  shall  choose  from  the  vice  presidents  one  who 
shall  act  as  president  until  the  next  regular  annual  elec- 
tion. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage;  and  all 
acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  it  are  hereby  re« 
pealed.

CHAPTER  430. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Thora  Hill  School  Joint  Stock  Oompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  oj 
Kentucky : 

§  i;  That  W.  L.  Caldwell,  J.  W.  Irvine,  W.  J.  Moore,  T. 
G.  Cotton,  and  James  Lawrence,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
incorporated  and  declared  a  body-politic,  by  and  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  "Thorn  Hill  School  Joint  Stock 
Company ;"  and  they  and  their  successors  in  office,  under 
and  by  that  name,  to  have  perpetual  succession ;  sue  and 
be  sued ;  hold  and  acquire  property  and  estate,  real  and 
personal,  which  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  educa- 
tional purposes,  which  shall  be  held  and  managed  for  the 
purposes  of  education,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  stock- 
holders in  the  said  corporation. 

§  2.  The  above  named  persons,  or  their  successors  in 
office,  shall  have  full  and  ample  power  to  acquire  by  pur- 
chase, donation,  or  otherwise,  property,  either  personal  or 
real  estate,  for  the  said  purposes,  and  to  sell  and  convey 
the  same. 

§  3.  The  above  named  persons  shall  serve  as  trustees  till 
their  successors  are  duly  elected,  an  election  for  whom 
shall  take  place  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  think 
proper;  and  an  election  shall  be  held  annually  thereafter, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders  may  determine; 
and  in  case  they  fail  to  determine  this,  then  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  trustees  may  appoint;  and  in  case  the 
stockholders  fail  to  elect  for  any  year,  the  acting  trustees 
shall  continue  in  office  till  their  successors  are  duly  elect- 
ed. The  acting  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  any 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  number,  and  the  persons 
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1870.  ^^^^  elected  shall  continue  in  office  till  the  board  electing 
them  goes  out  of  office. 

§  4.  Fifty  dollars  shall  constitute  a  share  in  the  stock  of 
the  said  company ;  and  each  stockholder  shall  have  one 
vote,  in  the  election  of  trustees,  for  each  share  of  stock 
owned  by  him. 

§  5.  Board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  five  persons,  elect- 
ed as  above;  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  basiness. 

§  0.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
and  perform  the  same  duties,  similar  corporations  have 
under  the  general  laws. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  431. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tlie  LoQisviUe  Improvement  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commoniocalih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  body-politic  and  corporate  is  hereby  created, 
by  the  name  of  the  Louisville  Improvement  Company, 
with  a  capital  stock  of  one  million  dollars,  in  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  composed  of  tho#e  who 
may  subscribe  and,  from  time  to  time,  hold  the  said  stock; 
and  in  the  said  name  the  corporation  may  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
and  answer  and  defend,  in  ail  courts  and  places  as  a  nat- 
ural person.  It  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  be 
adopted  by  its  board  of  directors,  which  may  by  them  be 
changed  at  pleasure.  It  may  purchase,  hold,  and  sell  real 
and  personal  estate,  and  stocks  and  bonds  of  other  corpora- 
tions. It  may  construct  buildings  and  other  improvements 
on  .its  real  estate.  It  may  rent  and  lease  the  said  property 
or  improvements,  or  carry  on  manufacturing  or  other  busi- 
ness thereon,  and  construct  thereon,  or  leading  thereto, 
railways  and  other  roads  not  exceeding  five  miles  in 
length.  It  may  borrow  money  at  such  rate  of  interest 
as  it  may  contract  to  pay,  and  evidence  and  secure  the 
loans  by  bonds  and  mortgages  on  its  real  estate,  or  any 
part  thereof. 

^  2.  The  corporators  may  adopt  a  constitution,  not  in- 
consit^tent  with  the  Constitutions  and  laws  of  this  State 
and  the  United  States,  regulating  the  details  of  the  organ- 
ization of  the  compan}',  the  mode  and  manner  uf  conduct- 
ing its  business,  and  the  number,  qualifications,  and  mode 
of  appointing  its.  directors  and  other  officers,  and  their 
powers  and  duties,  and  the  same  may  be  amended  in  ac- 
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cordarnp  with  its  provisions;  but  said  constitution  and  1870. 
amendments  shall  not  be  valid  for  any  other  purpose  than 
to  authorize  the  first  election  of  president  and  directors, 
and  the  adoption  of  a  seal,  until  the  same,  attested  by  the 
Bignature  of  the  president  and  the  seal  of  the  company, 
shall  be  duly  lodged  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  Jefferson  county  court;  and  upon  the  same  being  so 
lodged,  the  said  clerk  shall  indorse,  record,  and  certify  the 
same,  in  aM  respects  as  if  it  was  a  deed  to  real  estate,  and 
be  allowed  the  same  fees  therefor. 

§  3.  Henry  C.  Pindell,  L.  L.  Warren,  Edward  H.  Gard- 
ner, and  P.  S.  J.  Ronald  are  appointed  commissioners,  and 
any  two  of  them  may  act  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company ;  and  when  fifty  thousand 
dollars  of  said  stock  shall  be  subscribed  for,  they  shall  call 
the  stockholders  together  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  a 
constitution,  as  above  provided  for. 

§  4.  The  directors  of  said  company  may  at  any  time  dis- 
pose of  so  much  of  its  stock  as  may  not  be  subscribed  for 
previous  to  its  organization;  and  if  at  any  time  there 
shall  be  a  temporary  accumulation  of  the  funds  of  said 
company,  the  board  of  directors  may  make  temporAry  in- 
vestments thereof  as  they  may  deem  proper;  but  they  shall 
not  receive  deposits  of  money  or  do  a  general  banking 
business. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  may 
be  repealed,  altered,  and  amended  by  the  Legi-^lature;  but 
DO  act  shall  shall  be  passed  to  impair  the  rights  of  the 
company  as  to  any  property  which  may  be  lawfully  ac- 
quired by  it,  or  which  shall  not  give  it  ample  time  to  dis- 
pose of  the  same,  wind  tip  its  affairs,  and  distribute  its 
assets  among  its  stockholders.

Zeigler,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are, 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  Alexander  Lodge,  No.  — ,  American  Protestant 
Association ;  and  as  such  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion ;  and  by  that  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend 
and  be  defended,  in  all  the  courts  of.  law  and  equity  in 
this  Commonwealth. 
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1870.  $2*  ^^^(1  corporation  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 

may  alter,  change,  or  break  the  Bame  at  pleasure;  they 
may  acquire  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  their  association,  not  exceeding  thirty 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  may  sell,  mortgage,  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  as 
they  may  deem  proper. 

§  3.  They  may  make  and  ordain  a  constitution  and  by- 
laws for  their  government,  and  may  change^  alter,  or 
amend  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  those  now  in  force  in 
said  lodge  may,  by  them,  be  continued  or  altered  as  they 
may  see  fit;  nothing  therein  contained,  however,  shall  be 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  ot  the  United 
States. 

^  4.  The  affairs  of  said  lodge  shall  be  managed  by^uch 
ofRcers  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  elect  or  appoint.

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  433. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Deposit  Bank  of  Frankfort,** 

approved  3d  March,  1863. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  capital  stock  to  said  bank  may  be 
increased,  from  time  to  time,  by  order  of  the  board  of 
director^  thereof,  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Such  additional  stock 
shall  be  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  may  be  sold 
in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  as  said  directors 
may  prescribe;  and  those  that  purchase  said  stock  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  rights  of  the  other 
stockholders  in  said  bank,  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  stock  owned  by  them,  from  and  after  they  have  fully 
complied  with  the  terms  of  sale:  Provided^  No  sale  of 
stock  shall  at  any  time  be  made  for  less  than  par. 

§  2.  That  said  increased  capital  stock  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  rates  of  taxation  the  present  capital  stock 
now  is. 

§  3.  That  the  name  of  said  bank  be  changed  to  that  of 
Capital  Bank  of  Kentucky,  in  lieu  of  that  given  by  the 
recited  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and  by  that 
name  shall  hereafter  enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers,  and 
privileges  conferred  by  the  said  rttcited  act. 
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'§  4.  That  btiid  bank  shall  hereafter  have  nine  directors,       1870. 
and  that  the  present  board  of  directors  be  Authorized  to 
elect  one  director  to  serve  until  their  next  annual  election.

CHAPTER  434. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  Palaski  Agricultaral  and  Hecbanical  SocietT. 

Be  it  enacted  ^  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  incorporated  an  asso- 
ciation, under  the  name  of  the  Pulaski  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  Society.  It  shall  be  the  object  of  said  society 
to  aid  and  encourage  the  agricultural,  mechanical,  and 
«tock- growing  interests  in* the  county  of  Pulaski  and 
neighboring  counties,  in  such  manner  as  such  interests 
are  encouraged  in  any  of  the  various  associations  incor- 
porated in  this  State  render  aid  and  encouragement  to 
such  interests.  To  this  end  the  Pulaski  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  Society  may  acquire,  by  purchase  or  other'- 
wise,  land  not  exceeding  in  quantity  thirty  acres;  may 
hold  &nd  use  the  same,  or  sell  and  convey,  or  exchange 
the  same  for  other  lands ;  may  have  a  seal,  and  alter  or 
change  the  same  at  pleasure ;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  de- 
fend and  be  defended,  and  may  do  any  and  all  other  such « 
acts  and  things  to  promote  the  purposes  of  said  society  as 
are  done,  or  authorized  to  be  done,  by  other  incorporated 
agricultural  and  mechanical  societies,  companies,  or  as- 
fiociations,  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State. 

§  2.  Robert  Chesney,  Jcseph  B.  Newell,  Allen  Jones, 
Henry  Farris,  James  Doolin,  Dr.  J.  W.  F.  Parker,  and  C. 
W.  Richardson,  are  hereby  appointed  a  board  of  directors 
for  said  society,  to  act  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  society  shall  not  exceed 
seven  thousar^  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars.  Shareholders  shall  have  one  vote 
for  each  share  owned  by  such  shareholders,  to  be  cast  in 
person  or  by  written  proxy.  Said  society  shall  annually 
elect  a  board  of  directors,  seven  in  number,  who  shall  elect 
of  their  number  a  president,  a  secretary,  and  a  treasurer. 
The  latter  shall  give  bond  and  security  in  such  sum  as 
theboard^of  directors  shall  require.  Said  board  are  au- 
thorized to  make  and  adopt  such  by-laws  and  regulations 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  and  pro- 
tection of  said  society,  and  may  clothe  their  marshals  with 
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1870.       ^^y  authority  delegated  to  the  marshals  of  other  similar 
associations  in  this  State.     Said  agricultural  and  mechan- 
ical society  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  imd  singular  the  cor* 
porate  rights  [and]  privileges  granted  to  any  other  similar 
•     corporations  in  this  .State.

CHAPTER  435,  • 

AK  ACT  incorporating  Orion  Lodge,  Ifo.  222. 

Wher-eas,  Orion  Lodge,  No.  322,  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Ifasons,  in  Falmouth,  Pendleton  county,  Kentucky,  acting 
in  good  faith,  and  under  the  belief  that  s^aid  lodge  was 
duty  incorporated  by  the  Genek'al  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky;  having  privileges  of  acquiring,  holding,  and 
disposing  of  real  estate,  and  under  said  belief  did  boy 
and  sell  real  estate. in  said  town;  bat  havmg  doubts  of 
the  existence  of  an  incorporating  act,  and  out  of  abun- 
dant caution ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Ikssembly  cf  the  CommonweetUh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  members  of  Orion  Lodge,  No.  222,  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  in  Falmouth,  Pendleton 
county,  Kentucky,  and  those  hereafter  admitted  to  mem* 
bership  in  said  lodge,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorpo- 
•  rated  in  the.  name  and  style  of  **Orion  Lodge,  No.  222,  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons;"  and  in  that  name  shali  be 
capnble  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded ;  and  shall 
have  the  power  of  acquiring  and  holding,  by  purchase  or 
otherwise,  real  and  personal  property  for  Masonic  pur- 
poses, not  exceeding  in  value  fifteen  thousand  dollars, 
and  may  at  anytime  sell  and  convey  the  same,  or  any 
part  thereof,  and  reinvest  or  dispose  of  the  proceeds ;  and 
to  pass  and  adopt  such  by-iaws  for  its  government  as  H 
may  deem  proper:  Providedy  The  same  be  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  laws  and  Constitution  o.f  the  United  States, 
or  the  State  of  Kentucky.  The  said  lodge  may  adopt  a 
seal,  and  renew  and  break  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  all  former  purchases  and  sales  of  real  estate 
made  by  said  lodge  are  hereby  legalized,  made  as  valid 
and  as  binding  as  though  said  lodge  had  been  an  incorpo- 
rated body  before  said  purchases  and  sales  had  been 
made. 

§  3.  That  in  the  three  principal  officers  of  said  lodge, 
viz  :  the  master  and  wardens,  as  trustees,  and  to  their 
successors  in  office,  are  vested  full  power  to  make  all  cod* 
tracts  pertaining  to  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  said 
lodge,  which  shall  be  binding  and  obligatory  upon  said 
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lodge,  when  made  in  pursuance  to  the  rules/ by-laws,  and       1870. 
instructions  of  said  lodge ;  and  service  of   process  upon 
either  of  said  trustees  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  said 
lodge. 

§  4.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  amend, 
alter,  or  repeal  this  charter  at  any  time. 

§  ft.  This  act  to  Calce  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tbe  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Railroad  Oompany. 

Be  it  enmcted  by  Ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth

§  1.  That  A.  B.  Safford,  Thos.   H.  Corbett,  R.  P.  Rob-      c^wra^ 
bins,  Geo.   C.   Eggleston,  and   Jacob   Martin,   and   their  ^nSpomSS.' 
associates,  succeiftsors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name 
and  styJe  of  the  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Railroad  Com* 
pany^  and  by  that  name  be^  and  they  are,  made'  capable 
in    law  and  in  equity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  piead  and  be 
impleaded,  defend   and   be  defended,  in  any  court  of  law 
And  equity  in  this  State  or  elsewhere;  to  make,  have,  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  renew  and  alter  at 
pleasure;  and  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  invested  with  all 
privileges,  powers,  and  immunities  which  are  or  may  be 
necessary  to  construct,  complete,  and  operate  a  railroad,

and    operate   said  ^railroad    and   its   appendages;  and  if  Prooeedimrs  ia 
said    company  cannot   agree  with   the  owner  or  owners  Smoot°*'™«Srf2 
of  said  land  taken  as  aforesaid,  application  may  be  made  wuii    ownen, 
to   any  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  the 
land    may  b^   situated,  who,   thereupon,   shall   issue    his 
Mrarrant,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  his  county,  requiring 
him  to  summon   a  jury  of  twenty  (20)  bona  fide  house- 
keepers, not  related  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  said 
land,  or  in   anywise  interested  in   the  same,  to  meet  on 
the  land  to  be  valued,  or  as  near  to  it  as  practicable,  on 
a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten  (10)  nor 
more  than  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same; 
and  if  any  of  the  jurors. shall  fail  to  attend,  said  sheriff 
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1870.  sbali  forthwith  summon  aa  many  jurors  as  may  be  neccff- 
sary,  with  those  in  attendance,  to  complete  the  panel 
aforesaid ;  from  them  each  party,  or  the  attorney  or  agent

In  estimating  the  dam- 
ages, the  jury  shall  take  into  consideration  the  benefits 
resulting  to  the  owner  from  conducting  said  railroad 
through  the  lands  of  said  owner;  but  on)y  in  the  extin- 
guishment of  damages.  The  jary  shall  reduce  their  ver- 
dict to  writing,  and  sign  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  returned

said  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  Railroad  Company  seeos 
best  or  proper. 
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§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  han-

^  8.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right,  at  any 
iime  hereafter,  by  general  laws,  to  regulate  the  rates  of 
eharges  for  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  upon 
aaid  road. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  pas-

Article  III.

law  for  sheriffs  and  constables;  and  the  bondt*,  or  any  or 
either  of  them,  shall  not  be  satisfied  or  void  by  the  first 
or  any  other  recovery,  until  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Princeton,  and  every  person  aggrieved  by  the  acts  or 
omissions  of   such  officer,  shall  have   been  recompensed. 

§  13.  That  if  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  in  said 
town,  shall  not, -within  ten  days  after  notification  and  re- 
quest, deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  the  property,

Articee  IV.

Said  coart 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  take  recognizancet 
fror%persons  charged  with  offenses  cognizable  before  said 
court,  to  appear  and  answer  the  same,  that  the  circuit 
courts  have,  like  power  to  take  the  same  as  forfeited,  and 
pronounce  judgment  thereon,  and  to  enforce  full  compli* 
ance  with  the  same,  and  shall  have  the  power  of  two  jua- 
tices  of  the  peace  as  an  examining  court. 
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§  3.  That  ihe  judge  of  said  court  shall  be  a  conservator    *  1870. 
of  the  public  peace,  and  may  order  arrests  for  all  offenses    j^j^^e  coDser- 
against  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  by-laws  or  or-  rator  of  peace. 
dinances  of  the  town;  and  for  those  committed  within  his    May  orderar- 
presence,  may  order  arrests  without  warrant,  the  person  ^^^' 
to  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth, or  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town.     If  he       Anddetais 
think  it  necessary,  he  may  detain  any  person  or  persons  <>°®™*"' 
8o  offending  in  pustody  over  night  (or  if  such  person  or 
persons  is  or  are  drunk,  until  he  or  they  is  or  are  sober)  in 
the  county  jail,  or  other  safe  place. 

§  5.  That  the  police  court  shall  be  holden  at  such  place  When  and 
aa  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate;  or  they  failing  to  marSeiieid. 
designate  and  provide  a  suitable  place,  at  such  place  as 
the  judge  may  select  in  said  town.  The  judge  shall  have 
power  to  fix  the  time  of  holding  court  for  the  trial  of  crim- 
inal or  penal  cases,  as  in  his  discretion  the  business  before 
him  may  seem  to  require. 

§  6.  That  the  police  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  and         a  oonrtoC 
the  judge  thereof  shall  act  as  clerk;  and  certified  copies  '®^"*- 
of  the  records  of  said  court,  over  the  signature  of  the 
judge,  shall  be  evidence  in  any  court  in  this  Common- 
wealth.

(  12.  That  upon  all  judgments  for  fines  rendered  by  the 
f«gM™*^a°aTn8t  P^^'^^®  court,  whether  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
wta^e  of  do-  Kentucky  or  of  the  town  of  Princeton,  or  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Princeton,  and  which  shall  not  be  paid  at  the 
time  of  rendering  the  same,  an  execution  against  the  es- 
tate of  the  defendant  may  be  issued,  or  a  cftpias  pro  fine 
may  be  issued,  requiring  the  imprisonment  of  the  defend* 
ant  in  the  county  jail  until  the  same  shall  be  paid;  but  the 
imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  one  day  for  every  two  dol- 
lars of  such*  fine.

apptals  in  criminal  or  penal  cases  the  execution  of  the 
judgment  shall  not  be   suspended   unless  the  defendant, 
within    five   days    after   the  'rendition    of  the   judgment, 
causes  to  be  executed,  before  the  clerk  or  judge  of  the 
court  to  which  the  appeal  is  taken,  a  covenant,  with  good 
surety,  in  all  respects  as  required  by  section  344  of  the 
Criminal  Code  of  Practice. 
§  15.  That  the  police  court   shall  always  be  open  for 
Court  to  be  hearing  and  determining  such  penal  and  criminal  cases  as 
awaisopen.      ^^^  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  mayimake  such  reasonable 
rules  and  regulalions  for  the  speedy  hearing  and  determtn- 
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ing  of  all  such  cases,  as  to  afford  reasonable  notice  to  the 
parties,  and  a  prompt  administration  of  justice. 

§  16.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  arising  under  this 
charter  for  breaches  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of 
said  town,  c^hall  be  sued  for  by  warrant  in  the  name  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  Princeton,  and  shall  be  for  the 
use  of  said  town. 

§  17.  That  the  police  court  shall  have  original  and  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  the  justices  of  the  peace  of 
Caldwell  county,  in  the  justices'  district  in  which  the 
town  of  Princeton  is  situated,  in  all  civil  cases  and  pro- 
ceedings; and  the  time  of  holding  said  court  for  the 
transaction  of  civil  business  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Cald- 
well county  court,  as  is  done  in  the  case  of  justices^ 
courts;  and  until  differently  fixed,  shall  remain  as  it  now 
is. 

^  18.  That  the  provisions  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  Prac- 
tice regulate  the  proceedings  of  said  court  in  criminal 
and  penal  cases,  and  the  provit^ions  of  the  Civil  Code  of 
Practice  shall  regulate  the  proceedings  in  civil  casi^es. 

§  19.  That  the  fees  of  said  judge,  whether  actinia  as 
judge  or  clerk  or  otherwise,  shall  be  the  same,  in  all  cases, 
as  are  now  or  may  herealter  be  given  by  law  to  officers 
performing  like  services;  and  fees  and  costs  shall  be  taxed 
in  cases  in  said  court  to  the  same  extent,  in  the  same  way, 
and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  in  courts  having  simi-' 
lar  jurisdiction. 

ARTfCLE   V. 

General  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
ings, and  the  chairman  may  call  meetings,  by  notice  to 
each  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  either  oral 
or  written  ;  but  if  written,  such  notice  must  be  served 
per:«onally  or  left  at  their  usual  place  of  abode.

for  and  on  behalf  of  said  town;  and  shall  have  power  to 
provide  for  the  erection  and  repair  of  all  needful  public 
buildings  for  the  town,  and  to  provide  for  inclosing  and 
improving  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  town;  and 
shall  likewise  have  power,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said 
town,  by  by-law  or  ordinance — 

First,  To  restrain  and  prohibit  all  descriptions  of  gam- 
ing and  fraudulent  devices,  and  all  playing  of.  dice,  cards, 
and  other  ga/nes  of  chance,  whereat  anything  of  value  is 
bet,  won,  or  lost.

liquors,  whether  ardent^  vinous  or  ierinented,  and   to  re- 
strain all  such  persons  from  so  selling  without  license. 
Fijlh,  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress,  and  prohibit 
Billiard  tables,  billiard  tables,  pigeon-hole,  Jenny  Lind,  and   all  similar 

tables,  pin-alleys,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys,  ball  alleys,  and 
shooting  galleries. 

!SixUi,  To   tax,  license,  regulate   auctioneers,  distilfers, 
Auotioneeri,  brewers,  and  pawnbrokers;  and  tax  or  lay  dunes  on  the 
sale  of  goods  at  auction. 

SevenUi,  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  hawkers  and  ped- 
H^w^ra.ped-  dlcrs,  and  all  itinerant  vendors  of  medicines,  or  other 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  whether  at  auction  or  other- 
wise; also  any  and  all  agents  of  insurance  and  lottery 
offices  and  agencies,  doing,  or  pretending,  or  offering  to  do 
business  in  said  town,  and  to  prevent  any  business  of  that 
kind  being  done  without  license. 

Eighth.  To  regulate,  license,  suppress,  and  prohibit  all 
Showi.  exhibitions  of  common  showmen,  shows  of  every  kind  by 

itinerant  and  other  persons  or  companies,  exhibitions  of 
natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  tbeatri* 
cal  performances,  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amuse- 
ments. 

Ninth,  To  authorize  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trus- 
Orant  lieeoses.  tees,  or  other  proper  officer  of  the  town,  to  grant  and  issue 
licenses,  and  direct  the  manner  and  time  ot'  issuing  and 
registering  thereof,  and  the  fees  to  be  paid  therefor.  No 
license  shall  be  granted  for  more  than  one  year,  and  not 
less  than  five  dollars  shall  be  required  to  be  paid  for  any 
license,  under  this  act;  and  the  fee'  for  issuing  the  same 
shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents. 

Tenth,  To  prevent  and  suppress  Any  riot,  rout,  breach 
j^upproasno  .  ^^  ^^^  peace,  noise,  disturbance,  or  disorderly  assemblage. 

Eleventh.  To  suppress* and   restrain  disorderly   houses, 
l>iwTdetiy  and  groceries,  and  houses  of  ill  fame. 

Twelfth,  To  establish  and  regulate  markets  and  other 
Mark*!!.  public  buildings,  and  provide  for  their  erection,  and  deter* 
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mine  their  location,  and  authorize  their  erection  in  the 
streets  of  the  town. 

Thirteenth.  To  regulate,  license,  or  prohibit  butchers, 
and  to  revoke  their  license  for  malconduct  in  the  course  of 
trade. 

Fourteenth.  To  regulate  the  keeping  and  conveying  gun- 
powder and  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials. 

Fifteent/t,  To  prevent  horse-racing,  immoderate  riding  or 
driving  in  the  streets,  and  to  authorize  persons  immoder- 
ately riding  or  driving  to  be  stopped  by  any  person;  and 
to  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse  of  animals;  and  to  compel 
persons  to  fasten  their  horses,  mules,  oxen,  or  other  ani- 
mals attached  to  vehicles,  or  otherwise,  while  standing  or 
remaining  in  the  street. 

Sixteenth.  To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets, 
sidewalks,  lanes,  alleys,  and  public  grounds,  with  carriages, 
carts,  sleighs,  sleds,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber, 
firewood,  brick,  stone,  posts,  awnings,  signs,  or  any  sub- 
stance or  material  whatever. 

Seventeenth.  To  prevent  any  obscene,  indecent,  or  pro- 
fane exhibition  or  conduct. 

Eighteenth.  To  restrain  and  punish  vagrants  and  prosti- 
tutes. 

Nineteenth.  To  restrain  and  regulate  or  prohibit  the 
running  at  large  of  horses  and  swtne,  and  authorize  the 
distraining,  impounding,  and  sale  of  the  same,  for  the 
penalty  incurred  and  the  cost  of  the  proceedings;  and  also 
to  impose  penalties  on  the  owners  of  such  animals  for  a 
violation  of  any  by-iaw  or  ordinance  in  relation  thereto. 

Ttoentieth.  To  prevent  and  regulate  the  running  at  large 
of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when 
at  large  contrary  to  the  by-laws  or  ordinances. 

Twenty-first.  To  prevent  and  regulate  the  playing  of 
ball,  flying  of  kites,  or  any  other  amusement  or  practice 
having  a  tendency  to  annoy  persons  passing  on  the  streets 
or  sidewalks,  or  to  frighten  teams  and  horses. 

Twenty- second.  To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  in- 
troduction of  contagious  diseases  into  the  town. 

Twenty- t^iird.  To  have  exclusive  power  over  the  streets, 
and  alleys,  and  sidewalks,  and  remove  and  abate  any  ob- 
structions and  encroachments  therein  or  thereon. 

Twenty-fourth.  To  abat6  and  remove  nuisances,  and 
punish  the  authors  thereof  by  penalties  of  fine  and  impris- 
onment, and  to  define  and  declare  what  shall  be  deemed 
nuisances,  and  authorize  the  summary  abatement  thereof. 

Twenty-fifth.  To  appoint  watchmen  and  policemen,  and 
prescribe  their  duties,  power,  and  pay* 
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1870.  Twenty-sixlh.  To  purchase  lands  for  and  locat©  ceme* 

Cemoteri«t.  teries,  either  within  or  without  the  town  limits,  which 
cemeteries  may  or  may  not  (in  the  discretion  of  the  board 
of  trustee?)  aJjoin  the  cemetery  now  belonging  to  said 
town.  They  shall  have  power  to  lay  off  said  cemeteries 
ihto  lots,  and  sell  the  sarae^  to  improve  said  cemeteries, 
and  to  exercise  full  control  over  the  same,  and  enforce  the 
proper  regulation  and  management  thereof,  and  'f>anish  all 
trespasses  thereon  by  adequate  fines  and  penalties;  and  to 
control,  regulate,  improve,  and  punish  trespasses  on  the 
present  graveyard.. 

Twenty- seventh.  To    appoint   inspectors,   weighers,  and 
inspeetoTs,  &o.  gaugers,  and  regulate  their  duties  and  fees. 

Twenty- eighth.  To  provide  the  town  with  water  in  any 
ProTidetown  manner  ihev  may  deem  proper,  ainl  to  establish,  make,  and 
regulate  public  pumps,  weils,  and  cisterns 
Pnbiio  poandB.        Twenty  ninth.  To  establish  and  regulate  public  pounds. 

Thirtieth,  To  authorize  and  regulate  the  use  of  locomo- 
Rcgpiate  loco-  tive  engines  Within  the  town;  and   to  grant  to  any  rail- 
Biotivea,   o.       fQad    company  the   right  of  way  through   the  streets  of 
.  said  town;  and  to  direct  and  control  the  location  of  rail- 
road   tracks    and   depot   grounds,    and    prohibit    railroad 
companies  from   doing  storage  and  waiehouee   business, 
or  collecting  pny  for  storage. 

Thirty Jirst.  To    have    exclusive  control   of   the    public 

Pubiloioalea.  scales   now  erected   in  said  town,  and   to  erect  and   keep 

in  repair  other  public  scales  when  deemed  necessary. 

Thirty- second.  To  exclusively  control,  regulate,  repair, 

Repair  ftiMts,  grade,  pave,  macadamize,  and  amend  and  clear  the  streets 

*••  and  alleys,  bridges,  side  and  cross-walks,  and  open,  widen, 

straighten,  and  vacate  streets  and  alleys. 

Thirty  third.  To  establish  hospitals  and  pest-houses,  and 
Bofl^taiB.  Ae.    make  regulations  for  the  government  thereof,  and  dkscop- 

tinue  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Thirty -fourth.  To  do  all  acts  and  make  all   regulations 
Batiitb,  fto.        which  may  he   necessary  or  expedient  lor  the   preserva- 
tion of  health  and  the  suppression  of  di^ease. 

Thirty-fijth,  To  prohibit  any  work  or  business  being 
IV^hibit  work  done  or  performed  on  the  Sabbath  day,  and  to  punish 
any  person  lound  at  or  engaged  in  any  work  or  bus-inesa 
on  that  day,  except  it  be  the  ordinary  househoU  offices  of 
daily  necessity,  or  other  work  of  necessity  or  charity  : 
Provided,  That  persons  who  are  members  of  any  religious 
society  who  observe  as  a  Sabbath  any  other  day  in  the 
week  than  Sunday  or  the  Christian  Shbbaih,  shall  not  be 
punished,  if  they  observe  as  a  Sabbath  one  day  in  each 
seven. 

Thirty-sixth.    That   the   board    of    trustees   shall    have 

ifaymakeby-  power  to   make,  publi^^h,  ordain,  amend,   and   repeal  ail 

iawi,&o.^  such  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  police  regulations,  not  con- 
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trary  to  the  Constitution  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  1870. 
good  government  and  order  of  the  town,  and  the  trade 
and  commerce  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient 
to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  vested  in  the  board  of  trus- 
tees or  any  officer  of  said  town  by  this  act,  and  enforce 
observance  of  ail  rules,  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  police 
and  other  regulations  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  by 
penalties  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  any  of- 
fense against  the  same.  The  board  of  trustees  may  also 
enforce  such  rules,  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  police  and 
other  regulations,  as  aforesaid,  by  punishment  of  fine  and 
imprisonment,  or  both,  in  the  county  jail,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court,  before  which  conviction  maybe  had:  Pro^ 
mded.  Such  fine  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  ex- 
olu;!)ive  of  costs,  nor  the  imprisonment  exceed  twenty  days. 

Thirty- sevenOi.  The  said  board  of  trustees  may  provide,  Fireenrin*. 
for  the   use  of  said   town,  a  fire  engine,  organize  a  fire      ^ 
company,  and   make   necessary  regulations  for  the   pre- 
vention of  damage  by  fire. 

Thirty-eighth.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Princeton  Bxeiosire right 
shall  have  exclusive  power  to  grant  all  licenses  for  which  to  keep^ooffM! 
provision  is  made  by  this  act;  that  the  amount  to  be  paid   *»oaaeg,Ao. 
for  licen-se   to  keep   a  coffee-house   or  saloon,  or  to  sell 
ardent  spirits  or  other  intoxicating  liquor,  by  the  drink  or 
otherwise,  in  any  coffee-house  or  saloon,  in  said  town,  for 
the  term  of  one  year,  shall  be  neither  more  or  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars;  and  the   amount  to  be  paid  for  any 
other  license  for  which  provision  is  made  by  this  act,  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  said  board  of  trustees. 

Article  VL 

Taxation. 

'  J  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Princeton  shall  have  M»yi«Tya«d 
power,  subject  to  the  exceptions  hereinafter  mentioned,  to  ***  •«*'»*«»• 
annually  levy  and  collect  taxes,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  all  the  real  estate 
in  said  town,  including  the 'improvements  on  such  real 
estate,  and  upon  all  personal  estate  in  said  town;  and  a 
head  or  poll-tax  upon  every  male  inhabitant  of  said  town 
over  twenty-one  years  of  age  of  not  exceeding  one  doll-ar; 
and  a  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  dog  more  than 
one  that  any  person  may  keep,  or  suffer  or  permit  to  be 
kept,  on  his  or  her  premises. 

§  2.  That  ail  farms  and  other  tracts  of  land,  containing  Panns,**^ 
ten  acres  or  more,  added,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  town  towD%2  unm 
of  Princeton  by  this  act,  shall  be  free  from  town  tax  until  iMdoffia'oiot* 
the  same  shall  be  laid  off  into  lotSj  containing  less  than 
ten  acres,  for  building  purposes  or  for  sale :  Provided, 
That  all  dwelling-houses  which  are  or  may  be  situated  housdaonauSt 
upon  Buch  farms  or  other  tracts  of  land,  with  two  acres  '»">««»«'• 
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1870.  ^^  ground,  to  be  laid  off  in  a  square,  so  as  to  inclode  aoj^ 
such  dwelling-house  in  the  center  as  near  as  may  be,  shall 
be  taxed  as  other  town  property ;  and  the  persons  living 
in  such  dwelling  houses  shall  pay  poll-tax  under  this  act, 
and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof  concerning  the 
working  of  streets,  as  other  citizens  of  said  town ;  but 
such  persons  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  other  or 
further  tax  to  said  town,  or  for  the  benefit  thereof,  except 
on  property  owned  by  any  such  persons  or  person,  and 
located  within  the  present  boundary  thereof:  And  prxh 
ghop8,Jco.,  vided  further^  That  all  shops,  stores,  mills,  manufactoriea, 

bruiMd.^°^^  or  other  buildings,  situated  upon-  such  farms  or  other 
tracts  of  land,  and  used,  or  intended  to  be  used,  id  any 
business,  trade,  or  occupation,  other  than  farming,  and 
the  contents  thereof,  shall  be  taxed  as  other  town  prop* 
erty. 

§  3.  There  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  under  thi» 

Wbaipropeitf  act,  or  for  the  purposes  of  said  town,  all  public  property 

taiilioii.'^'^  belonging  to  said  town,  the  county  of  Caldwell,  the  State 
of  Kentucky,  the  United  States,  any  church,  college,  pub- 
lic school,  public  seminary  of  learning,  all  grounds  at- 
tached to  any  such  college,  church,  school,  or  seminary, 
*and  dedicated  solely  to  the  use  thereof;  and  any  cemetery 
belonging  to  said  town,  and  household  and  kitchen  furni- 
ture, not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  in  value,  belong-* 
ing  to  a  bona  fide  housekeeper,  with  a  family,  and  w1m» 
resides  with  such  family. 

§  4.  That  there  shall  also  be  exempt  from  town  tax 
Money, Ao.r  money  or  currency  on  band,  debts  owing  to  any  person 

exMipt.  ^j.  persons,  and  any  and  all  stock  in   any  incorporated 

company,  and  any  and  all  bank  stock. 

Aeticle  VII. 

WorkiTig  on  Streets^ 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Princeton  shall  have 
Workinc  oir  the  power  to  require  (and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of) 
NtuiaUd.  ^^  every  able-bodied  male  inhabitant  of  said  town,  over  si^^ 
teen  and  under  fifty  years  of  age,  except  ministers  of  the 
gospel,  to  faithfully  labor  three  days  in  each  year  upon 
the  streets  of  said  town,  under  the  supervision  and  direc* 
tion  of  a  street  commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
board  of  trustees,  and  to  furnish  such  tools  as  the  board  of 
trustees  may  require ;  but  every  person  may,  at  his  option, 
instead  of  laboring,  pay  into  the  town  treasury  at  the  raite 
of  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  day  be  may  be  so  required 
to  labor,  provided  such  payment  be  made  before  the  first  of 
the  three  days  the  person  may  be  notified  to  labor ;  in  de-* 
fault  of  payment  or  labor,  as  aforesaid,  the  sunri  of  foor 
dollars  and  costs  of  suit  may  be  recovered  against  each 
person  «q  in  defoult,  fc^y  t}ie  %ai4  ¥#Kd  of  Ir^^^ea,  bgr  ae- 
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tioTi  before  said  police  jadj^e ;  and  any  and  all  persona 
who  may  be  so  required  to  labor  shall  be  exempt  from 
working  on  any  and  all  roads  in  Caldwell  county  outside 
of  the  boundary  of  said  town,  as  desig^nated  by  this  act. 
That  all  money  levied  or  collected  by  virtue  or  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  act,  including  all  tinea,  forfeitures,  and  penal- 
ties imposed  and  collected  under  this  act  or  the  State  laws, 
or  the  by-laws  of  the  said  town,  and  all  taxes  and  assess- 
ments, and  all  money  collected  for  licenses,  shall  be  for 
the  use  of  said  town,  and  paid  into  the  treasury  thereof. 

Articlb  VIIL 
Opening  of  Streets, 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  Princeton  shall  have 
the  power  to  lay  out  public  squares  or  grounds,  streets, 
alleys,  and  highways^  and  to  alter,  extend,  widen,  con- 
tract, straighten,  or  discontinue  the  same;  and  such  board 
of  trustees  shall  cauee  ail  streets,  alleys,  and  highways, 
public  grounds  or  squares,  laid  out  by  them,  to  be  survey- 
ed and  described,  and  a  description  thereof  to  be  recorded 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  clerk  of  said  town,  showing 
particularly  the  proposed  improvements,  and  the  real  es- 
tate required  to  be  taken;  and  such  streets,  alleys,  and 
highways  shall,  when  opened,  be  public  highways  ;  but  no 
street,  alley,  or  highway  shall  be  so  discontinued  unless 
the  persons  owning  property  adjoining  thereto  shall  coa- 
sent,  in  writing,  to  such  discontinuance. 

§  2.  That  whenever  the  public  convenience  may,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  of  trustees,  require  any  street  or 
Alley,  lane  or  highway,  to  be  opened,  laid  out,  extended, 
changed,  straightened  or  altered,  or  any  public  square  or 
f^round  to  be  opened  or  laid  out,  they  may  obtain  or  pur- 
ohase,  from  the  owners  thereof,  such  real  estate  as  may 
be  necessary  therefor,  and  obtain  from  such  owners  a 
oonveyance  of  said  real  estate ;  which  conveyance  shall 
be  recorded  an  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Caldwell 
oounty  court. 

§  3.  That  in  all  such  cases  where  the  board  of  trustees 
cannot,  or  do  not  obtain  or  purchase  such  real  estate 
and  receive  conveyance  therefor,  they  shall  have  power 
to  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  Caldwell  count5'  court  a  peti- 
tion, in  which  the  board  of  trustees  of  Princeton  shall  be 
made  plaintiff,  and  ail  the  owners  of  6«icfa  real  estate, 
and  the  guardian  of  infant  owners,  shall  be  made  de- 
fendants ;  but  such  petition  need  not  be  sworn  to.  Such 
petition  shall  describe  the  street,  alley,  lane,  highway, 
public  ground  or  square,  that  is  sought  to  be  laid  out, 
altered,  extended,  widened  or  straightened,  the  character 
of  the  proposed  improvement,  where  situated,  and  the

Article  XI. 
Collections  of  Taxes  and  Assessments, 

5  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power,  by 
ordinance,  to  prescribe  the  form  of  assessment  rolls,  and 
prescribe  the  duties  and  define  the  powers  of  assessors ; 
and  to  n>ake  such  rules,  and  give  such  directions  in  rela- 
tion to  attending,  revising,  or  adding:  to  the  rolls,  as  they 
may  deem  proper  and  expedient.

On  the  return  thereof  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  objections  thereto,  and  the 
olerk  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hear- 
ing; and  any  person  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  assessment 
of  his  property,  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and 
make  his  objections.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  supply  omissions  in  said  assessment  roils ;  and 
for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  same,  to  alter,  add  to, 
take  from,  or  otherwise  correct  and  revise  the  same. 

§  3.  That  when  the  assessment  roll  shall  have  been  cor- 
rected and  revised,  the  same  shall  be  filed,  and  an  order 
confirming  the  same  shall  be  entered  by  the  clerk.  The 
board  of  trustees  shall  thereupon,  by  an  ordinance  or  res- 
olution, levy  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  not  exceeding  the  amounts  authorized  by 
this  act,  and  bv  warrant  direct  the  collector  to  collect 
the  same. 

§  4.  That  all  taxes  and  assessments,  general  or  special, 
levied  or  assessed  by  the  board  of  trustees  under  this  act, 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  and  personal  estate  upon 
which  the  same  may  be  imposed,  voted  or  assessed,  until 
such  tax  shall  be  paid;  and  no  sale  or  transfer  of  real 
estate  shall  affect  the  lien  thereon,  and  no  property  shall 
be  exempt  from  sale,  for  the  payment  of  such  taxes  or  as- 
sessments, except  such  as  is  by  this  act  exempted  from 
taxation  ;  any  personal  property  belonging  to  the  debtor 
may  be  taken  for  the  payment  of  taxes,  and  sold  by  the 
collector  after  te*n  days'  public  notice  of  such  sale,  posted 
up  at  four  public  places  in  said  town.

CHAPTER  438. 

AN  ACT  to  Oharter  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians,  of  OoTtnfrton. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly/  of  Uie  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  John  Whitney,  president,  Michael  Gulleii» 
vice  president,  Henry  Clifford,  secretary,  and  Thomas 
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Mahon,  treasurer,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  1870. 
and  they  are  hereby,  declared  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ** Ancient  Order  of 
Hibernians;"  and  as  such  to  have  perpetual  succession, 
with  powers  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with;  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

$  2.  That  the  object  of  said  association  shall  be  to  pro^ 
mote  friendship,  unity,  and  true  Christian  charity  among 
itts  members,  by  raising  a  stock  or  fund  of  money  for 
maintaining  the  aged,  sick,  and  infirm  members;  and  to 
that  end  it  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  a  constitution 
and  by-laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State ; 
and  may  receive  gifts,  donations,  money,  and  property^ 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  which  entire  capital  stock  shall 
never  exceed  the  sum  of  thirty  (30)  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  That  said  association  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
and  hold  real  estate ;  may  erect  buildings  and  improve- 
ments on  the  same;  sell  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  do  such  other  acts,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of 
the  State,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  its  end. 

§  4.  That  the  president,  vice  president,  secretary,  and 
treasurer,  with  one  other  competent  member  of  the  asso- 
ciation,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the 
same  manner,  as  the  aforesaid  officers,  and  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  co-extensive  with  said  president,  vice 
president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  shall  constitute  the 
board  of  trustees,  to  manage  the  fiscal  and  all  business 
affairs  of  the  association. 

§  5.  The  association  may  require  the  treasurer  and 
other  officers  of  said  association  to  give  bond,  with  good 
security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective 
duties. 

§6.  That  the  number,  name,  and  term  of,  the  officers, 
may  be  regulated  by  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the 
association,  which  shall  regulate  its  government  and  gen- 
eral management;  said  constitution  and  by-laws  may  be 
changed  and  altered  in  a  manner  to  be  provided  by  said 
constitution  and  by-laws. 

§  7.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  locate  at 
any  city  or  town  within  the  Commonwealth,  and  shall 
have  power  to  grant  charters  to  subordinate  branch  asso- 
ciations within  the  Commonweath,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  charter  nor  of  the  law  of  the  State. 

§  8.  That  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  said  associa- 
tion shall  be  binding  and  enforceable  against  all  of  its 
members. 

§  0.  The  I^egislature  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  alter 
or  repeal  this  charter  at  pleasure.

CHAPTER  439. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  West 

Covington,"  approved  March  16,  1869. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commanwtallh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  fifth  pectioh  of  article  first  of  an  act,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  West  Covington," 
approved  March  16,  1869,  be  so  amended,  that  at  all  elec- 
tions held  by  order  of  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  West 
Covington,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  G  o'clock,  A.  M., 
and  cloee  at  7  o'clock,  P.  M. 

§  2.  That  so  much  of  the  sixth  section  of  the  said  arti- 
cle, as  empowers  the  corporation  of  the  said  town  to  bor- 
row money,  and  to  pledge  the  revenues  or  property-  of 
said  town  for  the  payment  of  principal  or  interest  of 
loans,  he,  and  the  same  is  hereb}^  repealed. 

§3.  That  the  firat  section  of  the  fifth  article  of  said 
act  be  so  amended,  that  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall 
have  power  to  ast^ess,  levy,  and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax 
on  all.ieal,  personal,  and  mixed  estate  within  said  town; 
and  also  on  all  other  rights,  credits,  and  choses  in  action, 
and  whatever  elee  may  now  or  hereafter  belong  to  the  in- 
habitants of  said  town,  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  or  whatever  U  or 
may  be  taxed. 

§  4.  That  so  much  of  the  first  section  of  the  sixth  arti- 
cle of  said  act  as  sets  apart  one  sixth  of  the  net  revenue 
of  said  town  -to  be  used  in  aid  of  common  schools  in  said 
town,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed  :  Provided,  That 
the  trustees  of  said  town  may  appropriate  a  sum  or  sums 
of  money,  not  to  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  one  hundred 
dollars  in  any  one  year,  to  the  repair  or  purchase  of  a 
school-house  or  school  requisites,  if  a  majority  of  the 
school  board  shall  find  it  necessary  to  do  so. 

§  5.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  report,  at  least 
once  in  every  three  months,  to  the  trustees  of  said  town,  a

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  C'ommonweallh 
of   Kentucky: 

^  1.  Th^it  Jacob  Zeis,  Ernst  Bencker,  John  M.  Sochn- 
lien,  Jos.  Knoll,  John  Deitz,  and  Adam  Schratfenberger, 
their  associaleH  and  succeaaors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  Lincoln  Chapter,  No.  2,  U.  A.  (J.  D.,  of  Newport, 
Ky  ,  and  as  such  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by 
that  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended, 
in  all  the  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  thid  Commonwealth; 
and  under  that  name  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  natural 
persons. 

§  2.  They  may  make  and  ordain  such  a  constitution  and 
by-laws  for  their  government  as  they  may  deem  proper; 
and  the  one  now  in  force  in  said  association  to  alter  or 
amend  at  pleasure.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  managed  by  such  officers  as  they  may,  from  lime  to 
time,  elect  or  appoint:  Provided^  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  against,  or  in  conflict  with,  the.

cluded within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Paris,  in 
the  county  of  Bourbon,  as  lies  within  the  present  bound- 
ary thereof,  and  a  line  beginning  where  said  boundary 
crosses  the  Covington  and  Lexington  Railroad,  near  tlie 
corner  ol'  the  grounds  of  the  Bourbon  Agricultural  So- 
ciety; thence  down  said  railroad  on  its  south  side,  in 
the  direction  of  the  court-house,  to  the  line  between 
the  lands  of  Hannah  Stephens  and  the  lot  conveyed  by 
Aylette  Raines  to  Sam'l  H.  Clay;  thence  with  an  exten- 
sion  of  said    line    to   the  present  boundary,  be,  and  the 
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1S70.  same  is  hereby,  excluded  from  said  corporate  limits,  and 
shall  hereafter  not  constitute  a  part  of  said  city;  and 
said  last  named  line  shall  hereafter  be  the  boundary  in 
part  of  said  city. 

§  2.  That  so  much  of  the  land  and  property  as  is  sit- 
uate in  the  present  limits  and  boundary  of  said  city,  and 
a  line  drawn  from  where  the  present  boundary  thereof 
intersects  the  western  edge  of  the  Paris  and  Ruddle's 
Mills  Turnpike  Road;  thence  with  the  said  margin  of 
said  road  towards  the  court-house  in.  said  city,  to  the 
line  between*  the  lots  of  Matt.  Turney  and  H.  M.  Rucker; 
thence  with  said  line,  between  Turney  and  Rucker,  to 
the  western  bank  of  Houston  creek;  thence  along  said 
bank  of  said  creek,  with  its  meanders,  to  the  present 
boundary,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  excluded  from  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  city,  and  shall  not  hereafter  coo- 
stitute  a  part  thereof;  end  said  line  herein  described 
shall,  as  far  as  it  goes,  constitute  the  boundary  of  said' 
city. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.
